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"...  We  want  to  be  like  an  elite  corps  at  the  disposition  of 
the  head  of  the  Church,  the  successor  of  Peter,  to  undertake 
the  difficult  works  and  care  for  the  most  un-cared  for  souls. 
For  this,  and  to  be  more  completely  under  the  influence  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  the  Spirit  of  Our  Lord,  we  strive  to  detach  our- 
selves more  completely  from  the  world's  clutter:  our  whims, 
our  own  way,  our  personal  goods  and  personal  satisfactions. 
Thus  shall  we  be  really  at  the  service  of  Christ  and  His  Church." 

".  .  .  It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  certain  confreres  main- 
tain that  they  entered  the  Congregation  with  the  primary  pur- 
pose of  being  missionaries.  On  the  other  hand,  others  have  it 
that  we  are  first  of  all  religious  and  are  only  secondarily  charged 
with  an  apostolate.  The  two  opinions  can  exist  and  no  doubt 
do.  Providence  has  its  ways  and  they  are  not  the  same  for  all. 
But  you  can  take  this  as  certain,  that  we  are  equally  religious 
and  apostles,  and  that  our  religious  state,  far  from  getting  in 
the  way  of  our  apostolate,  is  supposed  to  make  us  truer  apostles."

This  should  be  a  source  of  grati- 
fication to  all  of  us  because  the  house  of  Bruce  will  now  apply 
its  promotional  resources  to  a  much  wider  distribution  of  this 
volume.

pecially as  Dean  of  Students 
(disciplinary  director).   With 
the  long  cape  he  sports  they 
ten  Sisters,  ten  lay  professors, 
course  is  Athletic  Director.  He 
have   nicknamed   him   Zorro. 
Quite  popular  with  the  stu- 
dents, though  not  handling  an 
easy  job,  Father  Crov/ley  has 
journalism,   English  and  Re- 
ligion. He  produces  the  school 
paper,  "Sales  Talk,"  is  prepar- 
ing the  year  book  for  1963, 
and  has  helped  in  the  produc- 
tion of  several  one  act  plays. 
Materially  and  architectural- 
ly, the  school  is  out  of  this 
world.  The  staff  consisting  of 
five  Spiritans  and  four  dioce- 
san clerics,  with  Father  Sul- 
livan  (a  diocesan)   as  princi- 
pal, is  now  working  on  a  new 
curriculum.  There  are  943  stu- 
dents;   550   girls,    400   boys. 
They  are  a  great  group  of  boys 
and   girls   and   wonderful    to 
work  with,  pleasant,  no  real 
problems.    They    come    from 
45  different  parishes  in  South, 
East  and  suburban  South  Chi- 
cago .  .  .  Relations  all  around 
are  good.  The  five  Spiritans 
go  out  on  weekend  ministry 
and    are    getting    acquainted 
with  the  local  clergy  and  peo- 
ple. They  have  their  own  pri- 
vate residence ;  the  house  is  an 
old  one  but  has  been  renovat- 
ed. 

CHARLESTON,  S.  C.  — 
Over  the  holidays  there  was 
a  reunion  of  South  Carolina 
Spiritans,  that  is,  of  the 
priests  in  our  two  parishes 
here.  Father  Joseph  Taminey 
from  St.  Joseph's  in  Harts- 
ville,  S.  C,  made  the  140  mile 
trip  to  Charleston  to  spend  a 


day  with  the  priests  at  St.  , 
Peters :  Father  Philip  Hagger- 
ty,      pastor,      and      Fathers  . 
Charles    Read    and    William  : 
Joyce, 

The  CYO  chaplain  for  the 
Charleston  Deanery  an- 
nounced  that   the   most   im- 
portant meeting  for  the  dean- 
ery this  year  would  be  held 
at  the  new  Father  Cleary  Hall. 
This   meeting   would   involve 
the  election  of  deanery  offi- 
cers and  a  talent  show.  Win- 
ners in  the  talent  show  would 
later  participate  in  the  finals 
at  the  state  CYO  convention. 
In  the  past  the  members  of  St. 
Peter's  CYO  had  been  invited 
to  deanery  meetings  in  other 
parishes.  This  seemed  to  be 
accepted.  However,  CYO  mem- 
bers of  a  colored  parish  had 
never  been  hosts  at  a  deanery 
interracial      meeting.      This 
would  be  a  first.  There  were 
some  fears  of  a  white  boycott. 
When   the   anxious   moments 
passed  and  the  meeting  was 
over  there  was  a  chance  to 
make   a   conclusion:    the  ex- 
periment was  a  success.  It  is 
true    that   there    were    some 
drop-outs  and  that  one  parish 
with  an  active  CYO  did  not 
send   any   representatives   at 
all.  The  success  of  the  meet- 
ing can  best  be  proven  by  the 
elections.    Every   parish    was 
given  five  votes,   no  matter 
how    many    delegates    were 
present.  With  a  strong  mar- 
gin of  victory  the  group  elect- 
ed two  members  of  St.  Peter's 
CYO  as  president  and  vice- 
president  .  .  .  Father  Charles 
Read,  chaT)lain  of  the  Knights 
of  Peter  Claver,  recently  con- 
ducted a  day  of  recollection 
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for  the  Knights  at  the  Trap- 
pist  Monastery  in  Monks  Cor- 
ner, S.  C.  It  is  in  this  monas- 
tery that  Father  Leonard  Cun- 
ningham, formerly  of  St.  Pe- 
ter's Parish,  is  now  making 
his  novitiate.

RICHMOND.   Michigan   — 


St.  Joseph's  Novitiate  at  Rich- 
mond, now  boasts  existence 
of  a  beautiful  new  barn,  built 
entirely  under  the  supervision 
of  the  young  Brothers  who 
are  now  at  Ridgefield.  The 
barn  is  fully  electrified,  has 
<running  water  and  a  solid 
concrete  floor.  It  measures  60 
feet  by  54  feet.  It  was  built 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  five 
thousand  dollars.  Its  estimat- 
ed value  by  outside  contract- 
ors is  sixteen  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

A  new  department  has 
been  added  to  the  Richmond 
establishment  this  year,  name- 
ly, a  high  school  department. 
Those  now  wishing  to  com- 
plete their  high  school  may  do 
so  now  here  at  Richmond. 
They  take  the  local  bus  to 
St.  Augustine's  high  school  lo- 
cated in  the  town  of  Rich- 
mond. The  pastor  of  St.  Au- 
gustine's parish,  and  the  Do- 
minican Sisters  who  teach 
there  have  been  most  enthus- 
iastic and  most  helpful.  At 
present  there  are  three  stu- 
dents in  this  category  and  all 
are  making  average  or  above 
average  grades.  We  hope  that 
this  might  develop  into  a  more 
stable  source  of  vocations  for 
the  brotherhood  in  the  future. 

Next  project  in  the  plan- 
ning stage  is  a  permanent 
chapel  for  the  novitiate.  At 
present,  the  original  tempora- 
ry chapel  is  still  being  used. 
It  is  much  too  small  for  our 
needs,  and  lends  itself  poorly 
to  the  liturgy  which  is  a  topic 
of  great  interest  and  much 
study.  The  community  Mass  is 
always  a  High  Mass,  and  Sun- 
day Vespers  and  Compline  will 
soon  be  a  regular  practice. 
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BROTHER  GANGOLPH  WAGNER 
1882  - 1961 

"Your  loss  is  my  gain."  How  often  have  we  heard  and  used 
similar  expressions  to  draw  attention  to  particular  events.  Not 
the  least  among  these  events  in  the  history  of  the  human  race, 
is  the  wave  of  immigrants  which  sailed  westward  from  Europe 
in  the  wake  of  political  and  religious  turmoil  on  that  continent  in 
the  nineteenth  century.  A  significant  number  of  those  immi- 
grants were  from  the  lands  ruled  by  Bismarck's  Germany  in  the 
second  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  And  because  of  the  tur- 
bulence surrounding  the  Catholic  Church  during  this  time,  a 
great  number  of  these  immigrants,  in  turn,  were  Catholic. 

This  could  very  well  be  the  introduction  to  a  history  of  the 
Congregation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  America.  It  was  just  such 
immigrants  that  occasioned  the  establishment  of  the  Congrega- 
tion in  the  United  States;  but,  this  is  the  introduction  to  the 
history  of  one  man  within  that  Congregation,  one  man  whose 
life  might  very  well  be  used  to  illustrate  the  progress  of  his 
chosen  religious  family. 

Brother  Gangolph  Wagner  was  born  in  Bavaria,  the  beau- 
tiful southeastern  corner  of  Germany  in  1883.  However,  he 
was  not  destined  to  spend  his  life  in  his  native  Bavaria.  As  a 
young  lad,  he  and  his  entire  immediate  family,  like  so  many 
families  with  them,  said  a  final  and  definitive  "Auf  Wiederse- 
hen"  to  the  land  which  had  given  them  birth,  and  committed 
themselves  to  a  new  life  in  a  new  world. 

It  is  important  to  note  the  finality  with  which  these  de- 
cisions were  made.  For,  to  a  great  extent,  this  also  is  the  story 
of  Brother  Gangolph's  life.  The  Wagner  family  knew  nothing 
of  half  measures.  They  chose  the  rich  farm  land  along  the 
Arkansas  River  to  make  their  new  home.  In  the  small  town  of 
Atkins,  some  sixty-five  miles  west  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas, 
the  Wagners  joined  many  other  families  of  German  origin,  most 
of  them  victims  of  Bismarck's  Kulturkampf.  It  was  just  at  this 
time  also  that  the  Congregation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  estab- 
lished in  the  state  of  Arkansas  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  taking 
care  of  these  newly-arrived  immigrants.  They  set  up  their  head- 
quarters near  what  is  now  the  city  of  Morrilton,  Arkansas.  It 
is  significant  that  these  first  members  of  the  Congregation 
saw  fit  to  set  up  a  novitiate  for  Brothers  as  one  of  their  first 
tasks. 

Brother  Gangolph  was  among  the  first  candidates  to  pre- 
sent himself  to  the  new  institution.  Misfortune  struck  the  novi- 
tiate in  its  infancy.  A  disastrous  tornado  destroyed  all  except 
a  tiny  chapel.  But  the  Congregation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  had 
struck  rich  soil.  Although  the  novitiate  was  not  rebuilt,  these 
initial  efforts  inspired  a  good  number  of  young  men  to  follow 
the  fortunes  of  this  missionary  congregation.  A  monument  to 
the  influence  of  the  brothers'  novitiate  is  the  fact  that  the  place 
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3f  the  building  is  still  known  as  "Monastery  Ridge,"  the  site  of 
Lhe  cemetery  for  Sacred  Heart  Parish  (still  under  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Congregation)  is  located  there,  and  the  entire  area 
Doasts  a  solid  nucleus  of  some  of  America's  most  staunchly 
Catholic  families. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  finality  of  decisions  made  in  the 
iVagner  family.  Brother  Gangolph  was  no  exception.  His  de- 
cision to  become  a  Holy  Ghost  Brother  was  one  of  total  commit- 
nent.  Although  he  had  entered  the  novitiate  at  Morrilton  at  the 
iarly  age  of  fifteen,  he  did  not  hesitate  a  minute  when  it  was 
earned  that  henceforth,  the  Brothers  would  take  their  training 
t  Cornwells  Heights  in  Pennsylvania.  His  vocation  was  not  a 
hing  conditioned  by  human  circumstances,  however  pleasant 
)r  unpleasant.  His  was  a  total  commitment  of  self  to  a  cause. 
\n  indication  of  just  how  much  Brother  Gangolph  gave  of  him- 
self is  the  fact  that  he  never  once  revisited  his  home  state 
ifter  profession. 

The  life  of  Brother  Gangolph  was  a  full  and  varied  one.  We 
ould  fill  several  pages  reciting  the  activities  which  composed 
lis  religious  life.  The  outstanding  feature,  however,  is  always 
he  same.  He  gave  his  all  to  what  was  the  task  at  hand.  He 
lerved  with  a  loyalty  which  is  the  dream  of  every  religious 
;uperior  and  must  have  been  the  delight  of  the  Saints.  But 
ibove  and  beyond  this.  Brother  Gangolph  served  with  dignity, 
Ls  befits  a  man  whose  service  looks  beyond  the  purely  human, 
le  was  a  farmer,  he  was  a  cook,  he  served  tables,  he  cleaned 
'orridors.  He  was  just  these.  And  he  was  all  of  these.  He  was 
ust  a  religious.  But  so  was  St.  Theresa  of  the  Child  Jesus! 
le  was  fully  a  religious.  He  was  just  a  Brother,  but  in  the 
nemory  of  any  member  of  the  Congregation  living  today  who 
elt  his  influence,  (and  most  of  them  did)  his  name  is  spoken 
vith  a  manly  reverence.  He  was  an  example  to  the  Fathers, 
vho  sometimes  engage  in  the  speculation  of  whether  it  is 
)etter  to  be  a  pastor  of  a  parish,  a  university  professor,  or  a 
breign  missionary.  He  was  an  example  to  the  Brothers  who 
ometimes  forget  that  the  dignity  of  their  work  is  taken  from 
he  One  Whom  they  serve. 

From  the  moment  Brother  Gangolph  crossed  the  thresh- 
lold  of  the  novitiate  in  that  first  year,  he  grew  in  the  awareness 
f  Him  Whom  he  served.  A  random  conversation  with  anyone 
i^ho  lived  in  community  with  him  gives  ample  evidence  of  how 
^ell  he  did  serve. 

Brother  Gangolph  remains  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  all 
i^ho  knew  him.  To  the  scholastics  of  Ferndale,  he  was  a  model ; 
0  the  novices  at  Ridgef ield  he  was  an  inspiration ;  to  those  who 
new  him  at  Cornv/ells,  he  was  an  institution ;  to  the  province  of 
he  United  States  he  bequeathed  an  incomparable  contribution 
-  himself.  He  was  just  a  Brother. 

Raymond  A.  Bruck,  C.S.Sp. 
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FATHER  JOSEPH  A.  KIRKBRIDE,  C.S.Sp. 

1894  - 1962  1 

Father  Joseph  A.  Kirkbride  died  in  Pittsburgh  of  a  heart- 
attack  Friday,  August  10.  A  solemn  Funeral  Mass  was  held  at 
St.  Ann,  Mill  vale  and  burial  services  were  at  Ferndale  August 
14th.  Special  permission  was  received  from  the  Most  Reverend 
Bishop  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  Walter  W.  Curtis,  D.D.,  to  have 
the  burial  service  in  the  evening  to  give  the  hundreds  of  re- 
treatants  the  opportunity  to  attend;  hundreds  of  them  and 
their  wives  did  attend  with  the  Most  Reverend  Bishop  presiding. 

Father  Kirkbride  was  born  in  Manchester,  England,  68 
years  ago.  He  enrolled  at  Holy  Ghost  College,  Grange-over- 
Sands,  Castlehead,  Lancashire  and  was  transferred  to  Corn- 
wells.  He  made  his  profession  August  15,  1913  and  was  ordained 
at  Ferndale,  Christmas  Eve,  1919.  His  first  appointment  was 
assistant  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  From  there  he  was  placed  on  the 
Faculty  at  Cornwells,  then  as  assistant  in  Chippewa  Falls,  ap- ' 
pointed  Pastor  in  Shreveport  and  in  1935  appointed  to  the  Mis- 
sion Band.  The  following  year  he  became  Superior  at  Ferndale 
where  he  developed  an  interest  in  the  Laymen's  Retreat  Move- 
ment that  Father  McGlynn  had  inaugurated  at  Ferndale  the 
previous  year.  This  was  to  become  Father  Kirkbride's  principal 
work  twelve  years  later.  In  the  interim  he  was  to  leave  Ferndale, 
and  become  pastor  of  St.  Ann,  Millvale,  then  to  Duquesne  Uni-jit 
versity  as  Director  of  Public  Relations.  At  this  time  he  was 
elected  Vice  President  at  Duquesne.  His  ability  as  an  organizer, 
with  the  knack  of  winning  friends  and  influencing  people,  ^ 
prompted  his  Provincial  to  appoint  him  in  charge  of  the  Retreat 
Movement  in  1948.  He  was  stationed  again  at  Ferndale  to  fur-|| 
ther  develop  this  movement  and  immediately  had  an  architect* 
draw  a  sketch  of  a  Retreat  House  to  adjoin  Ferndale  that  would 
have  not  only  dwarfed  Ferndale  but  make  it  look  like  something 
out  of  Tudor  England.  The  Provincial  Council  and  the  Mother 
House  settled  for  the  Hatfield  Estate  which  was  purchased  in! 
1948.  In  the  following  year  weekend  Retreats  were  started.      * 

As  one  observes  the  Retreat  House  today  he  can  visualize 
the  tremendous  amount  of  work  and  planning  it  took  to  remodel  • 
a  spacious  mansion  to  accommodate  sleeping  quarters  for  42 
men  with  more  or  less  private  quarters.  Father  Kirkbride  had 
a  talent  for  good  taste  in  household  appointments.  The  House 
today  exemplifies  this  trait  throughout.  He  also  had  the  ability! , 
to  influence  the  right  people,  and  one  of  his  major  accomplish-, 
ments,  in  a  town  that  was  anything  but  pro-Catholic,  was  to  [ 
win  a  bitter  court  battle  to  have  the  Retreat  House  tax-exempt. 
To  pay  yearly  taxes  on  a  mansion  this  size  would  have  been  a ' 
financial  burden  difficult  to  fulfill.  Cleverly  enough,  Father' 
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^irkbride  did  not  sue  for  exemption  on  the  housekeeper's  cot- 
;age  so  he  could  reply  "yes"  to  questions  from  the  curious  or  in- 
luisitive  if  they  were  to  ask  if  he  paid  taxes  on  the  Retreat 
louse  property.  They  would  have  to  go  a  bit  further  than  he 
f  they  wanted  a  clear  and  comprehensive  answer  to  their  prying 
question.  Not  many  took  the  trouble  to  go  to  the  Town  Hall  for 
I  complete  answer.  Father  Kirkbride  was  adept  at  sophistical 
•easoning  when  the  occasion  arose  to  the  bewilderment  and 
onsternation  of  many. 

Perhaps  the  most  characteristic  trait  of  Father  Kirk- 
Tide  was  his  dogged  determination  to  accomplish  whatever  he 
hought  important  no  matter  what  the  obstacles  or  opposition. 
le  seemed  to  have  and  exemplify  in  all  his  major  efforts  that 
ame  will-power  so  characteristic  of  his  famous  countryman, 
Vinston  Churchill;  and  the  tenacity  to  hold  onto  his  course 
f  action  until  all  opposition  faded  from  sheer  exhaustion,  if 
ot  complete  frustration.  "We  shall  not  fail"  seemed  to  be  in- 
rained  and  truly  unconquerable.  This  dominant  firmness  was 
tower  of  strength  for  him  during  his  later  years  of  acute 
rthritis.  He  accepted  his  painful  condition  with  stoic  fore- 
earance.  When  the  doctors  told  him  seven  years  ago  that  he 
70uld  never  walk  again,  and  what  was  worse  to  him,  that  he 
Vould  never  be  able  to  say  Mass,  he  thanked  them  and  told 
hem  he  would  do  something  about  it.  To  their  utter  amazement, 
nd  his  own,  he  was  using  a  walker  in  the  halls  of  the  hospital, 
ad  the  Retreat  House  caretaker  carry  him  back  and  forth 
>eekends  from  hospital  to  House  for  3  months,  massaged  his 
lass  fingers  daily,  and  to  his  great  joy  and  comfort  began 

0  say  Mass  again.  In  the  fourth  month  after  the  doctors'  sorry 
ecision  he  was  driving  his  car!  They  never  quite  recovered 
rom  this  feat.  Neither  were  they  amazed  in  the  ensuing  years 
'hen  he  was  anointed  six  times  and  quickly  recovered.  They 
ad  come  to  know  his  will-to-live  disposition. 

On  his  return  from  England  last  January,  after  four  weeks 

1  a  hospital  over  there  with  double  pneumonia  and  another 
aointing,  a  friend  who  met  him  at  the  N.Y.  airport  drove  him 
;raight  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  in  Stamford.  The  young  intern 
ho  examined  him  in  the  Emergency  Room  turned  to  the 
•iend,  a  Podiatrist,  and  excitedly  said  that  Father  was  dying, 
almly  the  friend  told  the  young  doctor  that  Father  would 
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be  going  home  in  the  morning.  He  meant  the  Retreat  House. 
The  young  man  thought  he  meant  heaven.  Father  Kirkbride 
was  home  at  10  the  next  morning,  the  Retreat  House.  The 
Podiatrist  left  the  hospital  with  the  distinct  impression  that' 
the  young  interne  thought  he  might  be  able  to  use  some  mental 
therapy.  If  the  interne  saw  Father  walking  out  of  the  hospital 
the  next  morning,  after  his  diagnosis  just  9  hours  previously, 
he  might  have  asked  for  some  therapy  himself !  or  straightway 
gone  back  to  his  books  on  heart.  ' 

The  eulogy  at  the  burial  service  in  Ferndale  mentioned  the 
fact   that   Father  Kirkbride   endured   his   Purgatory   here  on 
earth.  His  remarkable  calm  when  he  would  suffer  severe  attacks 
of  arthritis  was   truly  astonishing.   He  was  never  known  toj 
gripe  and  complain  about  his  lot  no  matter  how  acutely  he 
suffered.  On  damp,  rainy  days  his  hands  and  feet  would  burn 
fire,  enough  to  try  the  patience  and  disposition  of  a  Job  but  you 
would  never  hear  him  voice  anything  that  even  resembled  self- 
pity.  The  hundreds  of  Retreatants  never  heard  him  lament  hisi 
crippled  condition  or  the  pain  of  his  illness.  They  knew  him! 
better  by  his  perennial  password,  "Keep  Smiling."  The  evening  ' 
of  his  burial,  cars  had  to  be  halted  at  the  entrance  long  before ;( 
the  service  started.  The  grounds  at  Ferndale  were  filled,  a  fit-fi 
ting  tribute  to  a  "Good  Priest."

With  the  selection  of  Bishop-designate,  Dennis  Vincent  Durn- 
ng,  C.S.Sp.,  the  Province  of  the  United  States  makes  its  second 
jontribution  to  the  hierarchy. 

I  The  erection  of  a  new  diocese  in  East  Africa  has  been  long 
waited.  It  comes  as  encouraging  news  to  those  who  labor  so 
ssiduously  in  the  Masai  country,  and  should  be  a  source  of  new 
trength  for  the  Church  in  Tanganyika.  Kilimanjaro  has  been 
ivided  several  times  previous  to  this,  but  this  is  the  first  divi- 
ion  where  the  Congregation  still  retains  the  responsibility  for 
|he  propagation  of  the  Faith. 

Bishop-designate,  Dennis  Vincent  Durning,  was  born  in  Phil- 
delphia  in  1923.  He  received  his  seminary  training  both  in 
yornwells  and  Ferndale.  His  first  appointment  at  Apostolic 
'onsecration  was  to  the  mission  field  of  Tanganyika.  In  Africa 
e  was  assigned  to  Mashati  Mission  where  he  spent  six  years ; 
fter  his  leave  he  returned  again  to  Africa  and  was  appointed 
p  Loliondo  where  he  spent  the  last  six  year.  Loliondo  is  in  the 
'eart  of  Masailand,  His  virtue,  personality  and  training  assure 
s  of  an  excellent  representative  of  the  Church  and  Congrega- 
on  as  head  of  the  nineteenth  diocese  of  Tanganyika.

"...  As  Priests  we  should  practice  in  a  special  way  the  gift 
of  piety  which  animates  the  virtue  of  justice  and  religion.  When 
we  make  religious  profession  we  undertake  by  special  engage- 
ment to  perfect  our  imitation  of  Our  Lord  and  thereby  become 
more  perfect  Priests.  In  the  case  of  those  who  are  not  Priests, 
their  religious  Profession  gives  to  their  Baptismal  and  Confir- 
mation characters,  a  perfection  which  tends  to  assimilate  them 
in  a  more  perfect  way  to  Him  whose  life  was  an  act  of  religion.

Understood  in  this  way,  the  Religious  life  is  unfathomably 
rich  in  grace,  because  it  is  rooted  in  Baptism,  in  the  spiritual 
birth,  in  the  new  life,  in  the  new  Spirit,  that  was  given  to  us 
when  the  Priest  said  over  us:  "Exi  ab  eo,  immunde  spiritus,  et 
da  locum  Spiritui  Sancto;  depart  from  him,  impure  spirit,  and 
give  place  to  the  Holy  Ghost."

My  dear  Confreres, 

Our  Mother  House  has  approved  the  purchase  of  a  new 
novitiate  site  at  Glenwood  Springs,  Colorado.  Since  you  will  no 
doubt  be  interested  in  having  some  idea  of  the  property,  I 
shall  endeavor  to  describe  it  briefly  here. 

Lying  near  Aspen,  some  sixty  miles  west  of  Denver  across  the 
Great  Divide,  it  was  the  summer  estate  of  Mr.  George  W. 
3umers,  a  New  York  industrialist-financier.  The  main  house 
and  its  outbuildings  occupy  part  of  a  283  acre  stretch  of  flat 
land  in  the  valley  of  the  Roaring  Fork  River.  Across  the  high- 
way and  up  the  mountain  there  is  an  additional  tract  of  timber 
and  pasture  land,  one  thousand  acres  in  extent.  Prime  water 
rights  from  a  forty-acre  lake  on  this  immense  parcel  enhance 
significantly  the  value  of  the  whole  ensemble. 

Mr.  Sumers  built  the  main  house  to  accommodate  twenty 
oeople.  Its  furnishings,  attractively  custom-made  in  western 
5tyle,  will  remain.  Its  institutional  kitchen,  with  a  hotel  stove 
and  walk-in  refrigerator,  suits  our  purpose  perfectly.  So  do  the 
)ther  facilities  of  the  house.  Once  a  partition  is  thrown  across 
Dart  of  the  long  enclosed  verandah,  a  very  serviceable  chapel 
m\\  come  into  existence.  Nothing  more  need  be  done. 

Desirable  as  such  an  acquisition  may  have  been,  our  finances 
jivould  never  have  permitted  it  if  Father  Clynes'  office  had  not, 
is  he  predicted,  "reached  the  point  of  no  returns."  At  the  end 
)f  1962  his  period  of  preparation  opened  into  a  period  of  pro- 
iuctivity.  You  will  receive  a  full  report  on  this  later.  For  the 
noment  it  suffices  to  point  out  that  your  fine  cooperation  with 
^ather  Clynes  made  this  western  novitiate  possible.  It  proves 
■mce  again  that  we  can  do  nothing  without  corporate  effort. 

Why  a  novitiate  out  there?  We  are  far  from  outgrowing 
ilidgefield. 

No  one  is  more  painfully  aware  of  that  than  I.  If  Ridgefield's 
•apacity  were  the  only  consideration  there  would  be  no  sense 
n  adding  to  our  overhead  by  another  house  of  formation.  Ac- 
ually,  the  causa  impulsiva  is  quite  different. 


As  most  of  you  know,  even  the  smallest  orders  and  congrega- 
tions are  following  the  population  trend  to  the  West  in  order  to 
recruit  vocations.  Through  the  wisdom  of  former  provincials 
we  already  have  a  foothold  there.  Western  parents,  however,  are 
most  reluctant  to  permit  their  sons  to  travel  3000  miles  to  Con- 
necticut when  seeking  admission  to  religion.  With  a  novitiate  in 
the  West  (even  if  we  never  divided  the  Province),  we  can  allay 
the  fears  of  anxious  mothers  and  fathers.  Then,  when  the  young 
men  enter  the  Congregation  as  professed  members,  there  will 
be  little  difficulty  in  bringing  them  to  Bethel  and  Ferndale. 

Your  interest  and  help  have  made  this  step  possible.  I  feel 
confident  that  the  same  interest  and  help,  translated  into  prayer^ 
and  work,  will  soon  fill  Glenwood  Springs  with  future  mis-' 
sionaries.  i

)lease  arrange  to  present  our  appeal  as  soon  as  possible  after 
lur  patronal  feast.  Lastly,  we  would  gain  in  many  ways  by 
ermons  on  the  preceding  Sunday  devoted  to  the  works  of  the 
congregation.

In  all  our  Provinces  propaganda  is  subject  to  very  strict  regu- 
itions  drawn  up  in  understanding  with  the  Pontifical  Mission- 
ry  Works.  To  act  independently  of  these  regulations  could  be 
re  judicial  to  the  good  name  of  the  Congregation  and  to  the 
iterests  of  our  Missions.

On  the  way 
over,  the  novices  and  postu- 
lants made  a  quick  dash 
through  the  Henry  Ford  Mu- 
seum in  Dearborn.  The  general 
reaction:  "We  want  to  go 
back." 

DUQUESNE  —  The  cele- 
bration in  honor  of  our  Ven- 
erable Francis  Libermann  was 
graced  with  special  dignity 
this  year  by  the  presence  of 
TWO  Provincials,  Father  Al- 
bert Blomaert  of  the  Dutch 
Province  and  Father  Vernon 
Gallagher,  our  own  Provincial. 
Several  speeches  were  had  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  dinner. 
Father  Gallagher  referred  to 
the  wonderful  cooperation 
with,  and  the  contributions  to 
Duquesne  by  the  Dutch  Prov- 
ince.

The  Presi- 
dent's Advisory  Board  was  or- 
ganized on  February  8th  into 
a  first  class  corporation  with 
its  own  trustees,  charter  and 
by-laws.

munity with  a  talk  concerning 
the  economic  and  cultural  de- 
velopment of  the  new  and 
emerging  countries  in  Africa. 
He  gave  some  new  insights  to 
the  missionary  work  in  Africa 
.  .  .  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Provincial  Study  Committee 
was  held  at  Ferndale  on  Jan- 
uary 25th.  Fathers  Joseph

Dr.  Melady  spoke  on  the  sit- 
uation of  the  Catholic  Church 
in  modern  Africa.  He  de- 
scribed the  treatment  future 
missionaries  in  Tanganyika 
could  expect  from  Russian  and 
Chinese  agents  seeking  to  win 
the  native  people  to  Commu- 


nism. He  said  that  the  goal 
of  the  Russian  and  Chinese 
agents  is  to  identify  the  mis-j 
sionaries  with  Western  imper-  i 
ialism.  The  only  thing  that  the 
missionary  could  do  to  offset 
this  propaganda,  he  said, 
would  be  for  the  missionary 
to  identify  himself  as  closely 
as  possible  with  the  native 
peoples  .  .  .  The  Holy  Ghost 
Missionary  Club  sponsored  ai 
spaghetti  dinner  at  Ferndale 
on  February  5th.  The  event 
proved  to  be  a  success.  About 
four  hundred  people  came  for 
the  dinner.  The  profit  from 
this  endeavor  was  given  to  the 
library  building  fund  .  .  .  Fa- 
ther Moonen,  S.J.,  who  had 
been  teaching  Dogma  at  Du- 
quesne  University  for  the  past 
five  months,  gave  a  very  in- 
teresting talk  on  the  new  ap- 
proach to  theology.  He  is  re- 
turning to  Holland  to  resume 
teaching  Dogmatic  Theology 
in  the  seminary  there  .  .  .  An- 
nually the  Sacred  Heart  Acad- 
emy, Stamford,  holds  a  mis- 
sion bazaar  and  fund-raiser, 
a  portion  of  the  revenue  of 
which  is  given  to  the  house 
in  payment  for  the  year's  min- 
istry performed  by  various  of 
the  Fathers  in  various  roles. 
Every  morning  Mass  is  of-

The  visitation  of  the  District 
of  Kilimanjaro  was  completed 
on  January  16th  with  a  dinner 
and  meeting  in  the  new,  beau- 
tiful hall  at  Kibosho  Mission, 
just  ten  miles  above  Moshi  in 
Tanganyika.  Forty  seven  Fa- 
thers were  present.  It  was  at 
this  meeting  that  Father  Con- 
stantine  Chronis  was  official- 
ly announced  to  be  the  new 
Principal  Superior  of  the  Dis- 
trict. 

ROME,  ITALY— The  quar- 
ters in  Rome  where  our  Ven- 
erable Francis  Libermann 
wrote  the  Rule  that  rejuvenat- 
ed the  Congregation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  has  been  trans- 
ferred timber  by  timber  from 
the  now  condemned  section  of 
the  building  to  the  newer  Pon- 
tifical French  Seminary. 

PUERTO  RICO— February 
19th,  1963,  was  a  real  "red  let- 
ter" day  in  the  journals  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  Fathers  in  Puer- 
to Rico.  It  marked  the  arrival 
of  Father  Gallagher,  Ameri- 
can Provincial,  and  the  begin- 
ning of  a  truly  fine  visit.

"I  go  to  the  Altar  of  God 

To  the  God  who  was  the  joy  of  my  youth." 

There  are  several  confreres  here  and  many  throughout  the 
rovince  who  would  contend  they  knew  our  departed  confrere 
father  Bill  Murray  longer  than  I,  but  I  doubt  if  any  could  say 
ley  knew  him  better. 

When  I  was  stationed  alone  in  Okmulgee,  Oklahoma,  Father 
.  urray,  my  neighbor,  was  alone  in  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas.  The 
lisire  for  companionship  forced  us  to  exchange  visits.  During 
'ese  visits  we  would  reminisce  of  our  days  in  Cornwells  and 
erndale.  On  several  occasions  we  revealed  to  each  other  secrets 
e  had  kept  locked  in  our  hearts.  One  great  secret  that  Father 
;  urray  frequently  talked  about  was  his  very  call  to  the  priest- 
;)od.  As  a  mere  boy  he  felt  God  was  inviting  him  "To  come,  fol- 
!w  Me."  His  parents  and  pastor  tried  to  foster  this  vocation, 
'it  he  resisted  it.  Do  not  misinterpret  his  meaning.  It  was  not 
ised  on  a  lack  of  love  for  God,  on  the  contrary  his  love  was  so 
,reat  he  felt  he  could  never  be  worthy  of  the  great  title,  "Alter 
ihristus,"  "Another  Christ."  It  was  for  this  reason  that  fifty 
;3ars  ago  this  very  year  he  left  his  own  country  and  came  to 
le  United  States.  Thinking  that  among  new  friends,  and  new 
liventures,  the  thought  might  vanish.  Yes,  fifty  years  ago  he 
lime  and  settled  here  in  Philadelphia.  Instead  of  vanishing  it 
iicame  more  persistent.  As  he  would  jokingly  say,  "I  fled  Him 
own  the  days  and  I  fled  Him  down  the  nights,  and  still  could 
i^ar  the  voices  whispering,  'Come  follow  Me'."  Finally  he  went 
'»  St.  Peter  Claver's  Church,  12th  and  Lombard,  and  poured 
it  his  troubles  to  Father  Plunkett  of  happy  memories.  After 
istening  to  his  problem.  Father  Plunkett,  in  his  own  fatherly 
ay  simply  shrugged  his  shoulders  and  said,  "Stop  running 
A^ay.  Go  out  to  Cornwells  and  sign  up."  Father  Murray  took 
lis  advice,  and  though  he  was  older  than  the  other  students, 
)on  adapted  himself  to  his  new  surroundings. 

During  his  years  of  study,  both  in  Cornwells  and  Ferndale,  the 
ieling  of  unworthiness  was  persistent.  It  was  not  until  the 

orning  he  knelt  in  the  chapel  at  Ferndale  a  mere  man,  and  at 
le  command  of  the  Bishop,  "Arise  thou  art  another  Christ." 
lat  he  lost  it.  From  that  moment  he  put  all  fear  aside,  and  like 
le  Apostles  of  old  went  forth  another  Christ. 

Father  Murray's  priestly  life  could  be  summed  up  in  these 
ords,  "It  was  like  a  mirror  that  reflected  the  image  of  Christ 
imself."  Well  could  he  say  like  St.  Paul,  "I  walked,  no  not  I, 
hrist  walked  in  the  midst  of  men."

Father  Murray's  first  appointment  was  St.  Mark's  in  Nev 
York  City.  Here  again  he  encountered,  as  pastor,  the  belovec 
Father  Plunkett  who  dubbed  him,  "My  closest  friend."  I  thin! 
it  is  this  characteristic  most  of  us  will  remember  Father  Bil 
Murray  longest  for.  His  thrift  toward  himself  and  his  friendji 
was  not  a  Judas  type,  for  his  generosity  towards  God  knew  nc 
bounds.  There  is  standing  today  and  will  stand  for  many  years 
to  come  in  Ft.  Smith,  Arkansas,  a  Church  that  bears  testi- 
mony to  this  fact.  On  this  Church  he  spared  no  money  because 
it  was  for  God  and  souls. 

When  Father  Murray  was  sent  to  New  York  as  pastor  his  first 
act  was  a  complete  renovation  of  the  Church.  Again  the  same 
spirit  motivated  him.  There  is  nothing  too  good  for  the  housei 

of  God.  i

Father  Murray  walked  in  the  midst  of  the  world,  but  had  nas 
desire  for  the  pleasures  of  the  world.  His  happiest  hours  were] 
spent  teaching  converts  to  know,  love  and  serve  God.  Pointing 
out  to  them  the  steep  and  narrow  path  that  leads  to  eternal  life. 


He  was  a  member  of  every  family,  but  belonged  to  none.  By 
the  crib  one  would  find  him  welcoming  the  new  born  babe  in 
Christ's  name,  "Benedictio  Dei  Omnipotentis."  When  married:; 
couples  became  beset  with  trials,  and  were  prone  to  regret  theier' 
state.  Father  Murray  would  remind  them  of  the  Church's  advice  j 
before  they  entered  marriage.  Every  life  has  sacrifice,  but  when 
motivated  by  love,  sacrifice  becomes  a  pleasure.  ''What  greater 
love  than  this  that  a  man  lay  down  His  life  for  a  friend." 

Anyone  who  beheld  Father  Murray  at  a  death  bed,  saw  him 
at  his  best.  As  he  would  approach  the  trembling  soul,  his  quick ' 
sense  of  humor  would  soon  captivate  it  and  transfer  it  from  ' 
one  of  fear  to  resignation  and  send  the  soul  into  the  eternal  day  ' 
with  the  words  of  Simeon  on  its  lips  "Nunc  dimittis  servumii 
tuum  in  pace."  j 

j 

His  preparation  for  the  daily  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  proved  i] 
he  never  lost  his  great  respect  for  the  priesthood.  "0  Lord,  I 
am  not  worthy  to  go  daily  from  man  to  God,  to  offer  him  their  , 
homage  and  petition ;  to  return  from  God  to  men  to  bring  them  i, 
His  pardon  and  His  hope.  j 

My  God,  what  a  life,  and  it  was  youis  0  priest  of  Jesus  I 
Christ."  1 

If  Father  Murray  could  speak  today,  there  is  only  one  request 
he  would  make.  If  you  loved  me  in  life,  forget  me  not  in  death, 
for  more  things  are  wrought  by  prayer  than  this  world  dreams 
of.  Let  us  storm  heaven  with  this  prayer,  "May  his  soul  and  all 
the  souls  of  the  faithful  departed,  rest  in  peace."

FATHER  T.  CHARLES  DOOLEY 
(1903-1963) 

'  These  are  words  that  a  priest  recites  every  day  at  Holy  Mass. 
hey  are  a  summation  of  our  departed  confrere  because  he  was 
ttached  to  the  Mass. 

For  the  priest,  living  with  his  confreres,  is  a  great  help  in 
fe  but,  he  must  learn  to  love  the  Mass  early  and  retain  that 
fve  for  all  of  his  days.  This  in  Father  Dooley  was  characteristic. 

I  have  known  him  just  a  short  time  and  yet  in  those  few 
3ars  we  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  together  because,  in  his 
Dpreciation  of  the  spiritual,  a  very  human  and  simple  apprecia- 
on,  he  summed  up  some  of  the  fine  qualities  necessary  in  the 
issionary. 

It  is  said  that  every  priest  must  carry  a  cross,  a  cross  that 
:  necessary,  not  only  for  his  own  sanctification,  but  for  the 
Duls  of  others  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.  This  was  true 
i:  Father  Dooley  and  of  all  our  confreres  because  it  is  part  of 
■)e  treasure  of  being  a  priest,  that  not  only  do  we  preach  about 
ihrist,  but  we  must  in  some  way  carry  the  cross  with  Christ. 
':  we  pick  our  own  cross,  it  ceases  to  be  effective.  We  are  in- 
lined  to  think  of  the  cross  as  some  incurable  disease,  slowly 
laiming  a  victim,  and  we  knowing,  that  in  carrying  this  cross, 
'e  are  suffering  our  purgatory  here  on  earth.  This  is  a  great 
i?nsolation  for  some,  but  if  we  were  to  pick  our  cross  we  might 
"ell  pick  the  one  that  we  would  least  profit  from.  We  would  say 
I  ourselves  that  our  cross  would  make  up  for  our  failings,  that 
liis  will  join  in  a  redemptive  act  of  Christ  and  we  would  in  a 
;  rtain  sense  build  our  own  little  house,  but  such  is  not  the  case 
lith  the  cross.  The  cross  is  picked  for  us  because  it  is  the  one 
I  at  suits  us  best  in  the  work  of  purifying  our  souls.  We  ought 
hver  to  loose  sight  of  that.  There  is  a  beauty  in  carrying  the 
toss  —  that  we  do  what  God  wants !  Very  few  people  were  as 
smple  as  Father  Dooley.  Very  few  people  were  as  honest  be- 
[  use  these  are  virtues  that  have  to  be  cultivated  and  developed 
I  most  of  us.  His  spiritual  life  was  a  very  simple  thing.  He  loved 
bd  in  his  simple  way.  "I  have  known  the  beauty  of  Thy  house, 
(  Lord." 

When  he  came  to  Ferndale  and  studied  theology  as  a  young 
sudent,  he  had  in  mind  serving  God  in  the  missions  and  all 
trough  his  life  he  kept  that  before  him.  He  loved  the  missions. 
1  you  were  to  review  his  life  you  would  see  that  he  spent  most 
c  his  priestly  life  away  from  confreres,  living  in  the  poor  mis- 
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sions  of  Bagamoyo  in  Tanganyika,  where  there  were  very  fev 
American  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  and  later  on  in  Kilimanjaro,  anc 
still  again  when  he  labored  as  an  Army  chaplain  in  India  anc 
Ceylon.  During  these  years  he  was  alone  in  India.  He  was  sicl- 
and  suffered  constantly  from  malaria.  This  was  part  of  his  cross 

The  purpose  of  the  cross  in  our  life  is  purification ;  to  clear] 
off  the  rust,  to  prepare  us  for  death,  and  in  that  way  he  was] 
aptly  prepared  for  his  death. 

For  many  years  after  he  came  back  he  worked  in  the  South 
and  in  the  West  and  finally  here  in  the  North.  Father  Fabre  sayfl 
that  a  good  priest  in  his  life  will  influence  a  million  souls' 
Surely  Father  Dooley  has  influenced  a  million  souls  directly  oi 
indirectly,  because  he  has  worked  over  a  vast  amount  of  the 
earth's  space  —  India,  Africa,  United  States,  never  drawing, 
things  or  people  to  himself.  He  was  not  a  man  to  gather  around! 
him  worldly  riches  or  even  take  an  interest  in  them.  His  crossj 
for  the  most  part  was  one  of  misunderstanding  and  on  the  part 
of  some  a  real  lack  of  understanding  —  this  he  rarely  complained 
about. 

I  can  recall  walking  with  him  many  times  at  the  "Rock"  and 
particularly  on  one  occasion  complaining  of  a  lack  of  under- 
standing on  the  part  of  someone  else.  He  turned  and  asked :  "Bd 
you  really  expect  people  to  understand?  I've  spent  my  whole 
life  in  this  frame  of  mind  and  have  concluded  now  that  it  is  no, 
longer  important!  The  only  important  thing  is  that  we  under- 
stand what  God  wants  of  us  and  try  to  measure  up." 

Each  of  us  carries  in  our  souls  the  precious  gifts  of  the  Holy 
Spirit;  those  dispositions  which  are  a  habit  and  properly  nour- 
ished lead  us  on  in  a  constant  atmosphere  of  devotion  and  re- 
sponse to  God's  inspirations.  While  all  the  gifts  can  be  active, 
in  a  person,  it  is  common  for  one  to  predominate.  In  St.  Thomas, 
for  example,  it  was  knowledge  and  wisdom  while  in  St.  Bernard 
it  was  wisdom.  If  you  were  to  seek  out  the  gift  which  predomi- 
nated in  Father  Dooley,  as  far  as  we  can  make  out,  it  would 
appear  to  be  the  Spirit  of  Fear,  the  Gift  of  Fear  of  the  Lord. 

When  we  think  of  fear  we  are  thinking  of  servile  fear  and 
that  was  the  least  of  the  problems  that  Father  Dooley  experi- 
enced, for  human  respect  was  never  his  problem,  but  deep  in 
his  soul  he  was  a  sensitive  man,  easily  hurt  and  he  carried  the 
scars  of  conflicts  in  his  interior.  In  his  own  soul  he  had  a  deep 
love  of  God.  He  thought  of  God  in  terms  of  the  Church  and  this 
gift  of  fear  which  he  had  was  evident  in  the  way  he  would  pre- 
pare for  Confession  and  for  Mass,  particularly  in  the  way  he 
accepted  death. 

Take  for  example  the  manner  in  which  he  died.  At  the  hour 
of  his  death  a  Holy  Ghost  Father  is  rarely  surrounded  by  his 
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)nfreres  because  very  often  he  is  stationed  alone.  The  simplicii^ 
'  our  vocation  requires  we  go  sometimes  to  God  all  by  our- 
ilves,  but  Father  Dooley  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  died 
ith  his  fellow  priests  around  him.  He  was  annointed  by  the 
ia])lain  of  the  hospital  and  after  the  annointing  was  over  and 
le  chaplain  had  gone,  he  reached  over,  picked  up  the  phone  and 
illed  St.  Mark's,  and  asked  the  assistant  to  come  down.  When 
le  assistant  came  down  he  characteristically  said,  "He  didn't 
:  ve  me  the  last  blessing,"  speaking  of  the  chaplain,  and  so  he 
cts  given  the  last  blessing  and  here  is  where  the  gift  of  fear 
i"  the  Lord  comes  in  because  when  the  blessing  was  over  he  said, 
'^ow  I'm  ready  to  die."  Fear  of  the  Lord  is  really  reverence. 

!  Isn't  it  a  wonderful  thing  to  spend  a  whole  life  serving  God 
id  then  to  have  at  the  end  of  it  an  understanding  of  what  is 
king  place.  This  is  when  the  cross,  and  he  would  have  been 
:e  first  to  say  this  today,  pays  off,  when  one  can  face  the 
t^ospects  of  going  home  to  God  and  be  content. 

The  Book  of  Ecclesiastes  sums  up  in  one  verse  very  beauti- 
lly  the  life  of  a  person  such  as  our  confrere.  It  says,  "fear  of 
e  Lord  is  glory  and  splendor,  gladness  and  a  festive  crown.  He 
no  fears  the  Lord  will  have  a  happy  end,  even  on  the  day  of 
Is  death  he  will  be  blessed."

At  this  time  of  Pentecost  one  is  reminded  of  our  special 
iedication  to  the  Third  Person  of  the  Blessed  Trinity.  As  mem- 
)ers  of  a  religious  order  that  has  rejoiced  in  the  patronage  of 
he  Holy  Ghost  for  over  two  and  a  half  centuries  we  should 
Constantly  strive  to  intensify  our  own  personal  devotion  to  Him 
>nd  to  instill  in  others  a  knowledge  of  and  love  for  the  Spirit 
if  truth  and  charity. 

On  this  latter  score  we  may  be  more  remiss  than  we  would 
are  to  admit.  Are  we  doing  everything  that  we  can  to  spread 
levotion,  to  the  Holy  Ghost  in  our  missions,  our  parishes  and 
•ur  schools?  Are  the  faithful  brought  closer  to  Him  because 
►f  our  ministry  ?  Do  our  students  turn  naturally  to  Him  because 
ve  have  inculcated  in  them  a  strong  personal  relationship  with 
he  Giver  of  Counsel,  Wisdom,  Knowledge,  Fortitude  and  Piety  ? 
)r  are  they  like  the  cheated  souls  who  had  not  so  much  as  heard 
whether  there  be  a  Holy  Ghost?  That  would  be  the  supreme 
rony. 

May  I  ask,  therefore,  that  you  see  ways  and  means  to  remedy 
he  lack,  if  lack  there  be.  In  a  number  of  our  houses  Monday 
ight  Benediction  is  accompanied  by  the  recitation  of  the  Act 
f  Consecration  and  the  Prayer  for  the  Seven  Gifts  as  found  in 
he  novena  booklets.  Nothing  could  be  more  appropriate  than 
D  have  this  practice  spread  throughout  the  Province.  I  earnestly 
ecommend  that  it  be  instituted  wherever  it  does  not  now  exist, 
'he  effects  could  be  dramatic,  not  only  in  the  deepened  spiritual- 
ly of  souls  within  our  care  but  increased  vocations  as  well, 
'hey  cannot  go  if  they  have  not  been  sent  and  they  cannot 
e  sent  if  they  have  not  heard.

A  public  rosary  for  the  repose 
of  his  soul  was  held  at  the 
novitiate  and  the  crowd  of  be- 
tween 300  and  400  people  over- 
flowed onto  the  front  lawn. 
Tuesday,  March  26,  the  day  of 
the  funeral,  saw  the  local  par- 
ish church  of  St.  Augustine 
packed  with  the  local  towns- 
people. Father  Regis  Guthrie 
represented  Father  Provincial 
as  celebrant;  Father  Jerome 
Stegman  was  deacon,  and 
Father  Robert  McNally  was 
subdeacon.  Father  Michael 
Brannigan  gave  an  excellent 
sermon  for  the  occasion,  a 
sermon  later  described  to  me 
by  one  of  the  visiting  diocesan 
priests  as  "a  real  priestly  ser- 
mon" .  .  .  Some  eighty-five 
evergreen  trees,  ranging  in 
size  from  three  feet  to  ten 
feet  in  height,  now  lend  their 
grace  to  an  already  beautiful 
lawn.  Since  Michigan  has  such 
a  late  spring,  we  have  nothing 
to  boast  of  in  the  way  of 
flowers,  but  we  challenge  any 
of  our  houses  to  a  floral  dis- 
play in  August.

FATHER  FRANCIS  CHRISTOPHER  GARSTKIEWICZ,  C.S.Sp. 

(1918-1963) 

The  Province  of  the  United  States  during  its  comparatively 
short  existence  in  the  framework  of  apostolic  work  in  the 
church  has  experienced  its  share  of  sadness  in  the  early  deaths 
of  some  of  its  members.  The  supernaturally  conceived  aims 
of  a  religious  community  are  sometimes  fraught  with  dis- 
appointments. Like  any  religious  community  no  individual 
member  who  has  been  an  instrument  of  God's  grace  in  the 
missionary  field  of  the  extension  of  God's  Kingdom  on  earth 
can  be  able  in  his  own  lifetime  to  grasp  the  significance  of 
what  he  has  accomplished.  The  sincere,  self-sacrificing  labors 
of  a  missionary  priest  receive  their  richest  reward  in  eternity 
rather  than  in  time.  For  all  of  us,  this  thought  should  be 
consoling  since  we  must  realize  how  time  and  the  pre- 
occupation of  work  quickly  erases  the  memory  of  those  with 
whom  we  were  closely  associated  and  loved.  Our  memory  of 
our  co-workers  in  our  priestly  labors  sometimes  fade  into  a 
mere,  occasional  memento  in  our  Masses  and  prayers. 

Father  Frank,  or  "Father  Garsky,"  as  he  was  affectionately 
called  by  many  of  us  who  knew  him  since  our  days  in  Cornwells, 
was  born  on  September  18,  1918  in  a  section  of  Philadelphia 
known  as  Bridesburg.  His  parents,  Michael  and  Mary  Garstkie- 
wicz,  were  both  deeply  religious  and  extremely  proud  that  the 
oldest  of  their  four  children  should  have  chosen  the  priestly 
life  for  the  use  of  his  God-given  talents.  As  a  young  boy  at 
All  Saints'  School,  Frank  displayed  the  characteristics  that 
were  to  remain  with  him  all  his  life.  Above  average  in  intelli- 
gence, deeply  religious  in  a  sensible  way,  serious  and  successful 
in  everything  he  attempted,  always  acceptable  in  any  group 
because  of  his  genial  disposition,  he  easily  made  himself  wel- 
come among  his  confreres. 

Father  Frank  was  ordained  at  St.  Mary's  Seminary,  Norwalk, 
Connecticut  on  June  16,  1944.  The  following  year,  after  his 
Apostolic  Consecration,  together  with  seven  of  his  classmates, 
he  was  assigned  to  Kilimanjaro,  East  Africa.  Adapting  himself 
quickly  to  his  new  surroundings  he  labored  zealously  both  in 
the  mission  work  and  in  the  field  of  education.  In  1961,  upon 
his  return  to  the  United  States,  he  was  assigned  to  parish  work 
in  New  Orleans  and  Marksville,  Louisiana.  The  past  eleven 
years  of  his  priestly  life  were  spent  in  the  role  of  a  professor, 
teaching  in  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  Junior  Seminary,  Ann 
Arbor,  Michigan,  and  more  recently  for  the  past  three  years  at 
St.  Emma's  Military  Academy,  Rock  Castle,  Virginia.  As  a 
professor,  he  was  always  successful  and  well-liked  by  his  stu- 
dents because  of  his  personal  seriousness  concerning  the  task 
committed  to  him.  A  natural-born  athlete,  he  was  always  a 
favorite  among  the  students  in  their  sports  programs.  Experts 
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ell  us  that  we  are  all  permitted  one  defect  or  mistake  in  life, 
f  we  can  attribute  a  particular  defect  to  the  character  of 
'ather  Frank,  it  most  likely  would  be  occasional  periods  of 
loodiness.  Those  who  knew  him  well  could  soon  detect  his 
flood  and  knew  the  better  part  of  prudence  was  not  to  strike 
p  a  conversation  with  him  on  those  occasions.  For  the  past 
ew  years  his  more  frequent  stays  in  the  hospital  could  easily 
lave  tired  his  good  disposition.  Even  though  he  was  an  excellent 
eacher,  behind  the  dogged  determination  with  which  he  pre- 
pared and  conducted  his  classes  there  lurked  a  peculiar  inferior- 
ty  complex  that  he  was  never  meant,  except  by  holy  obedience, 
0  be  a  teacher,  but  this  humbleness,  too,  was  characteristic 
f  Father  Frank. 

Death  came  to  him  at  an  age  in  life  when  he  could  have  felt 
he  sureness  of  his  priestly  training  garnered  from  contact 
nth  people  of  all  walks  of  life,  but  it  came  not  as  a  grim  reaper, 
[is  certificate  of  death  had  His  Master's  endorsement  on  it, 
or  Whom  he  had  labored  seriously,  piously,  conscientiously 
rom  the  early  age  of  boyhood.  In  the  latter  months  of  his 
ickness,  characteristically,  he  buoyed  up  his  own  mother's 
pirits  in  her  concern  for  his  excruciating  pain,  reminding  her 
hat  we  all  have  to  suffer  in  some  way  for  our  sins.  He  departed 
tiis  life,  fortified  by  the  Last  Rites  of  the  Church,  on  the 
'east  of  St.  Joseph,  March  19,  1963.

Despite  Bismark's  Kulturkampf,  the  hymn  "Jeszcze  Polska;] 

"Poland  is  not  lost  as  long  as  we  are  alive  .  .  ." i 
was  the  motto  of  the  Polish  population  of  Strzelno,  in  thei 
picturesque  and  fertile  country  of  lakes,  and  streams,  and  hills 
to  the  West  of  the  prehistoric  cradle  of  Poland  on  the  lake^i 
Gopo.  I 

Here,  on  December  8,  1881,  was  born  to  a  foreman  on  a  sheepf 
farm  the  second   of  his   four  children  —  Joseph   Jaworski.i 
Although  the  family  was  relatively  well  off,  there  was  not 
much  hope  for  a  bright  future,  especially  not  for  the  oldest  son,  li 
Adam,  a  hunchback.  But  America  was  a  land  of  possibilities  and 
of  plenty.  Pressured  by  German  policy,  discriminating  against 
everything  Polish  and  Catholic,  many  Poles  emigrated  to  thei 
United  States.  Hoping  to  find  for  his  family  a  more  prosperous  r, 
and  secure  future,  Michael  Jaworski  came  with  many  other: 
Polish  immigrants  to  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  in  1888.  Besides  being 
promised  by  Father  Cesar  Tomaszewski,  C.S.Sp.,  —  then  pastor, 
at   St.    Stanislaus'    Church   and   editor   of   the   Polish   paper- 
"Wielkopolanin,"  a  place  with  the  newspaper  for  his  son  Adam, 
the  father  found  for  himself  a  relatively  good  job  in  a  steel 
mill.  Right  away  he  asked  his  wife  Stephany  to  sell  all  thei 
possessions   in   Poland   and  to   join   him  in   Pittsburgh.   Ther 
family  settled  on  "The  Strip,"  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue  and:; 
joined  St.  Stanislaus'  Parish. 

In  1892,  only  a  year  and  a  half  after  her  arrival  in  theil 
States,  the  mother  died,  and  the  father  remarried,  to  give  pro- 1 
tection  and  loving  care  to  his  youngsters,  whom  he  had  to 
support   with   a   pay   of   $1.35   for   more   than   twelve   hours- 
a  day  of  work.  The  labor  law  protecting  children  was  not  known 
in  1894.  To  help  support  the  family  the  twelve  year  old  Joseph 
started  to  work  in  a  glass  factory  on  South  Side,  walking  each  ; 
day  from  Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  across  22nd  Street  Bridge.' 
on  the  Monongahela.  Crossing  the  river,  homeward,  he  was  J 
looking  up  to  the  red  building  on  top  of  the  Bluff  —  Holy  Ghost  t 
College.  There,  he  knew,  was  the  chance  to  fulfill  the  promise  | 
he  had  made  to  his  dying  mother:  "Mother,  I  will  become  a 
priest  and  always  pray  for  you." 

With  only  three  years  of  American  education  —  Joseph  was 
only  nine  years  old  when  he  came  to  the  States  —  the  climb 
to  the  Bluff  was  too  steep  for  him.  But  where  there  is  a  will, 
there  also  is  a  way.  After  two  years  of  hard  work  in  the  glass 
factory,  on  the  recommendation  of  a  friend  of  the  family, 
Joseph  became  an  apprentice  in  a  drug  store  on  The  Point,  while 
at  the  same  time  paying  his  way  through  the  evening  classes 
at  Ralson  High  School.  A  few  years  later,  supported  by  Father 
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lomaszewski,  Joseph  L.  Jaworski  found  a  way  to  the  heart  of 
Father  M.  A.  Hehir,  then  President  of  Pittsburgh  College.  His 
iream  of  becoming  a  priest,  and  a  missionary,  started  to 
become  reality.  Determination  and  diligent  application  to  study 
helped  Joseph  to  gain  the  degree  of  Bachalor  of  Arts  at  the 
College's  twenty-eighth  annunal  commencement,  at  which  occa- 
sion he  delivered  a  Latin  salutatory,  June  21,  1906. 

As  one  of  the  first  Novices  at  Ferndale,  Joseph  Jaworski 
made  his  first  temporary  vows  in  1907.  Sent  for  theological 
studies  to  France  and  to  Fribourg  in  Switzerland,  Father 
Jaworski  was  ordained  by  Mgr.  Alexander  LeRoy  on  October 
28,  1910  in  Chevilly.  Back  in  Pittsburgh  he  celebrated  his  First 
Solemn  Mass  in  St.  Stanislaus'  Church  on  August  20,  1911, 
shortly  before  the  death  of  his  beloved  father. 

After  one  year  at  St.  Joseph's  Parish  in  Mt.  Carmel,  Pa., 
Father  Joseph  was  appointed  assistant  pastor  at  Immaculate 
leart  of  Mary  Church  on  the  "Polish  Hill"  in  Pittsburgh.  The 
/ears  of  his  own  youth  not  having  been  filled  with  roses,  he 
inew  about  the  needs  of  young  people  for  love  and  priestly 
:are.  As  Chaplain  of  the  Sodality  and  as  spiritual  and  civil  leader 
)f  the  Falcons  and  Filarets  he  gave  himself  completely  to  the 
parish  youth.  Never  too  tired  to  preach,  to  hold  conferences  and 
?uide  discussion  evening,  or  to  organize  dramatic  groups  and 
':o  direct  their  performances,  he  was  an  inspiring  example  of 
devotion  to  God  and  neighbor  and  of  patriotism.  True  to  his 
ipatron  saint.  Father  Joseph  knew  how  to  provide  —  a  trait  of 
lis  character  which  was  to  come  to  light  even  more  during  his 
ife  in  Poland.  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  was  a  young  parish, 
dch  with  youth,  but  without  recreational  facilities.  Through 
Father  Joseph's  efforts  a  building  on  Brereton  Avenue,  serving 
,is  medical  school  and  full  of  spooky  stories,  was  acquired  from 
;he  University  of  Pittsburgh  and  turned  into  a  center  for  the 
aarish  youth. 

:  In  September  of  1916,  Father  Jaworski  became  the  third 
issistant  in  the  history  of  Our  Mother  of  Consolation  parish  in 
Vrt.  Carmel,  Pa.  His  pastor.  Father  C.  Tomaszewski,  known  to 
oe  always  fair  but  reserved  in  his  statements  about  others, 
vrites:  "Although  he  worked  here  for  only  one  year,  with  his 
')riestly  zeal  and  pleasing  manners,  he  won  the  hearts  of  all." 
A.nd  the  secular  press  wrote  a  few  days  before  Father 
Faworski's  departure  for  war:  "Lieutenant  Jaworski  is  one  of 
;he  best  liked  young  clergymen  in  this  region."  The  sum  of 
51,500.00  for  the  hungry  in  Poland,  the  proceeds  from  a  "Polish 
Oay"  which  Father  Jaworski  organized  in  this  area  in  July 
.917,  give  also  testimony  to  his  great  activity  in  this  coal 
own. 

American's  entry  into  World  War  I  filled  the  hearts  of  the 
i*oles  all  over  the  world  with  new  hope  for  the  liberation  of 
iheir  Fatherland.  A  loving  son  of  his  home-country  and  a 
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grateful  citizen  of  the  United  States,  through  the  Polish  press 
Father  Joseph  Jaworski  called  for  the  formation  of  a  Polish 
army  which  would  take  its  place  beside  the  allied  armies  on  i 
the  Western  front.  Although  the  official  governmental  per- 
mission for  the  recruiting  of  Polish  troops  was  given  only- 
October  6,  1917,  Father  Joseph,  with  the  permission  of  his 
religious  superiors,  had  already  volunteered  his  services  as 
chaplain  in  the  now  forming  "Blue  Army."  On  October  18,  1917, 
he  received  his  commission  as  First  Lieutenant-Chaplain,  First 
Regiment,  Polish  Legion  of  America. 

Having     received     a     short     military  training     at     Camp 
Kosciuszko,    Niagara-on-the-Lake,    Ontario,    Father    Jaworski 
sailed  on  Christmas  Day,  1917,  with  the  first  contingent  of 
Polish  volunteers,  from  New  York  City  port.  A  rather  interest- 
ing incident  was  related  by  Father  Jaworski.  The  Polish  Army 
was  orginally  scheduled  to  embark  from  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia. ! 
As  the  train  reached  the  outskirts  of  Halifax,  heavy  snows 
fell,  delaying  the  progress  of  the  train.  While  waiting  for  the 
clearance  of  the  roads,  a  terrific  explosion  shook  the  entire 
Halifax  port  area  killing  thousands  of  troops  and  workers.  The  j 
explosion  took  place  at  the  very  hour  the  first  contingent, ; 
headed  by  Father  Joseph,  was  to  board  the  ship.  With  the  | 
port  area  totally  demolished,  the  First  Polish  contingent  was 
transferred  to  New  York  City  port,  from  where  they  sailed 
for  France. 

Serving  on  the  battle  fields  in  France  and  in  Poland,  Father 
Jaworski  was  promoted  to  Captain,  and  later  to  Major.  For 
his  services  in  France  he  received :  twice,  the  Croix  de  Guerre  — 
with  silver  star,  the  Medaille  Victore,  and  Medaille  Commemora- 
tive. The  liberated  Poland  bestowed  upon  him  the  order  Virtuti 
Militari  —  given  only  for  unusual  bravery  under  fire,  the  Cross 
of  Valor,  the  Volunteer's  Cross,  and,  for  participation  in  the 
cruel  war  against  the  Bolsheviks,  the  War  Medal,  recognitions 
of  which  he  was  justly  proud.  The  Veterans  of  the  Blue  Army  ] 
remember  him  as  a  brave  priest,  a  tutelary  genius,  and  a  true 
Father. 

Father  Joseph  Jaworski  returned  to  the  United  States  on 
May  20,  1920  with  a  transport  company  of  demobilized  and 
wounded.  Upon  landing  he  was  asked  to  promote  the  First 
Polish  Loan  of  1920.  He,  with  his  committee,  was  successful  in 
raising  $20,000.00.  Upon  returning  to  Poland,  Father  Jaworski 
continued  the  active  service  among  the  Regualr  Polish  Army 
Forces  until  the  time  of  his  honorable  discharge  as  Colonel 
and  Dean  of  Chaplains,  July  20,  1922. 

Although  Father  Joseph  Jaworski  did  not  renew  his  vows 
in  the  Congregation  after  the  war,  he  never  really  separated 
from  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers.  As  Chaplain  of  Reserves  and 
teacher  of  Religion  in  a  high  school  for  girls,  he  settled  in 
Bydgoszcz,  Poland,  keeping  his  purse  always  open  for  Father 
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Rydlewski's  War  Orphans,  and  the  Fathers  who  came  to  estab- 
lish in  the  town  a  Polish  Province,  found  in  him,  not  only  a 
helper  in  the  purchase  of  grounds  for  the  Juniorate,  but  also  a 
good  financial  adviser  and  generous  friend. 

For  youth  —  there  was  always  time  in  the  busy  life,  and  a 
special  warm  spot  in  the  heart  of  this  great  priest.  Seldom  did 
a  week  of  summer  vacation  pass  that  he  did  not  take  a  group 
lof  young  students  for  an  excursion  through  the  forests  which 
surrounded  the  city,  or  to  a  camp,  or  to  a  lake.  Or  even,  for  a 
few  days,  to  the  Shrine  of  the  Black  Madonna  in  Czestochowa. 
No  one  can  tell  how  many  secular  and  religious  priests  found 
their  way  to  the  altar  —  thanks  to  his  example,  his  advise,  his 
financial  help.  Many  teachers,  doctors  and  lawyers  owe  to  him, 
at  least  in  part,  their  career,  and  there  is  still  a  substantial  fund 
in  Switzerland,  left  by  Father  Jaworski,  for  good  but  destitute 
students  of  a  free  Poland. 

Father  Joseph  was  a  fisher  of  men.  He  knew  how  to  bait.  I 
was  Father  Jaworski's  altar  boy  at  a  convent  of  Cloistered 
^Franciscan  Sisters  for  over  three  years.  Because  of  "1'  ecole 
buissonniere"  I  had  finished  this  school  year  with  the  worst 
certificate  in  my  life.  After  Mass,  a  few  weeks  before  the  end 
of  summer  vacation.  Father  asked  me  to  wait  for  him  in  the 
sacristy.  —  "Oh  boy!  Another  picnic!  Or  maybe  some  fun  in 
the  branches  of  his  fruit  trees!"  His  thanksgiving  after  Mass 
finished.  Father  popped  at  me  the  question: 

"Listen,  how  would  you  like  to  become  a  priest?" 

"A  priest?  .  .  .  Oh,  —  I  don't  know."  With  my  report  card? 
—  thought  I. 

"Well,  I  do  not  mean  a  priest  like  I  am,  a  secular  priest,  but 
a  missionary.  You  know  —  to  bring  Christ  to  those  who  never 
heard  of  Him,  maybe  in  Africa,  or  somewhere  else  .  .  .  ?" 

"Oh  —  a  missionary !"  The  way  he  looked  at  me,  the  report 
card  was  forgotten.  "A  missionary  .  .  .  well,  yes.  Yes!  I  would 
like  that!  But  .  .  . 

"Ask  your  parents  to  see  me  this  afternoon." 

With  him  taking  care  of  one  half  of  the  cost  of  the  tuition, 
and  with  his  advise  in  hours  or  discouragement  —  I  reached 
the  Novitiate  in  Orly. 

The  Polish  Province  grew  fast  and  needed  houses  of  forma- 
tion. In  1932  Father  Jaworski  purchased  a  property  near 
Poznan  and  offered  it  to  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  for  a  novitiate. 
The  following  year,  the  remainder  of  his  possessions  either  sold 
or  given  to  the  Polish  Province,  Father  Javv^orski  became  the 
first  Novice-cleric  in  the  newly  established  Polish  Novitiate, 
with  Father  Zygmunt  Rydlewski,  his  former  superior  in  Pitts- 
burgh and  his  companion  in  trials  of  war,  for  second  Novice 
Master. 
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After  his  Consecration  in  1934,  Father  Joseph  Jaworski  was 
sent  to  the  United  States  to  raise  some  funds  for  the  Scholas- 
ticate  in  Poland.  The  outbreak  of  World  War  II  and  the  re- 
sulting decimation  of  the  Polish  Province  did  not  break  Father 
Joseph's  spirit  and  trust  in  the  Providence.  In  1946  he  volun- 
teered his  services  as  a  chaplain  with  the  United  States  Army, 
serving  with  the  Chaplain's  Corps  at  Camp  Upton,  New  York, 
for  which  he  received  a  special  citation,  July  10,  1947. 

Not  allowed  to  send  the  collected  money  to  the  slowly  reviving 
Polish  Province,  Father  Joseph's  spirit  broke  down  somewhat, 
but  he  found  consolation  in  the  work  with  the  youth  of  Im- 
maculate Heart  of  Mary  Church  in  Pittsburgh,  the  place  of 
his  last  assignment. 

After  a  couple  of  strokes.  Father  Jaworski's  health  started  to 
fail  considerably  by  the  end  of  1954.  A  new  attack  the  follow- 
ing year  damaged  badly  his  reflexes  and  his  already  failing 
eyesight,  and  Father  Joseph  had  to  stop  celebrating  Mass,  ex- 
cept for  a  few  occasions  when  he  felt  exceptionally  strong.  The 
morning  hours  of  adjustment  were  the  hardest  for  him.  Left 
with  the  impression  that  he  might  be  a  burden  to  some  confrere 
or  to  the  lay  help,  while  still  longing  so  very  much  after  Christ, 
he  did  his  best  to  drag  himself  down  the  stairs  in  order  to 
receive  Holy  Communion,  and  then,  later,  to  attend  the  com- 
munity meals.  The  rest  of  the  days  he  was  spending  in  his  room 
meditating,  reading  Holy  Scripture  with  the  help  of  a  special 
magnifying  glass,  attending  to  some  of  his  personal  laundry 
and  —  making  his  sickbed  his  altar.  His  spirit  still  very  much 
alive,  he  was  not  always  an  example  of  perfect  patience  and 
resignation,  but  for  the  younger  confreres  he  certainly  was  an 
example,  a  help  as  far  as  sacrifice  and  religious  obedience  were 
concerned. 

When  in  need  of  special  care.  Father  Jaworski  was  transfered, 
in  1957,  to  San  Rosario  Health  Resort  in  Cambridge  Springs, 
Pa.,  where,  fortified  with  the  Last  Sacraments  by  Father 
Poblescheck,  this  good  religious  and  great  patriot  closed  the 
book  of  more  than  fifty-one  years  of  truly  devoted  priestly  life 
on  January  26,  1962. 

May  God  give  to  him  the  reward  He  promised  to  all  His 
good  and  faithful  servants. 

After  the  funeral  in  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  Church, 
Father  Joseph  L.  Jaworski  was  buried  in  St.  Stanislaus 
cemetery.

LETTERS 

OUR  NEW  HOUSE    —    GLENWOOD  SPRINGS 

Your  patient  requests  for  news  about  our  newest  establish- 
ment have  not  been  ignored.  We  do  want  to  share  the  story  with 
ill  the  confreres,  but  getting  established  has  been  more  urgent 
'han  telling  about  it. 

Three  years  ago  Father  Provincial  assigned  me  to  find  a 
5pot  for  a  Western  Novitiate.  I  do  know  our  Western  States 
juite  thoroughly  and  the  lovliest  place  in  them  is  the  vicinity 
)f  Glenwood  Springs,  Colorado.  It  is  165  miles  west  of  Denver 
in  National  Highways  6  and  24  and  on  the  route  of  the  famous 
7ista-Domed  California  Zephyr.  The  town  sits  at  5300  feet 
iltitude,  has  a  population  just  under  5000  people  and  has  the 
argest  hot  mineral  swimming  pool  in  the  world.  Our  neighbor 
:o  the  South  is  Aspen,  famous  for  its  winter  skiing  and  summer 
nusic  and  cultural  festivals.  The  Juillard  School  of  Music 
'.onducts  summertime  classes  there  and  such  savants  as 
Mortimer  Adler  are  regular  lecturers  at  Aspen  Institute. 

Our  property  was  the  home  of  a  dear  personal  friend,  George 
sumers  of  New  York.  The  property  consists  of  1200  acres,  a 
parcel  of  300  outside  of  town,  but  with  complete  seclusion 
guaranteed  by  the  Roaring  Fork  River  which  is  our  boundary 
for  more  than  half  a  mile,  and  the  remaining  900  acres  three 
niles  into  the  hills  at  an  altitude  of  7000  feet.  The  upper 
-anch  has  evergreen  and  aspen  forests  around  a  forty-five 
icre  lake. 

The  main  house  on  the  lower  ranch  has  a  foundation  and 
Dasement  of  Colorado  redstone.  The  basement  is  entire- 
y  finished,  with  terrazo  floors  containing  exquisite  inlays, 
rhe  rumpus  room  has  chairs  and  divans  for  thirty  persons, 
;astefully  placed  around  a  large  fireplace,  and  allowing  room 
for  the  ping  pong  table.  There  is  a  separate  billard  room,  with 
Docket  billard.  All  the  furnishings  in  the  house  are  unique, 
rhey  are  custom  made  and  thoroughly  masculine.  No  effort 
;o  describe  them.  I  just  have  not  seen  their  kind  elsewhere. 

The  main  entrance  is  onto  a  fifty  foot  long  sun  porch  with 
cerrazo  floors  and  beamed  ceiling.  That  will  probably  be  our 
Uhapel.  The  living  room  is  two  stories  high,  of  polished  plank 
ilooring  fastened  with  wooden  pegs.  It,  too,  has  a  vast  fire- 
3lace,  leather  furniture,  a  calfskin-covered  piano  and  radio  and 
m  extremely  attractive  and  valuable  collection  of  original 
!^avajo  rugs.  The  dining  room  is  designed  to  seat  twenty 
3ersons  and  adjoining  a  butler's  pantry  with  stainless  steel 
lishwasher.  The  kitchen  is  on  the  grand  scale.  The  range  has 
I  twin  in  the  White  House  (electric),  the  refrigerator  is  the 
:ype  you  see  in  good  meat  markets  and  there  is  a  completely 
leparate  walk-in  refrigerator  with  ceramic  tile  walls.  The  rear 
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stair  case  is  designed  for  facility  in  going  outside,  upstairs 
or  to  the  basement  without  traipsing  through  the  house. 

A  double  staircase  rises  from  the  living  room  to  a  second 
floor  balcony.  Off  that  there  are  the  bedrooms  —  ten  of  them, 
each  with  twin  beds  and  twin  sets  of  drawers,  each  in  different 
design.  There  are  six  complete  bathrooms  and  three  half  baths 
in  the  house. 

The  house  is  of  logs,  which  were  grown  in  Oregon,  fitted  in 
Minnesota  and  put  together  in  Colorado.  Money  and  good  taste 
in  great  amounts  of  both  went  into  the  house.  And,  it  is  a  better 
building  today  then  when  it  was  built.  No  run-down  mansion, 
this. 

There  are  several  acres  of  fine  lawns  around  the  house  with 
shrubbery  gathered  from  many  parts  of  the  world  and  the 
flower  beds  are  varied  in  their  coloring. 

One  hundred  acres  of  the  lower  ranch  are  cultivated  for  hay 
and  for  pasture,  another  fifty  acres  can  and  should  be  put 
under  cultivation.  Our  water  supply  from  the  reservoir  on  the 
upper  ranch  is  pure  liquid  gold  in  this  country.  And  the  possi- 
bility of  income  from  the  lease  of  grazing  rights  is  bright. 

At  the  entrance  gate  is  a  seven  room  house  in  which  we  are 
presently  living.  We  cleaned  and  painted  it  from  end  to  end, 
have  three  bedrooms,  a  Chapel,  dining  room  and  small  office, 
but  only  so-so  bathroom.  By  our  contract,  Mr.  Sumers  and  his 
family  retain  exclusive  use  of  the  main  house  until  November 
1st  of  this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  Main  and  Gate  houses  are  two  barns.  One 
is  what  you  expect  a  barn  to  be.  The  other  is  a  luxury  job 
intended  for  English  riding  horses  and  the  grooms  to  attend 
them.  We  are  in  the  process  of  renovating  that  into  a  sixteen 
room  house  that  could  adequately  provide  complete  living, 
eating,  sleeping  and  worshipping  facilities  for  about  18  persons. 
If  there  are  Novices  for  August  1st,  that  will  be  ready  for  the 
start  of  the  Novitiate.  We  trucked  six  tons  of  new  plumbing  and 
electrical  equipment,  mahogany  wall  panels,  doors  and  trim, 
aluminum  windows,  acoustical  ceiling  tile  and  vinyl  floor  tile  — 
all  from  Phoenix. 

Brothers  John  and  Pius  are  the  labor  force,  and  a  mighty 
willing  and  capable  force.  Our  expectations  of  concentrating  on 
the  renovation  of  our  super-stable  were  shattered  when  the 
former  caretaker  unexpectedly  left  us.  There  were  fields  to  plant, 
irrigation  to  control  and  a  cow  to  milk.  We  started  by  Brother 
John  naming  the  place  "Rancho  Una  Vaca,"  but  when  the 
cow  gave  28  quarts  of  milk  daily  and  we  couldn't  use  the  stuff, 
we  sold  the  beast  and  Brother  changed  the  entrance  sign  to 
"Rancho  Sin  Vacas."  Great  lads,  those  two.  Despite  his  vener- 
able age,  Brother  John  has  all  the  enthusiasm  of  a  pioneer. 
And   Brother  Pius   is  more  cowboy  that  the  oldest  cowpoke 
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ereabouts.  He  has  his  Stetson  and  I  do  suspect  that  he  wears 
he  boots  to  bed. 

Any  confrere  who  heads  this  way  is  most  welcome.  We  will 
ind  at  least  a  sleeping  bag  for  him  and  he  need  not  be  afraid 
f  my  cooking.  The  Brothers  have  offered  no  complaint  over 
i;  and  I  do  have  my  suspicions  that  our  small  family  allows  for 

finer  menu  than  the  large  communities  elsewhere. 

Because  of  our  agreement  with  Mr.  Sumers  we  cannot  take 
11  comers  on  a  tour  of  the  principle  attractions  of  the  Main 
ouse,  but  anyone  sporting  a  C.S.Sp.,  can  share  what  we  have, 
'hat  goes  for  our  extra  work  clothes,  the  quiet  and  beauty  of 
he  countryside  and  the  excellent  fishing.

Yesterday  I  traveled  to  Lake  Charles  to  participate  in  the 
)pen  House  for  the  new  rectory  of  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary 
'arish.  The  following  Fathers  were  present;  John  J.  Walsh, 
oseph  Hanichek.  Wilhelm  Blass,  Martin  Kirschbaum,  Herbert 
'rederick,  William  Mullen,  Joseph  Rengers,  James  Pergl, 
i.nthony  Bacher,  Michael  Carr,  Matthew  Evanstock,  Albert 
IcKnight,  Francis  J.  Smith  and  Daniel  Murphy. 

Fathers  Schuster  and  McDonough  were  gracious  hosts  and 
'e  partook  of  a  very  delicious  dinner.  As  for  the  rectory,  I'll 
iave  those  details  to  the  pastor.  Very  briefly.  Father  Schuster 
id  a  tremendous  job  in  building  such  a  beautiful  and  large 
ectory  at  such  a  low  cost. 

I  would  like  to  correct  a  bad  error  in  the  March  Our  Province 
oncerning  the  remarks  on  Lake  Charles,  Immaculate  Heart  of 
lary  Church  was  built  during  the  regime  of  Father  Harold  S. 
Beans"  McNeil.  Beans  was  the  first  pastor  of  this  church,  from 
953-1960.  He  did  an  outstanding  job  in  constructing  such  a 
irge  (160  by  60)  and  beautiful  church  at  a  cost  of  over 
125,000.00.  Herb  Schuster  did  the  rest.  The  big  factor  con-

On  September  6,  1963  Father  Francis  P.  Trotter  became  the 
aperior  of  the  new  Vice-province  of  the  West.  Assuming  such 
a  onerous  charge  renders  him  more  in  need  of  our  prayers  than 
ur  congratulations.  I  am  sure  I  speak  in  your  name  when  I 
ssure  him  of  them. 

The  General  Council  chose  January  1,  1964  as  the  date  on 
hich  the  new  division  will  become  effective.  This  determina- 
on  was  made  principally  for  fiscal  reasons.  Budgetary  impli- 
itions  and  complications  of  the  move  had  loomed  large  in  our 
reparatory  discussions  these  past  two  years.  There  were  no 
quid  assests,  only  indebtedness  to  share,  and  you  will  recall 
•om  the  annual  report  that  this  indebtedness  is  substantial, 
areful  analysis  of  our  situation  showed  that,  through  remit- 
inces  and  Pentecost  Appeal,  our  houses  west  of  the  Mississippi 
mcludmg  New  Orleans)  accounted  for  30%  of  the  old  province's 
rdinary  income.  It  was  decided  therefore,  assuming  the  Gen- 
ralate  would  make  the  division  along  the  Mississippi  and  the 
astern  border  of  Louisiana  (as  it  ultimately  did),  to  continue 
larmg  the  financial  obligations  on  a  30-70  ratio  after  separa- 
on  until  the  present  debt  was  liquidated.  If,  through  intensi- 
ed  efforts  on  the  part  of  confreres  in  the  new  jurisdiction,  its 
icome  were  to  exceed  the  30%  to  which  it  was  committed  for 
ebt  reduction,  the  surplus  would  be  retained  by  it  for  its 
iture  development.  Consequently,  it  is  clearly  advantageous 
nd  desirable  for  all  men  in  the  new  vice-province  to  continue 
id,  where  possible,  to  increase  the  splendid  economic  assist- 
ice  they  have  been  providing  the  parent  province. 
During  the  transition  period  that  lies  ahead,  there  will  be  a 
mstant  sharing  of  manpower,  facilities,  and  activities.  I  should 
ke  to  think  that  everyone  would  be  deeply  involved  and  pro- 
)undly  interested  in  advancing  the  cause.  After  all,  our  only 
ojective  in  this  as  everything  else  should  be  the  expansion 

the  Congregation  and,  by  implication,  of  the  Kingdom  of 
od. 

To  all  you  Westerners  whose  welfare  will  no  longer  be  my 
'ficial  responsibility,  a  word  of  sincere  thanks  for  the  charity 
id  patience  you  have  accorded  me  in  our  common  endeavours 
lese  past  five  years.

sides the  property,  the  church 
building  constructed  in  1912 
and  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
450,  the  school  building  of  five 
class  rooms,  gymnasium,  kit- 
chen and  full  basement,  and 
the  75  year  old  rectory.  Divine 
services  will  continue  to  be 
held  in  the  church  until  the 
city  takes  over  the  property. 
The  school  has  already  been 
vacated  and  pupils  will  attend 
classes  in  St.  James'  school  in 
September."  St.  James  is  a- 
bout  1  1/2  miles  East  by 
South  of  St.  John's  and  was 
founded  in  1919.  There  is  a 
church  seating  about  500,  a 
two  story  school  with  six  class 
rooms,  only  four  of  which  are 
used,  and  a  modern  rectory  of 


ten  rooms  and  kitchen  and 
three  and  a  half  baths  includ- 
ing housekeepers  quarters. 
Most  of  the  parishioners  are 
white,  but  the  parish  will  be 
nearly  divided  as  to  race  when 
St.  John's  parishioners  move 
here. 

DUQUESNE  —  At  a  spe- 
cial dinner  held  at  Duquesne 
University,  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  of  the  Pittsburgh 
area  welcomed  the  Superior 
General  on  his  first  visit  to 
the  United  States  as  Head  of 
the  Congregation.  The  dinner 
was  highlighted  by  an  inspir- 
ing talk  given  in  French  by 
his  Excellency.  He  paid  tri- 
bute to  the  fine  spirit  he  had 
encountered  among  the  Fa- 
thers and  to  the  devoted  work 
being  done  throughout  the 
Province.  Duquesne  Univer- 
sity was  accented  as  one  of  the 
"glories"  of  the  Congregation, 
hailed  as  such  throughout  the 
various  Provinces.  The  Super- 
ior General  hoped  that  the  Fa- 
thers would  always  be  mindful 
of  the  University's  importance 
as  a  center  for  instilling  the 
missionary  spirit  of  the 
Church  into  the  hearts  of  the 
students.  The  urgent  need  of 
seeking  vocations  was  force- 
fully brought  to  the  minds  of 
these  present  by  a  mere  pres- 
entation of  certain  statistics. 
The  Congregation  is  entrust- 
ed with  the  guidance  of  53  Di- 
oceses through  the  world.  The 
total  number  of  Apostolic 
Consecrations  this  year  is  81 
.  .  .  One  of  the  largest  classes 
in  Duquesne's  history  gradu- 
ated on  Sunday,  June  2,  when 
the  85th  Commencement  ex- 


ercises were  held  in  the  fabu- 
lous Civic  Arena.  Approxi- 
mately 760  students  received 
their  diplomas  at  the  third 
graduation  ceremony  to  be 
held  at  the  Arena.  Last  June's 
graduating  class  was  the  sec- 
ond largest  in  the  University's 
history,  with  about  800  stu- 
dents. The  1950  class  which 
numbered  955  is  the  largest. 
Three  honorary  degrees  were 
presented  at  this  year's  cere- 
monies.

rare  privilege.  Another  trip 
was  to  our  own  upper  ranch. 
It  is  several  miles  from  the 
Novitiate  proper.  The  lads 
were  entranced  with  the  beau- 
ty of  that  high  country  and 
the  lovely  lake  we  have  there 
.  .  .  The  Novices  are  also  get- 
ting a  touch  of  farming  ex- 
perience. Brothers  Pius  and 
John  have  harvested  seventy 
tons  of  hay  and  almost  a 
thousand  bushels  of  oats  in 
addition  to  their  building  ac- 
tivities. The  Novices  had  the 
pleasure  of  stacking  some  of 
the  hay.  Our  first  season  of 
farming  pointed  out  some  of 
the  things  that  must  be  done 
to  enable  this  place  to  reap 
the  income  of  which  it  is  cap- 
able .  .  .  Irrigation  is  a  neces- 
sity in  these  parts.  With  our 
reservoir  of  water  we  are 
most  fortunate.  But,  the 
water  must  be  spread  over  the 
acres.  This  is  done  by  a  series 
of  ditches.  In  the  course  of 
years  our  ditches  have  worn 
so  deep  that  the  process  of 
irrigating  is  hard  and  ineffi- 
cient. Too,  much  of  the  land 
has  gone  without  fertilizing. 
We  have  consulted  with  the 
local  Agent  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  and  have  plans 
for  irrigating  by  pipes.  Broth- 
er Pius  is  keen  on  the  prospect 
and  I  hope  we  can  afford  to 
get  the  equipment  and  fertili- 
zer to  make  the  ranch  produce 
its  potential  .  .  .  One  of  the 
heartening  features  of  the 
new  venture  is  the  great 
interest  shown  by  our  con- 
freres in  the  West.  We  have 
been  honored  with  visits  from 
Fathers  Collins,  Harcar, 
O'Reilly,  Schillo  (in  the  com- 


pany  of  Bishop  Buswell)  and 
Favre.  Father  Clarkin  came, 
too.  In  that  gentle  brogue  he 
lamented,  "Ah  sure,  an'  you 
should  have  waited  another 
year."  Sometimes  the  Gaelic 
mind  cannot  grasp  the  mean- 
ing of  Yankee  dynamism.  We 
can  pound  a  lot  of  nails  and 
effect  startling  changes  in  a 
few  weeks.  And,  we  have  got- 
ten unexpected  help  from 
confreres  who  have  not  yet 
honored  Glenwood  Springs 
with  their  faces.  Father 
Yates,  Schlict  and  Lavery 
have  all  sent  gifts  and  checks 
garnered  from  their  friends.

Overshadowed  by  the  rush  of 
events,  but,  nevertheless, 
highly  significant,  is  the  fact 
that  twelve  new  postulants 
knocked  on  the  door  of  the 
novitiate  and  are  presently 
"feeling"  their  way  through 
our  corridors.  Plans  for  a  new 
wing  on  the  novitiate  seemed 
to  be  just  a  "Fulton's  Folly" 
two  years  ago.  If  present 
trends  continue,  it  might  be- 
come a  necessity  within  a 
short  while.  Our  seams  are 
bursting  at  present  .  .  .  Ma- 
terial changes  and  improve- 
ments are  in  evidence  on 
several  fronts.  Brother  Pat- 
rick, with  several  budding  car- 
penter postulants  have  com- 
pleted a  rat-proof  corn  crib  to 
house  Brother  Bernard's  rec- 
ord grain  crop.  Our  cows,  pigs 
and  rabbits  will  probably  be 
the  best  fed  animals  in  Rich- 
mond this  winter.  The  pigs 
are  already  enjoying  their 
luxurious  new  quarters.  Just 
to  make  sure  the  new  pig 
house  would  not  go  unoccu- 
pied, a  neighbor  lady  who 
raises  registered  Yorkshires 
brought  six  more  beauties  in 
for  us  to  pamper  and  coddle 
to  about  three  hundred 
pounds.  The  same  lady  also 
gave  us  our  original  three. 
Another  evidence  of  the  in- 
terest non-Catholics  have  also 
taken  in  our  place  ...  As 
everyone  probably  knows  by 
now,  our  novitiate  is  sitting 
almost  in  the  center  of  a 
natural  gas  field  which  has 
the  entire  community  buzzin. 
Last  year  we  agreed  to  allow 
the  gas  company  to  cross  our 
front  lawn  with  an  eight-inch 
pipe   line.   There   were   some 


misgivings  about  the  extent 
of  damage  this  would  cause 
our  property,  and  also  the  ex- 
tent to  which  it  would  restrict 
our  own  activities.  The  pipe 
line  has  been  laid,  the  front 
lawn  is  back  to  normal  with 
no  damage  done.  Some  of  the 
side  benefits  have  been  the 
use  of  a  lot  of  heavy  equip- 
ment for  our  own  purposes. 
We  now  have  a  ball  field  that 
puts  anything  in  Ferndale, 
Ridgefield,  Cornwells,  Ann 
Arbor  and/or  Bethel  to 
shame.  One  of  the  operators 
also  came  in  with  a  big  bull- 
dozer and  did  everything  but 
lay  the  blocks  for  our  new 
swimming  pool  which  will  be 
operational  next  summer  .  .  . 
And  so  as  autumn  shadows 
lengthen,  and  occasional  arc- 
tic breaths  chill  our  nights, 
St.  Joseph's  novitiate  girds 
itself  with  the  rest  of  Michi- 
gan to  harvest  another  boun- 
tiful crop,  pulls  its  scarf  just 
a  little  higher  and  prepares 
for  the  onslaught  of  another 
winter  as  only  our  beloved 
state  can  deliver.

He  was  ordained  in  Ferndale  in  1927  and  was  appointed  to  the 
parish  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  He  subsequently  served 
in  several  of  our  missions  and  received  what  turned  out  to  be- 
his  final  appointment  to  the  Brothers'  Novitiate  in  Richmond,] 
Michigan,  where  he  died  on  March  24th  of  this  year.  j 

As  a  student  at  Ferndale  he  developed  his  great  admiration  j 
for  the  Apostle  to  the  Gentiles  so  that  he  might  well  have  been  i 
considered  Ferndale's  leading  proponent  of  Pauline  Theology.! 
One  easily  got  the  impression  from  him  that,  if  a  point  in  | 
Theology  could  not  be  sustained  by  an  argument  from  St.  Paul,  I 
the  less  said  about  it  the  better.  No  sermon  of  his  was  com-ii 
plete  without  several  quotations  from  his  favorite  author.  On 
one  occasion  a  school  teacher  in  Charleston,  a  member  of  the 
Sunday  Congregation,  wondered  to  the  Pastor  if  St.  Paul  could  ; 
possibly  have  said  all  the  things  Father  Ray  credited  him  with,  i 

He  was  beyond  all  doubt  a  man  with  a  spiritual  outlook  on : 
life.  Religion  in  its  widest  sense  and  the  religious  life  in  its 
strictest  interpretation  were  his  main,  we  might  say,  his  only, 
preoccupation.  His  own  practice  of  the  religious  life  was  in  ac- 
cord with  his  principles.  He  was  a  man  of  prayer,  of  charity,  of 
zeal  and  of  unfailing  cheerfulness.

Will  those  who  have  not 
lit  replied  please  do  so  at  an  early  date. 

'!  Please  send  in  your  surplus  Mass  Intentions  to  the  Provincial 
>ocurator.  At  present  he  is  unable  to  supply  many  of  the 
jiquests  for  Masses  coming  from  our  houses  (both  here  in  the 
Province  and  in  mission  districts  dependent  on  the  Province, 
Dt  to  mention  districts  dependent  on  other  Provinces  of  the 
Ongregation).  It  would  take  at  least  15,000  Masses  a  month 
)f  even  a  one  dollar  stipend)  to  supply  those  Fathers  in  other 
;^ovinces  and  missions  who  say  Mass  more  often  than  not 
ithout  any  stipend.  Here  in  the  Province  many  houses  are 
'epared  to  satisfy  any  surplus  High  Masses  you  may  be  able

rovince  would  welcome  some  two  dollar  stipends.

^y  dear  Confreres: 

From  several  quarters  I  have  received  requests  for  a  policy 
.tatement  reg-arding  the  part  we  should  play  in  the  current 
novement  for  social  justice  to  the  Negro.  I  have  been  asked  why 
ve  do  not  urge  active  participation  in  protest  marches  and  sit-in 
lemonstrations.  My  answer  is,  unfortunately,  as  prosaic  as 
Janon  Law. 

What  is  our  position?  We  are  a  non-exempt  religious  order 
)ledged  to  move  in  wherever  the  Church  finds  it  difficult  to  get 
Yorkers  for  the  job.  History  has  tied  us  closely  to  the  Negro.  The 
najor  part  of  our  effort  and  our  personnel  is  devoted  to  his 
velfare.  Obviously,  then,  we  are  involved,  and  deeply  so,  in  any- 
hing  that  contributes  to  the  improvement  of  his  lot. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  do  not  operate  independently.  We  are 
gents  of  the  Ordinary  who  holds  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  in 
he  particular  diocese  where  we  work.  Our  status  is  iK)inted  up 
>y  the  fact  that  I,  as  Provincial,  do  not  appoint  pastors  and 
ssistants.  I  present  them  to  the  bishop  and  he  confers  the 
ppointment.  (Canons  456  and  476.)  Thereafter,  in  all  that  per- 
ains  to  the  parish  and  its  parishioners,  these  pastors  and 
ssistants  function  as  extensions  of  the  bishop's  authority. 

From  this  it  is  clear  that  we  must  look  to  the  Ordinary  for 
irection  when  we  function  as  the  Church's  representatives  in 
•romoting  the  welfare  of  our  people.  In  some  instances  this 
irection  may  be  minimal  or  even  lacking  altogether.  In  our 
eal  we  may  chafe  under  the  resultant  restraint  but  as  depen- 
ent  agents  we  can  do  nothing  about  it.  When  that  occurs,  we 
hould  channel  our  energies  into  the  less  dramatic  (and  perhaps 
3ss  egocentric)  ministrations  that  are  always  open  to  us  as 
idividual  followers  of  Christ  and  priests  of  God.  We  may  do 
lore  good  in  the  long  run.

ANN  ARBOR  —  The  school 
year  began  on  a  sad  note  with 
the  death  of  Father  Schreier, 
who  is  very  much  missed  by 
the  Fathers,  students  and  the 
people  of  the  parish  in  Ypsi- 
lanti  where  he  had  done  min- 
istry for  the  past  several 
years.  We  began  the  school 
year  with  sixty-five  junior 
scholastics  and  three  new 
Fathers — Michael  and  John 
Kanda  and  Louis  Dolan. 

After  school  got  under  way, 
Father  Kline  began  to  harvest 
a  bumper  crop  of  apples,  the 
result  of  pruning  and  spray- 
ing the  trees  last  year.  For  a 
while  in  early  October  the 
swimming  and  football  sea- 
sons were  alternating  with 
warm  and  cold  days. 

Father  James  Burke  preach- 
ed the  Retreat  to  the  Semin- 
arians at  the  end  of  October 
and  we  have  been  trying  to 
bring  them  back  to  the  cold, 
cruel,  material  world  of  study 
ever  since.

tion of  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for 
the  Knights  of  Peter  Claver, 
and  Father  Joyce  has  added 
the  Cub  Scouts  to  the  Scout 
program  at  the  school.  .  .  . 
Father  Vogel,  on  official  visi- 
tation from  the  Motherhouse, 
spent  a  few  days  with  the 
Charleston  Holy  Ghost  Fath- 
ers before  going  on  to  Harts- 
ville and  Richmond.  .  .  .  The 
Legion  of  Mary  at  St.  Peter's 
and  praesidia  from  neighbor- 
ing parishes  have  combined 
their  efforts  to  form  a  Curia. 
The  first  assembly  of  this 
body  was  in  Father  Cleary 
Hall,  with  St.  Peter's  parish 
serving  as  host  unit. 

CORNWELLS  —  School 
opened  here  on  Sept.  5  with 
233  students,  51  seminarians 
and  182  day  students.  Open- 
ing Mass  was  in  the  new  gym 
with  Father  Federici  as  cele- 
brant. Father  O'Rourke  rep- 
resented the  community  at 
Father  Schreier's  funeral  at 
Ann  Arbor.  Father  Moran 
having  arrived  on  Sept.  4th 
(he's   now   teaching   English 


and  Religion),  and  our  first 
full  time  lay  teacher,  Mr.  De 
Christopher  (Freshman  Latin 
and  Senior  Physics)  coming 
to  join  the  staff,  we  were  all 
ready  to  give  them  a  chance 
again.  Sixteen  on  the  Faculty 
now  and  three  lay  teachers: 
Mr.  De.  C,  the  athletic  direc- 
tor, Mr.  Custer,  and  Miss 
Winkler  for  Public  Speaking. 

Since  our  last  report  the 
Fathers  have  attended  the 
funerals  of  Father  Crowley's 
mother  (Sept.  18),  Father 
McNally's  mother  (Oct.  8), 
Father  Hannahs'  father  (Oct. 
9)  the  Fathers  Kanda's  fath- 
er (Oct.  30). 

Activities  are  increasing  by 
leaps  and  frogs  of  late:  Bow- 
ling League  (Father  Han- 
ley's),  Chess  Club,  Band 
(embryonic  at  the  moment). 
Ham  Radio  Club  (Father 
Meenan),  Fathers'  Assn.  An- 
nual Sport  Night  for  Fathers 
and  Sons  (Father  Hanley)  on 
Oct.  8th.  Then  there  was  the 
Oct.  11  debate  with  Eden  Hall, 
our  two  boys  losing  the  de- 
cision on  Medicare.  Fathers 
Moran  and  Curtin  attended. 
The  first  dance  was  Oct.  19th 
and  on  the  20th  all  the  Sems 
attended  the  Eucharistic 
Hour  in  the  Cathedral  for  the 
Missions  and  for  Vocations. 
Seven  Hundred  seminarians 
were  in  the  Cathedral.  The 
First  Annual  Autumn  Ball  for 
Day  students'  Parents  was 
held  on  Oct.  26th  sponsored  by 
the  Fathers  Association. 
Father  Federici  said  goodby 
and  Father  Meenan  hello — but 
more  of  this  in  a  moment.  The 
Seminarians  Halloween  Party, 
Oct.  31  and  the  three  cook- 


outs  since  Sept.  have  kept  the 
boys  from  feeling  too  left  out 
of  affairs. 

Other  events  of  local  in- 
terest are  Father  McNally's 
continued  attendance  at  West 
Chester  State  College  for 
Math ;  the  Freshman  LT.E.D. 
tests  on  Sept.  21th ;  the  visits 
of  Father  John  P.  Gallagher 
(Dean  of  Studies  of  the  Pro- 
vince) and  Father  Joseph 
Duchene,  (Provincial  Procura- 
tor) both  of  whom  made  an 
official  visit  to  the  commun- 
nity;  the  Retreat  for  all  stu- 
dents on  Oct.  3  and  4,  preach- 
ed by  Father  Thomas  Miller  of 
St.  Joseph's  House;  and  the 
talk  by  Brother  Christopher, 
F.S.C.,  Dean  of  Admissions  of 
La  Salle  College,  to  all  Seniors 
and  Juniors  on  Oct.  11th. 

The  Fathers'  social  calendar 
was  fairly  full  since  last  re- 
port :  dinner  for  all  fathers  of 
the  area,  given  by  Father  Mc- 
Glade  on  Sept.  25th ;  (twenty- 
one  present)  ;  Father  Eber-

29th  with  Father  Strahan  wel- 
coming several  hundred  lay 
people  and  Fathers  from  Pgh., 
Wash.,  N.  Y.  and  Phila. ; 
Forty  Hours  at  Father  Muka's 
on  Oct.  29th  with  Father 
O'Rourke  preaching  and 
Father  Vogel,  the  Visitor,  as 
Celebrant;  and  the  farewell 
dinner  here  for  Father  Fe- 
derici on  Oct.  24th  with  8 
visiting  Fathers  from  Phila. 

The  big  news  of  the  month 
was  the  visit  of  the  official 
Visitor  from  the  Mother 
House;  but  it  was  somewhat 
climaxed  by  the  news  of  the 
change  of  Father  Federici  to 


Riverside  and  the  assumption 
of  the  burdens  of  Superior  by 
Father  Meenan,  From  Oct.  19 
to  23  it  was  a  real  pleasure  to 
welcome  Father  Vogel  and  lis- 
ten to  his  anecdotes  and  ad- 
vice.

Father  Brown  attended  the 
Pastors'  Night  dinner  given 
by  the  Serra  Club  of  Lower 
Bucks  County;  Father  Heim 
spoke  to  the  Catholic  Men's 
Assn.  of  the  area;  Father 
Williams  spoke  to  the  day  stu-  j 
dents  on  the  propagation  and 
the  Missions ;  Father  Federici 
spoke  to  the  Parents  on  our 
first  get-acquainted  meeting 
with  new  members  of  the 
Parents'  Assn.  on  Oct.  1st. 

DUQUESNE  —  The  Uni- 
versity has  again  realized  a 
new  high  in  total  enrollment, 
according  to  figures  released 
for  the  first  semester  of  1963- 
1964.  The  total  enrollment  is 
6,632,  an  increase  of  5.5  per 
cent  over  last  year.  Enroll- 
ment for  the  1962-63  Fall 
semester  was  6,265.  This 
year's  freshman  class  is  the 
largest  since  the  immediate 
post  v/ar  years.  The  "first 
year"  class  of  1948-1949  was 
the  only  other  class  whose 
enrollment  reached  over  one 
thousand.  The  class  of  '67 
totals  1038,  an  increase  of  12.7 
per  cent  of  last  year's  first- 
year  figure  of  906.  Total  en- 
rollment figures  at  Duquesne 
show  3,783  men  and  2,849 
women. 

Father  E.  J.  van  Croonen- 
burg,  C.S.Sp.,  a  member  of 
our  community  and  professor 
of  philosophy  has  received  a 
$500  award  from  the  Aquinas 
Award  Fund  of  the  publica- 
tion of  his  book,  "GATEWAY 
TO  REALITY."  .  .  .  Another 
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$100  award  has  been  made  to 
Father  Leonard  Bushinski, 
C.S.Sp.,  associate  professor  of 
Theology,  for  his  contribution 
to  the  ENCYCLOPEDIA  DIC- 
TIONARY OF  THE  BIBLE. 
The  award  was  presented  by 
the  Bishop  Wright  Award 
Fund  for  Father  Bushinski's 
articles  in  translation  from 
the  French  which  totaled  140 
pages.  Besides  this,  Father 
Bushinski  has  written  various 
articles  for  the  new  Catholic 
Encyclopedia,  including 
"Assur",  "Nineveh",  "Biblical 
Societies",  "Spirit"  and  "Holy 
Spirit."  .  .  .  The  Community 
is  indeed  proud  of  the  recog- 
nition given  to  the  work  of 
our  two  confreres  in  the  fields 
of  Philosophy  and  Scripture. 

As  the  bell  sounded  for  the 
opening  of  the  school  year 
several  new  faces  were  evi- 
dent in  the  Community.  We 
were  happy  to  welcome  Fath- 
er Edward  Murray,  C.S.Sp.,  a 
recently  professed  member  of 
the  Congregation,  who  will 
work  in  the  field  of  Psycho- 
logy ;  also  Father  Hagenaars, 
C.S.Sp.  an  important  new 
member  of  the  African  Insti- 
tute staff.  We  are  honored 
to  have  Father  Heijke, 
C.S.Sp.  of  the  Dutch  Province. 
Father  is  teaching  a  special 
course  in  Theology  during  the 
winter  semester. 

Three  members  of  our  Com- 
munity have  contributed 
about  a  dozen  articles  to  the 
new  CATHOLIC  YOUTH  EN- 
CYCLOPEDIA, the  CATHO- 
LIC ENCYCLOPEDIA,  and 
the  DICIONARIO  ENCICLO- 
PEDICO  DEI  RELIGIOSI. 
Fathers    Anton    Morgenroth, 


C.S.Sp.,  Joseph  L.  Varga,  C.S. 
Sp.,  and  Henry  J.  Koren  wrote 
about  Africa,  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers,  and  about  philoso- 
phy.

GLENWOOD  SPRINGS  — 

Just  three  months  ago  today, 
nine  young  men  arrived  as  the 
pioneers  of  the  new  novitiate 
in  Glenwood  Springs,  Colora- 
do. Since  then  one  has  de- 
parted ;  the  other  eight  are 
earnestly  and  generously  pur- 
suing novitiate  life  in  a  set- 
ting ideally  suited  to  this. 
The  weather  thus  far,  leaves 
little  to  be  desired;  the  re- 
novated building  in  which  we 
are  now  living  is  wholly  ad- 
equate for  our  needs ;  the 
spacious  grounds  and  scenic 
views  to  be  enjoyed  from  the 
property  itself  all  contribute 
to  the  over-all  realization  that 
this  novitiate  site  has  been 
wisely  chosen. 

The  novices'  day  is  devoted 
to  prayer,  class  work  and  man- 
ual labor.  The  current  manual 
labor  consists  of  painting, 
some  carpentry  work,  raking 
of  leaves  and  general  main- 
tenance work  about  the  pro- 
perty. 

Currently  outdoor  recrea- 
tion is  divided  between  volley 
ball  and  football.  We  hope  to 
level  off  and  floor  an  area 
large  enough  for  a  skating 
rink  for  winter  recreation. 
The  recreation  after  supper  is 
spent    in    playing    ping-pong. 


playing  cards  or  listening  to 
tapes  of  music. 

Thus  far  we  have  had  no 
snow  but  the  higher  moun- 
tains surrounding  us  are  snow 
capped  and  our  snow  is  over- 
due. Daytime  temperatures 
are  still  mild  but  we  do  have 
heavy  frosts  at  night. 

One  item  that  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  novitiate  but 
might  be  of  interest.  There 
are  a  number  of  cattle  ranches 
in  the  valleys  betv/een  the 
hills  and  niountains  surround- 
ing us.  Many  of  the  ranchers 
affect  a  cowboy  style  of  dress. 
Today  there  was  a  cattle  drive 
that  passed  by  our  place.  A 
herd  of  perhaps  two  hundred 
cattle  were  being  driven  from 
the  pasture  lands  on  the  high- 
er elevations  to  valley  pasture 
lands  because  snow  is  be- 
ginning to  blanket  the  higher 
elevations.  The  scene  was  re- 
miniscent of  those  seen  in 
western  movies  involving  cat- 
tle drives.  The  cowboys  sport- 
ed leather  chaps  and  spurs  but 
no  pistols. 

Former  write-ups  have  giv- 
en sufficient  data  on  the  town 
of  Glenwood  Springs.  It  lies 
in  a  northwesterly  direction 
from  the  novitiate,  the  busi- 
ness district  being  several 
miles  up  the  valley  from  us. 
The  town  is  considerably 
smaller  than  Ridgefield.  It 
possesses  an  unusually  large 
number  of  motels  but  it  is 
a  resort  town,  the  attraction 
being  a  very  large  outdoor 
hot-springs  pool,  plus  excel- 
lent trout  fishing  in  the  Roar- 
ing Fork  and  Colorado  rivers 
and  equally  good  hunting  in 
the  surrounding  area. 


LOUISIANA  ROUNDUP— 
Most  Rev.  Maurice  Schexnay- 
der.  Bishop  of  Lafayette, 
blessed  the  newly  renovated 
St.  Paul  Holy  Family  Sisters' 
Convent  on  Wednesday,  Octo- 
ber 30th.  It  cost  us  about 
$14,000.00  to  do  both  floors 
and  to  construct  a  new  chapel 
in  the  convent.  The  new  ad- 
dition to  the  convent  includes 
a  sacristry,  three  bedrooms 
and  a  bathroom.  We  are  hop- 
ing for  more  Sisters  to  join 
the  eight  on  the  school  fa- 
culty. Eight  lay  teachers  com- 
plete the  staff.  For  the  1965- 
66  school  year  two  more  class- 
rooms will  be  needed  to  take 
care  of  our  expanding  popula- 
tion. The  Bishop  noted  all 
these  things  as  he  made  an 
extensive  tour  of  the  school 
and  its  property.  He  was  very 
pleased  that  in  renovating  and 
expanding  the  convent  we 
were  making  the  first  step  in 
meeting  a  future  challenge  of 
Catholic  education  for  the 
children  of  St.  Paul's  Parish. 

Maryhill,  Pineville :  Twenty- 
nine  Fathers  were  on  hand 
for  the  first  retreat,  and 
seventeen  for  the  second,  in 
the  hilly  pine-covered  forest 
located  five  miles  northeast 
of  Alexandria,  the  scene  for 
the  Southern  Retreat.  Rev. 
Francis  Trotter,  the  newly 
appointed  Vice  Provincial  of 
the  Western  Province,  rep- 
resented Father  Gallagher.  It 
gave  him  a  splendid  opportun- 
ity to  meet  almost  all  the 
Fathers  in  Louisiana,  Arkan- 
sas and  Oklahoma.  Father 
Van  der  Putte  gave  many  in- 
spiring conferences  for  the 
edification  of  all  of  us.  His 
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theme,  a  Pentecostal  renewal 
for  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers 
in  conjunction  with  the  Ecu- 
menical Council,  is  both  time- 
ly and  most  urgent.  We  are 
ever  in  need  of  spiritual  re- 
generation to  overcome  the 
challenges  that  lie  ahead,  par- 
ticularly those  that  have  to  be 
met  in  establishing  a  new 
province. 

RICHMOND,  MICHIGAN— 
Sunday,  November  10,  ap- 
proximately two  hundred  and 
fifty  local  townspeople  gath- 
ered at  the  novitiate  for  an 
informal  reception,  honoring 
Father  John  Lundergan  on 
the  occasion  of  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  his  ordination 
to  the  priesthood.  The  actual 
anniversary  date  is  Novem- 
ber 15.  However,  Father  had 
made  plans  to  attend  the  fes- 
tivities at  Sharpsburg  with 
Father  Rossenbach  on  that 
day,  and  it  was  decided  to 
have  the  reception  here  the 
previous  Sunday.  The  en- 
thusiasm accompanying  this 
reception  attests  dramatically 
to  the  fact  that  father  Lun- 
dergan has  scored  again  in  re- 
flecting honor  on  the  priest- 
hood in  general  and  our  own 
Congregation  in  particular. 
We  at  Richmond  would  like 
to  add  our  public  congratula- 
tions to  Father,  and  ask  God 
to  continue  to  bless  him,  and 
to  bless  us  by  keeping  him  in 
our  midst  for  a  while  yet. 

Rumors  are  still  rampant 
about  the  forthcoming  at- 
tempt to  find  gas  and  oil  on 
our  property.  Perhaps,  by  the 
time  this  reaches  the  press, 
everything    shall    have    been 
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settled,  for  better  or  for 
worse.  The  oil  company  has 
picked  up  the  abstract  to  the 
property,  a  spot  has  been 
staked  out,  and  roadways  to 
accommodate  heavy  equip- 
ment are  being  prepared.  All 
of  these  are  the  imminent 
signs  that  "spring  is  near  at 
hand."  Company  officials 
(much  on  the  line  of  the  "un- 
impeachable" sources  of 
Washington)  tell  me  that 
they  must  have  the  well  dug 
by  the  end  of  November. 
We'll  see. 

Not  all  the  news  that  comes 
from  Richmond  is  good.  One 
of  our  prize  Angus  heifers, 
bred  to  a  $50,000  bull,  gave 
birth  to  bull  calf.  The  calf 
was  dead  at  birth.  This  might 
have  been  just  what  vve  were 
waiting  for  to  get  our  herd 
off  to  prize-winning  propor- 
tions. We  are  not  discouraged. 

October  2,  Founder's  Day, 
found  almost  every  Father 
and  Brother  from  Michigan 
gathered  here  at  the  novitiate 
for  an  evening  of  festivity. 
We  cheated  a  bit  again,  and 
used  the  occasion  to  honor 
Father  Lundergan  on  "his 
year."  Never  have  after-din- 
ner speeches  been  so  diligently 
listened  to.  Father  John 
Kanda  gave  his  recollections 
of  a  novitiate  under  Father 
Lundergan.  Father  "Moon" 
Mullin  gave  a  thrilling  ac- 
count of  his  one  day  as  novice 
postman.  Father  Frank  Trot- 
ter proposed  the  toast  of  the 
evening.  Father  Henry  Thie- 
fels,  in  a  brilliant  display  of 
poetic  achievement,  presented 
the  community  good-wishes. 
The     after-dinner     speeches 
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were  topped  off  by  a  delight- 
ful account  from  Father 
Lundergan  himself,  setting 
down  the  highlights  of  his 
fift}^  years  as  a  priest. 

RIDGEFIELD  —  Autumn 
brought  bright  experiences 
and  wonderful  days  to  the 
Holy  Ghost  Fathers'  Noviti- 
ate in  Ridgefield,  Connecticut, 
where  there  are  eleven  novices 
in  the  current  class  under  the 
direction  of  Father  Joseph 
Harman. 

The  glowing  beauty  of  the 
Novitiate  grounds  reached  its 
fullness  during  the  month  of 
September.  The  surrounding 
hillsides  burst  into  brilliant 
color.  But  soon  the  leaves  fell 
and  the  beauty  passed  to  be 
replaced  by  the  stark  silhou- 
ettes of  bare  trees  prepared 
for  the  dawn  of  winter.  (The 
sad  result  is  that  for  the  next 
weeks  the  novices  were  occu- 
pied with  picking  up  the  fallen 
leaves.) 

On  Monday,  September  9, 
the  Novitiate  was  privileged 
to  have  Brother  Bernard 
Brooks,  C.S.Sp.,  whose  per- 
petual vov/s  were  received  by 
Father  Harman.  The  cere- 
mony was  held  in  the  Noviti- 
ate chapel  and  was  followed 
by  a  dinner  at  which  Brother 
Bernard's  family  and  friends 
were  guests.  The  Novitiate 
was  again  honored  when 
Father  Norman  Bevin,  C.S. 
Sp.,  celebrated  his  first  low 
Mass  in  the  chapel  on  Sep- 
tember 23.  Father  Bevin  had 
been  ordained  at  Ferndale 
the  previous  day. 

Classes  began  in  Ridgefield 


on  September  16.  The  novices 
are  taught  courses  in  Asce- 
tical  Theology,  Theology  of 
the  Religious  State,  Latin  and 
Chant  by  Father  Harman. 
Father  Joseph  Landy  con- 
ducts classes  in  the  History  of 
Religious  Life  and  Spiritual- 
ity plus  conferences  each 
week  in  the  various  aspects 
of  the  Liturgical  Movement. 
Weekly  classes  in  Scripture 
study  are  given  to  the  com- 
munity by  Father  Francis 
Malinowski,  C.S.Sp.,  who  is  a 
professor  at  Ferndale. 

Besides  fulfilling  his  duties 
as  bursar  and  teacher  at 
Ridgefield,  Father  Landy  is  a 
member  of  the  staff  at  the 
convent  of  the  School  Sisters 
of  Notre  Dame  in  Wilton, 
Connecticut,  where  he  is 
presently  teaching  philosophy 
to  the  postulants. 

An  official  visitor  from  the 
Motherhouse  in  Paris,  Father 
Lambert  Vogel,  C.S.Sp.,  ar- 
rived on  October  3  to  spend 
five  days  at  the  Novitiate. 
Father  Vogel  was  most  im- 
pressed by  the  manual  labor 
projects  at  Ridgefield.  One  of 
the  major  projects  is  the  con- 
struction of  a  path  between 
the  house  and  the  grotto. 

After  the  Visitor's  depar- 
ture. Father  Harman  made  a 
trip  to  the  Provincial  House 
in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  He  attend- 
ed a  formation  meeting  there. 

The  novices  spend  wonder- 
ful recreation  periods  togeth- 
er. In  the  afternoon  they  play 
football,  volleyball  and  some- 
times soccer.  The  evenings  are 
usually  spent  in  the  rec  hall, 
where,  besides  pool  and  ping- 
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Ipong,  the  latest  fads  have 
been  hilarious  games  of  pass- 
word and  charades. 

The  month  of  October  clos- 
ed with  a  memorable  Hallo- 
ween dinner.  The  dining  hall 
was  decorated  in  the  tradi- 
tional orange  and  black.  The 
glow  of  candles  and  jack-o- 
lanterns  provided  the  light  for 
the  roast  beef  dinner.  There 
was  apple  cider  to  drink  and 
pumpkin  pie  for  dessert. 

The  days  passed  at  the 
Novitiate  have  been  full  and 
rewarding.  The  spirit  of  de- 
veloping fine  Christian  men 
remains  the  theme  through- 
out every  class,  every  activity 
and  every  new  experience. 

The  months  of  September 
and  October  brought  about  a 
tremendous  advancement  in 
the  combination  garage  and 
recreation  hall  that  the  Broth- 
ers are  building.  Because  of 
daily  classes  in  school,  Satur- 
day is  devoted  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  garage.

They  are  now  in  the  process 
of  getting  the  second  issue 
ready  for  publication.  They 
appreciate  the  gratifying  let- 
ters of  congratulations  that 
we  have  received  concerning 
the  publication. 

The  Brothers  are  now  en- 
gaged in  a  class  on  Dogma 
given  by  Father  Landy,  and 


a  class  in  Scripture  given  by 
Father  Malinowski.  These, 
along  with  the  class  of  last 
year  are  giving  them  valuable 
knowledge.  They  are  happy 
for  having  an  opportunity  like 
this. 

The  Epistle  is  now  being 
sung  in  a  solemn  tone  by  all 
the  members  of  community. 
The  low  Mass  is  now  being 
said  in  its  full  dialogue  par- 
ticipation. 

RIVERSIDE  —  On  Septem- 
ber 17,  we  said  farewell  to 
Father  McNeil,  who  left  for 
parochial  work  in  Puerto  Rico. 
During  the  summer  the  school 
staff  was  augmented  by  the 
arrival  of  Fathers  Flynn, 
Donahue  and  Deniger.  In 
October  we  learned  of  the 
transfer  of  Father  Harcar  to 
pastoral  work  in  Fort  Smith, 
Arkansas.

our  African  Missions.  Under 
Father  Covas'  direction  the 
debate  and  speech  club  has 
done  remarkably  well  so  far, 
taking  prizes  in  competition 
with  bigger  schools. 

Our  new  arrival,  Father 
Flynn,  will  give  an  evening  of 
recollection  in  San  Diego  on 
November  9  and  is  scheduled 
for  other  talks  in  the  Spring. 
He  and  Father  Donahue  will 


share  responsibility  for  a  li- 
terary symposium  to  be  put  ^ 
on  in  December. 

Father  Kirby  continues  to 
be  busily  engaged  with  his  | 
pastoral  duties  at  St.  Cathe- 
rine's. He  and  his  assistant, 
Father  O'Reilly,  have  well  at- 
tended instruction  classes.  A 
large  number  of  children  and 
adults  will  be  confirmed  here 
by  Bishop  Buddy  on  Novem- 
ber 17. 


FATHER  GENERAL  AT  THE  COUNCIL 

OVERPOWERFUL  EPISCOPAL  CONFERENCES 

RESTRICT  TEACHING  AND  PASTORAL 

POWERS  OF  INDIVIDUAL  BISHOPS 

Rome,  Oct.  15  (DW)— Archbishop  Marcel  Lefebvre,  C.S.Sp., 
57,  French-bom  Superior  General  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers, 
said  in  a  press  conference  here  today  that  overpowerful  episco- 
pal conferences  would  be  no  threat  to  the  papacy,  but  would 
prove  a  great  threat  to  the  teaching  and  pastoral  powers  of « 
individual  bishops.  11 

"I  believe  there  will  be  no  danger  to  the  papacy,"  he  said 
"because  the  dogma  on  the  supremacy  of  the  Roman  Pontiff 
defined  by  the  First  Vatican  Council  will  always  be  true.  If  a 
Pope  wishes  to  call  his  college  together,  he  can  do  so.  If  he  does 
not  want  to  call  it  together,  he  need  not  do  so.  He  is  above  the 
college,  holds  the  chief  authority,  and  will  always  be  the 
Supreme  Pontiff." 

But  the  archbishop  said  "the  danger  for  individual  local 
bishops,  however,  is  a  very  real  one."  It  is  very  easy  to  imagine, 
he  said,  "that  three  or  four  or  five  bishops  in  a  national  college 
will  have  more  influence  than  the  rest  and  will  take  over  the 
leadership."  Archbishop  Lefebvre  called  this  "  a  danger  for  the 
teaching  and  pastoral  authority  of  the  individual  bishop  who  is 
the  divinely  constituted  teacher  and  pastor  of  his  flock." 

At  times  such  leaders  band  together  and  issue  a  joint  state- 
ment on  social  or  pastoral  questions.  "It  is  then  very  difficult  for 
an  individual  bishop  to  disagree  with  the  public  stand  taken,  and 
he  is  reduced  to  silence,"  the  archbishop  said.  This  is  "a  new  un- 
desirable power  over  the  diocesan  bishop." 

Archbishop  Lefebvre  called  this  "a  new  kind  of  collectivism 
invading  the  Church."  Collectivism  is  a  diminution  of  life,  he 
said,  "and  diminution  of  life  is  not  progress."  He  said  the  pre- 
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sent  tendency  in  the  Council  Hall  is  to  make  National  Episcopal 
Conferences  so  strong  "that  individual  bishops  would  become  so 
restricted  in  the  government  of  their  dioceses  that  they  would 
lose  initiative."  He  said  an  individual  bishop  might  well  contra- 
dict a  National  Episcopal  Conference,  "but  his  clergy  and  laity 
would  be  in  a  dilemma,  not  knowing  whether  they  should  follow 
their  bishop  or  the  Conference." 

Archbishop  Lefebvre  believes  that  this  restrictive  influence 
is  already  being  felt  at  the  Second  Vatican  Council,  "because 
minority  groups  in  various  nations  are  not  speaking  up  as  they 
should,  but  are  silently  going  along  with  their  National  Episco- 
oal  Conferences."  The  archbishop  said  that  the  nearly  unani- 
mous voting  in  the  Council  was  proof  of  this. 

"What  we  need  at  this  Catholic  Council,"  he  said,  "is  not  a 
grouping  of  Council  Fathers  on  nationalistic  and  linguistic  lines, 
IS  has  been  the  practice  until  now,  but  a  grouping  by  schools  of 
thought  and  special  tendencies,  that  are  international  in  charac- 
;er."  In  this  way  it  would  be  possible  to  see  "what  the  bishops 
;hink,  not  what  the  nations  think,"  he  said.  "For  it  is  the 
)ishops,  not  the  nations,  that  make  up  the  Council." 
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ORDAIN  RELIGIOUS  BROTHERS  TO  ORDER  OF         i 
DIACONATE  SAYS  SUPERIOR  GENERAL 

ROME,  Oct.  30  (DW)— "Catholics  in  Africa  are  increasing 
out  of  all  proportion  to  the  number  of  priests,  and  the  restora- : 
tion  of  the  Diaconate  would  be  a  practical  and  swift  remedy  for 
this  problem,"  said  Archbishop  Marcel  Lefebvre,  C.S.Sp., 
Superior  General  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers,  one  of  the  largest 
missionary  orders  in  the  Catholic  Church.  The  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  staff  56  dioceses  and  constitute  two  percent  of  the 
Council  Fathers. 

Archbishop  Lefebvre  said,  "I  personally  am  not  in  favor  off 
having  married  deacons  in  Africa,  because  the  deacons  will  be  i 
living  in  the  same  place,  perhaps  even  in  the  same  house,  as  the  i 
unmarried  priest." 

He  said  that  in  the  mind  of  the  Moslems  of  Africa  and  in  the 
mind  of  all  other  non-Christians  there  "the  strongest  possible 
argument  for  the  sanctity  of  the  Catholic  Church  is  the  celibacy 
of  its  clergy."  He  said  that  this  concept  must  be  preserved,  but : 
that  it  would  be  endangered  "if  deacons  were  allowed  to  marry 
and  together  with  their  wives  began  associating  freely  with 
the  unmarried  priests  who  would  be  in  charge  of  the  deacons." 

In  1950  Archbishop  Lefebvre  founded  an  African  religious 
congregation  of  Brothers  at  Dakar,  known  as  the  Brothers  of 
St.  Joseph,  Auxiliaries  of  the  Clergy,  who  now  number  20  pro- 
fessed members  and  9  novices.  He  said  that  the  present  activity 
of  these  Brothers  consists  in  serving  as  vicars  for  the  priests, 
teaching  Christian  doctrine,  preaching  after  Solemn  Masses, 
visiting  the  sick  in  villages,  and  performing  other  numerous 
services. 

"Religious  Brothers  like  this  exist  in  many  dioceses  through- 
out Africa  and  throughout  the  mission  world,"  he  said.  "They 
could  receive  four  or  five  years  of  special  preparation,  and  would 
immediately  be  ready  to  take  up  their  work  as  Deacons.  Being 
celibate  like  the  priests,  their  role  would  be  much  more  highly 
appreciated  by  the  faithful  and  non-Catholics  alike." 

Archbishop  Lefebvre  stressed  that  it  would  be  wrong  to 
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aniversally  require  a  long  training  period  for  Deacons,  "nearly 
as  long  as  that  for  priests,"  because  this  would  defeat  the  very 
?oal  of  restoration  of  the  Diaconate.  "If  the  training  period  is 
50  long  and  difficult  as  that  for  priests,"  he  said,  "we  shall  have 
as  few  deacons  as  priests,  and  the  immediate  needs  of  the 
Church,  at  least  in  Africa,  could  not  be  cared  for  in  the  fore- 
seeable future." 

[  If  the  Council  does  not  decide  in  favor  of  raising  Brothers 
i:o  the  Diaconate,  one  of  the  Major  Orders,  he  said,  "then  we 
night  at  least  be  allowed  to  ordain  them  to  the  Minor  Order  of 
A.colyte.  But  it  would  be  much  better  if  they  could  be  ordained 
Deacons,  because — just  to  cite  one  example — they  could  dis- 
tribute Holy  Communion  to  nuns  on  the  central  station  when 
!;he  priest  is  away  visiting  his  outstations."

BETHEL  PARK  —  For  the 
Community  here  at  Bethel, 
December  and  January  were 
particularly  rewarding 
months.  On  December  the  8th 
our  Scholastics  participated 
by  serving  and  singing  at  an 
Exhibition  Mass  in  English  at 
Heinz  Chapel  (University  of 
Pittsburgh  Campus).  The 
musical  composition  was  the 
work  of  Mr.  Robert  Snow,  our 
former  chant  instructor  and 
close  friend  of  the  Commu- 
nity. Although  the  weather 
was  unkind,  the  Chapel  was 
full  and  the  service  went  well. 

This  December  our  Mission 
Unit  has  sent  three  tons  of 
clothing  to  Puerto  Rico  and 
1800  lbs.  of  books  to  our 
Southern  Missions.

Again  this  year  we  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  Catholic 
Social  Service  in  Washington, 
D.C.  and  Canonsburg,  Pa.  Due 
to  a  critical  shortage  of  per- 
sonnel at  the  Social  Service  a 
greater  amount  of  the  work 
fell  to  the  Scholastics.  Under 
the  direction  of  George  Wag- 
ner, C.S.Sp.  the  Scholastics 
furnished  the  manpower  ne- 
cessary to  prepare  and  distri- 
bute Christmas  food  baskets 
for  needy  families  in  the  area. 
The  opportunity  to  put  into 
practice  so  much  of  our  theory 
was  welcomed  eagerly  by  the 
Community. 

Now  in  a  lighter  frame  of

Moran  has  Forty  Hours  at 
Eddington  (Litanies  in  Eng- 
lish) ;  blessing  of  Junior  class 
rings  and  sermon  ably  execut- 
ed by  Fr.  Williams ;  several  at- 
tended Congressman  Green's 
wake  and  funeral  on  Dec.  23rd 


and  24th  (his  third  son  is  one 
of  our  freshmen) ;  Fr.  Brown 
gave  a  year-end  retreat  at  St. 
Joseph's  College,  West  Hart- 
ford, to  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph.

Du- 
quesne's  team  of  four  "Var- 
sity Scholars"  will  meet  an 
opponent  to  be  chosen  from 
Wooster  College  of  Ohio,  the 
University  of  Massachusetts, 
Georgia  Tech,  or  Bowdoin  Col- 
lege of  Brunswick,  Maine.  The 
College  Bowl,  now  in  its  sixth 
year  on  Television,  originates, 
live  and  in  color  from  NBC, 
New  York  City,  at  5:30  on 
Sundays.  The  final  four  stu- 
dents who  will  represent 
Duquesne  were  chosen  from 
a  total  of  72  undergraduates 
who  were  nominated  by  deans, 
department  heads,  fraterni- 
ties, sororities,  and  other 
campus  organizations. 

FERNDALE  —  By  the 
time  these  items  are  in  print 
the  scholastics  will  have  suc- 
cessfully passed  through  the 
mid-year  examinations  (Jan- 
uary 20th  to  23rd)  and  will 
have  begun  the  work  of  the 
second  semester. 

Some  of  the  events  which 
have  occurred  at  Ferndale 
since  Thanksgiving:  Eight  of 
the  scholastics  are  taking  ad- 
vantage of  a  ten-lesson  Span- 
ish language  course  which  is 
conducted  here  on  Friday 
evenings  by  a  former  Berlitz 
instructor.

PHOENIX  —  The  biggest 
news  here  in  Phoenix,  from 
the  viewpoint  of  community 
life,  is  that  the  7  confreres 
have  finally  moved  into  the 
faculty  residence  adjacent  to 
the  school.  The  rooms  are  a 
comfortable  size,  etc.  but  the 
most  obvious  improvement  is 


the  elimination  of  daily  com- 
muting. 

The  biggest  news  at  the 
school  is  the  double-header 
victory  which  our  freshman 
and  J.  V.  teams  scored  over 
Bourgade,  the  Marist  school 
in  west  Phoenix.

The 
enthusiasm  of  these  kids  con- 
tinues to  amaze  and  delight 
us.

Frs.  Burns  and  Evanstock  vis- 
ited the  new  novitiate  in  Colo- 
rado and  Frs.  Kane,  Allen,  and 
Perreault  visited  the  school 
and  parish  at  Riverside.  Some 
of  our  recent  visitors  were 
Frs.  Conroy,  Planincsek,  and 
Lachowsky.  We  are  pleased  to 
be  able  to  say  that  we  at  last 
have  comfortable  accomoda- 
tions for  visitors.  Care  to  pay 
a  visit  to  the  "Valley  of  the 
Sun"? 

RIVERSIDE  —  After  the 
Notre  Dame  faculty  members 
cared  for  their  Christmas 
ministry  there  was  time  for  a 
few  short  excursions  in  this 
most  scenic  of  states.  Three  of 
the  Phoenix  faculty  members, 
Frs.  Kane,  Allen,  and  Per- 
reault, paid  us  a  visit  and 
shared  the  scenery.  A  few 
days  later  Fr.  Lachowsky 
from  Glenwood  Springs  and 
Fr.  Kuster  from  Bakersfield 
dropped   in.   As   is   usual   on 


such     occasions     there     was 
much  reminiscing. 

Father  Kirby  has  a  flour- 
ishing CCD  program  going  on 
in  St.  Catherine's  parish  and 
plans  to  promote  a  series  of 
Cana  conferences  in  the  near 
future.  Father  O'Reilly  is 
responsible  for  the  Catholic 
students  at  the  nearby  Cali- 
fornia School  for  the  Deaf  and 
is  setting  up  a  CCD  program 
for  them.  Both  Fathers  are 
working  with  convert  classes 
while  continuing  to  give  indi- 
vidual instructions  during  the 
day.  Because  of  the  fast 
growth  of  Southern  Califor- 
nia, St.  Catherine's  parish 
priests  have  more  than  their 
share  of  troubles  over  the 
phones  and  in  the  parlor.

Donohue 
and  Coffey  came  from  Hemet 
for  the  ceremonies,  which 
were  held  before  a  packed 
church. 


FATHER  JOHN  SCHREIER 
1905  -  1963 

On  Laetare  Sunday  1935  Father  John  Schreier  made  his 
Consecration  to  the  Apostolate  and  received  his  first  assign- 
ment as  a  missionary  to  Nigeria,  British  West  Africa.  Most  of 
his  labors  in  this  mission  field  were  among  the  natives  of  the 
Utonkon  mission.  The  war  broke  out  in  September  of  1939  and 
Father  Schreier  together  with  all  the  German  Fathers  working 
in  Nigeria  were  taken  away  from  their  missions  and  placed 
in  an  internment  camp,  first  in  Nigeria  and  then  subsequently 
in  the  British  West  Indies  on  the  Island  of  Jamaica.  It  was  not 
the  physical  hardships  that  made  the  camplife  unbearable  but 
the  mental  anguish  of  being  deprived  of  liberty  of  movement. 
Of  being  thrown  suddenly  into  an  entirely  different  environ- 
ment— these  caused  deep  feelings  of  depression  and  became 
worse  as  the  years  passed. 

Father  Schreier  by  nature  was  not  a  rebellious  type  and  he 
tried  to  make  the  best  of  a  bad  situation.  He  kept  busy  himself 
and  helped  others — solving  both  their  private  problems  and 
also  entering  into  study — especially  mathematics.  He  spent 
hours  working  in  the  Victory  garden  waiting  for  the  day  when 
he  could  return  to  his  work  as  a  Priest  and  Missionary.  On 
January  11,  1947  he  had  the  opportunity  to  come  to  the  United 
States  and  work  with  the  Fathers  of  the  American  Province. 
This  he  did  and  until  his  death  he  gave  evidence  of  zeal  and 
all  the  virtues  characteristic  of  a  Priest  and  especially  of  a 
Holy  Ghost  Father.  After  a  stay  of  some  months  in  Cornwells 
he  was  asigned  to  the  newly  acquired  work  at  St.  Emma  in 
Powhatan,  Virginia.  Until  1959  he  labored  among  the  students 
of  the  Military  Academy  giving  excellent  example  and  service. 
In  August  of  1959  he  was  transferred  to  the  Seminary  at  Ann 
Arbor  where  he  taught  until  his  death  on  September  3,  1963. 

On  Saturday  morning,  August  10,  1963,  Father  Schreier 
hunched  over  his  desk  in  his  room  here  at  the  Seminary,  victim 
of  a  painful  angina  attack.  His  confreres  wanted  to  call  an 
ambulance  but  he  objected.  Fr.  William  Kane  drove  him  to  St. 
Joseph  Mercy  Hospital  in  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  After  a  preliminary 
examination,  the  doctor  in  "Emergency"  wouldn't  even  let 
Father  sit  up  on  the  examination  table  but  had  him  moved, 
flat  on  his  back,  to  a  private  room.  Father  Schreier  said  he  had 
been  having  these  pains  all  week  but  not  so  severe  as  on  Satur- 
day. He  had  told  nobody  of  this  during  the  week. 

Monday,  August  12,  the  attending  physician  phoned  the 
Seminary  about  8:00  P.M.  and  said  that  a  real  heart  attack  was 
imminent.  Father  Pergl  went  to  the  hospital  immediately  and 
suggested  the  Last  Sacraments  to  which  Father  Schreier  very 
willingly  agreed.  He  accepted  the  imminent  possibility  of  death 
with  complete  resignation.  Always  a  model  religious,  he  re- 
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mained  so.  It  was  inspiring  to  see  a  confrere  recognizing  the 
probability  of  death  and  facing  what  might  be  his  final  mo- 
ments on  earth  with  such  calmness  and  submission.  Father  was 
given  the  Last  Rites  about  8:20  P.M.,  Monday,  Aug.  12.  During 
the  annointing,  Father  George,  the  hospital  chaplain,  came  into 
the  room  intending  to  annoint  Father,  having  heard  of  his 
critical  condition.  The  attendants  were  on  hand  now  with  the 
oxygen  tent  which  was  placed  over  Father's  bed  immediately. 
Fr.  Pergl  remained  at  the  bedside  until  Fr.  Schreier  fell  asleep, 
under  sedation,  and  returned  to  the  Seminary.  Late  that  same 
night  the  hospital  phoned  that  Father  Schreier  had  had  a 
heart  attack  at  about  10:30  P.M.  Fathers  Halloran,  R.  McNally 
and  Pergl  sat  up  with  Father  Schreier,  in  shifts,  until  morning. 

From  Tuesday,  August  13  until  Wednesday,  August  28, 
Father  showed  very  slow  but  steady  improvement.  On  two 
separate  occasions,  however,  Father  felt  that  he  was  sufficient- 
ly improved  to  do  some  things  for  himself.  Accordingly,  one 
evening  he  fed  himself,  sitting  on  the  edge  of  his  bed.  Later  he 
had  a  minor  relapse.  Again,  when  no  one  was  in  the  room,  he 
attempted  to  shave  himself  with  a  blade  razor  and  cut  his  chin 
twice.  This  necessitated  quite  a  bit  of  moving  around  to  take 
care  of  the  cuts.  Once  more  this  extra  movement  brought  on 
another  minor  relapse. 

By  Thursday,  August  29th,  Fr.  Schreier's  breathing  began 
to  become  labored  and  his  eyes  had  a  hollow  appearance.  Con- 
ditions remained  the  same  the  next  day.  Breathing  seemed  to 
be  a  little  bit  easier  on  Saturday  and  through  Monday,  Sept.  2. 
The  doctor,  however,  told  us  not  to  get  our  hopes  aroused.  Evi- 
dently, the  last  attack,  on  the  night  of  August  28th,  had  seri- 
ously damaged  the  cardiac  tissue. 

'  On  Tuesday  morning,  September  3,  Brother  Cyril  stopped  at 
the  hospital,  spoke  with  Father  Schreier  as  he  had  done  almost 
daily  and  assured  him  that  other  members  of  the  Community 
would  be  down  later,  as  usual.  At  12:45,  while  the  Community 
was  at  lunch.  Father  George,  the  hospital  chaplain,  phoned  us 
that  Father  Schreier  had  just  died.

FATHER  DANIEL  P.  DOUGHERTY 
1914  -  1964 

"TEACH  US  HOW  TO  WATCH  AND  PRAY— 

FOR  WE  KNOW  NOT  THE  HOUR  NOR  THE  DAY." 

Since  late  last  Thursday  evening  we  have  been  living  with  a 
fact  of  history  which  we  cannot  dispute  nor  deny,  but  which 
somehow  seems  beyond  belief.  Only  once  before  in  my  exper- 
ience have  I  had  such  a  helpless  feeling  of  incredulity,  and  that 
was  just  a  short  time  ago  when  I  heard  the  news  of  the  sudden 
death  of  our  late  President  Kennedy.  We  know  that  these  things 
happen,  yet  we  just  cannot  bring  ourselves  to  believe  them.  I 
know  that  God  has  seen  fit  to  call  Father  Dan  to  his  eternal 
rest,  but  I  find  it  most  difficult  to  accept  the  void  that  has  been 
left  by  his  passing.  ] 

An  occasion  like  this  calls  for  but  few  words,  for  the  man's ' 
life  is  sufficient  testimonial  of  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was 
held  by  all  who  knew  him.  Born  in  this  very  city  in  1914,  and 
raised  in  South  Philly,  he  with  a  group  of  other  young  lads,  all 
fired  with  zeal  and  imbued  with  ambition  to  become  mission- 
aries, went  off  to  the  seminary  in  Cornwells  in  1928.  There  he 
quickly  became  one  of  the  most  popular  and  well  liked  boys' 
in  the  school,  and  remained  so  until  he  was  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  in  1941. 

Through  the  years  since  his  ordination,  Father  Dan  has 
grown  tremendously  in  the  priesthood  and  in  a  life  of  mission- 
ary endeavor.  It  is  not  my  intention  to  canonize  him  here  this 
morning,  but  as  in  every  case  of  very  close  and  lasting  friend- 
ships, we  always  admire  a  person  for  his  many  good  qualities — 
But  love  him  for  his  few  weaknesses.  Father  Dan  had  many 
outstanding  qualities  that  through  the  years  endeared  him  to 
his  confreres  and  to  a  multitude  of  friends  in  many  places. 

His  great  love  for  the  Holy  Mass  and  his  constant  apprecia- 
tion of  the  cherished  privilege  of  offering  this  Sacrifice  of  the 
Altar  were  an  intimate  part  of  his  daily  living.  Each  morning, 
from  the  prayers  at  the  foot  of  the  altar — from  the  "I  will  go 
to  the  altar  of  God,  to  God  Who  giveth  joy  to  my  youth" — to  the 
prayer  of  the  Communion :  "For  what  return  can  I  make  to  the 
Lord  for  all  He  has  done  for  me?" — was  the  most  meaningful 
part  of  his  day.  It  can  be  said  that  Father  Dan  said  Mass  well, 
and  these  are  words  of  high  praise. 

His  great  devotion  and  fidelity  to  the  Divine  Office  was  ever  \ 
a  source  of  good  example  to  all  of  us.  After  perhaps  a  hard  and 
trying  day  when  we  would  be  ready  to  sit  around  for  a  spell  and 
relax.  Father  Dan  would  always  say:  "First  let  me  finish  my 
'Book'."  Nothing  ever  took  precedence  over  the  fulfillment  of 
his  priestly  and  religious  duties. 

His  zeal  for  the  missions  was  outstanding.  All  his  endeavors 
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were  directed  to  furthering  the  cause  of  the  missionaries  and 
their  works.  The  measure  of  success  for  all  his  efforts  was  al- 
ways: "How  will  this  benefit  our  missionaries?"  And  he  gave 
generously  of  himself  whenever  and  wherever  the  need  arose. 
In  and  out  of  the  community  Father  Dan  was  always  willing  to 
lend  a  helping  hand.  "Is  there  anything  I  can  do?"  came  readily 
and  regularly  from  his  lips. 

He  had  a  fierce  pride  in  our  Congregation  and  its  works.  For 
him  there  was  only  one  thing  better  in  life  than  being  a  priest 
— and  that  was  being  a  Holy  Ghost  Father.  He  had  a  great 
understanding  and  tolerance  of  the  weaknesses  and  failings  of 
others,  particularly  those  of  his  confreres,  but  to  him  the  un- 
lOrgiveable  sin  was  disloyalty  to  the  Order — to  "The  Club".  He 
walked  proudly  and  well  among  many  priests  throughout  this 
land,  and  his  proudest  boast  was  always — "I  am  a  Holy  Ghost 
Father." 

Down  through  the  years  of  his  ministry — as  teacher,  parish 
priest,  recruiter  of  vocations,  mission  procurator  and  almoner 
for  the  laborers  in  the  vineyard — Father  Dan  made  a  host  of 
friends.  He  was  truly  all  things  to  all  men,  in  the  words  of  St. 
Paul.  He  would  speak  to  young  boys  of  the  adventurous  calling 
yhat  God  reserves  for  a  few  of  His  chosen  ones  to  carry  His 
word  to  strange  and  distant  lands — and  their  imaginations 
would  be  fired,  and  a  dream  would  take  form  in  young  minds 
md  hearts — a  dream  that  missionaries  and  saints  are  often 
made  of. 

He  would  hit  a  drive  off  the  tee  on  the  golf  course,  or  talk 
mowledgeably  about  the  world  of  sports — and  grown  men 
would  look  to  him  with  regard  and  admiration  of  his  athletic 
ibility  and  his  manliness.  He  would  smile,  and  let  the  sunshine 
)f  his  charm  flow  through — and  young  women  would  sigh,  and 
iream  of  what-might-have-been — and  join  the  Mission  Guild. 
He  would  sing,  whether  it  be  a  Preface  at  High  Mass  or  a  lilting 
Irish  tune — and  elderly  ladies  would  want  to  mother  him  and 
idopt  him  as  another  son.  Yes  truly,  Father  Dan  was  all  things 
;o  all  men,  but  never  at  the  cost  of  his  priestly  dignity. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  faith  and  trust  and  confidence  in 
jrod's  providence.  With  Isaias  he  could  say :  "They  that  hope  in 
;he  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength;  they  shall  take  wings  as 
mgels;  they  shall  run  and  not  be  weary;  they  shall  walk  and 
lot  faint."  When  things  went  wrong  with  his  work,  as  they 
sometimes  did,  he  had  faith  that  somehow  the  Lord  would  take 
)ver,  and  all  would  come  out  right — and  it  always  did.  Much  of 
lis  work  kept  him  on  the  road,  constantly  moving  from  place 
;o  place,  in  and  out  of  rectories  and  communities — and  his  life 
)ecame  more  or  less  a  series  of  Helios  and  Good-byes.  Yet  he 
ilways  hated  to  say  Good-bye,  for  he  knew  that  with  every 
jood-bye  a  little  something  dies  inside  all  of  us.  So  on  leaving, 
nstead  of  Good-bye,  it  would  usually  be  a  friendly  wave  of  the 
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hand  and  "I'll  be  seeing  you."  So  this  morning  as  we  consign 
his  mortal  remains  to  the  grave,  I  too  will  not  say  Good-bye.  I 
have  whispered  my  last  request,  a  plea  that  he  heard  so  often 
in  life  from  so  many  of  us — "Dan,  please  put  in  a  good  word 
for  me."  No,  it  is  not  now  Good-bye,  but  only  "Till  we  meet 
again."  May  God  grant  him  eternal  rest  and  happiness  untold 
with  Jesus  and  His  Holy  Mother  Mary,  whom  he  loved  so  well.

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PROVINCE  OF  IRELAND 

To  the  Very  Reverend  Father  Provincial  and  the  Members  of 

his  Council; 

To  the  Fathers  and  Brothers  of  the  Irish  Province. 

My  dear  Confreres, 

The  report  of  the  recent  visitation  of  your  Province  gives  all  of  us 
reason  to  be  thankful.  Our  thanks  must  go  first  of  all  to  God  who  has 
inspired  so  many  vocations  to  the  Congregation  among  you.  In  the 
ten  years  from  1953  to  1962,  279  Fathers  made  their  apostolic  consecra- 
tion, of  whom  258  went  to  the  Missions.  The  Vice  Province  of  Trinidad 
for  some  time  past  and  the  districts  of  Kenya  and  Ontario  more 
recently  have  produced  vocations.  Our  thanks  go  out  also  to  those  who 
have  planned  and  laboured  to  bear  the  heavy  financial  burden  imposed 
by  this  program;  to  those  who  have  awakened  and  fostered  in  future 
candidates  the  thought  of  a  vocation  to  the  Congregation;  to  those 
whose  tedious  hours  in  the  classroom  have  borne  rich  fruit. 

We  were  pleased  to  learn  also  of  the  well-planned  training  program 
for  postulant  and  professed  Brothers.  It  is  true  that  realization  of  the 
program  in  its  totality  will  require  further  careful  attention  and 
enlightened  zeal,  with  perhaps  some  alterations  as  progress  brings  out 
any  weak  points.  But  the  aid  this  program  will  eventually  bring  to  the 
missions  is  incalculable.  While  the  services  of  the  Brothers  will  con- 
tinue to  be  very  valuable  at  home,  I  hope  that  all  of  the  Brothers  will 
be  able  to  spend  at  least  the  first  years  after  their  apostolic  consecra- 
tion on  the  missions. 

Merely  to  maintain  your  numbers  will  demand  increased  efforts  since 
more  and  more  restrictions  are  being  placed  on  recruitment  activities. 
The  new  college  to  be  erected  in  the  Kimmage  area  should  eventually 
become  a  rich  source  of  vocations.  But  more  might  be  expected  from 
present  sources.  The  three  colleges  in  Ireland  were  represented  by  a 
total  of  12  novices  last  Sptember.  It  would  be  a  tremendous  boon  if 
double  this  number  could  be  counted  on  each  year.  The  MISSIONARY 
ANNALS  might  be  used  more  widely  and  more  effectively  for  the  same 
purpose.  This  would  mean  improving  it  generally  and  giving  it  a 
greater  orientation  towards  youth.  But  it  would  be  well  worth  the 
effort  and  increased  circulation  might  compensate  for  increased  costs. 
We  can't  exaggerate  the  importance  of  first  impressions;  and  often 
the  ANNALS  are  for  the  faithful  the  source  of  the  first  impression  of 
the  Congregation.  The  importance  of  an  efificient,  well-organised 
propaganda  department  becomes  daily  more  evident. 

The  junior  scholasticates  do  not  consistently  realize  the  hopes 
placed  in  them.  This  matter  should  be  the  concern  not  only  of  the 
directors  but  of  all  those  concerned  with  the  institutions  to  which 
!  the  scholasticates  are  annexed.  Would  it  be  better  to  determine  enroll- 
ment in  each  place  on  a  geographical  basis?  Would  it  help  matters  to 
have    a    closer   mingling    of    the    junior   scholastics    and    the    college 
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Students?      Whether    the    means    for    ameUorating   the   situation,    we 
earnestly  direct  the  attention  of  all  of  you  to  the  problem. 

We  think  a  special  word  of  praise  is  due  to  those  involved  in  the 
formation  of  our  future  personnel.  It  was  good  to  learn  that  at  Kimmage 
material  improvements  are  being  undertaken.  I  hope  that  the  pace 
and  continuance  of  the  program  will  be  such  as  to  keep  all  in  good 
repair. 

As  for  academic  matters,  the  importance  of  the  library  and  of  a 
speech  program  has  been  dealt  with  adequately  in  the  visitation 
report.  But  I  cannot  help  but  advert  to  the  wise  provision  made  for  the 
extensive  academic  preparation  of  our  senior  scholastics.  This  becomes 
of  increasing  importance  as  degrees  become  more  and  more  in 
demand.  It  seems  quite  accurate  to  say  that  over  half  of  the  Fathers 
are  engaged  in  teaching  either  at  home  or  in  the  missions.  Besides  the 
normal  ecclesiastical  studies,  most  of  the  scholastics  do  some  univer- 
sity work  and  some  prelecting.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
zeal  with  which  they  apply  themselves  as  prefects  and  thus  benefit 
from  the  experience.  They  must  never  forget,  of  course,  that  even 
this  period  can  be  justified  only  to  the  extent  that  it  is  part  of  their 
overall  formation  as  priests  and  religious.  Those  in  charge  of  the  pre- 
fects must  also  bear  this  in  mind. 

The  Fathers  and  Brothers  charged  with  the  care  of  our  colleges  may 
feel  that  they  have  been  frustrated  in  their  vocation  as  members  of 
the  Congregation.  It  is  true  that  the  ideal  would  be  to  have  every 
member  serve  at  least  some  time  in  the  mission  fields,  even  under  a 
system  of  exchange  of  personnel  between  the  Province  and  various 
districts.  But  until  that  ideal  is  achieved,  those  who  must  stay  "at 
home"  should  not  overlook  the  apostolate  that  lies  at  hand  among 
their  students  and  the  benefits  for  the  missions  they  can  obtain  by 
encouraging  vocations,  instilling  a  love  for  the  missions  in  all  of  their 
students,  and  even,  at  times,  providing  material  assistance  for  their 
confreres  on  the  missions. 

This  year  Rockwell  College  celebrates  its  centenary.  It  would  be 
interesting  to  know  how  many  members  of  the  Congregation  it  counts 
among  its  past  students.  To  those  who  have  spent  their  lives  in 
providing  the  solid  training  that  Rockwell  gives  must  go  much  of  the 
credit  for  the  work  accomplished  later  in  life  by  its  past  students.  It  is 
good  to  know  that  in  this  centenary  year  many  improvements  are 
being  made  and  that  soon  the  accommodations  of  the  community 
will  be  rendered  adequate.  At  the  kind  invitation  of  the  Very  Rev. 
Father  Provincial  I  hope  to  attend  the  Centenary  celebrations  and" 
avail  myself  of  the  occasion  to  express  to  the  whole  Province  the  high 
esteem  of  the  Congregation  for  the  generosity  and  zeal  of  Ireland  in 
favour  of  the  Missions. 

Those  of  the  Province  who  have  spent  themselves  and  been  spent 
for  souls  are  now  excellently  provided  for  in  the  Mission  House.  It  is 
consoling  to  us,  as  it  surely  must  be  to  them,  to  know  that  they  are 
not  forgotten  when  they  can  no  longer  continue  the  activity  of  which 
they  were  once  capable. 


LETTER  OF  THE  SUPERIOR  GENERAL 

To  the  Very  Rev.  Provincials  and  their  Councils ; 

To  all  the  Fathers  of  the  American  Provinces,  at  home  and 
on  the  Missions. 

I  February  22,  1964 

My  dear  Confreres, 

The  members  of  the  General  Council  and  myself  have  thought 
that  after  the  visitation  of  Provinces  it  would  be  useful  for  their 
progress  to  address  to  all  the  Fathers  a  letter  setting  out  the 
present  general  situation  and  outlining  policy  for  the  future. 

We  are  convinced  that  this  study  will  have  for  result  an  in- 
creased confidence  in  the  future  and  a  renewal  of  zeal  in  our 
missionary  role  in  the  Congregation  and  the  Church. 

The  visitation  carried  out  amongst  you  by  the  Very  Rev.  Fr. 
Vogel  is  encouraging  in  the  positive  results  observed: 

— attachment  of  all  to  the  Congregation  and  its  Founders ; 

— close  union  with  the  Mother  House ; 

— the  spirit  and  practice  of  the  virtues  particular  to  the  Con- 
gregation; simplicity,  fraternal  charity,  liturgical  piety, 
zeal  for  the  salvation  of  souls,  attachment  to  Rome  and  the 
directives  of  the  Sovereign  Pontiff ; 

— the  development  of  the  Province:  the  recent  erection  of  a 
Vice-Province,  a  proof  of  its  vitality,  the  construction  and 
organization  at  Bethel  Park,  the  new  organization  at  Corn- 
walls,  the  organization  of  the  work  of  the  Brothers  in  the 
postulancy,  novitiate  and  triennium,  the  missionary  spirit 
and  technical  qualities  of  the  young  Brothers  which  give 
I        serious  reasons  for  hope ; 

— the  extraordinary  development  of  Duquesne  University  with 

I        its  more  than  6,000  students ; 
— the  erection  of  the  Diocese  of  Arusha  and  Consecration  of 
His  Lordship,  Bishop  D.  Burning,  first  American  mission- 
ary Bishop  of  the  Province. 

All  these  are  so  many  reasons  for  joy  and  hope,  and  a  source 
Df  real  consolation  to  the  Superior  General  and  his  Council. 

It  is  only  right  to  pay  tribute  to  all  those  who,  with  the  grace 
of  God,  are  responsible  for  these  developments,  especially  the 
Very  Rev.  Fr.  Provincial  and  his  Council. 

These  happy  observations  must  not  however  overshadow  mat- 
ters on  which  an  effort  still  remains  to  be  made.  In  order  to 
have  a  better  understanding  of  future  policy  it  is  necessary  to 
consider  the  history  of  the  Province  and,  bearing  in  mind  the 
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circumstances,  to  decide  upon  a  certain  number  of  changes,  hap- 
pily few,  yet  indispensable  to  the  welfare  of  the  Province. 

Some  Historical  Facts 

1)  While  in  the  Provinces  of  Europe  all  the  works  are 
organized  in  view  of  the  recruitment,  formation  and  sending  of 
young  Fathers  to  the  missions,  in  America  as  in  Brazil  today 
the  Province  is  at  the  same  time  mission-territory :  this  is  what 
characterises  it  and  will  necessarily  have  an  effect  on  its 
development. 

2)  The  rapid  development  of  all  the  dioceses  has  had  a£ 
result  that  certain  of  our  parishes  which  were  very  missionarj 
in  the  beginning  are  today  very  like  those  confided  to  th« 
secular  clergy.  This  is  to  the  credit  of  our  Fathers  who  have 
fruitfully  worked  in  these  parishes.  The  same  is  true  of  a  cerj 
tain  number  of  parishes  in  Puerto  Rico.  ' 

This  explains  the  less  missionary  character  of  the  U.  S.  Pro- 
vince, inevitably  influencing  its  development. 

3)  The  majority  of  the  Fathers  being  employed  in  the 
parishes  or  home  missions,  only  a  small  number  can  be  sent  on 
the  foreign  missions.  The  latter  have  had  the  idea  that  they 
counted  for  little  and  have  been  able  to  say  at  times  that  the 
Province  was  not  missionary.  Fathers  returning  from  Africa 
did  not  feel  that  there  was  a  missionary  atmosphere  in  the 
Province. 

4)  Duquesne  University  was  for  some  Fathers  an  added  rea- 
son for  stating  that  the  Province  was  not  interested  in  the 
missions.  However  we  can  take  legitimate  joy  and  pride  in  a 
work  which  does  honour  to  the  Province  and  the  whole  Congre- 
gation. For  it  has  been  and  still  is  a  source  of  vocations:  36 
Fathers  still  living  have  come  to  us  from  the  University.  It  has 
had  in  the  past  and  will  probably  have  even  more  in  the  future 
the  character  of  a  University  specializing  in  overseas  problems. 
It  is  a  full  development. 

5)  The  vastness  of  the  Province  is  another  particular  charac- 
teristic, making  more  difficult  its  organization  and  its  visita- 
tion by  representatives  of  the  various  Provincial  services. 

These  are  so  many  statements  of  particular  conditions  and  '| 
circumstances  which  explain  the  difference  between  this  Pro- 
vince and  the  European  Provinces  which  one  might  call  "classi- 
cal" and  which  are  merely  nurseries  for  the  foreign  missions. 

However  it  is  time  to  take  into  account  the  normal  evolution 
which  has  taken  place  and  try  to  trace  the  future  orientation 
which  will  help  the  Provinces  to  progress  towards  the  achieve- 
ment of  the  end  of  the  Congregation  in  the  spirit  of  our 
Founders. 

1)  In  the  first  place  a  generous  effort  should  be  made  to  j 
increase  the  missionary  spirit  in  all  our  houses,  parishes  and  ^ 


works.  I  venture  to  say  that  the  position  of  the  Provinces  is 
privileged,  thanks  to  the  parishes  where  many  children  and 
youth  are  in  direct  contact  with  our  Fathers. 

Our  houses  of  formation  henceforth  well  equipped  can  admit 
many  aspirants.  The  missions  in  Africa  and  the  future  field  of 
apostolate  in  South  America  require  many  missionaries.  We 
may  rejoice  at  the  generosity  of  the  population  and  of  youth 
in  particular  to  the  missions.  The  work  of  the  Holy  Childhood 
admirably  proves  this.  Vocations  are  not  wanting.  We  must 
speak  of  them  in  parishes,  schools,  associations  and  clubs.  The 
propaganda  service  at  Washington  should  often  be  called  upon 
for  leaflets  and  folders  on  the  Congregation.  If  every  parish 
sent  each  year  only  one  or  two  aspirants  or  novices,  clerical  or 
lay,  black  or  white,  the  Provinces  would  be  flourishing. 

At  Bethel  Park  as  at  Ferndale  there  is  a  good  number  of  vo- 
cations from  High  Schools.  There  also  is  an  excellent  source  of 
vocations. 

The  parishes  could  likewise  get  in  touch  with  the  missions  of 
Bishop  Duming  and  other  missions  of  the  Congregation  in  view 
of  encouraging  the  missionary  spirit  of  the  faithful. 

Those  engaged  in  recruiting  are  doing  excellent  work,  but  if 
they  received  more  support  and  encouragement  from  all  the 
Fathers  of  the  Provinces,  their  task  would  be  made  easy. 

But  above  all  we  must  pray  and  have  the  faithful  and  especial- 
ly the  Convents  pray  for  vocations.  "Messis  Multa,  operarii 
pauci ;  rogate  ergo  Dominum  ut  mittat  operarios".  The  spread- 
ing of  the  spirituality  of  our  Venerable  Father  could  also  help 
greatly  the  work  of  vocations. 

2)  The  development  of  the  parishes  and  dioceses  urges  us  to 
choose  the  parishes  to  be  kept  and  those  to  be  returned  to  the 
dioceses.  This  is  evidently  a  work  to  be  carried  out  gradually  and 
prudently  by  the  Provincials  and  their  Councils.  Missionary  and 
other  reasons  might  justify  our  keeping  certain  parishes.  But 
there  are  those  which  could  be  ceded  to  the  secular  clergy  in 
favor  of  fields  of  apostolate  more  in  conformity  with  our  end, 
i.e.  abandoned  works  for  which  priests  are  found  with  diffi- 
culty. 

We  consider  that  the  situation  in  South  America  and  the 
development  of  the  diocese  of  Arusha  and  the  mission  of 
Turkana  invite  us  to  direct  our  effort  to  these  fields  of 
apostolate.  The  Spanish-speaking  territories  of  South  America 
would  be  particularly  suitable,  since  the  mission  of  Puerto  Rico 
could  prepare  missionaries  for  them  by  teaching  them  the 
language  and  providing  them  with  a  pastoral  initiation. 

These  are  the  perspectives  which  seem  to  open  up  before  the 
Provinces.  They  are  full  of  hope  and  are  capable  of  arousing 


enthusiasm  in  the  young  missionaries  and  encouraging  zeal  in 
the  older  ones. 

We  end  with  a  word  of  encouragement  to  priestly  and  reli- 
gious perfection.  Let  all,  Fathers  and  Brothers,  zealously  vie 
with  each  other  in  their  love  of  God  and  their  neighbour,  a  love 
which  is  only  obtained  when  egoism  has  disappeared,  when  self- 
denial,  temperance  and  humility  are  practised.  The  excessive 
ease  with  which  we  may  enjoy  the  comforts  of  the  modern  world 
is  in  danger  of  softening  characters  and  lessening  the  recep- 
tivity of  the  grace  of  Our  Lord,  Yet  it  alone  can  enable  us  to 
achieve  fully  our  priestly  and  religious  vocation. 

We  know  that  you  are  aware  of  this  and  that  you  desire  per- 
fection. This  is  why  we  have  great  hope  in  the  future  of  the 
Provinces,  with  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  help  of  the 
Holy  Heart  of  Mary  and  the  intercession  of  the  Venerable 
Father  Libermann.

'  TIVERTON,  R.  I.  —  Hastily 
I'm  sending  this  brief  report 
of  latest  developments  here  in 
Rhode  Island.  Since  our  last 
report  from  "The  Island",  St. 
Anthony,  Portsmouth,  the 
"Mother  Church"  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers  parishes  in  this 
area  has  recovered  from  the 
initial  shock  of  still  another 
"division"  in  its  fifty-six  year 
history.

Barnabas  Parish  in  Ports- 
mouth, and  naming  a  Diocesan 
Priest,  Father  Patrick  Hunt 
its  first  pastor. 

The  Father  Joseph  (Behr), 
K.  C.  Council  No.  4753,  of 
Tiverton,  Little  Compton, 
moved  into  a  new  $50,000.00 
home  on  Sunday,  March  5th. 
In  deference  to  the  Spiritans, 
who  have,  and  are  still  work- 
ing for  the  Evangelization  of 
souls  in  this  area,  the  new 
home  was  dedicated  in  honor 
of  God,  the  Holy  Ghost.  Fa- 
thers John  McHugh,  John 
Rondeau  and  John  Murray  as- 
sisted in  this  historic  event. 
A  Catholic  information  series 
was  also  initiated  under  the 
guidance  of  Father  John  J. 
Murray,  Assistant  Chaplain. 

After  a  seige  of  sickness 
and  subsequent  surgery.  Fa- 
ther John  Kelly  is  back  at  St. 
Madeline's,  fully  recovered, 
and  busily  occupied  in  his  lit- 
tle country  parish.

Authority  in  the  Bluff  area 
began  during  the  week  of 
February  3rd.  The  University 
plans  to  purchase  the  land 
from  the  Authority  for  rede- 
velopment in  connection  with 
the  Master  Plan.  The  demoli- 
tion is  the  first  step  in  Du- 
quesne  University's  plan  to 
transform  the  Bluff  area  in- 
to an  educational  retreat  of 
architectural  beauty.  The  20- 
year,  35  million  dollar  pro- 
gram to  expand  the  present 
13-acre  campus  to  43  acres 
will  include  the  erection  of  a 
music  building,  an  ROTC 
building,  dormitories,  another 
addition  to  the  library,  an 
auditorium,  housing  for  the 
faculty,  and  rehabilitation  of 
the  Administration  building. 

Five  prominent  figures 
from  Duquesne's  athletic  his- 
tory have  been  named  to  the 
new  University  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame.  Father  Joseph  Lauritis, 
vice-president  for  University 
public  relations,  has  been 
among  the  driving  forces  be- 
hind the  idea.  The  five  are  the 
first  to  be  named  to  the  Hall 
of  Fame  and  will  be  honored 
at  an  All-Sports  banquet,  Mon- 
day, April  12th,  at  the  Penn 
Sheraton  Hotel.

Judge  Samuel  Weiss,  and  Fa- 
ther Silas  Rooney,  O.F.M. 

Father  Philip  N  i  e  h  a  u  s  , 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, attended  the  Second  An- 
nual International  Awards 
Dinner  of  the  Joseph  P.  Ken- 
nedy, Jr.  Foundation  at  the 
Americana  Hotel  in  New  York 
City  on  February  5th.  Present 
at  the  dinner  were  1,400  per- 


sons,  among  whom  was  Presi- 
dent Lyndon  B.  Johnson. 

The  University  has  received 
a  $200,000  grant  from  the 
Maurice  and  Laura  Falk 
Foundation  of  Pittsburgh.  The 
grant  will  be  used  to  under- 
write the  cost  of  the  two  cen- 
tral lecture  halls  to  be  located 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  Uni- 
versity's proposed  $6  million 
Science  Center.  The  lecture 
facilities,  each  of  245-capacity, 
will  be  dedicated  to  the  Falk 
Foundation. 

A  bronze  memorial  to  Bis- 
hop Michael  O'Connor,  first 
Catholic  bishop  of  Pittsburgh, 
was  dedicated  in  a  formal 
ceremony  in  the  main  lobby  of 
the  University  library  on 
January  23rd.  Participating  in 
the  ceremony  were  his  Excel- 
lency, The  Most  Reverend 
John  Wright,  Bishop  of  Pitts- 
burgh; Father  Henry  J.  Mc- 
Anulty,  University  President ; 
the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  deans  of 
the  various  schools  of  the 
University. 

RIVERSIDE  —  Early  in 
the  year  it  was  our  pleasure 
to  have  Senator  Ted  Kennedy 
in  our  midst  for  a  couple  of 
hours.  He  was  in  Riverdale  on 
a  political  tour — the  first 
since  his  brother's  death,  and 
came  to  St.  Catherine's  for  a 
memorial  Mass  in  honor  of  the 
late  President.  He  witnessed 
the  blessing  by  Fr.  Kirby  of 
a  plaque  dedicated  to  John  F. 
Kennedy  and  after  the  cere- 
monies applied  a  taper  to  the 
first  of  many  candles  to  be 
burned  before  the  plaque.  A 
crowd  of  about  1500  followed 
him  from  the  church  to  Notre 
Dame  gymnasium   where  he 


breakfasted  and  gave  a  short 
non-political  talk  before  hit- 
ting the  campaign  trail  again. 

Bishop  Francis  Furey,  apos- 
tolic administrator  of  the  San 
Diego  diocese  stayed  with  us 
for  several  days  in  March 
while  touring  this  end  of  his 
diocese  for  the  first  time.  He 
proved  to  be  most  gracious 
and  most  Philadelphian.  On 
April  24,  he  will  be  a  guest  of 
the  two  local  Newman  Clubs 
in  the  care  of  this  community. 
His  interest  in  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  is  not  recent  since  he 
has  known  Fr.  Federici  and 
other  fathers  in  the  East  for 
some  time. 

Fr.  Covas  and  his  debate 
and  speech  team  continue  full 
steam  ahead.  They  have  been 
entered  in  several  tourna- 
ments since  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Their  latest  ac- 
complishment is  to  win  first 
place  in  a  contest  sponsored 
by  a  California  organization 
— the  Sons  of  the  Golden 
West. 

Most  of  the  faculty  are  en- 
gaged in  giving  lenten  talks 
either  one  or  two  or  several. 
Fathers  Federici  and  De- 
Dominicis  are  giving  the 
Wednesday  night  sermons  at 
St.  Catherine's.  Graduation 
has  been  set  for  May  30,  at 
which  time  Bishop  Furey  will 
preside  and  give  the  address. 
As  this  is  written  midsemes- 
ter  exams  are  in  progress,  to 
be  followed  by  Holy  Week  as- 
signments and  then  a  week  of 
vacation  to  repair  frayed 
nerves  and  correct  those 
papers. 

FERNDALE  —  Our  com- 
munity Mass  on  January  27th 
was  celebrated  in  the  Bzyan- 
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tine  Rite  by  Rev.  Gregory 
Kistner,  O.F.M.,  a  newly 
ordained  Franciscan  who  at- 
tends classes  with  us  here  at 
Ferndale.  A  group  of  our 
scholastics  acted  as  the  choir 
for  this  Mass. 

Nearly  fifteen  years  of 
faithful  and  dedicated  service 
to  Ferndale's  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers,  scholastics,  and 
brothers  rendered  by  the  Sis- 
ters of  Saint  Thomas  of  Villa- 
nova  came  to  an  end  in  the 
middle  of  last  month.  A  fare- 
well dinner  was  given  for  the 
sisters  in  our  refectory  on 
February  19th.  Now,  we  have 
only  fond  memories  and  the 
big  empty  house  to  remind 
us  of  the  sisters  and  their 
labors  in  our  behalf.

ordinations  on  March  6th  and 
14th. 

On  March  15th  a  general 
reception  was  held  here  to 
honor  Fathers  McGlynn  and 
Zaborowski  on  the  occasion  of 
their  Fortieth  Anniversary  as 
priests.  A  few  days  later  our 
community's  tribute  was  giv- 
en in  the  form  of  a  dinner 
party  in  our  refectory.  Fa- 
thers from  the  Retreat  House, 
the  Novitiate,  and  Monsignor 
Lengen,  the  pastor  of  St. 
Ladislaus'  in  South  Norwalk, 
joined  us  on  this  occasion. 

Those  of  us  inclined  toward 
athletics — especially  in  the 
form  of  basketball — now  have 
a  new  outlet.

DIAMOND  JUBILEE  OF  BROTHER  HYACINTH,  C.S.SP. 

February  2,  1964 

The  following  is  the  text  of  a  sermon  delivered  on  the  occasion 
of  Brother  Hyacinth's  Diamond  Jubilee,  February  2,  1964. 

"Well  done  thou  good  and  faithful  servant" 

These  words  of  our  divine  Lord,  my  dear  friends,  re-echo  in 
our  minds  and  hearts  today,  as  we  take  part  in  a  ceremony 
which  is  not  given  to  many.  It  is  the  celebration  of  the  Sixtieth 
Anniversary  of  the  Religious  Profession  of  our  own  Brother 
Hyacinth,  and  it  must  be  for  him,  his  relatives  and  friends,  and 
for  the  angels  and  Saints  in  heaven  an  occasion  of  holy  joy  and 
spiritual  gladness. 

The  life  of  a  Holy  Ghost  Brother  is  filled  with  many  eventful 
days.  Although  he  leads  a  very  ordinary  life,  yet  no  day  in  his 
life  is  commonplace  when  viewed  in  the  light  of  faith.  Every 
day  in  the  life  of  one  consecrated  to  God  is  one  of  momentous 
things.  And  so,  by  a  gracious  convention  the  custom  has  been 
established  of  celebrating  the  25th.  Anniversary  of  a  Brother's 
Religious  Profession,  and  when  the  SILVER  has  mellowed  to 
GOLD — the  50th  Anniversary,  as  days  of  special  thanksgiving 
and  celebration.  Our  Ven.  Jubilarian  has  observed  both  these 
Jubilees  right  here  in  Cornwells  in  1929  and  1954.  Since  then 
10  more  years  have  been  added  to  his  life,  and  by  another  graci- 
ous convention  we  are  gathered  here  today  to  celebrate  what  in 
the  world  is  known  as  the  anticipated  Diamond  Jubilee,  and 
again  right  here  in  Cornwells.  It  gives  me  real,  genuine  pleasure, 
therefore,  to  offer  to  him  the  sincerest  congratulations  of  his 
relatives  and  friends,  of  the  Fathers,  Brothers  and  Seminarians 
of  the  Congregation. 

How  wondrous  is  the  call  to  Religious  life! 

Our  Ven.  Jubilarian  is  of  the  number  of  those  humble 
laybrothers  in  the  Congregation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary.  And  for  sixty  years  he  has 
been  faithful  to  this  noble  calling.  Feb.  2nd.,  the  Feast  of  the 
Purification  of  the  B.  V.  M.  —  when  members  of  our  Congrega- 
tion recall  the  death  of  the  Ven.  Francis  Mary  Paul  Libermann, 
the  Founder  of  the  Fathers  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary, 
and  First  Superior  General  of  the  United  Congregations  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary,  has  always  been 
a  day  of  deeply  religious  meaning  in  our  Congregation.  It  was  on 
this  day  in  1904  that  Brother  Hyacinth  made  his  Religious  Pro- 
fession when  he  willingly  embraced  the  Vows  of  Religion  and 
promised  that  henceforth  his  only  LOVE  would  be  the  Love  of 
God  and  the  Love  of  his  fellowmen  in  God.  Poverty,  Chastity 
and  Obedience  were  to  be  his  constant  companions  for  the  rest 
of  his  life.  There  was  yet  another  Cross  which  he  took  upon  his 
shoulders  on  that  momentous  day — ^the  Holy  Rule  of  our  Congre- 
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gation.  And  what  a  wonderful  help  it  has  been  to  him  to  sanctify 
himself  in  the  sight  of  God.  Picture  to  yourself,  my  dear  friends, 
sixty  years  in  religious  life  with  daily  meditation  on  the  word  of 
God,  daily  assistance  at  the  holy  sacrifice  of  the  Mass  and  the 
reception  of  Holy  Communion,  daily  examination  of  conscience, 
daily  visits  to  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  daily  spiritual  reading  and 
recitation  of  the  Rosary.  Nor  is  this  all.  The  life  of  a  Holy  Ghost 
Brother  is  not  one  of  prayer  and  meditation  exclusively.  He  is  no 
contemplative.  He  must  engage  in  physical  labor  as  well.  Some  of 
them  are  called  to  do  farm  work;  others  are  engaged  in  office 
work,  laundry  work ;  as  porters  and  teachers,  and  as  sacristans ; 
a  chosen  few  are  set  apart  to  work  in  one  of  the  most  important 
rooms  in  any  home — the  kitchen — where  they  serve  in  the  capa- 
city of  chefs,  cooks  and  stewards;  many  are  excellent  electri- 
cians, carpenters,  masons,  aye,  even  musicians.  Some  are  called 
to  render  their  services  in  the  Foreign  Missions  of  Africa,  South 
America,  and  Puerto  Rico,  while  others  are  assigned  to  take  care 
of  the  home  front. 

And  so,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  we  find  Brother 
Hyacinth  laboring  for  12  years  in  the  Foreign  Missions  of 
Africa,  in  Nigeria  on  the  West  Coast,  and  for  48  years  in  the 
United  States — 45  of  which  were  spent  in  Cornwells  and  3  years 
in  St.  Joseph's  House  in  Phila.  In  this  Home  for  Homeless  and 
Industrious  Boys  entrusted  to  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  by  the 
Archdiocese  of  Phila.,  he  was  a  counsellor  to  the  boys  and 
studied  the  printing  trade,  which  he  hoped  to  establish  in  Africa 
on  his  return  to  the  Missions.  During  the  past  60  years  we  find 
Brother  working  in  the  capacity  of  Maintenance  Man,  Chaff eur. 
Electrician,  Sacristan  and  Laundry  Man.  It  has  been  my  privi- 
lege to  know  Brother  Hyacinth  for  a  long  time  and  to  have 
lived  with  him  in  the  same  Community  for  many  years  in  the 
heyday  of  His  life,  and  I  can  vouch  for  his  excellent  knowledge 
and  masterly  skill  in  all  these  departments.  Even  now,  in  semi- 
retirement,  though  the  going  is  a  bit  rough  for  his  80  years,  he 
is  still  our  Sacristan  when  the  Sems  are  away  for  their  holidays ; 
he  still  keeps  a  sharp  eye  on  the  Fathers'  Laundry  and  sees  to  it 
that  they  get  it;  and  occasionally  is  seen  with  a  light  bulb  in 
his  hand,  and  we  know  he  is  on  his  way  to  replace  a  burnt-out 
bulb  somewhere.  Again  I  say  "Well  done.  Brother." 
My  dear  Brother  Hyacinth: 

Sixty  years  ago  today  you  consecrated  your  young  life  to  God 
by  the  vows  of  Religion.  Heartily  again  do  we  congratulate  you. 
And  when  for  sixty  years  you  have  been  faithful  to  the  trust 
of  Christ's  love  and  friendship;  faithful  in  the  observance  of 
your  Holy  Rule ;  faithful  in  striving  after  perfection  by  the  scru- 
pulous observance  of  your  religious  vows ;  faithful  to  the  duties 
assigned  to  you  by  your  Superiors,  thus  becoming  a  trusted 
friend  of  the  Fathers  and  a  wonderful  co-worker  with  them; 
when  for  sixty  years  you  have  been  a  model  of  religious  simpli- 
city and  perfection  to  all  with  whom  you  came  into  contact, 
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notably  the  Junior  members  of  the  Congregation  here  at  Corn- 
-vvells, — SURELY, — it  cannot  be  made  a  reproach  to  us  either  in 
heaven  or  on  earth,  that  we  are  gathered  together  today  to  re- 
joice, and  in  the  face  of  heaven  and  earth  cry  out:  "Well  done 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant."  Together  we  beg  God  that  the 
remaining  years  of  your  life  will  likewise  be  filled  with  good 
works  against  the  day  when  you  will  hold  Jubilee  in  heaven  with  i 
God,  His  holy  Mother,  St.  Joseph  and  all  the  Angels  and  Saints. 

May  God  the  Holy  Ghost  to  whom  you  have  dedicated  your 
life — may  the  blessed  Mother  of  God,  to  whose  Immaculate 
Heart  you  have  always  had  a  tender  devotion — may  that  grand 
old  Saint  of  God,  St.  Joseph,  the  special  Patron  of  the  Brothers 
— may  the  Ven.  Francis  Libermann,  with  whose  habit  you  are 
clothed  and  in  whose  footsteps  you  have  walked  so  faithfully — 
may  they  all  watch  over  you  for  your  own  personal  sanctifica- 
tion,  guide  your  every  thought,  word  and  action  for  the  greater 
glory  of  God,  and  for  the  salvation  of  poor,  abandoned  souls, — 
and  lead  you  happily  to  the  feet  of  your  beloved  Master,  there 
to  rejoice  forever  in  the  company  of  all  the  Sons  of  Libermann, 
in  the  Vision  and  Glory  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Amen.

C.S.M.C.  CONVENTION 

From  August  27th  to  August  30th,  two  scholastics  from 
Ferndale's  mission  unit  were  among  the  4,000  delegates  attend- 
ing the  21st  National  Convention  of  the  Catholic  Students' 
Mission  Crusade,  held  at  Notre  Dame,  to  increase  zeal  for  and 
knowledge  of  the  missions  of  the  Church.  What  one  can  cer- 
tainly say  about  this  particular  gathering  of  young  people, 
mostly  high  school  students,  was  that  it  reflected  well  the  spirit 
of  the  times. 

Bishop  John  Wright  of  Pittsburgh,  for  example,  reflected  the 
current  unity  movements,  both  political  and  religious,  in  his 
stirring  keynote  address.  He  stressed  the  necessity  of  transcend- 
ing nationalistic  thinking  and  interests,  and  once  again  acquire 
the  outlook  of  the  early  Church  which  saw  the  whole  world  as 
its  parish  and  responsibility.  In  Pope  John  he  saw  one  who  had 
grasped  such  an  attitude,  and  men  everywhere  recognized  and 
responded  to  it.  In  the  days  that  followed,  delegates  acting  in 
the  spirit  of  the  Bishop's  talk,  heard  speakers  lecture  on  various 
missionary  areas :  Africa,  India,  Japan,  etc.  There  were  followed 
by  afternoon  panel  discussions,  for  the  most  part  conducted  by 
high  school  students.  Among  the  speakers,  one  must  single  out 
Father  John  Considine,  a  Maryknoller  and  a  writer  of  mission 
books,  who  delivered  a  major  talk  about  the  struggle  being 
waged  between  the  Church  and  communism  over  Latin  America. 
The  evidence  which  he  presented  led  him  to  be  slightly  optimis- 
tic about  the  outcome.  Also,  we  must  mention  Father  Perry  of 
the  Divine  Word  Fathers,  who  talked  about  the  difficulties  and 
achievements  of  the  Negro  apostolate. 

The  contemporary  ecumenical  spirit  expressed  itself  in  the 
importance  attached  to  ecumenism,  both  lay  Archbishop  Alter 
and  by  two  major  discussion  groups.  The  Cincinnati  prelate  ex- 
pressed his  desire  that  C.S.M.C.  groups  on  high  school  and  col- 
lege levels  become  ecumenical  minded  since  no  sincere  Catholic 
interested  in  the  present  day  Church  could  hold  himself  aloof 
from  the  ecumenical  movement.  The  first  step  in  this  direction, 
he  said,  is  to  achieve  understanding  in  dialogue  and  not  a  spirit 
of  triumphalism  in  monologue. 

The  opportunities  open  to  laymen  in  carrying  out  the  mission 
of  the  Church  were  concretely  explored  and  discussed  by  rep-  I 
resentatives   from   the   Papal    Volunteers   for   Latin    America  ' 
(PAVLA),  the  Secular  Institutes,  the  Extension  Lay  Volun- 
teers, the  Peace  Corps,  etc. 

Another  manifestation  of  the  contemporary  Church  at  the 
convention  could  be  seen  in  the  central  place  occupied  by  the 
liturgy.  Towards  evening,  most  of  the  delegates  would  gather 
together  for  full  participation  in  the  celebration  of  the  Euchar- 
ist, once  in  the  Melkite  Rite  and  twice  in  the  Roman  Rite.  The 
first  day  of  the  convention  was  closed  by  sung  English  Compline 
with  guitar  accompaniment  and  the  second  day  by  a  Bible  Vigil. 
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Although  there  were  some  dull  and  uninteresting  speeches 
and  speakers,  the  deficiency  was  well  compensated  for  by  per- 
sonal contact  with  other  seminarians.  We  found  them  an  enthusi- 
astic group  filled  with  apostolic  zeal  and  the  spirit  of  the 
aggironamento.  In  line  with  a  broader  meaning  of  the  word 
"mission",  they  have  included  in  the  work  of  their  CSMC  units, 
not  only  the  usual  study  of  foreign  missions  and  fund  raising, 
but  also  such  works  as  catechetics,  census  taking  and  working 
with  migrant  workers.  Those  with  such  active  CSMC  groups 
attributed  their  dynamism  mainly  to  an  interested  and  en- 
couraging faculty  who  see  CSMC  and  its  various  functions  not 
as  merely  something  extra-curricular  but  indeed  as  something 
very  curricular  and  necessary  for  the  formation  of  an  apostolic 
sense.  Almost  all  the  seminarians  agreed  that  direct  involvement 
with  people  in  some  form  of  the  apostolate  both  during  the 
academic  year  and  the  summer  months  was  very  much  needed 
to  foster  a  missionary  spirit  in  all  future  priests.  Those  who  had 
participated  in  such  programs  were  convinced  of  their  fruitful- 
ness.  Following  the  directives  of  Archbishop  Alter,  the  major 
seminarians  adopted  a  resolution  urging  a  greater  understand- 
ing of  the  ecumenical  movement  and  of  becoming  involved  in  it 
in  so  far  as  conditions  would  allow. 

At  convention's  end,  we  felt  that  what  had  been  profitable  for 
us  was  not  gained  so  much  from  the  formal  gatherings  but  from 
the  informal  meetings  where  experiences  were  shared  and 
enthusiasm  rekindled  from  others,  who,  like  ourselves,  would 
soon  become  ordained  priests  with  the  world  as  their  parish.

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RELIGION  and  PERSONALITY 

Topic  of  Workshops 

Workshops  on  Religion  and  Personality  were  conducted  last 
month  for  Sisters  by  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  at  Immaculata 
College,  near  Philadelphia,  and  at  the  Motherhouse  of  the 
School  Sisters  of  Notre  Dame,  Wilton,  Connecticut,  about  three 
miles  from  Ferndale.  The  speakers  and  discussion  moderators 
were  from  the  Counseling  Center  at  Duquesne.  They  included 
Fathers  Edward  Hogan  and  David  Smith.  Father  Wright  direct- 
ed the  Workshops. 

In  view  of  the  growing  recognition  that  the  contribution  psy- 
chology, sociology,  counseling  and  other  related  sciences  can 
make  to  religious  life,  the  content  of  the  three  day  seminar  was 
enthusiastically  received.  Panel  discussions  and  informal  meet- 
ings with  the  moderators  made  possible  application  of  principles 
presented  in  lectures  to  the  general  assembly.  Enrollment  for  the 
Workshop  was  restricted  to  Superiors  and  those  responsible  for 
formation  of  aspirants.  Indicating  benefits  growing  from  such 
contacts  with  Sisters'  communities,  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  con- 
ducted twelve  Retreats  during  the  past  year  for  Sisters  from  the 
New  York  -  New  England  area  who  had  attended  our  Workshop 
previously. 

Representing  fifteen  communities,  161  Sisters  were  enrolled 
for  the  Workshop  at  Immaculata.  Monsignor  Philip  Donahue, 
Vicar  for  Religious,  told  the  Sisters  that  Archbishop  Krol  had 
expressed  personal  gratitude  to  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  for 
organizing  such  a  conference  in  the  Archdiocese.  He  said  that 
five  years  ago  the  need,  for  such  a  program  was  agreed  upon,  but 
that  nothing  further  about  it  was  done.  Father  Vernon 
Gallagher  spoke  at  the  dinner  which  closed  the  Workshop.  He 
reminded  the  Sisters  that  such  meetings  offer  principles  where- 
by we  gain  new  insight  to  our  own  souls  and  the  souls  of  others. 
He  emphasized  that  those  who  took  part  in  the  discussions  were 
given  the  advantage  of  experiences  not  yet  codified  at  the  time 
of  their  predecessors,  and  have  been  saved  from  the  mistakes 
and  blind  alleys  which  preceeded  the  scientific  conclusions  that 
were  offered  during  the  workshop. 

"Every  science  has  a  corresponding  art".  Father  Gallagher 
pointed  out,  "and  the  science  of  our  personal  relationship  with 
God  is  no  exception.  There  was  a  time  when  art  predominated 
over  many  of  the  sciences,  a  time  when  there  was  relatively 
little  scientific  data  available.  This  was  even  true  in  the  art  of 
loving  God,  when  it  was  something  more  instinctive  than  we 
experience  today.  Emphasis  of  art  must  give  way  to  the  ad- 
vances of  science  in  everything,  especially  in  the  science  of  our 
own  souls." 

The  Workshop  at  the  Motherhouse  in  Wilton  was  a  develop- 
ment of  those  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  have  conducted  there 
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since  1962.  This  year,  144  Sisters  were  enrolled,  coming  from 
fourteen  religious  communities  in  New  York  and  New  England. 
Bishop  Walter  Curtis  offered  Mass  on  the  final  day  and  at  the 
dinner  afterwards  extended  greetings  from  the  Diocese  of 
Bridgeport. 


SEMINARIANS'  CONFERENCE 

The  first  NSSC,  Northeast  Seminarians'  Study  Conference, 
was  held  at  Maryknoll  Seminary,  New  York,  August  21-23.  Of 
the  250  seminarians  present,  representing  18  seminaries,  two 
were  from  Ferndale — Carl  Scheider  and  Gerald  Pitts. 

As  was  mentioned  by  the  chairman  of  the  Conference,  this 
was  the  real  birth  of  the  organization,  for  previously,  all  that 
existed  was  a  temporary  draft  of  the  constitution  and  a  steering 
committee  which  helped  to  organize  this  first  conference. 

The  theme  of  the  Conference  was  "The  Nature  of  the  Parish 
Apostolate."  Twelve  lectures  were  given  in  the  course  of  the 
weekend,  all  developing  aspects  of  the  general  theme. 

Among  the  speakers  were  Rev.  Donald  Campion,  S.J.,  Asso- 
ciate Editor  of  AMERICA,  who  lectured  on  the  "Theology  of  the 
Parish ;"  Daniel  Callahan,  Associate  Editor  of  THE  COMMON- 
WEAL, spoke  of  "The  Layman  in  the  Parish."  Dr.  Alfred  Joyce 
of  lona  College,  explained  the  role  of  the  "Priest  in  Marriage 
Counseling."  From  the  East  Harlem  Protestant  Parish  came 
Rev.  Lynn  Hageman  to  speak  about  "Protestant-Catholic  Rela- 
tions, a  Beginning  in  the  Parish." 

Other  lectures  covered  the  areas  of  "Sacred  Art  in  the  Parish," 
"The  Cursillo  in  the  Parish,"  "The  Family  as  the  basis  of  the 
Parish,"  "The  Missionary  Parish,"  "Liturgy  in  the  Parish," 
"CCD  in  the  Parish,"  "Priests  and  teamwork  in  the  Parish,"  and 
"Local  leadership  in  the  Neighborhood." 

The  lectures  presented  ideas  which  were  discussed  in  informal 
gatherings  and  conversations. 

A  growing  awareness  in  seminarians  of  the  nature  of  the 
Church  and  the  priesthood  in  the  Church  was  evident  to  the  t 
delegates  present,  from  theologians  to  the  first  year  philo- 
sophers. All  were  interested  in  exchanging  ideas  and  in  acquir- 
ing a  deeper  understanding  of  the  priesthood  and  the  influence 
it  must  have  on  the  People  of  God. 

Neither  the  host-seminary  nor  the  theme  of  next  year's  Con- 
ference were  decided  immediately ;  but  all  were  convinced  that 
the  first  NSSC  gathering  accomplished  its  end:  to  present  and 
exchange  ideas,  and  to  enrich  our  seminary  training  by  synthe- 
sizing the  theoretical  and  practical  implications  of  the  urban- 
suburban  apostolate  under  the  guidance  of  competent  lecturers

Vocation  Workshop 
Retreats  for  boys  had  to  be 
called  off,  and  for  several 
weeks,  the  source  of  supply 
from  the  well  was  so  inade- 
quate that  we  had  to  bring 
water  from  the  house  on  Weed 
Avenue,  formerly  the  Sisters' 
Convent  .  .  .  Thirty  novices 
spent  Labor  Day  with  us. 
They  arrived  at  ten  o'clock  to 
begin  a  full  day  of  activities, 
which  included  a  tennis  match, 
soft  ball  game  (which  we 
won  much  to  the  chagrine  of 
the  Ridgefielders  who  play 
every  day!),  swimming,  boat- 
ing and  a  picnic  supper  fol- 
lowed by  a  short  variety  show 
...  At  9 . 'SO  the  morning  of  the 
following  day,  the  Ferndale 
community  departed  for  As- 
cension Beach,  East  Norwalk, 
for  what  is  amounting  to  the 
"annual    Bill    Reddy"    picnic! 


Bill  lives  in  town,  and  during  i 
the  past  three  years  has  be- 
come a  close  friend  of  the 
scholastics.  This  year  he  was' 
able  to  arrange  for  the  use  of  a 
private  yacht  club  owned  by 
Louis  Gardella,  the  trucker  who 
takes  our  mission  shipments 
to  the  New  York  piers  gratis. 
The  beach  and  salt  water  pool 
were  the  occasion  for  healthy 
exercise  in  the  sun  and  fresh 
air. 

CORNWELLS  —  We've 
had  our  face  lifted  during  the 
summer!  The  building  has 
been  pointed  and  the  wood- 
work painted.  The  interior  has 
also  been  painted  and  some  al- 
terations made.  School  opened 
on  September  9.  There  are  41 
seminarians  and  175  day  stu- 
dents. Father  View  has  been 
added  to  the  community  with 
competence  as  a  mathematics 
teacher.  In  addition.  Brother 
Leo  has  been  assigned  to  our 
community  .  .  .  Earlier  in  the 
summer,  the  first  Student 
Council  picnic  was  held  here 
for  the  students  and  their 
dates.  Approximately  150  at- 
tended. Three  of  the  officers 
of  the  Student  Council  went  to 
West  Chester  State  Teachers 
College  for  a  student  council 
workshop.  The  student  council 
has  set  up  a  lounge  in  the 
basement  of  the  school.  The 
students  painted  it  and  are 
furnishing  it  ...  In  July  the 
seminarians  from  the  Phila- 
delphia area  had  their  annual 
picnic  at  Olympia  Lake,  New 
Jersey.  Father  McNally, 
Brown  and  Falvey  were  pres- 
ent ...  In  August  the  Fathers' 
Association  held  their  third 
annual  picnic  for  parents  and 
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students.  500  were  on  hand  for 
it,  with  steam  corn  the  big 
attraction. 

BETHEL  —  Father  William 
Mullen,  pastor  emeritus  of  St. 
Catherine's  in  Little  Compton, 
R.  L,  has  joined  our  family 
.  .  .  The  freshmen  this  year 
are  composed  of  eight  Ridge- 
field  and  five  Glenwood 
Springs  alumni  .  .  .  Earlier 
this  month  the  new  scholas- 
tics helped  Father  William  Ho- 
gan  furnish  the  new  dormitory 


at  Duquesne  .  .  .  Our  mission 
unit  is  busy  preparing  a  ship- 
ment of  clothing  for  Father 
Joseph  Kelly  along  with  a  set 
of  the  Stations  of  the  Cross 
and  other  religious  articles 
for  missionaries  in  Puerto 
Rico  .  .  .  We  shall  continue  to 
send  a  list  of  used  text  books 
to  the  Fathers  in  the  south  as 
the  texts  become  available.  Re- 
cently, we  received  a  number 
of  high  school  and  grade 
school  books  from  donors  in 
the  area. 


THE  MINOR  SEMINARY 

The  justification  of  minor  seminaries  is  a  common  topic  of 
discussion  among  priests  and  religious.  While  the  mortality  rate 
is  understandably  high  among  candidates  on  this  age  level,  the 
source  of  strength  and  protection  a  seminary  provides  to  youth 
at  this  most  impressionable  age  should  not  be  minimized. 

Furthermore,  it  has  been  the  constant  directive  from  Rome 
that  those  who  show  reasonably  well  founded  signs  of  a 
religious  vocation  should  not  defer  taking  up  their  seminary 
studies.  This  is  reflected  in  the  reply  from  Giusepee  Cardinal 
Pizzardo,  Prefect  of  the  Sacred  Congregation  of  Seminaries  and 
Universities.  It  is  apropos  since  confreres  are  frequently  called 
upon  to  explain  the  Church's  position  when  they  are  consulted 
about  the  advisability  of  sending  a  boy  to  the  preparatory  semi- 
nary. 


"The  Council  of  Trent  prescribed  the  foundation  of  Seminaries 
with  the  decree  "De  reformatione",  Can.  18,  "Cum  Adule- 
scentium  aetas",  for  the  ecclesiastical  formation  of  young  boys 
"a  teneris  annis"  who  gave  signs  of  a  vocation  to  the  priest- 
hood, in  order  to  place  them  in  appropriate  surroundings,  adapt- 
ed and  prepared  to  develop  the  divine  seed  that  God  himself 
had  sown  in  their  hearts. 

This  solemn  ruling  still  holds,  as  can  be  seen  by  the  recent 
affirmations  of  the  Supreme  Magisterium  of  the  Church,  which 
we  now  quote. 

Leo  XIII  wrote  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Philippines  the  Apostolic 
Letter  "Quae  mari  sinico",  September  17,  1902:  "Oportet  idcirco 
Episcopos  omnem  operam  industriamque  impendere  ut  domum 
in  sua  quisque  Diocesi  habeat,  in  qua  tirunculi  militiae  sacrae 
a  teneris  annis  recipiantur  atque  ad  vitae  sanctimoniam  et  ad 
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minores  maioresque  disciplinas  formentur."  (Acta  Leonis  XIII 
22-199). 

The  same  Sovereign  Pontiff  expressed  the  identical  thought 
to  the  French  Bishops  in  the  Encyclical  Letter,  "Depuis  le  jour" 
of  September  8,  1899.  (Acta  Leonis  XIII,  19-160-174). 

In  a  letter  to  the  Bishops  of  Italy,  concerning  rulings  for 
Seminaries,  the  Sacred  Congregation  for  Seminaries,  Universi- 
ties and  Studies,  gave  an  entire  chapter  to  Minor  Seminaries. 

Pius  XI,  in  the  Apostolic  Letter,  ''Officiorum  omnium"  of 
August  1,  1922,  praised  the  work  done  in  Seminaries,  including 
that  done  in  Minor  Seminaries.   (AAS.  42,  1922.  449-458). 

Pius  XII  had  already  given  emphasis  to  the  importance  of 
minor  seminaries  in  his  exhortation  "Menti  nostrae"  of  Septem- 
ber 22,  1950.  (AAS,  42,  1950.  681-694).  And  when  speaking  oni 
September  5,  1957  to  more  than  four  thousand  French  youths 
from  the  Minor  Seminaries  of  France,  affirmed  among  other 
statements  that:  "The  Church,  after  having  demanded  the  erec- 
tion of  major  seminaries  in  dioceses,  then  created  special  institu- 
tions destined  for  candidates  to  the  ecclesiastical  life,  and  far 
from  regretting  such  an  institution,  she  is  pleased  with  it  be- 
cause she  sees  the  good  results  of  junior  seminaries  both  insofar 
as  studies  are  concerned  and  insofar  as  foundation  of  character 
is  concerned." 

May  we  now  recall  Canon  1345,  Paragraph  1,  C.J.C.  which! 
prescribes  that  each  Diocese  must  have  a  Seminary  where  young: 
men  can  be  prepaied  for  the  priesthood.  And  when  the  Holy  See 
erects  a  new  Diocese,  It  decrees  that  at  least  a  minor  seminary 
will  be  erected. 

The  few  documents  quoted  above,  are  eloquent  and  show  suf- 
ficiently and  with  exactitude  the  mind  of  the  Church  in  regard 
to  Minor  Seminaries. 

However,  we  must  also  remember  that  when  our  Divine  Mas- 
ter, in  His  infinite  Wisdom  and  Providence,  by  an  act  of  love 
and  predilection,  calls  a  boy  to  His  service,  he  also  bestows  on 
him  those  gifts  and  dispositions  that  will  allow  him,  as  an  elect 
of  the  Lord,  to  enter  Holy  Orders.  It  is  evident  and  clear  that 
if  the  Divine  Call  is  freely  accepted  by  the  boy,  in  full  posession 
of  his  faculties  of  will  and  intellect,  he  will  be  gifted  from  his 
earliest  years  (according  to  the  divine  economy)  wth  those 
qualities  and  those  positive  requisites  that  form  the  indispensa- 
ble basis  on  which,  by  divine  right  and  by  the  positive  right  of 
the  Church,  it  can  be  thought  with  prudence,  that  the  Lord  has 
designed  to  look  with  love  on  this  or  that  special  candidate. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  for  priests  to  discover  if  young  boys  show 
definite  signs  fo  being  called  to  the  priesthood.  Then,  they  must 
see  that  they  are  cared  for,  educated  and  directed  towards  those 
institutes  that  the  Church,  with  Her  great  experience,  has 
always  desired,  so  as  to  insure  a  calm,  serene,  orderly  develop- 
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ment  of  this  vocation  until  it  has  reached  its  full  maturity,  with 
the  official  call  from  the  Church  to  take  Holy  Orders. 

To  direct  young  boys  to  the  Minor  Seminaries,  certainly  does 
not  mean  coercion  in  regard  to  their  liberty  of  choice,  neither 
an  overvaluation  of  their  psychological  maturity,  instead  it 
means  that  appropriate  surroundings,  specific  guidiance  and 
experienced  teachers  are  given  to  these  youths.  It  means  that 
they  will  be  kept  far  away  from  many  dangers,  such  as  dissipa- 
tion and  psychological  problems  often  caused  by  worldly  sur- 
roundings. In  the  Minor  Seminaries  they  can  find  out  if  they 
are  really  called  to  the  priesthood,  and  they  can  learn  about  the 
duties  and  obligations  of  the  state  of  the  priesthood  and  they 
can  decide  with  full  knowleged  and  awareness,  if  they  will,  or 
will  not  respond  individually  to  the  call  of  the  Lord. 

J  We  do  not  deny,  that  under  certain  conditions,  catholic 
schools  can,  up  to  a  certain  point,  fulfill  the  same  task  as  the 
minor  Seminaries  do,  that  is,  when  it  is  possible  to  create  in 
these  schools  an  atmosphere  of  deep  spirituality  that  will  favor 
a  sincere  and  tranquil  meditation  of  each  one's  vocation  in  gen- 

\  eral,  and  of  the  vocation  of  the  priesthood  in  particular. 

However,  experience  has  shown  that  one  cannot  generalize  in 
regard  to  schools  of  this  type ;  they  are  exceptional  cases,  due, 
not  only  to  particular  conditions  and  surroundings,  but  also  to 
the  deep  catholic  spirit  of  the  families  from  which  the  pupils 
come. 

It  happens  frequently  that  boys  educated  in  catholic  schools 
do  not  find  the  particular  personal  help  they  need.  The  pro- 
grams, excellent  as  they  are  in  our  catholic  schools,  often  do 
not  bear  fruit,  because,  as  Our  Blessed  Lord  Himself  taught  us 
in  one  of  His  parables,  the  seed  is  frequently  suffocated  by  dis- 
sipation and  worldly  preoccupations,  and  very  soon  it  dries  up, 
and  then  dies. 

We  know  that  the  Bishops  of  the  United  States  are  well  aware 

;  of  these  dangers,  and  in  recent  years,  we  note  a  tendency  on 

1  their  part  to  create  Minor  Seminaries,  because  they  know  they 

'  are  the  best  means  to  foster  and  care  for  sacred  vocations  to  the 

priesthood. 

Certainly  catholic  schools  can  do  valuable  work  in  preparing 
and  selecting  possible  vocations,  thus  giving  priests  the  pos- 
sibility of  knowing  the  best  boys,  and  of  evaluating  their  inten- 
tions and  possibilities.  We  hold  though,  that  when  catholic 
teachers  have  the  moral  certitude  that  one  of  their  pupils  is 
.  called  to  the  priesthood,  this  pupil  should  be  directed  to  the 
diocesan  minor  seminary. 

In  these  few  pages,  we  have  tried  to  illustrate  the  mind 
of  the  Sacred  Congregation  in  regard  to  the  importance  and  the 
mission  of  Minor  Seminaries,  and  we  are  ready  to  furnish 
further  elucidations."

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My  dear  Confreres, 

This  is  the  first  opportunity  I  have  had  to  thank  you  for  the 
assistance  you  have  given  the  Provincial  Council  and  me  in 
planning  for  the  future. 

During  the  course  of  the  summer,  most  of  you  attended  one 
of  the  regional  meetings  held  at  Ferndale,  Philadelphia,  Rock 
Castle,  Pittsburgh,  and  Detroit.  At  each  of  these  you  elected 
a  representative  and  these  five  spokesmen  met  early  in  Septem- 
ber with  members  of  the  Provincial  Council  to  present  their 
reports.  It  was  extremely  gratifying  to  see  the  serious  and  re- 
sponsible manner  in  which  the  area  meetings  had  been  conduct- 
ed. More  gratifying  still  was  the  widespread  evidence  of  personal 
involvement  and  concern. 

Since  no  thought  of  the  future  is  very  far  removed  from  the 
burning  question  of  vocation  recruitment,  it  was  almost  in- 
evitable that  every  one  of  our  groups  should  ultimately  turn 
to  a  consideration  of  that  vital  problem.  In  two  instances  the 
participants  voted  to  meet  again  and  devote  a  whole  day's  dis- 
cussion to  it.  Others  will  follow  later. 

The  pragmatically  inclined  may  expect  more  immediate  re- 
sults from  these  get-togethers  than  one  can  point  to  at  this 
time.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  a  subject  so  exten- 
sive and  complicated  as  the  orientation  and  growth  of  a  province 
cannot  be  disposed  of  in  a  few  hours'  time.  We  have  really  just 
begun  the  analysis.  I  earnestly  hope  your  continuing  interest 
and  enthusiasm  will  prompt  a  further  pursuit  of  it  through  more 
assemblies  and  talks. 

One  last  item  for  the  moment:  sincere  thanks  to  the  com- 
munities of  Ferndale  and  Rock  Castle  and  to  the  pastors  of  Our 
Lady  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  (Philadelphia),  Saint  Mary's 
(Sharpsburg),  and  Saint  Mary's  (Detroit)  for  the  gracious 
hospitality  they  extended  on  the  occasion  of  these  regional 
assemblies.  Without  their  ready  help  the  program  could  not 
have  gotten  off  the  ground.

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FATHER  FRANCIS  J.  NOLAN 
1886-1964 

Father  Francis  J.  Nolan  was  born  in  Derrylatras,  Co.  Leix, 
Ireland  in  1886.  In  1908,  on  completion  of  his  secondary  studies 
at  Blackrock  College,  Dublin,  he  was  assigned  as  a  teacher- 
prefect  to  Rockwell  College,  Co.  Tipperary,  for  four  years.  In 

1912  he  was  one  of  the  first  novices  to  enter  the  newly-estab- 
lished novitiate  of  the  Irish  Province  at  Kimmage  Manor,  Dub- 
lin. He  made  his  Religious  Profession  in  the  Congregation  in 

1913  and  was  ordained  in  1919.  The  following  year  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Province  of  the  United  States  where  he  labored 
for  twenty-seven  years  before  returning  to  Ireland. 

His  American  confreres  were  saddened  to  learn  of  the  sudden 
death  of  Father  Frank  during  the  Centennial  celebrations  at 
Rockwell  College  on  July  22nd  of  this  year.  From  information 
received,  we  learned  that  he  took  ill  in  the  chapel  during  the 
celebration  of  a  Solemn  High  Mass  and  died  shortly  afterwards 
in  the  sacristy. 

Those  who  knew  him  well  feel  that  this  is  how  Father  Frank 
would  have  wished  to  die ;  during  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Sacrifice,  surrounded  by  members  of  his  Congregation  and  in 
the  midst  of  friends  and  alumni  of  the  college. 

Father  cherished  his  priesthood  above  everything  else  and 
he  was  always  happiest  among  his  confreres  and  friends.  His 
infectious  smile  and  hearty  laugh  often  contributed  to  the  gaiety 
of  those  around  him.  There  were  days,  it  is  true,  when  perhaps 
he  didn't  feel  like  laughing;  difficult  days  that  occur  in  the 
lives  of  most  human  beings.  However,  these  "splinters  of  the 
cross"  did  not  prevent  him  from  performing  all  his  duties  with 
great  exactitude. 

It  may  be  observed  that  Father  Frank  demanded  from  others 
imitation  of  his  attention  to  details.  And  though  many  judged 
this  as  harsh — especially  when  dealing  with  young  boys — it 
was  part  and  parcel  of  his  "old-school"  training  and  his  inter- 
pretation of  the  dictum  that  "anything  worth  doing  is  worth 
doing  well." 

Father  Frank  served  faithfully  in  various  parishes  in  Lou- 
isiana and  Pennsylvania.  His  appointment  as  Director  of  St. 
Joseph's  House  Philadelphia  in  1940  was  his  first  administrative 
post.  From  the  beginning  he  showed  a  keen  interest  in  all  as- 
pects of  the  work.  He  maintained  faithfully  the  popular  novena 
devotions  honoring  Saint  Joseph.  One  of  his  first  objectives  was 
to  reduce  the  large  Building  Debt  Fund.  He  not  only  reduced  it 
— in  three  years  it  was  completely  paid. 

At  St.  Joseph's  House,  Father  Frank  initiated  his  own  Pro- 
motion Office  for  the  support  of  the  homeless  boys  committed 
to  his  care.  This  office  replaced  one  controlled  by  a  commercial 
promotion  firm.  It  was  very  successful  from  the  beginning  and 
continues  to  this  day  as  the  mainstay  of  support  for  the  work. 


Once  Father  Frank  made  a  friend  he  remained  a  friend  toi 
him  always.  Few  knew  of  his  continued  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  the  boys  after  they  had  left  St.  Joseph's  House.  One  of  his 
greatest  joys  was  when  he  was  called  on  to  officiate  at  the 
marriage  of  one  of  his  former  boys.  One  of  these  boys  wrote  of 
him:  "I  have  never  yet  met  a  priest  so  intensely  devoted  to  his 
duties,  so  accessible  to  anyone  who  sought  his  advice  and  so 
downright  straightforward,  cheerful  and  unaffected." 

Father  Frank  often  spoke  of  his  return  to  Ireland  and  when 
he  received  permission  to  do  so  in  1947  he  was  very  pleased.  In 
Ireland,  it  was  reported,  his  brother,  Father  Tom,  was  equally 
pleased ;  especially  when  Father  Frank-  was  assigned  to  Rock- 
well where  Father  Tom  has  been  a  distinguished  professor  of: 
English  for  many  years.  Everyone  remarked  how  inseparable 
they  became !  This  great  brotherly  attachment  means  an  even 
greater  loss.  May  Our  Lady  of  Rockwell  comfort  and  console 
Father  Tom  in  his  great  trial. 

On  a  gentle  slope  in  the  community  cemetery,  overlooking 
the  college  lake  at  Rockwell  and  beneath  the  towering  Galtee 
Mountains,  Father  Francis  Nolan  was  laid  to  rest.  His  American 
confreres  join  in  extending  their  prayerful  sympathy  to  his 
relatives,  community  and  friends. 

We  salute  his  memory;  may  his  soul  eternally  rest  in  the 
glory  of  the  Beautific  Vision.

THE  LITURGIAL  HOMILY  | 

The  now  famous  Constitution  on  the  Liturgy  of  the  Second 
Vatican  Council,  in  its  section  on  the  Mass,  after  explaining 
that  "the  treasures  of  the  Bible  are  to  be  opened  up  more  lav- 
ishly, so  that  richer  fare  may  be  provided  for  the  faithful  at 
the  table  of  God's  word,  makes  the  following  statement  regard- 
ing the  homily: 

By  means  of  the  homily  the  mysteries  of  the  faith  and  the 
guiding  principles  of  the  Christian  life  are  expounded  from 
the  sacred  text,  during  the  course  of  the  liturgical  year ;  the 
homily,  therefore,  is  to  be  highly  esteemed  as  part  of  the 
liturgy  itself;  in  fact,  as  those  Masses  which  are  celebrated 
with  the  assistance  of  the  people  as  Sundays  and  holidays  of 
obligation,  it  should  not  be  omitted,  except  for  a  serious  rea- 
son. (Chapter  2,  Art.  52) 

It  has  been  said  that  in  the  Mass  as  revised  by  the  Second 
Vatican  Council,  there  are  three  proclamations  of  the  Scripture. 
In  the  Epistle  the  sacred  writer  speaks  to  us  of  God ;  in  the 
Gospel,  God  Himself  speaks;  in  the  Homily,  the  priest,  our 
father  in  God,  applies  the  texts  of  scripture  proclaimed  to  the 
present  situation. 


The  homily  is  therefore  a  deeply  personal  and  individual 
thing.  It  is  a  work  of  art,  more  a  poem  than  a  syllogism.  One 
man  cannot  really  give  another  man's  homily  since  the  homily 
is  a  unique  personal  literary  form.  On  paper  it  may  sometimes 
look  rather  unfinished  and  unimpressive.  There  can  be  no  nec- 
essary structure  or  form,  no  one  method  or  content.  What  is 
required  is  an  application  of  the  Gospel,  which  was  written 
in  particular  life  circumstances,  to  the  life  circumstances  of 
these  listeners  here  and  now. 

There  is  discernible  a  basic  rhythm  which  takes  the  pattern 
"gospei-epistle-application."  It  is  analogous  to  the  catechetical 
steps  of  "presentation-explanation-application,"  for  frequently 
the  gospel  presents  in  a  concrete  symbolic  way  what  the  epistle 
does  in  a  more  doctrinal  way,  and  what  the  homily  must  put 
into  the  present  context. 

It  is  a  matter  of  pastoral  judgment  on  the  situation  as  to 
which  of  the  possible  themes  of  the  readings  will  be  singled 
out  for  the  homily,  and  how  specific  the  application  should  be. 
The  one  rule  is  that  this  should  be  the  expression  of  genuine 
pastoral  concern,  and  grow  out  of  the  day  by  day  relationship 
of  priest  and  people.  Casuistic  moralism  does  not  seem  to  be  in 
order  in  the  homily.  Rather,  a  free  and  prudent  response  cen- 
tered in  faith  and  prayer  is  to  be  encouraged.  The  Pauline  ex- 
hortation to  "become  what  you  are"  is  often  sufficient.  Like- 
wise, a  knowledge  of  the  congregation  on  the  homilist's  part 
will  govern  the  level  of  language,  the  allusions,  and  the  use  of 
illustrations.  Finally,  from  the  pastoral  point  of  view,  the  homily 
must  be  short.  If  it  runs  more  than  ten  minutes  it  disturbs 
I  the  continuity  of  the  liturgical  action, 

'  In  their  symbolic  character  all  the  Scriptures,  and  especially 
those  passages  chosen  and  juxtaposed  by  the  Church  for  use 
I  in  the  Mass,  have  a  divine  richness  for  nourishing  the  faith  of 
'  all  men  of  all  times  and  situations.  While  this  does  not  deny 
the  possibility  of  fruitful  instruction  from  other  passages  and 
sources,  nor  the  desirability  of  the  Church's  revision  and  ex- 
tension of  the  present  selection,  the  liturgical  texts  in  the  Mass 
as  we  know  it  can  provide  ample  opportunity  for  exploration 
of  God's  Word.  The  preparation  of  the  homily  grows  out  of  a 
prayerful  consideration  of  these  readings  in  their  scriptural 
and  liturgical  contexts.  The  preaching  of  the  homily  presumes 
that  the  readings  have  been  attentively  listened  to  by  the 
people ;  hence  the  necessity  of  a  careful  proclamation  of  the 
biblical  passages.  Inserting  distracting  announcements  at  this 
point  can  be  singularly  inappropriate. 

Just  as  every  Mass  is  basically  the  same,  so  is  the  underlying 
theme  of  every  homily.  It  is  the  proclamation  of  the  Paschal 
mystery,  the  call  to  believe  in  it,  to  thank  God  for  it,  and  fi- 
nally, the  invitation  to  be  joined  in  it  in  the  celebration  of  the 
Eucharist  to  follow.  This  last  is  the  high  point,  not  the  homily. 


It  therefore  seems  appropriate  that  the  latter  end  on  something 
of  a  low  key,  pointing  to  the  climax  of  the  Eucharist  to  come. 
The  homilist  is  a  special  instrument  of  the  word  of  God,  a  word 
that  comes  down  like  the  rain  to  nourish  life,  and  to  return  to 
God  in  praise  and  adoration.  The  words  of  Deuteronomy  express 
it  in  a  beautiful  prayer  form:  "Give  ear,  O  heavens,  while  I 
speak ;  let  the  earth  harken  to  the  words  of  my  mouth !  My  in- 
struction soak  in  like  the  rain,  and  my  discourse  permeate  like 
the  dew,  like  a  downpour  upon  the  grass,  like  a  shower  upon  the 
crops.  For  I  will  sing  the  Lord's  renown.  Oh,  proclaim  the  great- 
ness of  our  God!"  (32,  1-3) 

The  homily  then  is  not  merely  exegesis  nor  a  linking  up 
of  all  the  liturgical  texts,  though  it  involves  some  elements  of 
both.  It  is  the  present,  personal  word  of  God.  It  brings  the  pres- 
ent moment  into  the  movement  of  sacred  history.  Take  a  man 
of  God  formed  by  His  word,  moved  by  His  love,  and  put  him 
with  all  his  circumstantial,  immediate  concerns  and  limitations 
— but  with  his  central  role  and  message  clear — to  preach  Jesus 
Christ  to  these,  his  people.  Put  him  in  a  pulpit  on  a  given  day 
with  its  particular  Mass  text  with  its  scripture  readings  in 
his  heart  and  the  conditions  of  a  homily  have  been  insured. 
Christ  is  here.  God  is  speaking  to  His  people  in  this  man.  This 
much  is  essential ;  it  is  the  soul  of  the  homily.

Our  own  experience,  common  sense  and  reflection  point  up 
strongly  the  complexity  of  a  vocation  and  the  mixture  of  mo- 
tives involved  in  choosing  and  carrying  out  one  or  another  way 
of  life.  Yet  we  all  wonder  "Why"  scholastics  have  left  us 
during  the  past  four  years.  Although  we  cannot  make  a  full 
accounting,  we  feel  it  would  be  of  interest  and  value  for  the 
confreres  to  know  what  seemed  to  be,  in  the  judgment  of  one 
man  intimately  involved,  the  dominant  factors  in  our  recent 
attrition  rate.  In  no  sense  is  this  a  complete  explanation.  No 
factor  is  an  exclusive  determinant  and  some  of  what  I  cite  is 
symptomatic  rather  than  casual.  In  fairness  to  everyone,  these 
qualifications  must  be  borne  in  mind. 

Honest  intellectual  limitation,  which  neither  sincerity  nor 
hard  work  could  overcome  or  compensate  for,  seemed  the  chief 
factor  for  five  scholastics.  This  manifested  itself  in  more  than 
academic  grades,  in  matters  of  judgment  and  meeting  daily 
responsibilities  as  well. 

The  persistent  behavior  of  four  scholastics,  whatever  its  ul- 
timate or  contributing  causes,  inevitably  led  to  their  departure. 

Six  scholastics  eventually  found  it  impossible  to  reconcile 
their  attitudes,  judgment  and  value  hierarchy  and/or  their 
practical  application  with  the  reasons  and  the  rules  and  the 
policies  of  the  community  or  Congregation. 

Indecisiveness,  vacillation  and  certain  forms  of  community 
incompatibility  were  characteristics  in  the  attempts  of  six  to 
make  up  their  minds  and  carry  out  their  decisions. 


For  four  scholastics  a  significant  factor  was  the  layman's 
prospect  of  marriage  in  contrast  to  the  religious  priest's  ac- 
ceptance of  celibacy. 

There  were  five  other  scholastics  who,  in  my  judgment,  had 
all  the  potential  and  proportionate  performance  we  would  re- 
quire and  hope  for  in  confreres  and  prospective  priests,  but 
who  chose  to  leave. 


The  following  statistical  study  was  made  as  part  of  a  review 
of  the  first  four  years  of  Bethel  experience.  We  think  it  will 
be  of  interest  to  all  our  confreres,  but  would  like  especially  to 
emphasize  that  these  are  only  statistics  and  their  significance, 
if  any,  depends  on  an  interpretation  of  a  wide  variety  of  fac- 
tors which  are  deep  and  difficult  to  define  or  ever  describe.

Joseph  A.  Healy,  C.S.Sp. 
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CHRISTIAN  LOVE  vs.  RACIST  HATRED 

There  is  no  question  among  Christians  today  regarding  the 
morality  of  segregation — nor  has  there  ever  really  been  doubt 
regarding  this  basic  judgment.  Rather  the  question  today 
deals  with  the  economic,  political,  and  social  status  of  the 
Negro,  and  how  we  can  better  this  by  changing  the  economic, 
political,  and  social  structure  of  our  land.  But  what  is  basic  to 
this  structure  and  to  this  problem,  are  the  persons  involved 
here.  To  my  mind,  it  is  here  on  the  personal  level  that  the 
greatest  crime  has  been  committed  against  the  Negro,  and 
the  greatest  responsibility  lies  upon  the  Church  and  every 
Christian.  Economic,  political,  sociological,  these  spheres  are 
somewhat  more  secular,  more  involved  with  .the  laws  of  a  struc- 
tured society ;  and  our  attitude  toward  changes  here  will  be 
governed  by  our  approach  on  the  personal  level.  Laws  will  not 
solve  our  problems,  nor  will  demonstrations  and  riots,  nor  will 
preaching  from  the  pulpit  about  the  "immorality"  of  segrega- 
tion. Christians  know  that  it  is  immoral,  but  they  have  not 
experienced  it  as  such ;  nor  have  they  experienced  or  understood 
the  real  sin  involved  here,  the  sin  of  hating  another  person. 

This  sin  of  hatred  of  the  other  is  clearly  the  greatest  sin  that 
man  can  commit.  It  inflicts  the  greatest  pain,  the  greatest  dam- 
age possible  to  a  person  because  it  attacks  him  in  his  very  hu- 
manity, in  that  part  of  man  properly  God-like,  the  ability  to 
know  and  love  himself  and  the  other.  Human  love,  understand- 
ing, whatever  we  choose  to  call  it,  is  the  greatest  gift  that  one 
person  can  give  to  another.  It  will  call  forth  the  best  in  oneself 
and  in  the  other ;  it  is  the  way  we  grow  as  persons,  the  way 
we  come  to  love  God.  And  precisely  because  this  is  so,  human 
hatred  is  most  damaging,  the  most  damaging  and  the  most  pain- 
ful experience  possible  for  a  man. 

In  his  Notes  of  a  Native  Son,  James  Baldwin  has  pointed  di- 
rectly to  the  center  of  the  matter — this  hatred  destroys  the 
Negro's  ability  to  love  himself  and  his  brother.  This  is  a  given 
psychological  principle  that  a  man  learns  to  love  from  others, 
that  his  judgment  of  his  own  worth,  his  love  of  self  is  also 
learned  from  others,  and  that  this  is  the  only  way  that  he  can 
learn  to  love  God.  A  man  can  only  respond  to  love  as  given.  He 
is  formed  as  a  person  who  loves  by  those  about  him,  or  he  is 
maimed  and  distorted  by  their  lack  of  love  and  their  positive 
hatred.  If  no  man  has  shown  him  how,  if  none  has  helped  him 
to  love  himself  and  other  men,  then  the  love  he  gives  to  God 
is  as  distorted  as  his  human  love.  And  this  is  the  tremendous 
responsibility  that  we  have  toward  one  another:  that  we  help 
each  other  to  grow  in  this  love  of  God  and  man,  this  one  thing 
that  is  really  important.  But  what  can  a  man's  reaction  be  when 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  people  in  this  country  are  "different", 
are  "superior" ;  when  the  majority  of  these  treat  him  as  some- 
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one  not  quite  the  same,  not  quite  equal;  when  he  is  crushed 
again  and  again  by  open  hatred. 

There  is  only  one  possible  reaction — hatred.  That  this  is  not 
always  open  hatred  makes  things  even  worse.  It  becomes  buried 
inside  where  it  must  be  lived  with  always,  not  expressed,  and 
yet  demanding  expression.  The  meager  experience  I  have  had  of 
real  hatred  has  always  called  forth  a  tremendously  violent  re- 
action in  myself.  I  cannot  even  imagine  how  I  could  live  with 
the  suffocating,  violent  hatred  that  every  Negro  in  this  country 
must  feel. 

This  is  the  realm  where  Christianity  must  make  itself  clear, 
dynamic,  experienced  as  the  religion  of  love  that  it  is.  "Love 
one  another."  Has  there  ever  been  a  nation  where  this  precept 
has  been  more  clearly  and  universally  ignored  than  our  own? 
Have  Christians,  Catholics  everywhere  in  the  world  failed  to 
be  true  followers  of  Christ  to  the  extent  that  we  have  in  our 
treatment  of  the  Negro? 

What  is  the  solution?  Is  it  to  simply  hope  for  the  best  be- 
cause we  are  afraid  of  disrupting  the  Church  in  America?  Is  the 
hierarchy  so  uncertain  of  the  vitality  of  the  faith  of  its  people 
that  it  cannot  demand  of  them  the  minimum  adherence  to  Chris- 
tian principles — love  of  neighbor?  Must  the  pastors  speak  of 
race  prejudice  so  abstractly  that  their  good  congregation  will 
not  feel  that  they  are  involved  ? 

Give  them  time,  some  say.  Things  must  change  gradually. 
They  have  changed  gradually  for  one  hundred  years,  and  we 
have  rather  lowered  our  Christian  standards  than  brought  our 
people  up  to  them.  It  is  time  for  change,  perhaps  even,  time 
for  violence.  Not  physical  violence  or  bloodshed — although  all 
possibility  of  this  simply  cannot  be  prevented  if  we  are  to 
achieve  anything  at  all.  We  must  take  a  stand  now  if  we  are 
ever  again  to  be  able  to  say  with  integrity  "Love  thy  neighbor." 
This  Church  is  concerned  with  the  number  of  those  who  belong 
to  it,  but  this  must  not,  cannot  be  sacrificed  to  this  basic  love 
of  man.  This  is  no  longer  a  question  of  politics,  economics ;  it 
involves  the  most  heinous  crime  that  one  can  commit  against 
another — hatred.  Even  modern  psychology  has  come  to  recog- 
nize this,  that  men  are  not  even  human  if  they  do  not  love  one 
another.  Would  the  Church  not  be  better  off  if  it  took  a  strong 
stand  now,  if  its  bishops  and  priests,  its  laymen  moved  clearly 
and  openly  against  this  hatred  of  a  people?  If  our  people  refuse 
to  accept  this  stand  now,  at  this  date,  if  they  refuse  to  follow 
a  Church,  a  Christ  that  does  preach  love  of  neighbor,  then  they 
have  never  really  been  committed  to  Christ  at  all.  They  have 
been  following  their  own  picture  of  Christ,  not  that  man  who 
came  to  cast  fire  on  the  earth,  who  died  for  love  of  man.  And 
where  is  this  Church  of  Christ,  this  Church  that  preaches  love 
in  His  name?  Can  the  American  Catholic  Church  claim  this 
name?

Then  my  eyes  fell  on  the  card,  so  I  started 
to  pray  to  Father  Libermann.  I  have  been  having  extra  work 
which  helps  me  to  pay  the  back  bills.  Thank  God,  His  blessed 
Mother  and  Venerable  Francis  Libermann  to  whom  I  prayed.

FATHER  ALPHONS  LOOGMAN 

Father  Loogman  died  unexpectedly  in  one  of  our  houses  in 
Holland  (Baarle  Nassau)  on  Saturday  the  19th  of  September, 
during  the  night.  He  spent  the  recreation  the  evening  before 
with  his  confreres,  normally,  joyful  and  witty.  He  seemed  to 
be  in  good  health  again  although  a  week  or  so  before  he  suffered 
a  minor  stroke.  In  the  morning  of  the  20th  the  Brother  entered 
Father  Loogman's  room  to  make  his  bed  as  he  always  did  but 
found  that  Father  had  died. 

Father  Loogman  was  born  January  1,  1897.  He  was  ordained 
at  Louvain  August  28,  1924  and  came  to  Africa,  Mombasa,  in 
1922.  He  was  always  very  active  and  interested  in  the  study  of 
the  people's  language.  He  founded  "Rafiki  Yetu"  the  first  Cath- 
olic Swahili  paper  for  East  Africa.  For  some  time  he  was  a 
teacher  at  Kabaa  High  School. 

In  1937  he  came  to  our  Diocese.  He  was  nominated  Director 
of  the  Seminary  at  Ilonga  which  was  after  a  year  transferred 
to  Bagamoyo.  When  the  Senior  Seminary  was  started  at  Moro- 
goro  he  was  its  first  Director.  Nearly  all  our  diocesan  priests 
were  trained  by  him. 

Although  very  busy  as  Director  of  the  Seminary  and  a  teacher 
he  always  found  time  to  publish  books.  He  translated  the  Gospels 
and  the  Imitation  of  Christ  and  wrote  a  number  of  books  which 
are  still  in  use  in  the  schools.  I  mention  only  "Someni  bial  shida" 
and  "Someni  kwa  furaha."  For  a  long  time  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Interterritorial  Language  Committee  for  East  Africa. 

In  1957  he  was  nominated  by  the  Mother  House  to  become 
a  professor  of  Swahili  at  Duquene  University.  At  the  beginning 
of  this  year  he  came  back  from  America  because  he  did  not 
feel  too  well.  He  wanted  to  rest  for  a  while  to  regain  strength 
but  God  called  him  to  his  eternal  rest.  May  he  rest  in  peace. 

May  I  kindly  ask  all  of  you  to  remember  him  in  your  prayers, 
and  the  Superiors  of  the  missions,  if  possible,  to  celebrate  a 
Solemn  High  Mass  of  Requiem  for  him.

BAY  CITY  —  Priests  from 
East  Side  parishes  are  estab- 
lishing a  centrahzed  school  to 
provide  religious  instruction 
for  Catholic  students  attend- 
ing Bay  City  public  high 
schools. 

The  Rev.  Fr.  Edward  J. 
Konieczka,  assistant  at  St. 
Stanislaus  Church,  said  there 
is  a  potential  of  at  least  465 
students  now  attending  pub- 
lic high  schools  from  East 
Side  parishes. 

He  will  be  one  of  the  four 
priests  scheduled  to  teach  the 
classes.  Others  include  the 
Rev.  Fr.  Siegfried  Eckhert, 
C.S.Sp.,  assistant,  St.  Joseph. 

This  is  the  first  time  there 
has  been  a  joint  effort  to  pro- 
vide religious  instruction  for 
Catholic  students  attending 
public  high  schools.  "In  un- 
ion," Father  Konieczka  said, 
"we  feel  that  we  can  provide 
better  teachers  and  do  a  bet- 
ter job  for  the  students." 

ANN  ARBOR  —  This  year 
our  seminarians  number  forty- 
eight.  Our  two  new  Fathers, 
Fathers  Prueher  and  O'Grady 
are  already  old  hands  and  we 
are  pleased  to  have  them  with 
us.  Indian  Summer  seems  to 
be  finished  now  and  we  are 
settling  down  for  a  Michigan 
winter. 

Father  Vogel  came  to  Ann 
Arbor  toward  the  end  of  Oc- 
tober and  headed  for  Dayton 
after  four  days  with  us.  He 
knew  some  of  the  fathers  here 
from  his  Visiting  days  in  Af- 
rica. 

Our  new  addition  to  the 
gym,  which  includes  biology 
and  chemistry  labs  and  a  lock- 


er room  is  almost  ready  for 
occupany.  Construction  was 
begun  in  June. 

Father  Timassy  preached 
the  boys'  Annual  Retreat. 

Father  John  Walsh  and 
Father  Hannahs  were  among 
recent  visitors. 

BETHEL  PARK  —  The 
school  year  is  well  under  way 
and  the  scholastics  are  now 
preparing  for  the  mid-term 
exams. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  fifteen 
of  us  saw  the  Eagles  beat  the 
Steelers. 

Father  Morgenroth  conduct- 
ed the  monthly  recollection. 

The  community  participated 
in  the  first  Solemn  Mass  of 
Father  Carl  Scheider,  C.S.Sp. 
in  St.  Martin's  Church,  Pitts- 
burgh. 

Father  Gerald  Fitzgerald, 
General  Prefect  of  Aspirants, 
spent  three  weeks  with  us. 
Other  recent  visitors :  Fathers 
Harman,  Halloran,  Murray, 
Brown  and  Skaj,  Brothers 
James  and  Peter. 

LAFAYETTE  —  During 
hurricane  Hilda  we  at  St. 
Paul's  played  host  to  over 
three  hundred  colored  people 
from  areas  badly  damaged  by 
the  storm.  Red  Cross  shipped 
in  thousands  of  evacuees, 
many  in  box  cars,  and  La- 
fayette had  about  20,000  to 
care  for.  We  set  up  dorms  in 
our  school  and  everyone  pitch- 
ed in  to  care  for  them.  Our 
Holy  Family  nuns  are  espe- 
cially to  be  commended  for 
their  efforts. 

Damagewise  we  escaped 
pretty  well.  Power  failure  and 
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fallen  trees  plus  many  broken 
shop  windows  and  some  flood- 
ing constituted  the  main  prob- 
lems. Because  of  well  organ- 
ized Civil  Defense  and  Red 
Cross  programs  thousands  of 
people  were  able  to  escape  the 
fury  of  the  storm.  Down  be- 
low us  our  parishes  in  New 
Iberia  and  Abbeville  got  more 
of  the  storm  and  Father  Tami- 
ney's  place  in  Delcambre 
seems  to  have  been  hardest 
hit. 

In  Erath,  only  a  couple  of 
miles  down  the  road  from 
Delcambre,  a  huge  water 
tower  fell  on  the  City  Hall  and 
killed  eight  men.  We  haven't 
had  a  report  from  Father 
Taminey  because  the  entire 
section  was  evacuated  and 
communication  so  far  is  not 
good.  No  one  is  being  allowed 
in  there.  One  report  said  that 
Delcambre  had  been  complete- 
ly under  water.  We  hope  that 
pretty  little  church  built  by 
Father  Hackett  escaped  the 
flood. 

We  haven't  had  word  from 
many  other  men  about  the 
damage  they  had  because  as 
yet  there  is  still  poor  commu- 
nication in  this  area  and 
everyone's  cleaning  up.  Ope- 
lousas  had  refugees  in  their 
school.  A  large  tree  fell  in 
front  of  the  rectory.  No  one 
hurt.  Lake  Charles  apparent- 
ly was  little  affected  by  Hilda. 
Right  now  the  only  places  we 
are  wondering  about  are  Fa- 
ther Taminey's  and  Abbeville 
where  a  lot  of  trees  fell.  Re- 
ports indicate  other  spots  in 
southern  Louisiana  suffered 
very  little. 

Other  news  —  Father  Carr 
has    been    traveling    around 


Louisiana,  Arkansas  and 
Texas.  He's  been  to  Missouri 
and  Colorado  contacting 
schools  for  talks  and  meeting 
vocation  men.  Only  a  couple  of 
weeks  before  Hilda,  thirteen 
of  us  went  on  a  boat  ride  and 
fishing  trip  to  Marsh  Island. 
That's  the  spot  Hilda  chose  for 
her  entrance  to  the  Louisiana 
Coast.  Among  the  refugees  of 
one  family  in  Opelousas  were 
51  members — all  Fosters.  The 
matriarch  of  the  family  was 
95.  Five  generations  were 
present.  They  occupied  one 
classroom  at  Holy  Ghost  shel- 
ter. 

This  is  the  Fair  season  down 
here.  All  the  parishes  run 
them  as  main  sources  of  in- 
come. Since  90  per  cent  of  the 
sugar  cane  crop  was  ruined  by 
Hilda,  it  will  affect  our  places 
in  the  cane  country  very  much 
both  for  the  Fair  and  as  a  far 
as  parish  income  is  concerned 
during  the  year. 

CHICAGO  —  We're  happy 
to  be  able  to  say,  as  we  begin 
our  third  scholastic  year  at 
St.  Francis  de  Sales  High 
School,  that  we  have  boys 
from  here  in  Ridgefield, 
Bethel,  Ann  Arbor  and  Corn- 
wells.  This  is  a  fertile  field  for 
vocations  and  the  results  of 
our  being  here  should  be  grati- 
fying to  the  entire  Province. 
Enrollment  this  year  is  just 
under  one  thousand,  with  the 
scales  tipped  somewhat  in  fa- 
vor of  the  girls.  The  two  lower 
years,  however,  are  about 
evenly  balanced.  The  seventy- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  parish 
was  celebrated  while  Father 
Vogel  was  here  and  he  was 
the  guest  of  honor  at  the  ban- 
quet— a  fact  which  he  enjoyed 


immensely,  especially  since 
the  banquet  was  held  at  Vo- 
gel's  restaurant.  Everyone  en- 
joyed Father  Visitor's  story. 
He  was  very  popular  with  the 
faculty  and  the  students,  and 
even  insisted  upon  attending 
one  of  our  football  games.  He 
arrived  here  from  Dayton  and 
continued  on  to  Denver.  We're 
always  happy  to  receive  visi- 
tors passing  through  Chicago 
— and  we're  proud  to  show  off 
our  beautiful  high  school.  Re- 
cent visitors  have  included 
Father  Clynes  and  Father 
Wright.

Schools  at  Villanova,  a  Science 
Club  visit  to  the  Outer  Space 
Show  in  Philadelphia,  a  "Com- 
puter Day"  Mathematics  Con- 
ference at  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  a  visit  to 
the  Evening  Bulletin  Building. 

The  students  elected  class 
representatives  and  have  had 
considerable  activity  in  their 
regularly  scheduled  meetings 
and  assemblies. 

RICHMOND  —  Memories  of 
summer  are  still  uppermost  in 
the  minds  of  most  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  St.  Joseph's.  It  came 
a  little  too  late  for  much  use 
this  year,  but  our  beautiful 
swimming  pool  is  now  com- 
pleted. In  summers  to  come,  it 
will  most  certainly  vie  for  the 
most  popular  spot  on  the  pro- 
perty. Under  the  expert  super- 
vision of  Brother  Patrick  and 
Brother  Peter,  the  pool  was 
constructed  entirely  from 
"local"  labor,  as  has  been  the 
case  with  all  our  building  pro- 
jects. 

Most  of  the  garden  tools 
have  been  put  away.  But  they 
leave  behind  them  a  story  and 
the  result  of  a  successful  har- 
vest. Once  again  Michigan's 
fertile  soil  has  filled  our  pan- 
try shelves  to  overflowing. 
Last  year  we  were  able  to  last 
until  March  without  purchas- 
ing vegetables.  Due  to  a  record 
enrollment,  we  won't  last  that 
long  this  year,  but  the  har- 
vest was  every  bit  as  good. 
Besides  the  vegetables  raised 
in  our  own  garden,  local  owners 
of  various  fruit  orchards  came 
through   in  great  style   once 


again.  Blueberries,  cherries, 
pears,  apples  and  peaches  were 
processed  by  the  bushels  as 
evidence  of  the  generosity  of 
our  neighbors. 

Besides  the  small  operation 
of  the  vegetable  garden,  our 
larger  farm  operation  con- 
tinues its  steady  growth  to- 
ward a  profitable  venture.  Our 
cows  and  pigs,  however,  don't 
seem  too  happy  to  have  to 
share  the  spotlight  with  some 
forty  or  fifty  noisy  turkeys. 
The  goat  didn't  seem  to  mind 
the  addition.  He  led  the  en- 
tire delegation  out  on  the  front 
lawn  several  mornngs  in  a  row 
until  measures  were  taken  to 
insure  that  the  farm  animals 
remained  in  the  farm  yard. 

Plans  have  not  been  aban- 
doned for  our  projected  per- 
manent chapel.  We  hope  the 
extra  time  given  in  planning 
this  structure  will  enable  us 
to  built  it  to  fit  more  appro- 
priately into  the  scheme  of  the 
renewed  liturgy.  Our  novices 
and  postulants  are  very  litur- 
gical-minded and  find  great 
satisfaction  and  a  deeper 
meaning  in  their  closer  parti- 
cipation in  the  mysteries  of 
our  religion. 

Richmond  was  finally  host 
to  the  Visitor,  the  Very  Rev. 
Lambert  Vogel,  C.S.Sp.  His 
stay  here  was  beneficial  to  us, 
as  we  hope  it  was  enjoyable  to 
him.  Everyone  in  the  house 
was  given  a  chance  to  have  a 
personal  interview  with  Fa- 
ther Vogel.  His  suggestions 
and  counsels  were  numerous 
and  to  the  point,  but  most 
charitably  stated.  He  express- 
ed especially  his  deep  appre- 
ciation for  our  frank  and  open 
answers  to  all  his  inquiries. 
We,  in  turn,  would  like  to  ex- 
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press  our  appreciation  to  him 
for  his  patience  and  his  wise 
counsel. 

Recent  visitors  in  the  house 
were  Fathers  Hilary  Kline, 
John  Pergl  and  Richard  Hallo- 
ran,  We  welcome  any  of  our 
confreres  who  wish  to  share 
our  hospitality. 

DUQUESNE  —  This  semes- 
ter the  eight  schools  of  the 
University  are  accommodat- 
ing more  students  than  ever 
before  (the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  2,086;  Educa- 
tion, 1,513;  Business  Admin- 
istration, 1,185  ;  Nursing,  294 ; 
Music,  195;  Pharmacy,  105; 
Law,  191 ;  the  Graduate 
School,  1,387).  There  are  over 
1,100  new  freshmen.  Occu- 
pancy of  the  four  resident  dor- 
mitories has  reached  1,125 
students.  A  Bachelor  of  Arts 
course  in  Theology  has  been 
added  to  the  37  major  fields 
of  undergraduate  study. 

The  critical  need  for  a  social 
and  recreational  center  is  on 
its  way  toward  solution. 
Ground  has  been  broken 
for  the  six-story,  $3  million 
University  Center,  the  com- 
bination student  and  fa- 
culty union  which  is  expected 
will  open  in  the  fall  of  1965.  It 


will  rise  above  the  highest 
crest  of  the  campus  parallel  to 
Forbes  Street  and  will  be  a 
striking  addition  to  Pitts- 
burgh's skyline.  Two  other  im- 
mediate goals  are  in  sight, 
also.  They  are  the  erection  of 
the  $6.2  million  Science  Center 
and  the  $500,000  renovation  of 
the  Administration  Building. 
At  the  beginning  of  the 
semester,  Father  William  O'- 
Neill, University  Chaplain, 
opened  the  doors  of  the  Chap- 
lain's House,  or  "Padre 
House",  as  students  enthusi- 
astically refer  to  it.  Although 
a  formal  name  has  not  been 
chosen  for  the  meeting  house, 
its  aims  are  clear.  It  hopes  to 
encourage  informal  meeting 
and  discussion  between  stu- 
dents of  all  faiths  as  they 
gather  to  talk  with  faculty  and 
priests.  Students  wishing  to 
participate  in  richer  spiritual 
and  moral  development  may 
stop  in  and  get  acquainted  in 
the  Chaplain's  office.  Students 
of  the  Protestant  faith  wish- 
ing to  confer  with  a  minister 
of  their  choice  may  contact 
the  Chaplain's  office  and  ar- 
range an  appointment.  It  is 
part  of  an  effort  to  satisfy  the 
spiritual  needs  of  all  the  stu- 
dents on  campus. 
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THE  SACRED  LITURGY 
Paris 

12th.  December,  1964 

Very  Reverend  and  dear  Father, 

On  Thursday,  October  29,  1964  the  Holy  Father,  Pope 
Paul  VI,  received  in  special  audience  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  Implementation  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Sacred  Liturgy.  In  his  reply  to  the  address  proposed  by  His 
Eminence,  Cardinal  Lercaro,  Pope  Paul  VI  made  certain  re- 
marks and  gave  some  directives  to  which  it  seems  useful  to 
draw  the  attention  of  our  confreres.  For  it  is  a  duty  for  each 
of  us  to  study  carefully  and  to  put  gradually  into  practice,  the 
Liturgical  Constitution,  and  the  Instruction  on  the  same  Con- 
stitution issued  by  the  Sacred  Congregation  of  Rites  on  26th 
September,  1964. 

In  his  allocution  the  Holy  Father  stated:  "The  exact  appli- 
cation of  the  Liturgical  Constitution  requires  on  your  part  that 
all  things,  new  and  old,  be  accurately  and  harmoniously  blended 
together  .  .  .  The  Liturgy  offers  the  image  of  a  stalwart  tree, 
the  constant  renewal  of  whose  foliage  manifests  its  beauty, 
but  whose  trunk  under  the  outward  appearance  of  age,  bears 
witness  to  the  richness  of  life — this  trunk  which  sends  into  the 
earth  roots  deep  and  strong.  In  matters  liturgical  there  should 
not  exist  the  slightest  opposition  between  the  present  and  the 
past.  On  the  contrary,  everything  should  take  place  in  such  a 
way  that  any  innovation  whatever  may  recommend  itself  by 
its  coherence  and  accord  with  healthy  tradition  and  in  such 
a  way  that  new  forms  flourish  as  from  forms  already  existing." 

On  the  occasion  of  the  promulgation  of  the  Constitution  on 
the  Liturgy  the  Holy  Father  said,  ".  .  .  the  liturgy  constitutes 
an  invitation  made  to  the  world  to  unseal  lips  hitherto  mute, 
so  that  there  may  ascend  on  high  a  joyful  and  true  prayer 
and  that  thus  may  be  experienced  the  immense  power  of  life 
contained  in  chanting  the  praises  of  God  and  the  hopes  of 
men,  through  Christ  Our  Saviour  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

"We  desire  that  no  one  infringe  the  norms  regarding  the 
official  prayer  of  the  Church  by  introducing  private  reforms  or 
particular  rites:  that  no  one  claim  the  right  to  anticipate — 
arbitrarily,  the  application  of  the  Constitution  which  we  pro- 
mulgate today  before  the  official  instructions  in  this  respect 
have  been  pulDlished  or  before  approval  has  been  given  for  the 
reforms  at  present  being  prepared  by  the  special  post-conciliar 
organizations.  Its  harmony  throughout  the  world  constitutes 
the  nobility  of  the  prayer  of  the  Church.  Let  no  one  disturb  or 
upset  this  harmony  in  any  way". 

The  Instruction  of  the  26th,  September  1964  is  very  firm  on 
this  point:  "Let  no  one  else  in  this  matter  act  on  his  own 
initiative  for  most  often  such  action  would  be  prejudicial  to 


the  liturgy  itself  and  to  its  restoration  by  the  competent  au- 
thority". (No.  80)  As  the  Ami  du  Clerge  of  the  26th,  Novem- 
ber 1964  remarks:  "It  cannot  be  expressed  in  more  explicit 
terms,  that  the  untimely  and  uncontrolled  zeal  of  some  is  the 
chief  enemy  of  the  liturgical  restoration  undertaken  by  the 
Council.  Many  fail  to  realize  that  they  destroy  more  than  they 
accomplish". 

DIVINE  OFFICE 

The  Conciliar  Constitution  states  precisely  that  since  the 
Divine  Office  is  the  voice  of  the  Church,  that  is,  of  the  whole 
Mystical  Body  addressing  public  praise  to  God,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  clerics  not  obliged  to  the  choir,  and  especially 
priests  living  in  common  or  united  together  in  a  passing  way 
(i.e.  retreats)  should  fulfill  the  Office  in  common  or  at  least  a 
part  of  it. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  point  out  the  distinction  to  be 
made  between  reciting  the  Divine  Office  'in  choro',  'in  common' 
and  'alone'.  But  in  whatever  manner  the  Divine  Office  is  ac- 
complished, if  done  so  by  those  deputed  by  ecclesiastical  law, 
it  is  always  an  act  of  public  worship  offered  to  God  in  the  name 
of  the  Church.  In  consequence,  priests  and  all  those  who  take 
part  in  the  recitation  of  the  Divine  Office  are  earnestly  ad- 
monished in  the  Lord  to  harmonize  soul  and  voice  in  its 
accomplishment. 

LITURGICAL  LANGUAGE 

Article  101,  par.  1  of  the  Conciliar  Constitution  on  the  Liturgy 
stipulates:  "According  to  the  time-honoured  tradition  of  the 
Latin  rite,  clerics  should  retain  the  Latin  language  in  reciting 
the  Divine  Office".  Nevertheless  the  Instruction  for  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  Liturgy  indicates  that  the  faculty  granted  to 
the  Ordinary  of  conceding  the  use  of  the  vernacular  in  individual 
cases  to  his  subjects  for  whom  the  use  of  Latin  constitutes  a 
grave  impediment  to  their  praying  the  Office  properly,  is  ex- 
tended also  to  the  Major  Superiors  of  non-exempt  clerical  re- 
ligious Institutes.  (No.  86)*  But  this  faculty  which  is  granted 
solely  to  make  recitation  of  the  Divine  Office  easier  and  more 
devout,  is  in  no  way  intended  to  detract  from  the  obligation 
incumbent  on  priests  of  the  Latin  Rite  to  learn  the  Latin 
language  and  thus  be  enabled  to  follow  the  common  law.  This 
will  be  all  the  easier  in  fact  since  Breviaries  to  be  used  by 
clerics  to  whom  the  use  of  the  vernacular  is  conceded,  should 
contain  the  Latin  text  in  addition  to  the  vernacular  transla- 
tion.   (No.  89) 

The  members  of  the  Congregation  will  consider  it  a  duty  to 
follow  these  directives  faithfully  and  generously. 

THE  MASS  AND  THE  VERNACULAR 

Our  confreres  who  work  on  the  missions  or  in  parishes  under 
the  authority  of  the  Bishop,  will  follow  the  directives  of  the 


Bishop  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  use  of  the  vernacular  in  the 
Mass  and  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments. 

In  our  communities  and  houses  of  formation,  local  Superiors 
and  Directors  must  see  to  it  that  not  only  are  liturgical  cere- 
monies carried  out  in  a  valid  and  licit  manner  but  they  must 
also  ensure  that  the  necessary  liturgical  instruction  is  given, 
so  that  those  who  participate  may  do  so  in  an  intelligent, 
active  and  fruitful  manner. 

They  will  therefore  conform  with  great  solicitude  to  the 
norms  laid  down  in  the  recent  Instruction  of  the  Sacred  Con- 
gregation of  Rites.  This  Instruction  decrees  certain  rites  and 
leaves  to  Bishops  and  Episcopal  Conferences  the  care  of  deter- 
mining others. 

The  directives  of  the  Bishops  may  differ  in  different  coun- 
tries. It  is  to  be  noted  that  some  are  obligatory  for  all  Masses, 
others  are  obligatory  for  Masses  celebrated  with  people  while : 
others  again  are  athorized  but  not  .of  obligation.  In  general 
the  authorizations  are  given  in  view  of  Masses  at  which  the 
faithful  assist.  They  are  not  obligatory  in  our  houses  of  for- 
mation where,  normally,  there  is  not  such  an  assistance  of 
the  people.  There  is  then,  a  certain  liberty  of  application  left 
to  the  judgment  of  either  the  Parish  Priests  in  the  parishes  or 
to  the  Superiors  of  clerical  Congregations  for  their  religious 
communities. 

In  order  to  ensure  a  certain  unity  and  continuity  in  our 
houses  and  our  communities  and  to  remain  faithful  to  the 
orientation  desired  by  the  Holy  Father — avoiding  excess  and 
preserving  a  proper  limit — Major  Superiors  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  submit  to  Most  Rev.  Father  General,  their  proposals 
in  regard  to  matters  which  are  left  open.  Directives  may  then 
be  given  either  for  a  whole  Province  or  perhaps  to  some  extent 
for  the  entire  Congregation. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  salutary  for  all  of  us  to  meditate  on  these  words  of  the 
Constitution  regarding  the  presence  of  Christ  in  the  Liturgy: 
"To  accomplish  a  work  so  great — the  salvation  of  men — Christ 
is  always  present  in  His  Church,  especially  in  liturgical  actions. 
He  is  present  in  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  and  in  the  person  of 
His  minister  .  .  .  and  more  especially  in  the  Eucharistic  Species. 
He  is  present  by  His  power  in  the  Sacraments,  to  such  an  extent 
that  when  anyone  baptises,  it  is  Christ  Himself  who  baptises. 
He  is  present  in  the  Homily  for  it  is  He  who  speaks  when  the 
Sacred  Scriptures  are  read.  Finally,  He  is  present  when  the 
Church  prays  or  chants  the  psalms,  He  who  promised  "there 
where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my  name,  I  am 
there  in  their  midst."   Mat.  18,  20.

FRIDAY  ABSTINENCE  DISCONTINUED 
Tanzania,  East  Africa: 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishops  of  Tanganyika,  the  Holy  See 
has  granted  them  the  indult  to  eliminate  abstinence  from  meat 
on  Friday  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception  of  Good 
Friday.  This  information  was  well  received.  President  Nyerere 
— himself  a  Catholic — called  it  a  "beautiful  gift".  The  indult 
was  given  a  frontpage  headline — reaching  from  margin  to 
margin — in  the  Swahili  daily  NGURUMO  (Thunder). 

The  SUNDAY  NEWS  devoted  its  editorial  to  it.  "This  prac- 
tical and  realistic  approach  is  to  be  applauded,"  the  SUNDAY 
NEWS  said,  "for  the  previous  law  of  abstinence  provided  par- 
ticularly difficult  problems  in  a  tropical  country  such  as  Tan- 
zania. Those  living  in  moderate  or  cold  climates  are  faced  with  ' 
little  inconvenience,  bearing  in  mind  that  food  can  usually  be 
preserved  for  more  than  a  day.  Naturally,  in  the  heat  and 
humidity  experienced  in  Tanzania  this  is  not  possible.  Also,  a 
great  many  citizens  suffer  from  that  hidden  hunger,  malnutri- 
tion, and  any  move  which  will  assist  to  improve  the  health  of 
the  people  is  to  be  welcomed  and  encouraged.  Roman  Catholics 
in  non-Catholic  institutions — boarding  schools  for  example — 
and  all  who  receive  food  from  their  employers  will  especially 
appreciate  the  decision."  ■ 

After  explaining  that  abstinence  was  introduced  to  com-  ! 
memorate  Christ's  death  which  took  place  on  a  Friday,  the 
SUNDAY  NEWS  points  out  that  the  permission  to  eat  meat 
does  not  imply  that  Christians  should  not  mortify  themselves 
any  more  on  Friday.  The  paper  states:  "Of  course  there  is  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  make  some  other  sacrifice  in  the 
way  of  their  Faith.  Indeed  the  Bishops  have  stressed  this  by 
pointing  out  that  the  religion  of  their  leader  is  not  a  comfort- 
able one,  and  that  sanctification  demands  mortification.  They 
recall  Christ's  words:  "If  any  man  will  come  after  Me,  let  him 
take  up  his  cross  and  follow  Me."  Obviously,  in  the  circum- 
stances prevailing  in  the  country,  the  Christian  needs  be  no 
worse  a  Christian  by  merely  adopting  a  normal  diet  on  Friday. 
If  he  is  a  healthier  one  in  the  bargain  then  so  much  the  better." 

At  the  end  of  its  editorial,  the  SUNDAY  NEWS  took  the 
opportunity  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  done  by  the  Churches 
in  Tanzania:  "The  Churches — of  all  denominations — have  done 
and  are  continuing  to  do  a  tremendous  amount  of  good  for 
Tanzania.  Not  only  in  the  capital  and  major  towns,  but  in  the 
remotest  corners  of  the  land,  educational  and  health  facilities 
form  an  integral  part  of  their  activities.  Added  to  all  this  is 
the  new  outlook  on  everyday  religious  teaching,  training,  and 
worshipping,  with  the  lifting  of  emphasis  on  such  unnecessary 
barriers  as  Latin.  Certainly,  the  Churches  are  playing  their 
part  in  the  nation's  battle  against  ignorance,  poverty,  and 
disease." 


THE  BROTHERS'  FORMATION  PROGRAM 
PURPOSE,  SCOPE,  ADMISSION 

As  any  other  novitiate,  St.  Joseph's  has  for  its  primary- 
purpose  the  grounding  of  candidates  in  the  religious  life.  One 
might  call  it  the  basic  training  of  religious  life.  A  study  is 
made  of  a  candidate's  vocation,  a  thorough  and  objective  study 
is  made  of  our  particular  "brand"  of  religious  life,  obstacles  to 
a  spiritual  life  are  systematically  attacked,  virtues  are  fostered. 

A  novitiate  (and  St.  Joseph's  is  a  novitiate),  is  not  a  trade 
school.  We  do  not  teach  trades  in  the  normal  use  of  that  term. 
We  do  ninety-nine  percent  of  our  maintenance  (carpentry, 
cooking,  painting,  masonry,  welding,  gardening,  farming,  sew- 
ing, laundry,  house-cleaning — you  name  it,  we  do  it).  In  this 
way  all  the  novices  are  put  in  touch  with  everything  going  on  in 
the  community.  All  assignments  are  regularly  rotated.  No  one 
is  exempt  from  this  or  that  job.  As  a  result,  by  the  time  a 
candidate  completes  his  two  years  here,  he  is  well  on  his  way 
to  becoming  proficient  in  some  things,  mediocre  in  others,  im- 
possible in  still  others.  But  this  has  not  been  his  technical 
training.  In  the  course  of  his  two  years,  those  in  charge  of  the 
community  can  determine  what  a  candidate  can  do  well,  what 
he  likes  to  do,  and  what  he  would  want  to  specialize  in  during 
the  three  years  immediately  following  his  first  profession. 

The  Brothers'  novitiate  at  Richmond  is  run  on  similar  lines 
to  the  clerical  novitiate  at  Ridgefield,  with  somewhat  more 
stress  on  manual  labor.  The  ordinary  weekday  schedule  (Mon- 
day through  Friday)  calls  for  a  half  day  of  classes,  a  half  day 
of  work  with  the  common  exercises  as  prescribed  by  the  Rules 
and  Constitutions.  (The  off"ice  is  recited  in  common  at  the  pre- 
scribed times.)  Classes  are  held  on  a  regular  and  organized 
basis  in  the  following  subjects:  Rules  and  Constitutions,  His- 
tory of  the  Congregation,  Religion,  Asceticism,  Church  History, 
Scripture,  Liturgy,  English-Latin  (one  course),  and  mathe- 
matics. In  addition  a  conference  is  given  on  Monday,  Tuesday, 
and  Friday  evenings.  Singing  class  is  conducted  on  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  evenings,  with  accompanying  ceremony  practice 
when  required.   Chapter  is  held  on  Thursday  evenings. 

Candidates  spend  at  least  two  years  at  the  novitiate,  one  year 
as  postulants  and  one  year  as  novices.  It  is  only  during  the 
second  year  as  a  novice  that  candidates  wear  the  distinctive 
habit  of  the  Brothers.  During  the  year  as  a  postulant,  candi- 
dates are  permitted  to  go  home  at  Christmas  and  for  one  month 
during  the  summer.  If  they  live  near  enough  to  Richmond, 
they  may  also  spend  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Easter  with  their 
families.  No  vacation  time  is  allotted  during  the  year  as  a 
novice. 

No  tuition  and  no  room-and-board  charges  are  made  at  St. 
Joseph's  Novitiate.  Each  candidate  is  expected,  however,  to 
report  with  an  adequate  wardrobe  (minimum  requirements  are 
sent  out  with  each  application  form)   and  sufficient  funds  to 


take  care  of  personal  expenses,  e.g.,  toilet  articles,  extra  clothes, 
medical  expenses,  etc.  A  strict  account  is  kept  of  the  individual 
expenses  of  each  candidate,  and  in  case  of  his  departure,  he  is 
given  the  full  balance  left  on  his  account. 

Although  St.  Joseph's  Novitiate  is  not  primarily  a  recrea- 
tional club,  as  most  vocation  literature  depicts  religious  houses, 
it  does  provide  adequate  facihties.  There  is  a  baseball  field, 
football  field,  hard-top  tennis  court,  swimming  pool,  and  a 
stream  going  through  the  property  suitable  for  fishing  in  sum- 
mer and  ice  skating  in  winter.  A  minimum  of  one  hour  and 
a  half  is  given  to  some  form  of  active  recreation  each  day. 

And  now  the  question:  Who  may  apply  for  the  Brotherhood? 

Constitution  20  of  our  Rules  and  Constitution  outlines  in  de- 
tail the  type  of  individual  expected  and  desired  in  our  novi- 
tiates. Paragraph  180  is  particularly  pertinent.  Section  No.  2 
of  this  paragraph  reads:  "Ability  that  is  at  least  sufficient". 
When  screening  for  vocations  to  the  Brotherhood,  we  interpret 
this  as  meaning  at  least  a  high  school  diploma.  A  low  "C" 
average  should  be  considered  approaching  the  minimum  except 
in  those  cases  where  the  individual  manifests  an  above-average 
ability  in  some  manual  trade.  This  should  be  especially  noted 
in  cases  when  older  men  (thirty  and  over)  apply  for  the 
Brotherhood.  If  they  have  no  particular  trade  in  life,  or  no 
special  aptitudes,  they  should  be  charitably  discouraged  from 
making  application,  (Exception  to  what  has  been  said  above: 
Older  men  applying  for  the  Brotherhood  who  have  useful  trades 
and  are  proficient  in  them,  and  who  manifest  the  other  de- 
sirable qualities  required  for  membership  in  the  Congregation, 
need  not  have  completed  high  school.  This  rule  is  to  be  more 
strictly  applied  as  the  age  of  the  applicant  goes  down.  What 
is  normally  termed  a  high  school  "dropout"  will  not  be  ac- 
cepted.) 

Applications  are  processed  through  the  Novitiate  here.  When 
a  likely  candidate  appears,  he  is  sent  a  Preliminary  Question- 
naire. When  this  is  completed  and  returned  (and  if  it  indicates 
a  desirable  candidate),  the  applicant  is  sent  three  other  forms: 
a  medical  form,  a  dental  questionnaire,  and  the  actual  applica- 
tion form.  Other  required  documents  include  a  baptismal  cer- 
tificate, confirmation  certificate,  parents'  Church  marriage  cer- 
tificate, transcript  of  studies,  recommendation  from  Pastor. 

These  remarks  are  certainly  not  comprehensive.  They  are 
put  down  here  as  a  guideline  for  our  confreres  who  come  in 
contact  with  young  men  desiring  information  about  our  Brother- 
hood. Specific  questions  by  anyone  desiring  a  more  detailed 
appraisal  in  one  or  other  aspects  of  this  field  not  covered  in 
this  report,  will  be  promptly  answered.

THE  VOCATION  IMAGE

Are  Catholic  young  people  getting  a  clear  view  of  the  priest- 
hood, the  sisterhood,  the  brotherhood  today?    This  may  seem 


a  strange  question  in  the  light  of  the  wholesale  use  of  voca- 
tional material  in  the  past  decade. 

The  heart  of  the  problem  is  that  the  religious  vocation  does 
not  lend  itself  to  advertising!  There  is,  of  course,  an  "image" 
and  it  is  quite  logical  to  use  it,  in  posters,  pamphlets,  and  other 
promotional  media.  But  this  will  always  remain  superficial. 
The  core  of  a  vocation  is  the  call  from  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the 
human  spirit.  It  can  get  through  the  barrier  of  our  present 
distractions  only  through  persons,  not  propaganda ;  only  through 
acts,  not  appeals. 

Our  young  people  in  high  schools  and  colleges  (Catholic  or 
otherwise)  need  to  engage  in  some  "working  association"  with 
priests  and  sisters.  Catholic  schools  and  Newman  and  Con- 
fraternity programs  have  dozens  of  such  tasks.  If  the  students 
find  that  they  are  needed  and  wanted  in  some  dynamic  venture 
they  will  find  these  assignments,  and  in  the  case  of  those  whom 
God  is  calling,  they  will  find  themselves  too. 

Then,  too,  it  is  important  that  the  door  of  a  vocation  be 
plainly  marked  "Sacrifice",  and  not  "Gracious  Living."  Young 
people  today  will  not  long  be  fooled  by  jingles  and  film-strips 
urging  that  "Religious  life  can  be  fun"  or  the  pious  commer- 
cial, "Are  you  praying  more  but  enjoying  it  less?"  Even  in  high 
schools,  but  more  in  colleges,  the  serious  student  is  getting  a 
hearing.  He  is  acquainted  with  the  sacrifices  needed  to  get  into 
a  college  or  university  today.  He  meets  scholars,  professional 
men  and  scientists  who  are  used  to  sacrifice.  He  learns  to  un- 
derstand the  meaning  of  such  unselfish  effort.  Youth  today 
has  the  resources  which  religious  life  can  put  to  a  test,  and 
not  many  of  them  are  mature  enough  to  want  to  test  these 
resources. 

The  real  life  of  a  priest  today,  especially  a  diocesan  priest, 
is  not  getting  through  to  enough  young  men.  Perhaps  we  have 
not  taken  enough  time  or  patience  to  see  that  it  does.  Probably 
our  most  eff'ective  presentation  is  our  own  lives.  But  if  we  must 
turn  to  others  to  awaken  the  idea  of  the  priesthood  in  a  young 
man,  let  us  not  ask  the  poster-maker  or  the  ad-writers.  Let  us 
enlist  the  best  of  our  Catholic  writers  to  present  the  case  for 
the  modern  priesthood  in  the  media  that  young  people  are  read- 
ing— alert  magazines,  imaginative  college  papers,  lively  paper- 
backs. Young  people  will  not  read  propaganda  if  they  recognize 
it  as  such.  But  they  will  read  good  creative  writing,  and  often 
form  decisions  on  what  they  read. 

"Image"  is  a  good  Christian  word  which  has  been  abused  by 
the  hucksters.  If  our  young  people  can  be  brought  to  restore 
it  to  a  word  of  dignity  and  truth,  there  will  be  more  opportunity 
for  the  image  of  the  priest  to  be  what  the  Church  has  always 
called  him,  an  "alter  Christus."

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NEW  CHURCH  FOR  HEMET  PARISH 

A  departure  in  church  architecture  is  seen  in  the  proposed 
plans  for  Our  Lady  of  the  Valley  parish  church,  Hemet,  Cali- 
fornia, designed  under  the  supervision  of  Father  John  T. 
Donahue,  C.S.Sp.,  assisted  by  Father  Charles  Coffey,  C.S.Sp. 

The  new  church  will  be  the  first  in  the  San  Diego  diocese 
built  to  facilitate  the  Mass  in  accordance  with  the  new  liturgy 
as  set  forth  by  the  Second  Vatican  Council.  The  traditional 
spire,  high  arches  and  vaulted  ceiling  have  been  eliminated. 
Seating  in  the  650  capacity  nave  will  be  arranged  around  three 
sides  of  the  sanctuary.  The  altar  will  be  placed  in  the  center 
of  the  sanctuary,  with  the  people  on  three  sides  and  no  one 
more  than  nine  pews  from  the  altar. 

A  Mother's  Chapel  will  be  provided  at  one  side  of  the  nave, 
with  the  choir  located  opposite  on  the  main  floor  of  the  church, 
to  foster  greater  participation  in  responses  sung  during  Mass. 

Another  new  feature  of  the  building  will  be  the  construction 
and  appearance  of  the  roof,  A  great  concrete  space  frame  will 
span  120  feet  in  both  directions,  supported  by  12  cruiform- 
shaped  columns  set  free  of  the  walls  enclosing  the  church.  The 
roof  rises  toward  the  center,  where  sunlight-controlling  sky- 
lights will  admit  light  to  the  sanctuary  and  altar. 
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ROMA  LOCUTA 

In  offering  these  first  impressions  of  Rome,  we  give  warning 
that  the  wine  here  is  only  of  a  three  month  vintage.  Those 
who  taste  must  understand  that  better  flavored  wines  come 
only  with  age  and  that  impressions  are  no  replacement  for  more 
seasoned  considerations. 

Two  Americans  as  well  as  members  of  the  English,  Irish, 
German,  French,  Haitian,  Brazilian,  Spanish,  Canadian,  Dutch 
and  Portuguese  Communities  form  the  community  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers  in  Rome.  An  Archbishop  once  said  in  a  con- 
ference at  Femdale  that  every  nation  is  the  best  and  every 
nation  is  the  worst.  In  the  sphere  of  human  relations  here  in 
Rome,  communication  between  so  many  cultures  and  tradition  ' 
when  it  is  open  and  deep  can  but  dwarf  the  negative  side  of  { 
this  truth.  Apostolic  dedication  to  the  spreading  of  the  fire 
of  Pentecost  to  the  most  abandoned  is  Catholic.  It  is  part  of 
the  Frenchman  who  has  the  next  room.  It  is  the  driving  force 
of  the  German  who  sits  across  from  us  at  table.  The  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  are  international,  and  as  such  are  not  narrowed  to  one 
culture  or  national  background.  What  has  been  said  of  the 
Church's  role  in  adapting  to  the  world  apostolate  is  true  of  the 
Congregation  in  its  incarnation  in  any  particular  country.  Let 
this  be  called  impression  number  one.  It  is  a  striking  im- 
pression, however  obvious  it  may  seem  in  concept.  Each  prov- 
ince has  something  of  great  value  to  offer  to  our  mission  in 
the  Church,  precisely  because  it  is  different  from  every  other 
province. 

This  is  even  more  visible  in  our  chapel.  The  priests  of  this 
community  offer  the  Eucharistic  Sacrifice  visibly  united  in  the 
brotherhood  of  the  priesthood.  Members  of  the  Congregation 
from  diverse  provinces  join  in  that  offering.  Concelebrating 
the  paschal  mystery  here  demonstrates  how  important  it  is  to 
make  things  visible.   The  Church,  and  therefore  the  Congrega- 
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tion,   is  never  more  visibly   united  than  at  our  Eucharistic 
worship. 

This  is  a  house  of  study.  Men  here  seek  their  assigned  uni- 
versity daily.  At  the  Gregorian  University,  at  the  Angelicum, 
at  the  Biblicum,  at  the  Alphonsiana  or  at  the  Anselmo,  men 
are  working  in  the  fields  of  dogma,  scripture,  liturgy  and 
moral.  Together  with  White  Fathers  and  Benedictines,  Jesuits 
and  Trappists,  diocesan  priests  from  Upper  Volta,  the  American 
College,  from  India,  Asia  and  from  all  over  the  world  join  in  a 
common  effort.  We  engage  in  and  commit  ourselves  to  the 
understanding  of  God's  word.  The  relation  between  the  required 
matter  and  the  word  of  God  is  not  always  apparent  but  whether 
it  is  in  Hebrew  Class  or  in  the  class  of  De  Gratia  there  is  a 
common  incentive  to  contemplate  the  Mystery  of  Christ,  the 
Mystery  of  God's  Word.  That  which  continues  in  the  Church 
through  the  celebration  of  the  Mystery  of  Christ,  we  contem- 
plate in  union  with  students  from  all  over  the  world.  Again 
truths  are  made  visible.  The  truth  of  the  unity  of  the  faith 
and  of  the  catholicity  of  the  Church. 

That  Pope  John  XXIII  in  his  short  reign  breathed  a  new  life 
into  the  Church  has  become  a  cliche  only  two  years  after  his 
death.  Aggiornamento  is  perhaps  not  as  evident  in  the  churches 
of  Rome  as  it  will  be  in  the  United  States.  The  people  of  Rome 
have  a  reverence  for  history  and  beauty.  The  Empire  of  ancient 
Rome  is  preserved  in  the  ancient  walls,  the  Roman  Forum,  the 
Colosseum,  and  many  old  Roman  buildings,  many  of  which  are 
now  Christian  shrines.  The  middle  ages  and  the  extraordinary 
beauty  of  Renaissance  art  is  everywhere.  We  who  come  from 
the  United  States  are  not  used  to  such  a  respect  for  antiquity. 
We  are  such  a  young,  vigorous  country,  wholly  lacking  in  tradi- 
tions of  such  length.  Our  youth  has  its  advantages  and  per- 
haps is  not  so  inimicable  to  accepting  what  is  new  and  perhaps 
the  concept  of  aggiornamento  is  more  comfortable  for  us.  Yet 
tradition  is  the  basis  of  new  insights  and  of  the  development 
of  dogma. 

On  a  recent  festive  national  holiday  here  in  Rome,  Pope  Paul 
made  an  appearance  at  the  Piazza  di  Spagna,  where  there  is  a 
giant  column  to  the  Immaculate  Conception,  built  in  1856. 
Before  the  arrival  of  the  Holy  Father,  thousands  of  Italians 
stood  in  the  Piazza  reciting  the  rosary  and  singing  hymns  to 
the  Blessed  Mother.  This  was  a  time  of  prayer  for  many  who 
perhaps  had  not  been  to  Mass  for  months,  yet  it  was  real  prayer. 
And  when  the  Holy  Father  arrived,  the  shouts  and  applause  of 
the  Romans  were  in  recognition  of  this  man  in  the  shoes  of 
Peter.  It  was  an  emotional  response,  yes,  but  it  was  a  response 
which  was  meaningful  and  Godward. 

The  most  impressive  thing  has  been,  of  course,  Vatican 
Council  II.  The  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  visible  both  as 
it  is  in  itself  and  as  it  is  in  human  instruments.   The  Episco- 
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pal  College,  chanting  the  Magnificat  as  the  Word  of  God  is  en- 
throned on  the  altar  of  St.  Peter's,  is  again  material,  visible 
proclamation  of  the  renewal  of  all  things  in  Christ  through 
the  word  of  God.  After  this  ceremony,  the  secretary  of  the 
Council  orders  all  those  who  were  present  for  the  Council  Mass 
and  have  no  right  to  be  at  the  Council  session  to  make  their 
exit.  On  the  crowded  bus  home  to  our  community,  these  impres- 
sions could  not  help  but  remind  us  that  this  is  our  work,  to  bear 
witness,  to  carry  with  us,  as  Holy  Ghost  Fathers,  the  word  of 
God  as  entrusted  to  the  Church,  the  living  Church  which  that 
very  morning  was  changing  the  history  of  mankind,  was  show- 
ing its  face  to  the  world  as  the  Bride  of  Christ. 

So  we  offer  these  scattered  first  impressions  of  Rome.  It  is  : 
still  the  eternal  city,  with  all  its  faults.  It  is  here  that  Tradition  ' 
is  guarded  and  that  all  important  distinction  between  what  is 
essential  and  what  is  a  dispensable  historical  accretion  is  deep- 
ened in  realization.  It  is  here  that  cheap,  distasteful  religious 
gadgets  are  sold  within  sight  of  Michaelangelo's  Moses.  It  is 
here  that  Medici  and  Borgia  Cardinals  poisoned  their  enemies, 
and  it  is  here  that  martyrs'  blood  was  spilled.  It  is  here  that 
the  history  of  the  Church  is  made,  a  church  of  human  beings, 
an  incarnate  church  well  aware  of  human  mischief  in  its  ad- 
ministrators as  well  as  of  its  mission,  its  failings  as  well  as  its 
Divine  protection.   It  is  all  almost  palpable  in  this  city.

FEDERAL  GRANT  TO  LOUISIANA  CO-OP 

Lafayette — Acquistion  of  federal  assistance  is,  for  an  inde- 
pendent social  action  group  in  Southwest  Louisiana,  the  fruit 
of  months  of  research,  planning  and  correspondence. 

Southern  Consumers  Cooperative,  a  cooperative  movement 
founded  by  Father  Albert  McKnight.  C.S.Sp.,  in  1961  in  Kaplan,  i 
has  received  a  $25,000  loan  for  the  Small  Business  Administra- 
tion for  purchase  of  property  and  equipment.  The  loan  was  made 
through  the  Economic  Opportunity  Development  program  of 
President  Johnson's  administration. 

Father  McKnight,  now  in  Delcambre,  at  the  time  SCC  was 
founded  was  assistant  pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  parish, 
Abbeville.  The  parish's  mission  in  Kaplan,  St.  Francis  Xavier 
Cabrini,  was  Father  McKnight's  main  concern.  Many  family 
heads  averaged  only  $3.00  a  day  income  in  the  course  of  a 
year.  Domestics  earned  from  $2.00  plus  meals  to  $3.00  a  day. 
Median  education  of  Negro  adults  was  4.1  years;  whites,  6.5 
years. 

Illiteracy  was  high,  especially  among  the  older  people.  Home 
management  and  personal  business  management  were  poor. 

"Our  people,"  said  Father  McKnight,  speaking  of  the  Negroes 
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in  Southwest  Louisiana,  "must  learn  to  help  themselves.  They 
must  be  educated  and  learn  something  about  business".  Father 
McKnight  studied  cooperatives  and  cooperative  philosophy  at 
Antigonish,  Nova  Scotia.  In  1963,  he  was  named  diocesan  direc- 
tor of  credit  unions. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Grail,  expecially  Miss  Una  Mae 
Hargave,  also  an  alumna  of  Antigonish,  Southern  Consumers 
Cooperative  had  its  beginning  in  Kaplan.  A  cooperative  finance 
company  was  the  first  goal  on  an  extensive  level,  and  it  had 
its  start  in  local  credit  unions  which  were  founded  or  assisted 
by  sec.  The  first  was  in  Kaplan, 

Along  with  the  credit  union,  Father  McKnight  organized  an 
educational  program  through  which  reading,  writing,  bookkeep- 
ing, sewing,  cooking,  and  religion  were  taught.  Members  of  the 
Grail  were  teachers.  A  small  grocery  cooperative  doomed  to 
failure  due  to  an  early  limited  membership  and  lack  of  funds, 
was  formed. 

I  From  a  very  local  and  limited  operation.  Southern  Con- 
I  sumer's  Cooperative  grew  into  a  movement  involving  16  com- 
munities and  over  650  member  families ;  the  finance  company 
is  now  a  reality,  called  the  People's  Enterprise  through  which 
members  may  acquire  loans  for  providential  or  progressive 
purposes:  SCC  became  a  holding  company  in  October  of  this 
year,  and  finally  it  has  established  its  first  "industry,"  a  fruit 
cake  factory. 

I      SCC  is  non-denominational  and  interracial. 

The  cooperative  hires  four  full-time  workers  at  the  fruit  cake 
factory,  one  in  the  main  office  in  Lafayette  and  18  part  time 
>  "custodians"  who  sell  stock  and  collect  payment  on  a  commis- 
sion basis,  and  three  other  part  time  employees. 

Southern  Consumers  Cooperative  has  been  operating  solely 
from  its  own  funds  acquired  from  the  sale  of  stock  and  interest 
on  loans.  However,  in  order  to  expand  the  fruit  cake  industry 
into  a  larger  and  non-seasonal  operation,  the  $25,000  loan  was 
essential. 

Upon  learning  about  the  loan,  Father  McKnight  said,  "Need- 
less to  say,  we  are  overjoyed.  This  will  be  a  tremendous  boost, 
and  I  hope  it  will  convince  more  people  to  get  on  the  bandwagon, 
'  joining  en  masse,  making  a  real  push  toward  bringing  religious 
principles  into  the  economic  order. 

"Perhaps  the  greatest  benefit  will  be  psychological.  It  will 
encourage  the  membership  and  potential  members  of  Southern 
Consumers  Cooperative." 

Ten  thousand  dollars  is  allocated  to  purchase  of  property  and 
$15,000  for  equipment.  The  cooperative  plans  of  produce  dough- 
nuts for  wholesale  distribution,  sweet  potato  products  using  the 
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recipes  of  George  Washington  Carver  and  pralines,  a  candy  very 
popular  among  Acadians. 

"We  want  to  employ  more  people,  increase  income  among 
membership  through  successful  cooperative  business  and  create 
more  jobs — all  this,  using  Louisiana  products  and  human  re- 
sources," Father  McKnight  said. 

Concerning  the  past  and  future,  he  added:  "This  is  our  first 
real  breakthrough.  It's  like  a  dawn  after  a  long  darkness — but 
it  is  only  a  beginning.  There  is  much  left  to  he  done."

My  dear  conferees, 

A  further  word  on  our  regional  meetings : 

As  was  expected,  our  discussion  topics  have  converged  on  the 
central  theme  of  vocation  recruitment.  This  is  all  to  the  good. 
Certainly  nothing  is  more  important  or  more  basic.  A  thorough 
analysis  of  contemporary  circumstances  and  their  effect  on 
our  position  will  inevitably  produce  some  beneficial  results. 

As  several  confreres  pointed  out,  however,  one  could  easily 
tend  to  shift  responsibility  from  the  individual  to  that  nebulous 
being  called  the  group.  In  spite  of  current  philosophical  at- 
tempts to  concretize  our  thinking,  we  are  still  much  too  inclined 
to  substitute  generalities  for  personal  involvement  when  it 
comes  to  unpleasant  things.  That  is  why  it  is  so  gratifying  to 
learn  that  we  are  now  moving  toward  some  individual  soul- 
searching.  It  is  always  far  easier  to  ask  what  they  are  doing 
about  their  problem  of  attracting  and  training  new  members. 
It  is  much  miore  disturbing  to  ask  what  I  am  doing,  how  many 
vocations  I  have  recruited,  how  well  I  represent  the  ideals  of  the 
religious  priesthood  and,  therefore,  how  good  an  advertisement 
I  am  for  the  Congregation. 

It  is  consoling  to  know  that  we  are  beginning  to  ask  these 
questions  of  ourselves.  One  can  only  hope  and  pray  that  the 
practice  will  gain  currency  and  grow  in  depth.  Each  of  us  has 
his  candle  to  light.  Why  curse  the  darkness?

FATHER  FRANCIS  H.  McGLYNN 

A  tribute,  unique  in  the  history  of  Ferndale,  was  shown  to 
Father  McGlynn  when  three  Bishops  (Bishop  Richard  Acker- 
man,  Bishop  John  Hackett,  Auxiliary  of  Hartford,  and  Bishop 
Dennis  Burning)  and  almost  ninety  priests,  including  twenty- 
two  monsignori,  joined  in  the  Mass  offered  by  Father  Provin- 
cial. On  the  two  previous  days,  following  word  of  Father 
McGlynn's  death.  Bishop  Curtis,  of  Bridgeport,  and  priests 
from  parishes  throughout  Connecticut  came  to  show  prayerful 
respect  for  the  man  recently  called  one  of  the  best  known 
priests  in  the  state. 

The  sermon,  delivered  by  Father  Supple,  appears  below. 


"Sixty-eight  years  ago  Francis  H.  McGlynn  saw  the  light  of! 
day  not  far  from  here.  Today  we  are  gathered  to  pray  that 
eternal  light  will  shine  upon  him  in  heaven.  It  is  the  Church's 
joyous  season,  a  fitting  time  for  him  to  go  who  enjoyed  life  in 
every  season.  A  sense  of  humor  was  his  constant  companion. 
A  student  from  the  start,  he  was  interested  in  ideas,  facts  and 
people.  A  problem  was  something  to  dig  into  in  order  to  find  the 
answer.  But  he  never  got  buried  beneath  the  problem ;  he 
never  let  attention  to  detail  distract  him  from  the  human 
element.  He  was  a  balanced  man,  a  wholesome  man,  but  espe- 
cially a  man.  His  physique,  his  voice,  his  tastes  were  unmis- 
takably masculine. 

Within  that  framework  his  inclination  was  unswervingly 
toward  the  priesthood.  He  spent  his  junior  seminary  years  at 
the  diocesan  seminary  of  St.  Thomas  in  Hartford,  where  he 
became  widely  known  and  liked.  Perhaps  the  location  of  the 


Holy  Ghost  Fathers'  Novitiate  in  his  home  town  of  Ridgefield 
exerted  a  stronger  influence.  He  entered  and  remained  a  loyal 
member  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Congregation  without  ever  regret- 
ting or  severing  the  ties  he  had  made  with  his  former  school- 
mates. Indeed,  it  was  his  constant  maintaining  of  these  down 
through  the  years  that  helped  very  much  spread  the  name 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers. 

When  he  had  finished  his  studies  after  his  ordination  in 
1924,  his  first  appointment  was  to  Ridgefield  as  Assistant 
Novice  Master.  His  zeal  in  recruiting  vocations  caused  him  to 
add  the  visitation  of  schools  around  the  diocese  to  his  regular 
duties.  Again,  his  personality  appealed  to  many  boys  who  felt 
they  would  like  to  belong  to  a  group  of  which  he  was  the  repre- 
sentative. 

In  planning  to  provide  continuing  qualified  personnel  for  the 
senior  seminary,  his  religious  superiors  sent  him  to  Rome  where 
he  acquired  his  doctorate  in  Sacred  Theology.  Upon  his  return 
in  1929  he  was  assigned  to  Ferndale.  He  quickly  earned  the 
reputation  of  being  an  excellent  teacher.  He  loved  the  give- 
and-take  of  discussion,  and  many  a  student  of  his  will  recall 
his  uncommon  gift  of  being  able  to  ask  a  question  just  at  the 
moment  when  the  student  thought  he  was  safe  in  letting  his 
mind  wander  to  areas  that  were  less  intellectually  taxing. 

The  Canon  Law  of  the  Church  he  studied  constantly,   ex- 
plained clearly,  promoted  and  defended  vigorously.  His  attitude 
towards  it  can  well  be  described  in  the  words  of  the  Psalmist: 
"Blessed  are  you,  0  Lord ;  teach  me  your  statutes. 
With  my  lips  I  declare  all  the  ordinances  of  your  mouth. 
In  the  way  of  your  decrees  I  rejoice,  as  much  as  in  all 

riches. 
I  will  meditate  on  your  precepts  and  consider  your  ways. 
In   your   statutes   I   will   delight;   I   will   not  forget  your 
words." 
Nor   did   he  forget  His   words.   Sacred   Scripture  was   read 
and    re-read,    poured    over,    tasted    and    relished    by    Father 
McGlynn.  He  exemplified  the  words  in  the  first  Psalm: 

"Happy  the  man  who  .  .  .  meditates  on   (God's)  law  day 

and  night. 
He  is  like  a  tree  planted  near  running  water, 
That  yields  its  fruit  in  due  season, 
and  whose  leaves  never  fade." 
His  conferences  on  Scripture  were  looked  forward  to  with 
interest.  He  had  a  knack  of  bringing  St.  Paul  alive  and  fleshing 
out  his  terse  language,  of  offering  insights  that  not  only  re- 
freshed the  souls  of  his  hearers  but  which  have  been  carried 
by  them  literally  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

In  this  he  was  a  man  ahead  of  his  time.  The  "Liturgy  of  the 
Word"  has  only  recently  come  into  its  own.  That  his  knowledge 


of  the  Word  of  God  was  not  just  something  read  from  notes 
or  a  printed  page  was  evidenced  frequently  throughout  his 
Hfe  when  he  would  be  called  on  unexpectedly  to  substitute  for 
someone  who  was  unable  to  preach. 

He  served  the  Ferndale  Community  not  only  as  a  teacher 
but  also  as  Director  of  Scholastics  and  later  as  Superior.  Even 
these  demanding  tasks  were  unable  to  absorb  all  his  ability  and 
energy.  The  outside  ministry  of  hearing  confessions,  saying 
Mass,  preaching,  was  undertaken  as  a  thing  to  be  expected.  It 
was  this  continuing  contact  with  the  laity  that  convinced  him 
that  still  more  could  be  done  by  way  of  giving  them  the  abun- 
dant life  of  Christ.  His  thinking  about  this  resulted  in  the 
start  of  Spiritual  Retreats  for  men  conducted  during  summer 
weekends  in  Ferndale.  The  success  of  the  project  is  attested  to 
by  the  existence  for  many  years  now  of  Holy  Ghost  Retreat 
House  in  New  Canaan  which  operates  the  year  round. 

In  1949  his  talents  were  given  much  wider  scope  when  he 
was  appointed  Superior  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers'  Province  of 
the  United  States,  which  extended  from  Rhode  Island  to  Cali- 
fornia, from  Wisconsin  to  the  Gulf,  and  included,  for  supply  of 
men  and  means,  the  district  of  Kilimanjaro  in  East  Africa  and 
that  of  Puerto  Rico. 

In  such  an  administrative  position  a  knowledge  of  the  terri- 
tory and  an  acquaintance  with  the  personnel  are  a  very  great 
help.  He  was  always  interested  in  the  works  of  the  Congregation 
and  especially  of  the  Province.  When  he  was  Director  of  Scho- 
lastics he  arranged  to  visit  many  of  our  houses  and  home  mis- 
sions so  that  being  better  informed  himself  he  might  more 
effectively  guide  those  who  were  to  go  into  the  field.  The 
moving  pictures  he  took  on  one  such  trip  have  long  served  as 
a  classic  example  among  his  confreres  of  how  not  to  prepare  a 
visual  aid.  On  his  own  admission  they  served  more  as  an 
occasion  of  producing  eyestrain  in  the  viewer  than  as  an  in- 
spiration of  going,  therefore,  teach  ye  all  nations. 

His  acquaintance  with  the  personnel  was  extensive  not  only 
because  of  his  association  with  many  during  his  own  scholasti- 
cate  years  but  also  because  of  his  twenty  years  on  the  staff  plus 
the  added,  though  brief,  opportunity  of  meeting  those  who 
came  for  the  annual  retreats  and  others  who  visited  the  semin- 
ary from  time  to  time. 

For  three  terms,  spanning  nine  years,  he  supervised  the 
province  in  all  its  works.  Despite  the  stress  and  strain  he  never 
lost  his  sense  of  humor. 

When  the  time  came  in  1958  to  place  the  burden  on  other 
shoulders,  he  returned  to  Ferndale,  resuming  the  life  of  a 
seminary  profes.sor;  completing  the  cycle,  so  to  speak.  Always 
a  man  who  liked  to  read,  he  enjoyed  renewing  contact  with 
books  which  had  for  so  many  years  been  denied  him  by  the 
tyranny  of  an  appointment-filled  agenda. 


He  had  hardly  been  assigned  to  the  Retreat  House  in  New 
Canaan  three  months  ago  when  he  was  stricken  ill  and  taken 
to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  in  Stamford  with  an  infection  that 
baffled  the  doctors  and  occasioned  his  death  on  Saturday,  April 
24. 

One  might  presume  from  what  has  been  said  that  Father 
McGlynn's  life  was  a  triumphal  march  of  popularity.  But  most 
of  his  priestly  years  were  spent  in  positions  of  authority  which, 
even  when  exercised  with  the  utmost  prudence  and  concern  for 
the  individual,  inevitably  requires  the  making  of  decisions. 
Decision  frequently  has  a  built-in  mechanism  for  causing  re- 
sentment. A  student  can  resent  the  professor  for  issuing  a 
failing  grade ;  a  scholastic  can  resent  the  director  for  posting 
an  unpleasant  rule ;  a  member  in  community  can  resent  the 
superior  for  denying  a  desired  permission ;  a  religious  can 
resent  the  provincial  for  giving  an  unwanted  assignment. 

He  was  a  humble  man  who  did  not  seek  these  positions  but 
also  a  brave  man  who  did  not  shirk  the  responsibilities  they 
carried.  With  our  crystal-ball  of  hindsight  we  can  conclude 
that  he  occasioned  less  resentment  than  most. 

We  are  here  today  to  ask  Christ,  the  Eternal  Priest,  in  His 
task  as  Judge,  to  minimize  the  faults  and  magnify  the  virtues 
of  His  fellow-priest,  Francis  McGlynn. 

We  want  to  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  sister 
and  brothers,  his  nephew,  who  followed  him  into  the  priest- 
hood, and  to  all  his  relatives. 

In  union  with  him  we  offer  the  prayer  of  Cardinal  Newman : 
May  God  support  us  all  the  day  long  till  the  shades  lengthen 
and  the  evening  comes  and  the  busy  world  is  hushed  and  the 
fever  of  life  is  over  and  our  work  is  done  —  then  in  His 
mercy  —  may  He  give  us  a  safe  lodging  and  a  holy  rest  and 
peace  at  the  last.  Amen." 


NEW  CHURCH  FOR  HERNDON  PARISH 

On  March  21,  1965,  St.  Joseph's  Church  in  Herndon  reached 
a  milestone  when  it  was  dedicated  by  His  Excellency  Most 
Reverend  John  J.  Russell,  Bishop  of  Richmond.  The  rapid 
growth  of  the  territory  made  it  imperative  that  a  larger  place 
be  constructed.  The  original  church  seated  only  ninety  people, 
and  over  one  hundred  were  crowding  into  it  for  each  Mass. 

The  Bishop  was  high  in  his  praise  of  the  new  building  and  he 
told  the  congregation  that  after  many  years  of  waiting,  the 
goal  had  finally  been  reached.  He  talked  at  length  of  the  ideal 
situation  of  now  having  not  only  a  new  church  large  enough  for 
three  hundred  people,  but  also  four  classrooms  attached  to  it 
for  the  education  of  the  children  in  their  religion.  He  praised 


highly  the  work  of  the  C.  C.  D.  program  which  the  parish  has 
carried  on  the  last  two  years.  He  stressed  the  great  necessity 
today,  due  to  the  lack  of  nuns  to  teach  school,  for  an  effective 
C.  C.  D.  program  in  a  parish  of  this  size,  gently  reminding  the 
people  of  their  obligation  to  have  their  children  instructed  in 
the  Catholic  religion.  The  Bishop  congratulated  the  pastor, 
Father  Charles  Trotter,  and  parishioners  for  their  untiring 
endeavor  to  produce  larger  facilities  and  commented  upon  the 
simplicity  and  beauty  of  the  new  building. 

On  the  day  of  dedication  of  the  new  church,  there  were  three 
monsignori  i)resent  and  nine  priests.  The  Knights  of  Columbus 
formed  the  Honor  Guard  and  presented  the  Papal  and  American 
flags  to  the  church.  Open  house  was  held  in  the  afternoon  from 
2:00  p.m.  to  5:00  p.m.;  the  entire  community  was  invited  to 
visit  the  new  building. 

The  new  church  is  located  just  IVo  blocks  from  the  rectory, 
on  a  fifteen-acre  site.  It  is  built  of  brick  facing  with  cinder- 
block  backing.  It  is  "L"  shaped  with  the  church  forming  the 
long  leg  of  the  "L".  Four  classrooms  are  joined  to  it.  The  ap- 
proach to  the  church  is  through  the  corridor  of  the  school.  It 
can  easily  be  seen  that  larger  facilities  were  needed  as  we 
have  almost  three  hundred  elementary  school  children  for 
C.  C.  D.  each  Saturday.  On  Sunday,  the  enrollment  in  the  inter- 
mediate and  high  school  group  is  over  one  hundred.  With  the 
new  facilities,  sufficient  room  is  now  available  to  conduct  all 
of  these  classes.  This  is  the  initial  program  for  the  parish  which 
will  eventually  have  sixteen  more  classrooms,  a  convent,  a  new 
church  and  rectory. 


RETREAT  HOUSE  OPENED  IN  PUERTO  RICO 

Situated  in  Santa  Rosa,  four  miles  from  our  parish  in  Dorado, 
is  a  new  Retreat  House  designed  for  both  clergy  and  laity. 
The  building  includes  a  spacious  community  room  and  a  dining 
room  which  will  accommodate  thirty  to  forty  guests.  Some 
Franciscans  and  Redemptorists  have  asked  to  make  their  Re- 
treats here. 

On  the  property  is  a  recreational  area  with  picnic  facilities, 
volley  ball,  swimming  pool  and  bath  house,  already  attracting 
large  parish  groups. 

Nearby  is  the  new  residence  of  the  District  Superior.  The 
location  is  ideally  situated  and  readily  accessible  to  all  our 
parishes.

According  to  James  R.  Squire,  Executive  Secretary  of  NCTE, 
the  Awards  Program  is  part  of  a  comprehensive  program  under- 
taken by  the  Council  in  cooperation  with  American  high  schools 
to  encourage  improvement  in  English  language  and  literature 
at  all  grade  levels.

ADORATION  PROGRAM  IN  TUCSON  PARISH 

For  twenty-five  years,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Foy,  a  member  of  the 
parish  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Tucson,  Arizona  kept  her 
weekly  hour  of  adoration  before  the  Blessed  Sacrament  exposed 
in  the  Benedictine  Sanctuary  of  Perpetual  Adoration.  But  she 
realized  that  many  of  her  fellow  parishioners,  although  they 
might  wish  to  share  that  privilege,  were  unable  to  make  the 
trip  across  town.  If  only  they  could  be  encouraged  to  initiate  a 
program  of  perpetual  adoration  at  St.  John's ! 

Mrs.  Foy  made  several  zealous  attempts  to  interest  the 
pastor  and  assistants  at  St.  John's  in  this  idea.  They  all  agreed 
that  it  was  an  excellent  one,  but  had  little  faith  in  the  presever- 
ance  of  their  people  in  such  an  undertaking. 

Mrs.  Foy  reasoned  that  if  this  were  God's  will,  He  would 
find  a  way.  Backed  by  more  prayer  and  Holy  Hours,  the  peti- 
tion was  again  presented.  Although  still  not  fully  optimistic, 
Father  Charles  Diehl,  C.S.Sp.,  the  pastor,  gave  permission  to 
seek  potential  adorers  within  the  parish. 

On  Sunday,  February  14,  1960,  St.  John's  became  the  first 
parish  in  the  State  of  Arizona  to  inaugurate  a  full  program  of 
daytime  adoration  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  (without  exposi- 
tion). After  the  last  Mass  on  that  day,  each  hour  of  every  day 
of  the  week,  from  7  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  was  taken  by  at  least  one 
adorer. 

The  parishioners  have  been  most  faithful  in  fulfilling  their 
voluntarily  assumed  obligation.  From  time  to  time  someone 
drops  out  — 

The  operation  of  the  plan  is  simple.  Adorers  are  asked  to 
sign  a  register  in  the  church  vestibule.  A  large  chart  of  each 
day's  hours  bears  the  names  of  those  who  have  undertaken  the 
responsibility  of  filling  them.  A  small  bookcase  of  appropriate 
devotional  literature  and  spiritual  reading  is  provided  for  the 
convenience  of  those  who  wish  to  use  it. 

This,  the  fifth  year,  promises  to  be  the  best  year  to  date.  The 
number  of  weekly  adorers  continues  to  increase  and  so  the 
daily  program  has  been  extended  from  6:30  a.m.  to  9:00  p.m. 
Instead  of  the  usual  10,000-plus  Holy  Hours,  this  year  at  least 
15,000  Hours  are  anticipated.  Provision  has  also  been  made  on 
the  chart  for  some  who,  because  of  special  circumstances,  are 
unable  to  manage  a  full  hour,  but  who  can  assume  the  responsi- 
bility for  a  half-hour. 

Just  five  short  years  ago,  if  one  were  to  drop  into  St.  John's 
for  a  visit,  he  would  almost  certainly  find  himself  alone.  Today, 
at  any  hour,  there  is  at  least  one  of  the  faithful  present,  ador- 
ing, making  reparation,  giving  thanks,  petitioning. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  assess  the  results  of  such  a 
program  as  this.  We  do  know,  however,  that  in  the  past 
four  years  the  number  of  Holy  Communions  in  the  parish  has 
increased   greatly,    many    marriages   have   been    convalidated, 
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many  lax  Catholics  have  returned  to  the  Sacraments.  First 
Communions  have  more  than  tripled,  totaling  500  last  year. 
Our  present  expanded  CCD  program  provides  twice  as  many 
class  hours  per  week.  Enrollment  in  the  parish  school  has  also 
risen. 

The  first  priest  from  St.  John's  parish  has  been  ordained. 
Two  young  men  from  the  parish  are  studying  in  the  seminary 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers.  There  are  four  Sister  novices  in 
various  congregations  and  one  Franciscan  Brother.  Above  all, 
parishioners  are  aware  of  a  new  parish  family  spirit,  increased 
zeal  for  participation  in  both  temporal  and  spiritual  works,  and 
multiple  blessings  upon  those  who  have  shown  such  generosity 
to  God. 

AN  IMPORTANT  POINT  OF  VIEW 

According  to  one  source,  the  ratio  of  priests,  Brothers  and 
Sisters  to  the  number  of  Catholics  is  so  steadily  decreasing  that 
this  shortage  will  prevent  Christianity  from  keeping  up  with 
the  world's  exploding  population.  This  indicates,  therefore,  that 
by  the  year  2000  only  20 /r  of  the  world's  population  will  be 
Christian,  whereas  in  1930,  35%  of  the  world's  population  was 
Christian. 

What  reasons  do  young  people  themselves  give  for  the  reluc- 
tance of  their  contemporaries  to  become  priests  or  religious 
even  when  they  once  were  so  inclined  ?  Last  month  the  result  of 
a  survey  was  presented  with  some  thought  provoking  reasons 
given  by  high  school  students  for  the  lack  of  response  to  a 
vocation. 

Thirty-eight  per  cent  of  the  students  said,  in  effect,  "the 
world  and  its  pleasures  is  too  much  with  us."  But  other  reasons 
were  given  by  students  —  here  they  are,  broken  down  in  per- 
centages : 
38.0% — Attraction  of  material  goods  and  worldly  pleasures. 

8.05^ — Decline  of  morality  in  the  world  today. 

7.6 /r — Lack  of  willingness  to  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  youth. 

7.2% — Attitudes  of  parents. 

6.4 /r — Modern  emphasis  on  the  necessity  of  college  education. 

6.0% — Over-emphasis  on  social  activities. 

4.4% — Lack  of  inspiration  on  the  part  of  priests  and  Religious. 

4.09^ — Failure  on  the  part  of  youth  to  seek  proper  counseling. 

3.4% — Failure  on  the  part  of  youth  to  understand  the  true 
meaning  of  a  vocation. 

3.2% — Lack  of  proper  presentation  of  a  vocation  to  youth. 

3.0 /{ — Too  long  a  time  required  to  prepare  for  the  priesthood. 

3.09( — Fear  of  not  persevering. 

2.47( — Fear  of  what  others  will  think. 

2.2% — Fear  of  one's  unworthiness. 

1.2% — Schools  are  too  large,  resulting  in  a  lack  of  personal 
contact. 
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DEDICATION  IN  TUSCALOOSA 

With  a  seating  capacity,  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
Tuscaloosa,  was  dedicated  by  Archbishop  Thomas  J.  Toolen, 
Bishop  of  Mobile.  The  dedication  sermon  was  given  by  Father 
Provincial. 

Although  the  style  of  the  church  is  contemporary,  it  has  a 
touch  of  Romanesque  character.  The  exterior  reflects  a  skillful 
proportion  of  masses  with  accents  on  the  window  openings, 
recessed  entrance  and  tower.  The  facade  is  graced  with  a  ten- 
foot  diameter  rose  window.  A  Celtic  cross  is  carved  into  the 
face  of  the  massive  limestone  finial  at  the  peak  over  the  rose 
window. 

The  electronic  organ  located  in  the  balcony  is  connected  by 
conduit  both  to  the  tower  and  sacristy  whereby  recordings 
and/or  natural  music  may  be  amplified  through  the  interior  and 
exterior  speaker  systems. 

The  Holy  Ghost  Fathers,  first  religious  society  of  men  and 
women  invited  to  the  diocese  by  Archbishop  Toolen,  came  to 
Tuscaloosa  in  1929.  Father  Joseph  Cassidy,  C.S.Sp.  is  the 
present  pastor.

DUOUESNE  UNIVERSITY 
— Students  and  faculty  had 
the  opportunity  to  hear  two 
lectures    recently   by   Gabriel 
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Marcel  in  Mills  Auditorium  of 
Rockwell  Hall.  He  is  consid- 
ered France's  principal  Chris- 
tian existentialist  representa- 
tive, but  he  personally  rejects 
this  label  and  prefers  to  be 
presented  as  a  Neo-Socratic 
thinker.  He  discussed  the  cur- 
rent crises  in  dramatic  art 
and  the  wisdom  of  the  tech- 
nical era.  A  dominant  trend  in 
Marcel's  philosophy  is  the  con- 
sideration of  the  supra-ration- 
al dimension  of  human  exper- 
ience. 

Father  Joseph  Vargra  re- 
cently spoke  on  Radio  Station 
WJAS  concerning  the  purpose 
of  the  African  Institute  at 
Duquesne.  He  also  discussed 
the  Communist  penetration  of 
East  Africa  and  Belgian 
Congo. 

Father  Philip  Niehaus, 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, received  word  that  the 
School  had  been  placed  among 
the  first  ten  in  the  nation  to 
receive  distinguished  achieve- 
ment awards  from  the  Ameri- 
can Association  for  Teacher 
Education. 

Pittsburgh's  City  Council 
recently  approved  a  $10  mil- 
lion apartment  complex  on  a 
2V2  acre  site  adjacent  to  the 
University  campus  and  above 
the  Armstrong  tunnels.  Des- 
cribed as  a  five-minute  walk 
from  the  Golden  Triangle, 
nlans  call  for  the  buildings  to 
be  located  in  a  park-like  set- 
ting designed  to  use  to  best 
advantage  the  hillside  char- 
acteristics of  the  sites.  The 
project  will  feature  service 
shops,  indoor  parking  for  400 
cars,  gardens,  an  outdoor 
swimming  pool  and  other  re- 


creational facilities.  Father 
Henry  McAnulty,  commenting 
on  the  apartment  complex, 
said,  "It  will  be  an  aesthetic 
and  functional  addition  to  the 
campus." 

Two  new  adjunct  profes- 
sors of  theology  and  history 
were  recently  appointed  by 
the  College  of  Arts  for  the 
spring  semester.  One  is  a 
Rabbi  and  the  other  is  a  Pro- 
testant minister.  During  the 
spring  semester,  they  will  of- 
fer courses  in  the  history  of 
thought  and  religion  of  Juda- 
ism and  in  the  history  of  Pro- 
testant Christianity.  These 
additions  are  designed  in  a 
special  way  for  the  conven- 
ience and  utility  of  Jewish  and 
Protestant  students.  Catholic 
students  may  not  use  such 
courses  as  credit  toward  their 
required  credits  in  Catholic 
theology,  but  they  may  elect 
them  in  addition  to  their  re- 
quirements. 

As  part  of  Duquesne's 
growing  interest  and  partici- 
Dation  in  Ecumenical  dialogue, 
Brother  Frank  van  het  Hof  of 
Taize.  which  is  the  only  non- 
Catholic  monastery  in  France, 
was  a  guest  lecturer  in  Mills 
Auditorium  recently.  He  talk- 
ed on  "Ecumenism  in  Modern 
Man".  He  will  be  a  guest  lec- 
turer in  one  of  the  Graduate 
Courses  on  Ecumenism  during 
the  spring  semester. 

The  Duquesne  Tamburit- 
zans — well  known  by  many  of 
the  confreres  throughout  the 
country — have  begun  a  $500,- 
000  expansion  program  that 
includes  the  completed  pur-] 
chase  of  four  parcels  of  pro- 
perty on  Pittsburgh's  Bluff,! 
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adjoining  the  University  cam- 
pus area ;  construction  of  a 
$350,000  facility  to  serve  as 
the  Tamburitzans'  base  of 
operations ;  the  formation  of 
a  Slavic  Institute.  Target  date 
for  the  construction  of  the 
three-storv  structure  is  April 
15,  1965.  The  building  will  in- 
clude priority  projects  for  the 
Slavic     institute ;     Tamburit- 


zans' administrative  offices, 
a  rehearsal  hall,  storage  areas 
and  a  garage  for  the  Tammies' 
bus.  The  Institute's  museum, 
library,  classrooms,  study 
areas,  recording  studio  and 
music  library  are  planned  for 
this  building.  Construction  is 
being  financed  by  public  con- 
tributions and  private  endow- 
ments.

BROTHER  CANTIUS  —  GOLDEN  JUBILARIAN 

This  year  marks  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Brother  Cantius' 
religious  Profession.  In  recognition  of  these  many  years  in  the 
Congregation,  a  large  gathering  of  confreres  joined  in  the  Mass 
offered  by  Father  Provincial  at  Duquesne.  Father  Regis  C. 
Guthrie  was  deacon  and  Father  Joseph  A.  Duchene,  sub-deacon. 
The  altar  boys  were  from  Brother  Cantius,  home  parish.  Im- 
maculate Heart  of  Mary,  Pittsburgh ;  and  the  choir  members 
represented  Fathers  from  this  area.  Immediately  following  the 
Mass,  a  reception  and  luncheon  was  held  at  Rockwell  Hall, 
Duquesne  University. 


The  sermon  preached  by  Father  Walter  J.  van  de  Putte 
appears  below: 

"Well  done,  faithful  servant!"  —  St.  Paul  in  the  Epistle  to" 
the  Galatians  and  the  one  to  the  Romans  (Gal.  5,  8;  Rom.  9,  12) 
speaks  of  God  as  of  "Him  who  calls."    The  Old  and  the  New 
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Testament  and  Church  History  reveal  how  true  that  is.  God 
is  constantly  calling  man,  not  only  to  existence,  but  to  definite 
vocations  in  life.  And  when  God  calls  it  is  not  like  a  mother 
calling  a  child  to  come  and  do  the  dishes  or  go  to  the  store. 
God's  call  is  always  a  divine  gift,  a  grace,  a  talent,  a  new  power 
to  accomplish  some  task  or  service  either  for  a  short  time  or  for 
a  lifetime. 

Now  what  stands  out  always  is  God's  longsuffering  fidelity: 
"My  faithfulness  and  my  kindness  shall  be  with  him,"  we  read 
in  Psalm  88.  In  violent  contrast  with  God's  fidelity  are  men's 
repeated  infidelities  before  and  after  Christ ;  their  refusal  to 
respond  to  the  divine  call  or  their  abandoning  their  vocation, 
be  it  in  marriage  or  in  religious  life,  after  they  had  accepted  it. 
So  much  so  that  we  could  say  that  if  God  is  the  "One  who 
calls"  and  faithfully  helps  those  who  are  called,  man  is  so 
frequently  he  who  refuses  to  respond  or  does  not  continue  to 
serve. 

Sometimes  God  calls  a  whole  people  as  was  the  case  of  Israel 
of  old.  Recall  the  privileges  that  people  received.  And  its  mis- 
sion to  be  a  witness  to  the  true  God  among  pagan  nations,  to  be 
a  messianic  people  pointing  to  a  final  achievement  in  and 
through  a  Savior,  and,  later  on,  to  become  a  missionary  people. 
And  recall  how  often  that  people  was  unfaithful,  and  the  final 
tragic  fault:  "He  (the  Savior)  came  to  His  own  and  His  own 
received  Him  not." 

Within  that  people  of  God  there  were  special  vocations  of 
Patriarchs,  Judges,  Kings,  Priests  and  Prophets.  We  are  fa- 
miliar with  the  fidelity  of  Abraham,  the  man  of  faith.  With 
Samuel  who  when  God  called,  answered:  "Here  I  am"  (Kg.  3,4). 
But  how  many  others  were  always  faithful  servants?  And 
this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  God  was  always  the  Good  Shepherd, 
always  at  the  side  of  men  to  protect  and  guide  and  help. 

The  New  Testament  too  is  full  of  God's  calls  and  here  we 
find  outstanding  examples  of  perfect  response  and  fidelity  to 
vocations.  John  the  Baptist  is  content  with  preparing  the  way 
for  a  Greater  One ;  Joseph  is  willing  to  act  as  a  protective 
shadow  and  obey  blindly.  Central,  of  course,  is  the  New  Adam, 
Who  entering  the  world  says:  "Behold  I  come  to  do  Your  will, 
0  God!"  The  Perfect  Servant  of  Yahweh,  self-sacrificing  unto 
the  end.  And  there  is  the  New  Eve  with  the  model  response: 
"Behold  the  handmaid  of  the  Lord ;  be  it  done  to  me  according 
to  Your  Word."  The  ever-faithful  Virgin  Mother  of  God. 

And  there  is  God's  call  to  the  New  People  of  God,  called  to 
witness  to  God  and  His  Christ,  to  point  to  the  final  achievement 
of  the  New  Kingdom  in  Christ,  the  Missionary  People  that  must 
bring  salvation  to  all  men.  And  within  that  People,  from  the 
beginning  there  have  been  special  vocations,  like  that  of  Peter 


and  Paul ;  vocations  to  the  priesthood  and  also  vocations  to  a 
closer  following  of  Christ,  to  the  life  of  religious  Brothers  and 
religious  Sisters. 

And  here  again  besides  a  good  many  examples  of  fidelity  we 
must  say,  following  the  sad  record  during  Christian  centuries: 
"Many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen."  Which  Pere  Gelin  in- 
terprets as  meaning:  Many  are  called  but  few  choose  to  respond. 
And  today  from  many  quarters  there  come  reports  that  the 
species  of  those  who  choose  not  to  respond  is  multiplying. 

It  is  against  that  background  of  Bible  and  Church  History 
with  its  record  of  innumerable  infidelities  that  we  can  best 
appreciate  the  splendid  record  of  Brother  Cantius  as  a  member 
of  the  Congregation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  the  Immaculate 
Heart  of  Mary. 

Who  is  this  man,  whom  I  shall  simply  call  Cantius,  as  one 
does  with  one's  brother? 

He  was  the  fifth  child  in  a  family  of  twelve,  four  of  whom 
are  still  living.  He  completed  the  eight  grades  at  the  age  of 
fourteen  in  the  great  parish  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary 
in  Pittsburgh,  which  has  a  church  with  an  imposing  dome  that 
reminds  us  of  St.  Peter's  in  Rome.  Cantius  immediately  went 
to  work  and  labored  successively  and  successfully  for  three 
local  companies,  ending  sweetly  with  the  Hardie  Candy  Co. 
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Cantius  modestly  says  that  he  did  not  know  much  about 
religion.  The  truth  is  he  knew  the  fundamentals  and  above  all 
he  learned  to  listen  to  God's  voice  calling  him  to  give  himself 
without  reserve  to  God. 

Then  came  Cantius'  ANNUNCIATION.  No  Angel  appeared 
to  him  in  Pittsburgh.  Perhaps  he  couldn't  see  his  way  through 
the  smoke.  But  there  was  the  next  best  thing:  a  cousin  of 
Cantius  stationed  at  Duquesne  University  was  already  a  Broth- 
er of  the  Holy  Ghost  Congregation.  On  one  occasion  Cantius 
asked  his  cousin  why  some  members  wore  sashes  and  others 
cinctures.  Brothers,  he  was  told,  wear  sashes.  Cantius  re- 
turned home  and  said  to  himself:  if  my  cousin  visits  me,  I  will 
enter  that  Congregation.  The  cousin  visited  Cantius  that  Sun- 
day. Cantius  sent  off  a  letter  to  the  Ferndale  novitiate,  paid 
a  visit  to  the  pastor  of  Immaculate  Heart,  made  a  Novena  to 
the  Holy  Ghost  and,  feeling  satisfied  he  had  a  vocation,  heard 
the  pastor  say:  Go!  And  Cantius  went.  It  was  as  simple  as 
that! 

But  that  does  not  mean  there  were  no  heartaches.  Like 
James  and  John  whom  Jesus  saw  mending  their  nets  and  called 
and  who  "at  once  left  their  father  who  was  in  the  boat,"  Cantius 
left  behind  his  elderly  father  and  his  many  young  brothers  and 
sisters,  because  he  knew  God  called  him. 

What  deeply  impressed  Cantius  in  his  new  religious  family 
was  the  charity,  unselfishness,  and  devotedness  to  their  particu- 
lar work  of  the  Brothers.  Cantius  himself  cleaned  dark  corners 
carefully  for,  as  he  expresses  it,  "God  is  more  than  a  gentle- 
man" and  he  knew  it  was  for  God  he  was  doing  everything, 
and  he  "always  gave  his  most  and  hence  could  never  give  any 
more." 

What  has  Brother  Cantius  been  doing  so  generously  during 
all  these  years  since  1915.  He  has  been  engaged  in  vital  func- 
tions, vital  even  to  theologians  and  cosmonauts:  he  has  farmed, 
cooked  and  been  a  tailor  for  the  members  of  his  religious 
family :  once  stationed  at  D.  U. ;  twice  in  Ferndale  and  twice  in 
Ridgefield. 

What  is  Cantius'  secret  of  so  much  fidelity  during  all  those 
years?  Father  Hehir  on  the  occasion  of  Brother  Aman's  jubi- 
lee, said  in  this  Chapel  that  he  attributed  Aman's  success  to 
the  fact  that  during  all  those  years  "he  had  had  learned  and 
holy  Superiors  including  Father  Hehir  who  for  forty-eight 
years  and  six  months  had  been  his  Superior."  Such  Superiors 
are  most  important,  but  more  is  required  and  I  know  Brother 
Cantius'  secret: 

First,  his  childlike  devotion  to  Mary:  "one  more  precious  than 
gold  to  me"  as  He  expresses  it.  Like  Pope  John,  Cantius  never 
took  a  course  in  soft-pedaling  an  authentic  devotion  to  the 
Woman  whom  God  called  to  mother  His  Son  and  mother  us.

Secondly  there  was  Cantius'  prayerfulness  and  sacrifice. 
These  two,  Cantius  says,  he  considers  THE  means  to  attract; 
young  men  to  our  beloved  Congregation.  And  what  does  Can-j 
tins  mean  by  sacrifice?  Simply  this:  "fidelity  to  our  ordinary 
duties."  But  I  personally  know  that  it  means  also  for  Cantius: 
ACCEPTANCE  of  every  hardship  in  community  life,  of  every 
trial  and  cross  God  sends  or  permits,  because  they  are  an 
expression  of  God's  Holy  Will. 

Let  me  give  one  example  to  bring  this  out.  On  September 
5,  1946,  Cantius  was  out  with  a  team  of  horses  and  a  mowing 
machine.  Suddenly  the  horses  ran  off;  Brother  was  dragged, 
cut,  lost  his  right  leg  and  one  finger.  But  you  can't  kill  a 
Cantius  with  a  little  thing  like  that.  After  six  months  in  the: 
hospital,  he  was  back  on  the  job  and  ever  since  has  been  serving 
God  prayerfully,  lovingly,  faithfully. 


An  additional  reason  might  be  the  example  of  the  great  fif 
teenth  century  Polish  Saint  whose  name  he  bears ;  a  priest 
theologian  connected  with  a  University  who  preached  more  bj 
his  example  of  prayerfulness,  love  of  poverty,  love  of  the  pooi 
and  faithfulness  to  God  in  all  things  than  by  his  eloquent  ser- 
mons and  scholarly  lectures.  For  many  years  every  professoi 
of  his  University  each  year  gave  a  meal  to  a  poor  man  in  his 
own  room ;  the  reason,  because  on  one  occasion  St.  John  Cantiuj 
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had  brought  a  starving  man  who  lay  halfnaked  in  the  snow  to 
his  room  and  clothed  and  fed  him. 

Forgive  me  for  taxing  your  patience  in  recalling  so  much,  but 
surely  fifty  years  of  saintly  life  as  a  Brother  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
Congregation  merit  a  few  extra  minutes  of  loving  attention. 

What  I  have  said  may  help  explain  to  Brother  Cantius' 
relatives  and  friends  why  we  of  the  Holy  Ghost  family  rejoice 
so  much  and  why  Fathers  and  Brothers  came  from  a  great  dis- 
tance to  celebrate  this  Jubilee. 

Dear  Brother  Cantius;  God  called  you  in  a  peculiar  Pitts- 
burgh, D.  U.,  Immaculate  Heart  way.  You  replied:  "I  come." 
And  you  never  quit  because  you  relied  humbly  on  prayer  and 
let  yourself  be  guided  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 

In  our  Congregation,  a  vital  organ  in  the  Church,  the  People 
of  God,  you  daily  gave  testimony  to  Christ  by  your  Christlike 
life.  Your  celibacy  pointed  to  the  heavenly  life  of  union  with 
the  Divine  Bridegroom  to  which  we  are  all  called.  And  by  your 
spirit  of  sacrifice  in  doing  your  daily  ordinary  duty  well  you 
have  cooperated  in  the  missionary  effort  to  the  Congregation 
and  the  Church.  For  all  this  we  owe  you  a  great  debt  of  grati- 
tude. 

Pray  for  us  that  we  may  follow  your  example.  Pray  that  we 
may  obtain  much-needed  vocations  to  the  Holy  Brotherhood  and 
the  Holy  Priesthood. 

You  are  truly  happy  today,  for  you  hear  ringing  in  your  ears 
the  words  of  the  Divine  Lord:  "WELL  DONE,  FAITHFUL 
SERVANT."  And  while  being  praised  by  us,  you  repeat  with 
the  Mother  you  love  so  much : 

My  soul  magnifies  the  Lord  and  my  spirit  rejoices  in 
God  my  Savior  .  .  .  because  He  has  regarded  the  low- 
liness of  His  SERVANT  and  .  .  .  because  He  who  is 
mighty  has  done  great  things  for  me,  and  HOLY  IS 
HIS  NAME." 

Congratulations  to  your  family  who  gave  you  to  our  religious 
family,  and  God  bless  you  and  keep  you,  dear  BROTHER 
CANTIUS. 
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FATHER  JOSEPH  T.  McGINLEY 
1917-1965 

On  July  20,  Father  Joseph  McGinley  died  in  Philadelphia.  He 
had  been  released  from  the  hospital  following  a  heart  attack. 
His  funeral  Mass  was  offered  by  Father  Provincial  in  Our  Lady 
of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  Church.  Father  James  Tout,  who 
had  been  associated  with  Father  McGinley  in  Africa,  preached 
the  sermon,  which  follows : 


"On  behalf  of  Christ,  therefore,  we  are  acting  as  ambassa 
dors,  God,  as  it  were,  appealing  through  us  .  .  . 

"Behold,  now  is  the  acceptable  time ;  behold,  now  is  the  daji 
of  salvation!  We  give  no  offense  to  anyone,  that  our  ministry 
may  not  be  blamed.  On  the  contrary,  let  us  conduct  ourselves  ii 
all  circumstances  as  God's  ministers,  in  much  patience ;  in  tribu 
lations,  in  hardships,  in  distresses ;  ...  in  labors,  in  sleeples: 
nights,  in  fastings ;  in  innocence,  in  knowledge,  in  long  suffer 
ings;  in  kindness,  in  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  unaffected  love;  in  th( 
word  of  truth,  in  the  power  of  God;  with  the  armor  of  justicf 
on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left ;  in  honor  and  dishonor,  ii 
evil  report  and  good  report ;  as  deceivers  and  yet  truthful,  a: 
unknown  and  yet  well  known,  as  dying  and  behold,  we  live 
as  chastised  but  not  killed,  as  sorrowful  yet  always  rejoicing 
as  poor  yet  enriching  many,  as  having  nothing  yet  possessing 
all  things." 

These  words  are  taken  from   St.   Paul's   2nd  letter  to  th< 
Corinthians,  Chapter  5,  vs.  20;  and  Chapter  6,  vs.  2-10. 

Just  about  four  years  ago  I  met  Father  Joe  McGinley  for  th( 
first  time.   He  was  then  stationed  at  one  of  our  major  mission: 
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in  Masailand,  a  place  called  Monduli,  some  25  miles  from  the 
town  of  Arusha.  I  can  remember  hardly  any  of  the  details  of 
that  meeting,  either  of  time  or  place,  or  of  certain  people,  or  of 
conversation.  Rather  there  remains  the  image  of  a  man,  a 
gentleman,  who  made  a  much  younger  (and  greener)  confrere 
feel  at  home.  The  image  of  a  man :  of  a  rather  rugged  looking 
middle  aged  man  climbing  out  of  the  Land-Rover  with  a  pipe 
jutting  from  the  side  of  his  mouth,  a  towel  around  his  neck, 
and  carrying  a  tennis  racket;  of  a  gentle  smile,  bright  eyes,  a 
firm  handshake ;  of  self  possession,  self  control,  assurance,  and 
of  peace  within.  Oh  yes,  and  before  I  left  that  day,  he  quietly 
presented  me  with  a  quite  tangible  remembrance  of  him,  one  of 
two  meerschaum  pipes  he  had  just  bought. 

Possibly  no  other  Spiritan  missionary  of  our  time  has  had 
as  varied  a  career  as  Father  Joe.  He  first  came  to  East  Africa 
under  somewhat  clandestine  circumstances,  for  the  war  was  not 
quite  finished  that  July  in  1945.  In  Tanga,  a  port  town  on  the 
Indian  Ocean  and  the  scene  of  his  first  appointment,  he  prob- 
ably found  even  then  that  his  initial  missionary  work  differed 
little  from  that  of  any  parish  at  home.  Nor  was  his  subsequent 
assignment  to  prove  very  much  more  picturesque  —  in  the 
African  sense  at  least.  He  was  made  headmaster  of  the  Teach- 
er Training  School  at  Singa  Chini,  with  Mt.  Kilimanjaro  in  his 
backyard  as  well  as  a  hundred  or  so  raw  teaching  recruits  for 
him  to  guide  as  father  and  teacher  himself.  One  old  gentleman 
there,  who  remembers  all  the  fathers,  spoke  in  this  way  about 
Father  McGinley:  "Padri  Joseph?  Ah,  ndiyo,  ninamkumbuka 
vema !  Mtu  mwema,  npole,  lakini  kali  kidogo !"  —  which  rough- 
ly translated  meant  that  he  remembered  Father  Joseph  quite 
well,  a  man  good  and  kind  —  but  a  bit  hard,  tough ! 

After  returning  from  home  leave  in  1951,  he  stayed  again  for 
a  time  at  the  training  school,  but  soon  he  was  transferred  to  a 
mission  in  west  Kilimanjaro,  a  difficult  and  trying  place  since 
it  was  largely  an  area  of  staunch  Islamic  and  Protestant  in- 
fluence. But  Father  Joe  was  gradually  moving  west.  At  this 
time  in  the  early  50's  it  was  decided  to  open  a  mission  in  Loli- 
ondo,  just  a  short  distance  from  the  Kenya  border  and  in  the 
heart  of  the  Masai  country,  a  land  of  open  plains,  gently  slop- 
ing hills,  and  herds  of  wild  game.  Father  Joe  was  asked  to  begin 
this  important  mission.  It  was  a  work  which  called  for  his 
unique  talents  of  stability  and  being  able  to  attract  even  the 
spear-carrying  Masai  warriors.  He  was  able  to  provide  himself 
and  his  hungry  Masai  school  children  with  fresh  game  meat; 
his  marksmanship  was  well  known.  Loliondo  mission  was  taken 
over  by  the  present  bishop  of  Arusha,  Bishop  Burning,  when 
Father  Joe  was  called  back  to  the  Kilimanjaro  region  to  run  the 
town  mission  in  Moshi  —  another  radical  change  for  him.  From 
there  he  went  to  an  undeveloped  place  in  the  Pare  mountains ;  it 
looked  as  though  he  was  heading  back  almost  to  where  he  had 
begun.   But  not  so.   In  1961  he  was  transferred  back  to  Masai 
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country,  to  Monduli.  When  Bishop  Burning  asked  for  volun- 
teers to  work,  not  in  any  part  of  his  own  diocese,  but  to  start 
a  brand  new  mission  in  northern  Kenya,  Father  Joe  volunteered 
together  with  Father  Jerry  Feeley.  This  was  his  last  officiali 
assignment,  and  probably  his  most  difficult.  Besides  having  to 
contend  with  a  dry,  remote  region  whose  primitive  tribesmen 
had  hardly  any  contact  with  civilization  or  of  Christianity, 
Father  Joe  had  to  bear  with  him  the  scars  of  a  serious  auto 
accident.  But  until  he  and  Father  Feeley  were  recalled  from  the 
work,  he  had  been  quite  willing  to  devote  himself  to  it  without 
complaint  or  regret  for  the  rest  of  his  missionary  life. 

"In  much  patience ;  in  tribulations,  ...  in  sleepless  nights  .  .  . 
in  kindness  ...  in  unaffected  love  ..."  This  was  indeed  how 
Father  Joseph  McGinley  lived  as  a  missionary.  For  the  patience 
and  self-possession  he  manifested  to  us  were  not  won  without 
trial.  He  helped  himself  to  cope  with  the  lonely  and  sometimes 
monotonous  life  a  missionary  must  face  by  developing  various 
useful  skills:  watch  repairman,  handyman,  cook,  hunter. 

We  are  shocked  and  saddened  and  left  wondering  at  his  un- 
timely death.  For  could  he  not  have  returned  to  his  apostolate 
in  Tanzania  and,  with  his  experience,  his  strength,  and  his  love 
of  the  people,  once  again  become  an  "ambassador"  of  Christ? 
Surely  this  would  have  been  good  for  the  missionary  Church, 
and  we  may  be  pardoned  for  that  sentiment  in  our  hearts  which 
is  saying,  "Why,  Lord,  why  now,  this  gentle  man,  this  apostle  ?"| 

Faith  answers  us.  We  know  only  that  somehow  God  himself 
has  decided  that  Fr.  Joseph  had  "fought  the  good  fight,"  hadi; 
fulfilled  the  role  he  had  been  called  to  fulfill,  as  much  as  and  for 
as  long  as  he  had  been  called  to  fulfill  it.  And  this  same  Faith 
assures  us  that  without  fail  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  to  the 
nations  will  succeed,  even  though  we,  in  our  very  human  way 
shall  miss  one  who  both  lived  and  proclaimed  that  Gospel  so 
well.

TOPIC  OF  WORKSHOPS 

Workshops  for  Sisters,  sponsored  by  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers, 
were  held  last  month  at  Immaculata  College,  Immaculata,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  the  Motherhouse  of  the  School  Sisters  of  Notre 
Dame,  Wilton,  Connecticut.  Speakers  for  the  three-day  meetings 
were  Monsignor  Chester  Michael,  pastor  of  Holy  Comforter 
Parish,  Charlottesville,  Virginia,  and  author  of  "A  New  Day  of 
Christianity" ;  Sister  Marian  Dolores,  a  member  of  the  Holy 
Names  Congregation  and  widely  known  among  Sisters  after  the 
publication  of  her  book,  "Creative  Personality  in  Religious 
Life" ;  and  Mr.  Charles  Maes,  associated  with  the  counseling 
center  at  Duquesne  University.  Father  Francis  Wright  directed 
the  program. 

Under  the  general  theme  of  Religion  and  Personality,  topics 
included :  Authority,  Obedience  and  Freedom  in  Religious  Life ; 
Gratitude  as  a  Measure  of  Maturity ;  The  Nature  and  Need  of 
Love  in  Religious  Life ;  and  Counseling  in  Religious  Life. 

A  total  of  237  Sisters  attended  the  conferences,  representing 
33  Congregations,  made  up  principally  of  teaching  communities. 
Speaking  at  a  dinner  during  the  Connecticut  Workshop,  Bishop 
Walter  Curtis,  of  Bridgeport,  said  that  participation  in  such  a 
seminar  reflected  the  Sisters'  desire  to  be  of  greater  service  to 
the  Church.  Monsignor  Philip  Donohue,  Vicar  for  Religious  in 
the  Archdiocese  of  Philadelphia,  thanked  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  for  making  the  meetings  possible  at  a  time  when 
formation  in  religious  life  has  assumed  a  new  importance.

PSYCHIATRIST  ON  CELIBACY 

Following  is  the  text  of  an  address  on  "Love,  Sexuality  and! 
Celibacy"  delivered  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Baars  July  15  at  the  Institute 
of  Spiritual  Theology  held  at  Tolentine  College,  the  Augustinian 
Fathers'  seminary  in  Olympia  Fields,  111.  Dr.  Baars  is  a  psychi- 
atrist in  private  practice  in  Rochester,  Minn. 

What  I  have  said  earlier  about  the  importance  of  emotional! 
love  in  general  —  namely  that  without  it  volitional  love  is  sterile 
and  bears  no  fruit  —  is  of  course  of  special  importance  for  those 
persons  whom  Christ  directed  to  take  His  place  among  men  for 
the  specific  purpose  of  making  His  divine  person  and  teachings 
appealing  and  desirable  to  them :  the  priests.  The  more  we  f eel| 
the  love  of  the  priest  for  us,  the  more  we  are  ready  to  accept  his( 
teachings,  the  more  we  feel  Christ's  love  for  us,  the  more  we 
are  willing  to  give  Him  our  love  in  return. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  it  is  necessary  that  the  priest  possess 
as  pure  and  perfect  a  love  as  possible,  a  pure  and  perfect  human 
love  which  encompasses  spiritual  as  well  as  emotional  love. 
Although  the  need  for  such  a  love  in  the  priest  is  more  and 
more  recognized  as  essential,  and  the  desire  to  know  more  about 
the  conditions  for  this  love  to  grow  and  mature  in  the  candi- 
dates for  the  priesthood  is  becoming  greater  and  more  wide-! 
spread,  there  seems  to  be  less  agreement  concerning  the  ques-i 
tion  which  state  of  life  serves  the  development  of  this  love  best,; 
the  celibate  or  the  married  state  of  life. 

In  fact  the  increased  awareness  of  the  necessity  that  the 
priest  be  able  to  love  in  a  deeply  human  fashion,  with  its  re- 
sultant confusion  concerning  the  relationship  between  love  and 
sexuality  —  as  well  as  some  other  factors,  such  as  an  apparent 
higher  incidence  of  emotional  and  sexual  difficulties  among 
priests  —  may  have  contributed  a  good  deal  to  this  controversy. 
One  also  hears  again  arguments  against  celibacy  which  were 
popular  in  non-Catholic  circles  in  the  past,  such  as,  "one  could 
respect  a  celibacy  chosen  freely  from  personal  conviction,  but 
not  one  imposed  by  the  Church." 

One  is  inclined  to  suspect  that  this  argument  is  used  only  as 
a  cover  for  the  aforementioned  problem  of  integrating  love  and 
genital  sexuality  in  the  celibate  state,  as  the  expressed  conflict 
between  nersonal  freedom  and  authority  is  a  nonexistent  one. 
Every  informed  person  knows  that  the  Church  does  not  impose 
celibacy,  but  only  asks  each  candidate  to  assume  the  celibate 
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state  voluntarily.  Outsiders,  however,  do  not  always  seem  to 
understand  that  although  there  may  be  a  limitation  of  possible 
choices  for  the  candidates  to  the  priesthood,  there  is  no  limita- 
tion of  the  freedom  in  which  he  chooses.  In  other  words,  he 
may  not  be  free  to  choose  a  religious  life  without  celibacy,  yet 
he  chooses  the  celibate  religious  state  of  life  freely. 

Those  persons  might  be  reminded  of  the  fact  that  the  lay- 
man faces  a  similar  situation :  he  is  not  free  to  choose  a  marriage 
which  is  not  perpetually  binding,  yet  this  does  not  mean  that 
he  is  not  free  when  he  decides  to  enter  into  this  indissoluble 
married  state. 

In  a  discussion  aimed  at  bringing  clarity  in  some  of  the  real 
or  imagined  problems  encountered  in  the  celibate  state,  it  may 
be  expected  that  the  modern  sciences  of  psychology  and  psychi- 
atry have  something  of  value  to  contribute.  However  a  repre- 
sentative of  these  sciences  in  voicing  his  opinion  on  this  sub- 
ject must  realize  that  these  sciences  cannot  speak  the  last  word, 
for  celibacy  also  has  a  theological  and  biblical  aspect.  In  fact, 
one  may  wonder  whether  we  would  have  arrived  at  the  idea  of 
the  celibate  life  as  a  meaningful  existence,  if  Christ  had  not 
explicitly  spoken  of  this  possibility,  and  if  the  Church  had  not 
realized  this  evangelical  counsel  in  various  forms  in  the  course 
of  centuries. 

The  scientist  must  be  fully  aware  of  the  positive  meaning  of 
celibacy  suggested  in  two  biblical  texts.  In  the  first  St.  Paul 
speaks  of  those  who  remain  unmarried  "propter  regnum  coelo- 
rum,"  for  the  sake  of  the  kingdom  of  Heaven,  in  order  to  serve 
the  Church,  which  is  Christ,  better.  The  scientist  may  appropri- 
ately remark  here  that  St.  Paul  leaves  unanswered  the  question 
whether  one  could  not  serve  the  Church  equally  well  or  better 
as  a  married  priest,  and  that  as  far  as  the  aspect  of  usefulness 
for  the  Church  is  concerned,  celibacy  may  be  expected  to  have 
both  positive  and  negative  points. 

In  the  other  biblical  text  St.  Paul  recommends  the  unmarried 
state  "because  it  makes  it  possible  for  you  to  pray  to  the  Lord 
without  distraction,"  "To  give  the  Lord  your  undivided  atten- 
tion" (I  Cor.  7,  35).  While  St.  Paul  means  here  first  of  all  that 
without  wife  and  children  one  has  more  time  and  opportunity 
to  take  care  of  others  for  the  sake  of  God,  he  probably  had 
something  else  in  mind,  too,  to  judge  by  the  same  text  in  Greek. 
This  text  —  "pros  to  euparedron  tool  Kuriooi  aperispastoos"  — 
speaks  of  the  unmarried  state  ofi'ering  opportunity  to  sit  with 
the  Lord  quietly,  undisturbedly,  undividedly  and  without  dis- 
tractions, just  like  Mary  of  the  House  of  Bethany  sat  at  the 
feet  of  the  Lord  without  worrying  about  anything  else.  The 
very  same  happiness  which  Mary  found  in  the  "unum  neces- 
sarium,"  is  the  happiness  which  the  Church  desires  for  her 
priests. 
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MEANING  OF  PRIESTHOOD 

When  considering  the  question  which  state  of  life  is  the  most 
suitable  for  the  priest  from  a  psychological  viewpoint,  we  must 
first  determine  what  it  means  to  be  a  priest,  what  the  essence  of  j 
being  a  priest  is.  The  name  clergy,  of  which  the  priest  is  a 
member,  is  derived  from  the  Greek  "klerikos,"  meaning  lot  or 
allotment.  Apparently  this  goes  back  to  the  time  when  the 
sons  of  Levi,  instead  of  being  allotted  a  parcel  of  the  promised 
land,  received  the  Lord  Himself  as  their  heritage. 

From  this  and  other  observations  we  learn  that  the  priest  is  i 
another  Christ,  the  mediator  through  whom  Christ  gives  His 
blessings   and  peace  to   men.    He  is   the   instrument  of  God 
through  whom  He  speaks.   He  is  the  shepherd  who  must  bring 
souls  to  Christ.    In  short,  the  priest  stands  between  God  and 
men.   His  existence  is  one  where  God  and  men  meet.   As  an  in- 
strument in  the  hands  of  God  he  does  not  exist  for  himself,  but 
like  a  tool  entirely  for  the  sake  of  the  work  to  be  done  and  forj 
the  sake  of  the  one  who  operates  it.   He  must  be  like  the  tooli 
which  transmits  the  intentions  of  the  operator  without  obstruc- 
tion, in  an  easy  and  facile  manner,  while  at  the  same  time  it  is 
wholly  attuned  and  suitable  to  the  material  on  which  it  is  being  I 
used. 

It  is  in  the  light  of  this  understanding  of  the  priesthood,  of  { 
having  emptied  oneself  unselfishly  for  the  sake  of  being  a  meet- 
ing place  for  Christ  and  men,  that  we  must  determine  what! 
state  of  life  is  most  suitable  for  the  priest. 


MARRIED  VS.  CELIBATE  STATE 

Would  the  married  state  constitute  an  obstacle  to  the  priest? 
In  an  absolute  sense,  of  course  not.  In  the  early  Church  celibacy 
was  not  obligatory,  even  though  it  was  always  regarded  as  an 
ideal  and  was  observed  by  many  of  the  clergy.  Only  when  more 
and  more  priests  voluntarily  decided  to  embrace  the  celibate 
state  as  the  ideal  way  of  life,  did  the  Western  Church  make  it 
a  requirement  for  all  persons  in  the  service  of  the  Lord  with 
the  Council  of  Elvira  in  Spain  in  303  A.D. 

The  celibacy  the  Latin  Church  demands  of  her  priests  is  a 
renunciation  of  marriage  and  its  procreative  act  with  its  at- 
tendant sexual  pleasures.  It  obtains  its  fullest  meaning  when 
this  renunciation  is  an  expression  of  a  total,  unconditional,  loving 
devotion  to  the  service  of  God,  not  only  because  it  makes  the; 
priest  free  from,  but  also  free  for.  Free  from  the  burdens  and 
obligations  of  the  married  state,  free  for  the  sake  of  being 
everything  for  everybody,  including  his  own  happiness  in  the 
"unum  necessarium." 

If  a  priest  were  to  be  married  he  would  have  as  his  first  duty 
the  care  of  his  wife  and  children,  while  his  profession  would  to 
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a  large  extent  have  to  be  subservient  to  this  time-consuming 
and  attention-demanding  prior  obligation.  This  would  be  even 
true  if  he  were  to  be  relieved  from  the  economic  burdens  of 
marriage  by  financial  support  from  his  church,  for  it  takes  much 
time  and  thoughtful  attention  on  the  part  of  the  husband  to 
love  his  spouse  and  children  in  a  meaningful  way. 

To  give  you  an  idea  of  what  the  husband  means  for  the  emo- 
tional life  of  the  woman,  I  want  to  quote  two  famous  lines  of  the 
Iliad,  where  Homer  showed  his  deep  understanding  of  the 
nature  of  woman  in  Andromache's  farewell  words  to  her  hus- 
band Hector: 

"Hector,  you  are  to  me  all  in  one  father,  venerable 
mother  and  brother,  you  are  my  husband  in  the  prime 
of  your  life." 

The  husband,  Andromache  says,  is  the  father  who  protects 
and  defends  her,  in  whose  hands  she  knows  herself  to  be  safe, 
and  to  whom  she  can  always  flee  when  in  danger;  he  is  the 
mother  in  the  tenderness  with  which  he  supports  her ;  he  is  the 
brother  whose  companion  and  friend  she  is.  All  this  is  what  the 
husband  is  to  the  woman ;  all  this  she  expects  from  the  one  to 
whom  she  has  entrusted  her  whole  life. 

Daily  experience  in  psychiatric  practice  leaves  no  doubt  about 
the  devastating  emotional  and  mental  effects  on  wife  and 
children  when  the  husband's  work  and  social  obligations  pre- 
vent him  from  showing  his  love  for  wife  and  children  in  a 
meaningful  manner.  The  psychology  of  the  woman  is  such  that 
her  reasoned  knowledge  that  her  husband  loves  her  —  for  in- 
stance when  she  knows  that  he  is  a  good  supporter,  very  dedi- 
cated to  his  work,  and  shows  no  interest  in  other  women  —  is 
insufficient  to  guarantee  her  happiness  and  prevent  emotional 
illness,  unless  she  also  receives  concrete  sensitive  manifestations 
of  his  love  through  sense  impressions  which  she  can  hear,  see 
and  feel.  And  because  of  the  fact  that  the  effect  of  these  sense 
impressions  last  only  a  few  seconds  in  contrast  with  the  more 
permanent  effect  of  immaterial  intellectual  knowledge,  it  fol- 
lows that  they  must  be  repeated  frequently  and  in  many  varied 
ways  if  the  woman  is  to  experience  the  joy  of  love.  But  this  is 
impossible  when  the  husband  is  away  a  good  deal  of  the  time, 
or  too  busy  with  other  things. 

To  ignore  these  basic  psychological  laws  is  tantamount  to 
precipitating  serious  mental  depressions,  or  to  opening  the  door 
to  temptation  for  the  woman  to  seek  love  elsewhere.  In  short, 
it  appears  inevitable  that  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  emotional, 
educational,  social  and  medical  needs  of  his  family  —  not  to 
speak  of  those  of  his  in-laws  —  the  priest-husband  would  need 
to  make  considerable  inroads  on  the  energy  and  time  required 
for  the  loving,  self -giving  and  devoted  service  to  his  flock. 
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PSYCHOLOGICAL  ASPECTS  OF  CELIBATE  STATE 

The  next  question  to  be  considered  is  whether  the  celibate 
state  is  an  unnatural  one. 

When  Christ  said,  "and  there  are  eunuchs  who  have  made 
themselves  so  for  the  sake  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Let  him 
accept  it  who  can"  (Matt.  19,  12),  he  spoke  of  the  freely  ac- 
cepted and  self-imposed  celibate  state  of  the  priest. 

What  is  it  that  not  everyone  can  be  expected  to  accept? 
Obviously,  the  renunciation  of  the  procreative  function  and  its 
attendant  sexual  pleasures.  But  what  about  the  claim  so  often 
heard  nowadays  that  he  also  foregoes  the  possibility  of  his 
personality  growing  into  full  maturity  and  its  resultant  optimum 
affective  relationship  with  other  persons? 

It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  that  the  complementary  perfect- 
ing value  which  each  marriage  partner  gives  to  the  other  is 
found  in  the  sexual  relationship  as  such.  This  of  course  is  not 
correct.  The  reason  why  man  and  wife  bring  about  each  other's 
existential  fulfillment  is  found  in  their  unselfish  mature  love 
for  one  another.  True,  their  love  reaches  its  climax  in  the 
sexual  act,  provided  they  give  themselves  completely,  without 
reservation  or  holding  back,  to  the  other.  Yet  the  sexual  union 
is  not  essential  to  the  perfection  of  the  partners.  Indeed,  it  is 
quite  well  possible  that  man  and  wife  complement  and  fulfill 
each  other  in  a  marriage  where  for  some  reason  the  sex  act  is 
never  performed.  And  on  the  other  hand  there  are  plenty  ofj 
marriages  where  the  sex  act  is  the  order  of  the  day,  and  yet' 
little  or  no  human  perfection  is  seen  in  either  spouse. 

Nevertheless  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  person  who  foregoes 
marriage  is  deprived  of  the  many  and  varied  opportunities  for 
the  gradual  development  of  emotional  maturity  and  social  sen- 
sitivity which  marriage  provides  daily  in  the  intimate  union 
with  the  other.  But  before  concluding  that  it  is  essential  that 
the  celibate  be  given  the  same  opportunities  by  allowing  him  to 
marry,  let  us  examine  the  essence  of  this  further  personality 
development. 

By  the  time  a  person  enters  into  marriage  his  emotional  life 
has  or  should  have  developed  to  a  large  extent.  Its  further  de- 
velopment consists  essentially  of  a  more  harmonious  integra- 
tion between  the  emotions  themselves  and  between  the  emo- 
tions and  the  life  of  intellect  and  will.  This  means  that  under 
the  influence  of  the  intellect  and  will  the  emotions  increasingly 
lose  their  originally  selfish  orientation,  and  are  aroused  more 
and  more  by  the  good  of  the  other.  In  this  way  his  originally 
Dredominant  selfish  emotional  love  becomes  a  generous  mature 
human  love  in  which  both  feelings  and  spiritual  will  seek  the 
good  of  the  other.  With  his  whole  being,  with  feelings  and  will, 
he  experiences  the  joy  of  love  which  is  true  happiness  by  giving 
himself  to  the  other. 
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When  both  partners  have  reached  this  stage,  their  love  for 
each  other  is  a  true  "amor  amicitiae"  in  which  each  exists  en- 
tirely for  the  other.  In  fact  their  mutual  concern  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  other  is  so  intense  and  complete  that  one  could  well 
speak  of  an  exchange  of  personalities.  It  is  this  love  of  friend- 
ship, by  the  way,  which  constitutes,  because  of  its  element  of 
love  of  restraint,  the  most  important  regulating  principle  of  the 
person's  genital  sexuality.  It  is  this  mature  love  of  friendship 
which  many  years  of  married  life  can  bring  about,  albeit  usually 
not  without  difficulties  and  conflicts,  provided  that  at  the  be- 
ginning of  marriage  each  partner  already  possesses  in  prin- 
ciple: a  reasonable  harmonious,  non-repressed  emotional  life,  a 
capacity  for  altruistic  orientation  and  concern  for  another,  and 
an  adequate,  although  most  likely  not  yet  perfect,  subordination 
of  genital  sexuality  to  the  higher  faculties  of  reason  and  will. 

Is  the  joy  of  the  "amor  amicitiae"  reserved  only  for  the  mar- 
ried? Does  the  life  of  the  celibate  person  make  it  impossible  to 
become  a  fully  mature  human  being?  The  answer  is  no.  In  fact, 
the  celibate  life  makes  it  even  possible  to  attain  this  maturity 
at  an  earlier  period  in  life. 

Although  the  celibate  certainly  deprives  himself  of  the  deep- 
est possible  intimacy  with  another  person,  he  too  can  develop 
into  a  harmoniously  balanced  person  who  attracts  others  by  his 
warm  and  radiant  unselfish  love,  and  who  in  turn  enjoys  the 
happiness  that  comes  from  being  loved  by  others.  But  for  this 
two  conditions  must  be  fulfilled.  First,  he  must  possess  at  the 
time  of  his  vows  the  self-same  qualities  set  forth  above  in  the 
case  of  the  married  person.  Second,  his  environment  —  to  be 
precise,  the  seminary's  atmosphere  as  determined  by  the  rules, 
the  personalities  of  the  professors  and  their  attitude  toward 
love,  sexuality  and  friendship,  in  short,  so  to  speak,  the  semi- 
nary's capacity  of  representing  the  loved  and  loving  other  — 
his  environment  must  be  such  that  he  is  not  forced  to  repress 
and  distort  his  emotional  life  but  is  invited  and  encouraged  to 
unfold  all  the  aspects  of  his  being  in  a  wholesome,  integrated 
manner,  not  just  one  at  the  expense  of  the  other. 

When  under  such  favorable  circumstances  the  celibate  candi- 
date for  the  priesthood  —  and  similarly  later  on  the  priest  in 
equally  sound  environment  of  rectory  or  monastery,  administra- 
tive or  educational  position  —  continually  confronts  the  lack  of 
absolute  gratification  of  his  natural  desires  with  his  freely 
chosen  priestly  ideal,  does  not  minimize  the  sacrifice  nor  con- 
sider the  renounced  genital  sexuality  as  something  inferior  in  a 
neurotic  attempt  to  make  the  sacrifice  more  bearable,  he  too  will 
attain  the  same  degree  of  happiness  which  I  described  before  in 
the  married  life. 

Like  his  married  counterpart,  the  celibate  will  not  attain  this 
happiness  without  difficulties  and  inner  struggles,  particularly 
in  the  thirties  and  forties  when  man's  drives  and  desires  are 
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normally  the  strongest.  That  they  have  these  difficulties  and 
conflicts  in  common  proves  that  their  happiness  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  non-gratification  of  the  sexual  drive,  but  rather  with 
their  ability  to  learn  the  love  of  restraint.  Further  credence  is 
given  to  the  absolute  importance  of  this  love  when  one  realizes 
that  the  celibate  who  remains  deeply  aware  of  the  noble  reason 
for  his  choice  of  life  will  attain  the  maturity  of  the  love  of 
restraint  and  its  attendant  joy  earlier  than  the  married  man 
whose  path  of  life  is  easier  and  less  dangerous  in  some  respects, 
but  who  therefore  requires  more  time  to  reach  full  maturity. 

Psychological  studies  reveal  that  when  man  reaches  late 
middle  age  he  usually  begins  to  concern  himself  with  more 
spiritual  matters.  In  the  realization  of  the  relative  and  transient 
nature  of  the  things  he  has  enjoyed,  and  the  experiencing  at 
times  of  an  intense  loneliness  in  the  face  of  life's  approaching 
end,  he  wants  to  devote  himself  to  ideas  and  values  which  sur- 
pass time  and  space,  and  the  limitations  of  the  self.  Turning  his 
back  on  his  selfish  needs  he  turns  toward  those  of  his  neighbor 
and  serves  him  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  His  newly  found  in- 
terest in  matters  beyond  his  earthly  existence  is  equalled  only 
by  his  impatience  with  the  many  less  important  worldly  things 
which  interfere  with  his  desire  to  be  occupied  with  spiritual 
matters.  He  often  regrets  the  fact  that  by  then  he  is  no  longer 
in  the  prime  of  his  life,  and  that  his  energy  and  initiative,  as 
well  as  his  memory  and  concentration,  show  unmistakable  signs 
of  abating. 

In  contrast  to  his  picture  of  the  average  man  stands  that  of 
the  priest  who  did  not  choose  to  wait  until  the  passing  of  time 
would  direct  him  to  a  more  spiritual  outlook  on  life.  In  one  mag- 
nificent gesture  he  devoted  himself  to  the  attainment  of  spiritual 
values  to  which  the  average  man  does  not  feel  attracted  until 
much  later  in  life,  preoccupied  as  he  is  for  so  many  years  with 
material  goals  and  temporal  affairs.  Already  in  the  early  stages 
of  maturity  the  priest  decides  to  forego  the  possession  of  these 
material  goods  in  the  realization  of  their  changeable  and  tem- 
porary nature  as  compared  with  the  enduring  and  unchanging 
values  of  the  spiritual  life. 

Viewed  in  this  light  the  celibate  life  is  an  inner  anticipation 
of  a  mental  attitude  which  ordinarily  does  not  develop  until  a 
much  later  stage  in  life.  It  is  difficult  to  see  therefore  how  this 
state  of  life,  when  voluntarily  self-imposed  for  the  proper  motive 
and  under  the  suitable  conditions  previously  mentioned,  could 
be  considered  an  obstacle  to  human  maturity  and  fulfillment. 
Of  course,  God's  grace  is  an  absolute  necessity  in  this  process  of 
anticipation  of  a  maturity  which  ordinarily  is  attained  only  by 
way  of  a  gradual  psychological  process.  But  as  God  certainly 
intends  nature  and  grace  to  complement  each  other,  and  nature 
matures  in  the  redeeming  action  of  grace,  it  would  be  incorrect 
to  claim  that  this  process  of  anticipating  maturity  in  response 
to  God's  calling  is  psychologically  unhealthy. 
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Those  who  continue  to  be  in  doubt  concerning  the  sound  psy- 
chological character  of  the  celibate  state  might  also  want  to 
consider  the  words  of  the  well-known  German  psychiatrist 
Richard  von  Krafft-Ebing,  M.D.,  in  his  Psychopathia  Sexualis: 
"It  shows  a  masterly  psychological  knowledge  of  human  nature 
that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  enjoins  celibacy  upon  its  priests 
in  order  to  emancipate  them  from  sensuality,  and  to  concentrate 
their  entire  activity  in  the  pursuit  of  their  calling." 

Notwithstanding  the  many  positive  aspects  of  the  celibate  life 
already  discovered  in  the  foregoing  discussion,  one  is  justified  to 
raise  one  final  question  concerning  the  universal  advisability  of 
this  state  of  life  for  all  priests.  Does  the  priest  tend  to  gain  his 
early  spiritual  maturity  through  his  accelerated  development  at 
the  expense  of  defects  in  the  development  of  his  lower  faculties  ? 
Or  in  more  popular  phraseology:  "Is  the  priest  immature  in 
ways  other  than  the  spiritual?  Does  he  have  more  sexual  con- 
flicts than  the  married  man?  Is  the  priest  less  a  man  than  the 
married  man?" 

Statistics  in  this  field  are  of  course  unavailable.  My  own  ex- 
periences in  private  psychiatric  practice  with  many  priests,  nuns, 
and  professed  Brothers  as  well  as  lay  people,  confirms  that  of 
other  knowledgeable  writers  that  priests  have  neither  more  or 
less  sexual  difi'iculties  than  married  men.  The  fact  that  the 
occurrence  of  sexual  diff'iculties  in  priests  as  a  group  tend  to 
make  a  deeper  impression,  especially  when  such  difficulties  are 
not  readily  expected  in  a  highly  educated  and  respected  group, 
must  not  be  interpreted  as  an  actual  higher  rate  of  incidence 
than  in  married  men.  It  behooves  us  to  be  most  careful  in  mak- 
ing statements  about  the  emotional  immaturity  of  priests. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  the  incidence  of  sexual  dif- 
ficulties in  priests  and  married  men  is  probably  the  same.  Both 
are  faced  with  the  problem  of  integrating  a  very  strong  and 
fundamental  drive.  Both  have  to  learn  the  diff'icult  task  of 
giving  themselves  to  another.  Both  have  to  overcome  selfish- 
ness. Both  have  to  learn  the  love  of  restraint.  Whether  matur- 
ity in  these  areas  has  been  reached  in  a  personal  relation  with 
a  woman,  or  with  Christ  and  His  Church,  makes  no  essential  dif- 
ference. Whether  one  or  the  other  course  is  for  the  individual 
man  the  most  practical  means  depends  entirely  on  his  person- 
ality and  vocation. 

To  be  a  good  priest  requires  as  much  masculine  maturity  as 
to  be  a  good  husband  and  father.  And  if  either  one  experiences 
his  genital  sexuality  as  the  main  focus  of  interest  and  pre- 
occupation, he  would  do  well  to  ask  himself  whether  he  is  not 
too  much  "celibate"  in  the  negative  sense  of  the  word.  What  I 
mean  by  this  kind  of  "celibate"  mentality  is  expressed  best  for 
example  by  some  quotes  from  the  French  poet  Paul  Geraldy : 
"You  think  less  of  me  than  of  love." 
"You  think  more  of  kissing  than  of  the  mouth." 
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"Would  you  really  love  me  much  less  if  I  were  some- 
body else?" 

"If  you  were  a  man  would  we  be  friends?" 
"The  soul  which  is  still  too  much  'celibate.'  " 

It  is  this  egocentric  "celibate"  mentality  of  the  young  mari 
engaged  to  be  married  and  of  the  seminarian  which  must  grow 
to  real  unselfish  love  of  the  other.  Both  states  of  life  present  a 
multitude  of  varied  experiences  which  lead  him  to  this  mature 
love  through  the  happiness  of  possessing  what  is  loved,  but 
also  through  the  sadness  of  being  without  it.  In  both  states  ot 
life  the  man  must  learn  the  love  of  restraint  in  which  he  grows 
to  maturity  in  feeling  the  sadness  of  not  possessing  the  object 
of  his  love,  but  instead  of  repressing  his  legitimate  desire  or 
insisting  on  its  selfish  fulfillment  he  is  willing  to  wait  patiently 
out  of  love  and  respect  for  the  loved  object,  leaving  it  whole  and 
allowing  it  to  grow  and  unfold  in  his  love  of  restraint  until  it  is 
ready  to  respond  freely  to  his  love. 

When  priests  or  married  men  fail,  it  is  usually  because  their 
capacity  to  love  in  a  mature  way  has  not  developed.  This  again 
may  be  the  result  of  either  an  inherited  incapacity  (the  psycho- 
pathic personality),  or  an  unconscious,  or  environmentally  de- 
termined obstacle  (repressive  or  frustration  neuroses),  or  even 
a  deliberate,  self-imposed  but  ill-considered  denial  of  the  human 
capacity  to  love.  Generally  speaking,  therefore,  the  priest  with 
emotional  and  sexual  difi'iculties  will  not  be  helped  by  allowing 
him  to  marry,  in  the  mistaken  belief  that  it  was  the  absence  of 
a  loving  partner  which  caused  his  difl'iculties  and  conflicts.  As; 
his  difficulty  consists  in  not  yet  being  able  to  make  the  gift  of 
himself,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  he  will  be  confronted  with 
the  same  difficulty  if  he  sought  his  happiness  in  marriage. 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  point  out  that  the  in- 
sistence of  the  Church  in  refusing  to  dispense  priests  from  their 
vow  of  celibacy  has  been  as  much  of  a  blessing  to  them,  as  the 
indissolubility  of  the  Christian  marriage  has  been  for  the 
Christian  community.  Many  a  priest  would  not  have  come  out 
of  the  crisis  of  his  maturing  process  successfully  if  in  the  diffi- 
cult moments  he  could  have  been  free  to  renege  on  his  vow  of 
celibacy  in  order  to  seek  the  solution  of  his  difficulties  in 
marriage. 

In  what  manner  are  these  ideas  about  love  and  sexuality  to  be 
applied  to  the  education  and  the  life  of  the  priest?  The  first 
question  which  arises  is  of  course  the  minimum  age  for  entrance 
in  the  seminary.  Is  a  13-  or  14-year-old  boy  old  enough  to  make 
a  responsible  choice  in  the  matter  of  vocation?  The  high  drop- 
out rate  —  83%  —  for  minor  seminaries  suggests  that  he  is. 
not,  which  is  not  strange  if  one  realizes  that  even  senior  college 
students  nowadays  have  not  always  made  up  their  mind  concern-i 
ing  their  future  line  of  work. 

Actually  this  question  is  far  less  important  than  the  one 
about  the  minor  seminary  providing  a  favorable  or  detrimental 
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environment  for  the  as  yet  not  completed  psychosexual  develop- 
ment of  the  boy.  From  what  I  have  said  in  my  brief  sketch  of 
this  stage  of  personality  development,  one  must  conclude  that 
the  minor  seminary  cannot  be  considered  to  provide  a  natural 
setting  for  the  ultimate  sexual  differentiation  of  adolescence 
which  of  necessity  must  include  contact  with  the  other  sex. 
Whether  this  drawback  of  a  sex-segregated  school  can  be  com- 
pensated for  by  long  vacation  periods  at  home  remains  to  be 
seen.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  seminaries,  mili- 
tary schools  and  boarding  schools  can  never  replace  the  home 
which  remains  the  only  natural  setting  for  a  child  to  complete 
his  personality  development. 

I  have  no  idea  why  and  when  the  first  minor  seminary  had  its 
historical  origin,  but  I  would  not  be  surprised  if  fear  of  losing 
vocations  by  allowing  boys  to  be  exposed  to  worldly  temptations 
and  the  otherwise  sincere  but  mistaken  conviction  that  the  re- 
pression of  the  emotional  life  in  a  secluded  environment  is  a 
necessary  part  of  the  training  of  the  will,  played  an  important 
role.  If  so,  our  growing  understanding  of  the  positive  signifi- 
cance of  the  emotional  life  for  the  spiritual  life  —  although  un- 
fortunately still  far  from  universal  —  will  help  us  in  improving 
the  overall  climate  of  the  minor  seminaries  as  long  as  they  can- 
not be  closed  for  practical  reasons. 

In  fact,  a  closer  study  might  conceivably  come  up  with  sug- 
gestions for  improvements  which  would  enable  the  survival  of 
this  institution  in  a  society  in  which  the  family  life  shows  un- 
mistakeable  signs  of  deterioration.  The  Church  of  Christ  which 
is  first  of  all  a  church  of  love  rather  than  law  could  and  should 
play  a  leading  role  in  this  respect,  and  through  the  teaching  of 
true  human  love  in  word  and  example  contribute  to  a  more 
wholesome  and  integrated  personality  development  of  her 
priests,  religious  women  and  laymen. 

This  process  will  of  necessity  be  a  slow  one  for  several  reasons, 
one  of  which  is  the  fact  that  the  mere  knowledge  of  the  proper 
concept  of  human  love  and  sexuality  does  not  suffice  to  make 
ourselves  or  our  subjects  mature.  If  we  can  start  by  mortify- 
ing our  hypertrophied  emotions  of  fear  and  energy  on  which  we 
have  relied  for  so  long  to  become  better  Christians,  and  thereby 
provide  our  atrophied  concupiscible  emotions  with  some  room 
for  growth  so  that  we  can  love  a  little  more  humanly,  our 
children  and  pupils  in  school  and  catechism  classes  will  have 
that  much  more  of  a  chance  to  let  their  children  and  pupils  grow^ 
into  warmly  loving  and  deeply  spiritual  human  beings. 

Instead  of  making  drastic  changes  of  renewal  which  appeal 
so  much  to  our  overdeveloped  utilitarian  attitudes,  we  must 
calmly  and  deeply  rethink  our  ideas  of  love  and  sexuality,  and 
when  we  have  found  the  proper  concepts  dare  to  make  them  our 
own.  We  can  start  by  rethinking  our  idea  of  sexuality,  which 
nowadays  is  seen  completely  in  the  light  of  emotional  gratifica- 
tion, while  its  primary  purpose,  the  child,  is  considered  as  in- 
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cidental.  It  is  this  thinking  that  has  led  to  the  behef  that  sexual 
love  is  a  necessary  condition  for  the  attainment  of  maturity  and 
would  therefore  permit  measures  to  prevent  conception.  That 
this  is  fundamentally  wrong  needs  hardly  to  be  said :  the  sexual 
act  is  and  remains  primarily  a  procreative  act,  while  the  sensi- 
tive experiences  are  secondary. 

Our  primary  task  in  the  home  and  the  catechism  class  —  or 
rather  religious  class  —  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  the  minor 
seminary  is  therefore  to  emphasize  the  beauty  and  value  of  the 
procreative  function  and  the  organs  which  perform  it,  so  thai 
the  child  sees  it  as  a  good  for  which  it  develops  respect  and  ap- 
preciation. By  teaching  that  the  sensual  gratification  is  second- 
ary and  always  presupposes  the  rationally  performed  procreative 
act,  young  people  tend  to  reject  masturbation  more  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course  and  when  married  also  the  use  of  contraceptives, 
And  because  in  this  approach  the  child  becomes  the  focal  point 
of  sexuality  it  needs  no  special  emphasis  that  marriage  is  the 
only  reasonable  condition  for  performing  the  sex  act,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  the  child  has  to  be  taken  care  of  in  a  stable 
and  secure  environment. 

In  this  approach  we  avoid  the  big  mistake  which  has  been 
made  too  often  and  for  too  long,  of  representing  sexuality  as 
something  inferior,  dangerous,  or  an  occasion  of  sin,  or  as  some- 
thing suspect  because  of  an  attitude  of  secrecy  and  silence.  This 
mistaken  outlook  is  however  unavoidable  when  one  emphasizes 
sexuality  in  the  sensual  feelings  and  the  lust,  instead  of  the 
child.  This  leads  one  to  believe  that  these  feelings  must  become 
the  determining  factors  for  one's  behavior,  and  as  every  rational 
being  will  sense  that  this  could  not  be  right  he  cannot  but  help 
develop  abnormal  tensions  in  the  matter  of  sexuality. 

That  not  every  priest,  nun,  or  seminary  professor  will  be  able 
to  convey  the  proper  attitude  toward  sexuality  because  of  his 
own  life-long  repression  in  this  area  is  not  his  fault  and  must  be 
tolerated  for  the  time  being.  Perhaps  it  would  be  the  better 
course  of  action  if  emotionally  immature  teachers  and  profes- 
sors would  abstain  from  teaching  religion  and  moral  theology 
and  providing  spiritual  direction,  and  leave  these  tasks  to  onl>^ 
the  most  mature  and  well-integrated  members  of  the  staff.  For 
it  is  an  undisputed  though  not  always  generally  known  fact  that 
teachers  cannot  convey  the  full  truth  about  such  subjects  as 
love  and  sexuality  unless  they  possess  these  themselves.  Onlv 
feelings  beget  feelings,  and  therefore  only  the  mature  feelings 
of  the  educators  will  help  the  seminarian  to  complete  his  emo- 
tional development,  not  their  intellectual  superiority  or  their 
admonishments  to  love  more  and  better. 

What  I  have  said  for  the  minor  seminaries  holds  true  also  for 
the  major  seminaries:  the  professors  must  be  emotionally  ma- 
ture and  know  how  to  love,  and  experience  their  sexuality  ir 
restraint,  not  in  repression.  Their  attitude  toward  friendships 
among  seminarians  must  be  sound.    And  whereas  the  minoi

seminarians  should  have  ample  opportunity  to  retain  contact 
with  reality,  their  parental  home  and  friends  of  both  sexes, 
so  the  major  seminarians  should  retain  contact  with,  not  with- 
draw from,  the  world.  Whether  this  should  be  done  by  attend- 
ing university  classes,  or  living  on  campus,  I  am  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  say ;  much  will  depend  on  the  emotional  maturity  of  the 
seminarians  and  the  teaching  staff,  and  the  latter's  ability  to 
develop  in  their  subjects  a  true  sense  of  responsibility  and 
obedience. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  take  a  brief  look  at  the  mature  priest, 
whether  he  is  a  seminary  professor  or  works  in  a  parish.  First 
of  all,  such  a  priest  must  possess  a  volitional  love,  the  will  to  be 
everything  to  everybody,  without  seeking  his  own  good.  This 
is  the  measure  by  which  he  will  be  judged  whether  he  is  a  good 
priest  or  not.  However,  by  itself  this  is  not  enough  if  his  work 
is  to  be  fruitful.  His  spiritual  love  must  be  expressed  in  his 
feelings  too,  for  he  will  move  others  only  through  his  feelings 
of  love  for  them.  He  will  accomplish  little  without  warm  and 
I  cordial  rapport  with  each  individual  no  matter  how  convincing 
his  arguments  in  matters  of  faith  and  morality. 

■  Of  course,  it  is  impossible  for  the  priest  to  have  a  personal 
love  for  everyone.  In  this  respect  he  cannot  but  fall  short  in 
comparison  with  Christ's  love  which  is  infinite.  Man's  love  is 
always  finite.  Yet  it  is  possible  for  the  priest  to  have  a  function- 
al love  for  people,  a  love  by  virtue  of  his  task  as  priest.  Funda- 
mentally this  is  a  volitional  love,  but  one  which  is  accompanied 
by  his  feelings  of  kindness  and  afi'ection.  All  that  is  necessary 
for  such  a  compassionate  functional  love  is  a  sufi'iciently  de- 

f  veloped  emotional  life. 

In  addition  the  priest  can  and  must  have  the  love  of  personal 
friendships.  This  love  difl'ers  from  the  functional  love  to  this 
extent,  that  in  friendship  he  himself  also  receives  equally  the 
love  and  afi'ection  of  the  other.  For  sure,  in  functional  love 
he  may  also  receive  affection,  but  there  it  is  more  an  affection 
based  on  gratefulness  for  what  he  has  done  and  reverence  for 
his  position.  Moreover,  in  functional  love  it  is  not  a  requirement 
that  the  priest  receive  love  in  return,  for  a  good  priest  will 

■  devote  himself  with  as  much  love  to  those  who  fail  to  give  him 
1  anything  in  return  as  to  those  who  show  their  sincere  apprecia- 
'  tion.  But  in  the  case  of  the  "amor  amicitiae"  he  is  on  equal 
'  footing  with  the  other,  and  he  receives  love  for  love,  and  there- 
5  fore  the  joy  of  the  love  of  the  other.   What  he  receives  in  the 

■  love  of  friendship  is  pure  receiving,  while  in  the  functional  love 
'  it  is  more  a  matter  of  giving,  because  it  is  a  good  for  the  other 

to  be  able  to  give. 

The  experience  of  this  love  of  friendship  belongs  to  the  per- 
fection of  man's  being.   Christ  himself  gave  us  the  example  in 
His  friendship  with  Lazarus,  Mary  and  Martha.    There  is  no 
logical  reason  that  this  love  should  exclude  the  person  of  the 
!  other  sex,  for  the  love  between  a  man  and  a  woman  does  not 
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necessarily  have  to  be  expressed  in  sexual  activity.  Any  sexual 
desire  the  priest  would  experience  in  his  friendship  for  a  woman 
is  not  bad  in  itself,  but  he  must  experience  it  in  the  love  of 
restraint.  This,  however,  can  be  done  only  by  a  harmoniously 
integrated  and  mature  priest  whose  spiritual  orientation  leaves 
nothing  to  be  desired. 

A  priest  who  is  not  fully  matured  emotionally  and  spiritually 
has  no  business  entering  into  such  a  friendship  with  a  woman 
For  without  the  possession  of  a  pure  generous  human  love  thert 
is  always  danger  that  the  selfish  desire  which  is  peculiar  of  th( 
sexual  feeling  will  take  the  upper  hand  and  thus  harm  th( 
relationship.  But  a  priest  who  does  possess  this  pure  generoue 
human  love  and  who  therefore  is  able  to  experience  this  love  foi 
a  woman  without  sexual  tension,  will  develop  an  even  warmei 
and  more  spontaneous  functional  love  as  the  result  of  thii 
personal  friendship  to  the  benefit  of  countless  others. 

Epilogue 

I  trust  that  I  have  left  no  doubt  in  any  one's  mind  that  lov( 
and  not  libido  is  the  principle  of  life,  and  that  conflicts  anc 
deviations  in  the  area  of  sexuality,  whether  in  the  limited  oi 
wider  sense  of  the  word,  are  reducible  to  disturbances  in  th<i 
capacity  to  love  and  to  be  loved.  In  parents  the  capacity  t( 
love  well,  i.e.  to  love  unselfishly  with  their  feelings  as  well  a; 
with  their  will,  is  a  necessary  condition  for  the  successful  de 
velopment  of  their  children  into  masculine  men  and  feminin( 
women,  and  of  course  also  for  their  own  happiness. 

The  same  holds  true  for  priests  and  their  parishioners,  fo 
educators  and  their  pupils,  for  physicians  and  nurses  and  thei; 
patients,  for  persons  in  authority  and  their  subjects.  For  eacl 
and  every  one  of  these  relationships  the  word  of  St.  Paul  hold: 
true:  "amor  edificat"  (and  not  "libido  edificat!").  Not  "lov< 
edifies."  St.  Paul,  a  life-long  city  dweller  most  familiar  witl 
urban  symbols,  literally  says  here:  LOVE  BUILDS  AN  EDI 
FICE,  a  dwelling  where  the  other  can  be  safe,  can  grow,  cai 
be  himself,  can  be  happy.  This  amor  is  the  human  love  o 
restraint  which  comprises  the  love  of  giving  and  receiving 
Although  I  have  used  these  terms  several  times  before  it  migh 
be  well  to  elaborate  on  their  exact  meaning  in  view  of  thei 
importance  for  all  of  us,  whether  married  or  single,  layman  o 
Religious. 

The  love  of  giving.  If  I  value  my  fellow  human  being  as 
good  in  himself  my  love  will  go  out  toward  him.  I  will  give  hir 
first  of  all  the  gift  of  myself,  of  wanting  to  be  for  him,  to  wor 
for  him,  to  make  him  happy.  In  addition  I  will  give  him  a 
other  things  which  are  good  for  him,  and  as  love  is  resourcefi 
these  things  will  be  many.  This  love  is  given  in  a  manner  whic 
is  adequate  to  the  receiver,  and  differs  therefore  according  t 
the  circumstances.   For  example,  a  mother  gives  her  love  to  he 
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infant  in  a  different  way  than  to  her  grown-up  son ;  a  man  loves 
another  man  in  a  way  which  differs  from  that  for  his  wife. 

The  love  of  receiving.  If  someone  gives  me  his  love  and  his 
gifts  of  love,  he  expects  that  I  will  accept  him  and  his  gifts,  for 
by  doing  so  I  show  him  my  love  for  him.  In  fact  by  accepting 
his  gifts  I  return  his  love  in  the  most  adequate  way  possible.  As 
the  Flemish  poet  Albert  Verwey  has  said  it  so  succinctly:  "That 
you  allowed  me  to  say  'I  love  you,  I  love  you,'  is  better  than  all 
the  many  gifts  you  bestowed  upon  me."  This,  by  the  way,  is  a 
thought  well  worth  contemplating  in  our  utilitarian  and  com- 
mercial culture  of  giving  gift  for  gift  and  Christmas  card  for 
Christmas  card  and  party  for  party. 

However,  when  I  refuse  to  accept  the  love  of  the  other,  or 
accept  it,  with  indifference — and  this  is  a  great  fault  in  our  cold 
and  indifferent  society,  of  which  Leon  Bloy  has  said  that  its 
greatest  sin  is  not  to  love  enough,  where  so  many  are  waiting  for 
someone  to  respond  to  their  love — he  may  still  continue  to  love 
me  if  his  love  is  really  strong  and  intense,  yet  there  is  some- 
thing which  detracts  from  the  fullness  of  his  love  because  love 
is  always  mutual.    In  most  cases  then  the  love  will  ultimately 
die  by  the  coldness  of  indifference  or  refusal. 
The  love  of  forbearance.    It  is  self-evident  that  when  I  love 
:  another  person  I  will  restrain  myself  from  harming  him,  and 
do  everything  in  my  power  to  protect  him  from  possible  evil. 
•  But  there  is  more.  I  also  will — and  this  is  the  essential  element 
of  this  manner  of  love  which  is  least  understood  and  developed 
;  — I  also  will  restrain  myself  in  the  manifestations  of  my  love  of 
giving  and  receiving,  when  the  other  is  not  yet  capable  of  such 
I  a  degree  of  love. 

[      In  other  words,  I  will  not  impose  my  gifts  of  love  or  myself  on 
him,  nor  shall  I  demand  from  him  a  love  which  is  still  beyond  his 
capacities.   In  that  case  my  love  must  take  the  form  of  merely 
accompanying,  of  being  at  hand,  of  quietly  waiting  until  in  the 
other  the  capacity  to  love  will  have  reached  greater  dimensions. 
But  this  waiting  on  my  part  does  not  make  me  unhappy  or  sad, 
I  on  the  contrary,  because  my  feelings  are  fully  integrated  in  my 
J  volitional  love  for  the  other  my  willingness  to  wait,  to  restrain 
I  myself,  to  hold  back  finds  resonance  in  my  feelings  of  love  and 
I  desire,  and  therefore  causes  me  to  experience  the  joy  of  love. 
[t     The  need  for  this  love  of  restraint  stems  from  the  fact  that 
[|love  has  to  be  free,  and  cannot  be  forced,  certainly  not  the  emo- 
tional aspect  of  human  love,  for  the  will  has  no  direct  power 
iover  the  emotions.   If  love  is  to  result  in  joy  and  happiness,  it 
jlis  not  sufficient  that  one  evaluates  the  other  as  good  and  worthy 
[.■of  respect  and  love,  but  one  also  has  to  experience  a  feeling  of 
I  love  for  him,  followed  by  desire,  before  one  can  experience  the 
joy  of  love. 

A  good  can  be  proposed  to  me,  but  the  love  for  it  must  come 
from  inside  of  me.  Any  attempt  to  force  me  to  love  it,  or  to 
impose  on  me  certain  ways  of  expressing  my  love,  is  wrong  and 
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harmful.  Love  must  be  given  and  gained  in  freedom ;  constrainlj 
kills  love. 

The  love  of  restraint  on  the  part  of  parents  and  educators  is 
of  particular  importance  in  the  rearing  of  children,  for  it  avoids 
smothering  and  premature  demands  that  they  love  grownups 
and  God  in  a  certain  manner  for  which  they  are  not  yet  ready 
It  allows  them  to  grow  up  in  respect  and  awe  for  their  individu- 
ality ;  it  patiently  awaits  the  natural  emergence  of  individua 
characteristics,  rather  than  anticipating  them. 

The  love  of  restraint  is  important  in  dating  and  the  period  o. 
engagement  for  the  loving  concern  for  the  well-being  of  tht 
other  determines  the  proper  limits  of  behavior.  Whether  two 
individuals  are  really  meant  for  each  other  is  not  determined  by 
experimental  sexual  mating,  but  by  the  ability  to  experience 
joy  in  restraining  oneself  for  the  sake  of  the  other. 

The  love  of  restraint  is  of  great  importance  in  marriage  for  it 
avoids  the  temptation  of  forcing  oneself  upon  the  other  in  the 
exercise  of  one's  marital  right.  It  makes  it  possible  without  the 
development  of  pathological  tensions  and  anxiety  to  space  the 
number  of  children  without  the  use  of  contraceptives  which  only'; 
reinforce  the  selfishness. 

The  love  of  restraint  is  of  equal  importance  in  the  formation 
and  guidance  of  candidates  for  the  religious  life  in  seminary  and 
convent.  An  excellent  example  was  the  love  of  the  Mother 
Abbess  for  Maria  in  the  movie  "The  Sound  of  Music."  While 
one  group  of  nuns  condemned  Maria  for  being  different,  and 
another  group  heaped  too  much  praise  on  her,  the  Abbess  was 
willing  to  let  Maria  be  different  and  wait  until  her  love  would 
have  matured  enough  to  guide  her  unfailingly  toward  her  goal, 
regardless  whether  that  goal  would  be  the  religious  life  or 
marriage.  ]  j 

One  more  area  in  which  the  love  of  restraint  is  important,;, 
even  though  of  necessity  it  must  be  imperfect  and  consist  chief- 
ly of  volitional  love,  is  in  the  relationship  of  so  many  young  f 
Religious  nowadays.   Having  heard  and  read  so  much  about  theli 
need  to  love  and  be  loved  they  attempt  to  force  those  feelings] ^ 
within  themselves  and  for  each  other,  instead  of  waiting  pa-  ^ 
tiently  until  they  receive  the  gift  of  love  from  one  who  already 
possesses  this  mature  love  himself.    They  will  find  comfort  in 
the  realization  that  one  can  mature  in  the  sorrow  of  not  possess-  ■ 
ing  what  one  desires,  provided  one  keeps  the  desire  and  hope 
alive,  instead  of  repressing  it. 

Lastly,  we  may  ask  the  question  how  one  recognizes  this  ma- 
ture human  love,  other  than  by  its  ill  effects  when  it  is  absent, 
as  for  example  in  the  frustration  neurotic?  Mature  human  loveij 
has  the  following  qualities :  | 

It  is  unselfish.    In  true  love  man  recognizes  the  good  of  thsji 
other  as  at  least  equal  to  his  own,  and  he  will  want  for  the  other 
what  he  wants  for  himself.    The  good  of  the  other  in  itself, 
independent  from  his  own  subjective  feelings,  will  determine  hisj^ 
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behavior.    It  is  the  hallmark  of  the  love  of  restraint  for  this 
form  of  love  is  purely  unselfish  serving. 

Second,  it  is  open  to  and  receptive  of  the  other,  it  is  prepared 
to  be  for  the  other.  By  receiving  the  other  in  love  I  support  and 
supplement  the  other,  and  I  affirm  him  in  his  being.  The  chief 
condition  for  this  openness  is  that  I  accept  the  other  in  his 
otherness,  and  do  not  try  to  remake  him  in  my  image.  Too  often 
we  turn  away  from  the  other,  because  we  will  not  forgive  him 
his  otherness. 

Thirdly,  true  human  love  is  tender  and  mild  when  confronted 
with  the  other's  insufficiency  and  inadequacy.  For  this  it  is 
necessary  that  I  do  not  measure  the  other  in  a  cold  and  calculat- 
ing fashion,  but  that  I  allow  my  feelings  of  love  for  him  and  my 
desire  for  an  ever  growing  union  with  him  to  sense  his  suffer- 
ings and  his  needs.  This  will  awaken  in  me  the  tenderness  of 
compassion,  of  suffering  with  him,  accepting  at  the  same  time 
his  good  intentions  and  the  limitations  of  his  being  with  under- 
standing mildness.  Then,  in  my  tender  love  the  other  will  feel 
safe  and  dare  to  entrust  himself  to  me. 

Finally,  true  human  love  is  simple,  and  devoid  of  self-conceit 
and  pride,  for  the  recognition  of  the  other's  good  as  at  least 
'equal  to  my  own  makes  me  modest.

A  LETTER  FROM  THE  PROVINCIAL 

Provincialate 
Pittsburgh,  Pa. 
December,  1965 

My  dear  Confreres, 

This  has  been  quite  a  year  of  jubilees,  as  you  will  see  else- 
where in  the  current  issue  of  Our  Province,  and  it  appears  that 
1966  will  continue  the  pattern.  On  January  11,  the  mission  of 
Hato  Rey  will  celebrate  its  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary. 

That  observance  has  special  significance  for  all  of  us.  Only  a 
quarter  of  a  century  has  passed  since  Hato  Key's  foundation,  yet 
it  can  boast  of  a  more  pretentious  parish  plant  than  anything 
we  have  in  the  States.  That  in  itself  might  be  dismissed  as  a 
mere  material  achievement  if  it  were  not  also  the  manifestation 
of  an  equally  dramatic  spiritual  growth  among  the  people  it 
serves.  The  real  signifiance,  however,  lies  not  so  much  in  these 
marvellous  accomplishments  as  in  the  way  countless  difficulties 
were  met  and  surmounted  in  the  course  of  their  realization. 

Our  Fathers  went  to  Puerto  Rico  in  the  depth  of  the  Great 
Depression.  They  cheerfully  put  up  with  incredible  hardships 
and  poverty.  In  fact,  things  were  so  tight  that,  when  they  came 
back  after  some  years  for  their  first  vacation,  they  had  to  remain 
in  New  York  and  do  ministry  for  awhile  in  order  to  pay  the  rest 
of  their  way  home.  On  the  island  itself,  they  lived  a  downright 
Spartan  life,  making  do  with  whatever  food,  clothing,  and  build- 
ing materials  they  could  obtain  on  a  microscopic  budget.  Mean- 
while, they  faced  the  daily  heartbreak  of  religious  indifference 
and  widespread  anticlericalism. 

For  the  most  part,  such  sufferings  are  a  thing  of  the  past 
now.  There  is  still  poverty,  indifference,  and  anticlericalism,  God 
knows,  but  not  nearly  to  the  degree  encountered  by  our  pioneers. 
They  and  their  successors  have  wrought  extraordinary  changes 
in  Puerto  Rico  since  1930.  Nor  is  theirs  an  isolated  instance  of 
splendid  results  wrung  from  wretched  beginnings.  The  same 
glorious  story  is  repeated  again  and  again  in  Africa  and  in  our 
own  Southland.  There  too,  confreres  went  into  the  field  with 
little  or  nothing  and  the  reapers  came  forth  bearing  their 
sheaves  in  gladness. 

Herein  lies  my  point.  We  are  rather  prone  these  days  to 
deprecate  the  past.  A  false  concept  of  aggiornamento  all  too 
often  generates  disdain  for  the  less  sophisticated  souls  who  have 
gone  before  us.  That  is  why  it  takes  a  celebration  like  Hato 
Key's  to  drive  home  the  salutary  realization  that  "there  were 
giants  on  the  earth  in  those  days."  They  may  not  have  displayed 
their  zeal  in  flamboyant  fashion  or  oaraded  their  erudition  for 
all  the  world  to  see  but  they  did  work  and  they  did  sacrifice  and 


they  did  produce.  It  ill  behooves  any  of  us  to  adopt  a  patronizing 
attitude  toward  our  predecessors  or  belittle  their  record  in  the 
apostolate  until  we  ourselves  have  outstripped  those  predeces- 
sors and  surpassed  their  record.  Till  then,  humility  and  respect 
are  very  much  in  order.  After  all,  the  final  criterion  still  is:  "By 
their  fruits  you  shall  know  them."  It  is  a  sobering  experience  to 
weigh  our  fruits  against  theirs.

FATHER  FRANCIS  X.  WILLIAMS— GOLDEN  JUBILARIAN 

To  commemorate  the  golden  anniversary  of  Father  Francis  X. 
Williams'  ordination,  53  priests  were  present  at  a  dinner  held 
in  his  honor  at  Cornwells.  It  followed  a  Mass  of  Thanksgiving 
offered  by  Father  Williams. 

The  sermon  preached  by  Father  Provincial  follows : 


Prov.  27:18  "He  who  tends  a  fig-tree  eats  of  its  fruit." 

This  simple  oriental  aphorism  has  many  echoes  in  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments.  Elsewhere,  the  theme  recurs  in  the 
parable  of  the  talents  and  in  the  many  variants  of:  "As  you; 
sow,  so  shall  you  reap."  The  emphasis  here,  however,  is  on 
tending.  Life  and  its  concomitant  gifts  constitutes  a  solemn, 
trust.  All  that  we  have,  we  have  received.  All  that  we  are,  we 
have  been  given.  Our  function,  our  obligation,  is  to  tend  those 
assets  and  trade  with  those  talents  till  the  Master  comes  for 
His  final  reckoning.  A  man's  life,  therefore,  is  meritorious  and 
admirable  in  proportion  to  the  way  he  tends  those  capital  re- 
sources of  body  and  soul  which  nature  and  nature's  God  con- 
ferred on  him  at  the  outset. 

Today,  in  an  atmosphere  of  jubilation,  we  have  assembled  to 
rejoice  with  Father  Francis  X.  Williams,  a  man  who,  having 
completed  a  half-century  of  service  as  a  priest  of  God,  is  an 
outstanding  example  of  careful  stewardship.  He  entered  the 
world  endowed  with  physical  vigor,  a  resounding  voice,  a 
musical  ear,  a  social  bent,  a  religious  nature,  a  linguistic  sense,  i 
and  a  fund  of  good  humor.  These  are  the  roots  and  branches  i 
of  the  fig-tree  he  has  tended  so  long  and  so  well.  Let  us  survey, 
them  briefly,  one  by  one. 


I  have  said  that  he  came  upon  life's  scene  endowed  with 
physical  vi^'or.  Those  of  us  who  knew  him  in  his  halcyon  days 
will  recall  the  brimming  vitality  that  radiated  from  his  tall 
broad  frame,  quickening  an  otherwise  ponderous  step  and  find- 
ing its  ultimate  expression  in  the  rakish  angle  of  his  ever- 
present  biretta.  Some,  even  as  I,  will  remember  the  might  of 
his  strong  right  arm  as  it  swiftly  brought  down  the  corrective 
rod  over  our  incorrigible  hands.  Others  still  marvel  to  this  day 
at  the  power  and  deadly  accuracy  he  demonstrated  in  the  hand- 
ball courts.  That  he  carefully  husbanded  his  corporal  assets  is 
abundantly  evident  from  the  blessed  longevity  which  has  pre- 
served him  hale  and  hearty  for  this  glorious  day.  In  tending 
this  great  tap-root  of  the  fig-tree,  it  must  be  admitted,  he  had 
the  assistance  of  able  specialists  whose  expert  therapy  pro- 
tected him  from  stem  to  stern,  but  they  will  be  the  first  to 
vouch  for  his  perfect  cooperation. 

Still  in  the  realm  of  the  physical,  his  next  great  gift  of  nature 
was  a  resonant  baritone  voice.  How  well  he  developed  and  ex- 
ploited its  potential  will  be  attested  to  by  the  seminarians  of 
yesteryear  who  quailed  before  its  thunder  in  these  very  halls, 
by  the  students  at  Duquesne  who  froze  in  their  tracks  when 
it  rolled  down  the  stairways  of  Old  Main,  by  the  silent  crowds 
who  filled  the  churches  where  he  preached,  and  by  all  sleepy 
scholars  who  woke  from  their  dozing  at  its  terrifying  roar. 

Alone  it  would  have  served  him  admirably  for  oratorical, 
pedagogical,  and  disciplinary  purposes,  but  coupled  with  the 
added  resource  of  a  musical  ear,  it  made  him  a  sought-after 
singer  as  well.  That  ear,  amply  cultivated  by  early  instruction, 
enhanced  his  vocal  prowess  by  a  respectable  proficiency  on  three 
instruments:  the  piano,  the  organ,  and  the  cello.  These  endow- 
ments and  accomplishments,  like  all  the  rest,  he  consistently 
nurtured  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  benefit  of  his  fellowmen. 

Those  fellowmen  have  always  been  particularly  dear  to  him. 
That  is  why  I  listed  among  his  capital  assets  a  social  bent  of 
character.  If  there  is  any  one  branch  of  his  personal  fig-tree 
that  he  has  tended  with  special  solicitude,  it  is  this  love  of 
being  with  others.  Had  he  remained  in  the  world  he  might  have 
been  merely  gregarious,  but  as  a  religious  dedicated  to  com- 
munity life  he  found  it  easily  possible  to  bring  this  quality  to 
full  flowering  on  a  spiritualized  level.  Many  years  ago,  he 
pounded  into  our  adolescent  and  somewhat  uncomprehending 
skulls  the  cryptic  Latin  adage:  "Vae  soli;  nunquam  duo;  semper 
tres."  We  may  not  have  seen  beyond  the  mere  numerical  units 
at  the  time,  but  for  him  three  was  a  crowd  and  a  crowd  was 
always  good.  Those  who  have  lived  with  him  will  readily  aver 
that  he  in  turn  was  always  good  for  a  crowd. 

The  next  great  entry  in  his  character  inventory  is  what  I 
have  rather  awkwardly  called  a  religious  nature.  One  would 
expect  a  priest  to  be  so  endowed.    In  Father  Williams'  case, 


however,  this  rehgious  cast  of  mind  takes  on  an  all-pervading 
and  almost  instinctive  form.  His  very  patterns  of  thought  and 
speech  are  redolent  of  faith  in  God  and  reverence  for  the  things 
of  God.  That  is  why  no  shadow  of  impropriety  ever  falls  across 
his  language.  That  is  why  he  demonstrates  unfailing  respect 
for  voung  and  old.  That  is  why  he  has  become  such  a  perfec- 
tionist in  the  conduct  of  the  liturgy.  That  is  why,  too,  in  the 
early  days  of  television  "westerns,"  he  amused  his  confreres  by 
distractedly  expressing  regret  that  so  many  outlaws  were  dying, 
without  the  last  rites  of  the  Church.  || 

Moving  on  in  the  catalogue  of  his  congenital  blessings,  w^e 
now  come  to  his  linguistic  abilities.  Secondary  school  saw  him 
firmly  grounded  in  the  classics.  Later,  he  built  on  this  founda- 
tion so  well  that  the  teaching  of  Latin  and  Greek  became  second 
nature  to  him.  It  is  in  this  field,  perhaps,  that  he  made  his 
greatest  contributions  to  the  Order  and  to  the  Church.  Few 
indeed  are  the  American  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  who  have  not  at 
one  time  or  another  explored  with  him  the  intricacies  of  Horace, 
the  amenities  of  Ovid,  the  theatrics  of  Cicero,  or  the  tactics  of 
Xenophon.  Their  cultural  debt  to  his  uncompromising  pedagogy 
defies  appreciation. 

Last  in  this  far  from  exhaustive  recital  of  his  personal  quali- 
ties, I  have  singled  out  his  sense  of  humor.  Though  the  human 
race  in  general  is  desperately  short  of  this  commodity,  and 
though  there  were  periods  in  our  youth  when  "the  day's  disaster 
in  his  morning  face"  led  us  to  think  otherwise.  Father  Williams 
possesses  it  in  such  abundance  that  he  can  laugh  at  himself 
more  than  at  others.  His  receptivity  to  leg-pulling  and  extrava- 
gant kidding  prompts  those  around  him  to  indulge  their  more 
mischievous  tendencies  at  every  opportunity.  He  has  so  de- 
veloped this  rollicking  joyousness  down  through  the  years  that 
his  very  presence  in  a  group  now  serves  as  a  happy  catalyst  for 
high  spirits  and  general  good  will. 

These  are  but  some  of  the  roots  and  branches  of  the  fig-tree 
that  Father  Williams  has  tended  so  long  and  so  well.  His  career 
amply  demonstrates  how  true  it  is  that  "he  who  tends  a  fig-tree 
eats  of  its  fruit."  Down  through  the  years  he  has  enjoyed  its 
delights.  Today  it  should  be  particularly  sweet.  Three  quarters 
of  a  century  ago  a  stout  seedling  was  given  him  in  trust  by  a 
kindly  Providence.  Fifty  years  ago  he  transplanted  it  to  the 
special  eminence  of  the  priesthood.  Through  the  decades  everi 
since  he  cultivated  it  devoutly  toward  a  multiple  end :  the  glory  ' 
of  God,  his  own  sanctification,  and  the  salvation  of  others.  With 
his  conscientious  tending  it  has  grown  into  a  magnificent  speci- 
men and  borne  abundant  fruit.  No  wonder  it  is  our  earnest 
prayer  this  day  that  it  may  long  flourish  among  us,  giving  him 
joy  and  providing  the  rest  of  us  with  salutary  inspiration. 
Father  Williams,  ad  multos  annos ! 


FATHER  TIMOTHY  MURPHY 
1891  - 1965 

Father  Timothy  Murphy  died  in  Opelousas  General  Hospital 
after  an  illness  of  two  weeks.  Celebrant  of  the  Requiem  Mass 
for  Father  Murphy  was  Very  Reverend  Francis  Trotter,  Vice- 
Provincial  of  the  Western  Province.  Bishop  Warren  L. 
Boudreaux  of  New  Orleans  preached  the  sermon,  which  follows: 

The  real  heroes  of  the  world,  for  the  Church  and  God,  are 
the  Father  Tim  Murphys.  He  never  got  on  television  or  made 
any  headlines,  but  in  a  time  many  years  before  it  was  a  popular 
cause,  he  gave  his  life  for  the  Negroes. 

Father  Tim  was  a  gentleman,  a  priestly  priest,  a  man  of 
principle  and  trusting  friend,  most  eager  to  help,  patient  and 
very  willing  to  listen,  especially  joyous  among  his  confreres, 
ever  anxious  for  the  welfare  and  growth  of  his  religious  con- 
gregation, firm  and  kind  in  directing  souls.  His  promises  to 
God  were  manifestly  unchangeable.  He  gave  himself  completely 
to  the  service  of  God,  never  seeking  personal  favor  from  his 
religious  family  nor  demanding  of  it  any  return.  "Unless  you 
become  as  little  children  .  .  ."  To  a  remarkable  degree,  he 
was  a  wholesome,  reverent,  living  example  of  the  virtue  of 
simplicity.  For  that  highly  esteemed  note,  let  not  the  brevity 
herein  be  judged  an  unpardonable  sketch  of  a  really  wonderful 
man  of  God. 

His  first  assignment  was  to  Cornwells  where  his  zealous 
affection  for  the  priestly  aspirants  promptly  made  its  indelible 
mark.  One  Spiritan  spells  out  his  gem  of  reference  in  fond 
recollection.  He  recalls  his  days  in  Cornwells  ".  .  .  doing  my 
best  in  a  great  place,  where  Father  Callahan  accepted  me  and 
Father  Murphy  kept  me." 

After  three  years  of  teaching.  Father  Tim  went  on  to  St. 
Peter  Claver's,  Philadelphia,  and  three  years  later  packed  and 
boarded  for  Helena,  Arkansas,  to  take  on  a  difficult  work  as 
indeed  this  one  was  known  to  be  whether  it  was  considered  from 
a  material,  spiritual,  or  social  viewpoint.  Suffice  to  observe  here 
that  only  recently  this  mission  for  the  Colored  was  reasonably 
shelved  as  inoperable.  Our  grand  old  friend  spent  five  lonely 
years  in  Helena  seeking  converts  and  faithfully  caring  for  the 
few  Catholics  on  record ;  his  successors  alone  can  appreciate  his 
relentless  efforts.  Similar  work  and  a  near  comparable  picture 
awaited  him  in  Oklahoma  City,  then  on  to  Detroit  which  was 
much  the  same,  and  yet  another  in  Pittsburgh.  Let  us  sincerely 
doubt  that  anyone  ever  heard  Father  Tim  refer  to  his  various 
works  as  burdensome  or  severe.  Some  of  us  visited ;  we  had  a 
look-see,  as  it  were.  That  is  why  we  admire  his  true  missionary 
spirit  and  particularly  so  in  these  our  days  of  precarious  debate. 

Father  Tim  was  amazed,  quite  naturally,  at  the  size  of  St. 
Paul's  parish,  Lafayette,  in  May,  1952,  when  he  watched  the 


inspiring  numbers  of  parishioners  crowding  the  church  each 
Mass,  his  first  Sunday  as  pastor.  For  twelve  years,  he  returned 
them  truly  edifying  service.  His  good  pleasure  at  the  sight  of 
his  new  assignment  was  further  and  deeply  felt  in  meeting  with 
his  assistant  priests  whose  affable  dispositions  were  so  much 
like  his  own.  Their  interest  and  initiative  projected  clearly  in 
constant  activity  and  brought  him  unknown  comfort  and  great 
joy.  In  due  time,  he  was  able  to  replace  the  old  frame  school 
with  a  brownish-red  brick  structure  of  fourteen  classrooms  and 
a  small  gymnasium-cafeteria  building  of  the  same  sturdy 
material,  erecting  new  units  on  the  large  tract  of  land  adjacent 
to  the  convent  which  for  several  years  had  been  two  city  squares 
from  the  rest  of  the  parish  property.  A  full  plan  will  materialize 
when  all  the  units  will  occupy  the  more  spacious  lot  beside  the 
new  school.  Father  Tim  tried  desperately  to  sell  the  original 
site  hoping  to  realize  a  generous  price  and  to  use  some  of  it  to 
lessen  the  debt.  Though  no  offer  met  his  satisfaction,  yet  he 
bravely  took  on  an  added  $20,000.00  expenditure  in  renovating 
and  enlarging  the  convent. 

For  years  he  tread  the  rough  roads.  He  was  now  73  years  of 
age  and  a  bit  of  weariness  was  beginning  to  show.  His  arthritic- 
plagued  fingers  caused  him  to  be  somewhat  overly  cautious  at 
the  Communion  Rail.  The  same  weak  grasp  made  handwriting 
a  troublesome  task  and  as  for  fastening  his  collar,  well,  that 
was  just  an  impossible  operation.  There  was  also  the  serious 
eye  condition  that  kind  of  worried  our  grand  old  man.  The  one 
eye  had  a  slight  cataract ;  the  other  was  almost  useless  from 
glaucoma.  How  strikingly  pathetic  he  looked  half  embracing 
the  missal  at  the  altar!  With  what  little  sight  left,  he  worked 
daily  and  through  the  breviary  too  and  it  was  at  this  very  sacro- 
sanct hour  that  he  appeared  as  serenity  personified  in  dignity, 
joy,  and  reverence.  Many  were  the  evenings  when  he  would 
speak  of  vivid  and  vital  impressions  he  came  upon  during  his 
spiritual  reading.  He  read  as  often  as  priceless  time  allowed 
and  desperately  so  from  a  well  founded  fear  that  he  might  lose 
sight  completely  before  any  definite,  physical  sign  of  sickness- 
unto-death  would  show  itself.  He  was  preparing  for  comforting 
hours  when  day  would  show  itself  as  half  the  night.  And  when 
the  books  were  closed,  the  beads  were  begun. 

It  is  no  wonder  then  —  for  the  good  of  the  work  and  nothing 
short  of  it  —  that  Father  Tim  spoke  to  Father  Provincial  about 
being  relieved  of  the  pastoral  capacity  which  might  now  be  put 
into  younger  and  hardier  hands  to  finish  the  job.  That  he  was 
to  remain  in  the  same  territory  was  not  only  appreciated  by 
him  but  applauded  by  all  the  confreres  because  Fr.  Tim  was  the 
type  that  no  one  wanted  to  see  go  miles  away. 

Semi-retirement  read  the  file  tab  but  assistant  pastor  was  his 
new  label  when  he  came  to  Holy  Ghost  Church,  Opelousas.  The 
second  day  in  his  new  work  and  not  yet  completely  unpacked,  he 
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took  the  anticipated  ten  baptisms  as  his  share  of  the  unusually 
filled  schedule  of  that  Saturday  morning.  He  was  ready  always 
for  office  calls,  instructions,  catechism  classes,  confessions  and 
bination  in  the  masses. 

Besides  reading,  did  he  relax  otherwise?  Yes,  his  favorite 
moment  was  returning  to  St.  Paul's  to  be  one  of  the  many  con- 
freres attending  the  weekly  Fish-fry.  He  had  inherited  this 
timely  open-door  social  from  his  predecessor,  Father  Joe  Loner- 
gan,  and  was  delighted  at  the  opportunity  to  be  host  to  the 
many  Holy  Ghosters  who  literally  encircle  the  Hub  City  of 
Lafayette.  Knick-knacks  and  all  the  rest  were  always  orderly 
laid  out  long  before  the  first  visitor  arrived.  He  wanted  all  to 
know  they  were  welcome  and  he  was  always  waiting  to  make 
it  so.  For  his  own  good  reason  then,  he  would  want  to  go  back, 
capture  his  old  chair  of  12-years  reign,  momentarily  startle  a 
young  man  or  two  with  the  hint  of  a  likely  rumor,  listen  and 
laugh,  and  love  his  cigar. 

He  is  indeed  sadly  missed,  particularly  by  us,  the  Louisiana 
confreres,  to  whom  his  humble  self  never  thought  his  exceeding 
kindness  would  bequeath  a  precious,  holy,  and  happy  memory. 
In  the  entire  Lafayette  diocese,  his  name  will  be  likewise  revered 
in  grateful  breath.  The  editor  of  the  diocesan  paper  set  the 
tone  in  his  REQUIEM  FOR  A  PRIEST:  "Father  Murphy  served 
long  and  well ;  he  fought  the  good  fight ;  he  loved  the  priest- 
hood —  and  his  was  the  idea  of  seminary  burses  appearing  on 
our  editorial  page  which  has  brought  the  diocese  $60,000.00 
for  the  training  of  future  priests ;  he  will  be  missed ;  we  mourn 
his  passing." 

Father  Tim  left  a  chalice  —  and  there  was  extremely  little 
else.  He  had  received  this  gift  from  some  twenty-five  "alumni" 
of  Holy  Redeemer  Youth  Club  in  Philadelphia,  his  native  city. 
The  club  celebrated  its  Golden  Anniversary  a  few  years  ago  and 
honored  its  noble  member,  Timothy  A.  Murphy. 

Father  Tim  Murphy  was  a  tender  sight  of  sheer  helplessness 
as  he  lay  m  the  hospital  bed  on  this  past  Labor  Day  afternoon, 
but  his  faint  and  gentle  smile  and  soft  voice  assured  us  of  in- 
finite hopefulness  for  the  humble  and  modest,  the  mild  and  the 
truly  meek :  "Thanks  for  everything.  I'm  not  afraid ;  I  feel  that 
I  m  ready." 

Ready !  Wasn't  he,  always. 


LATIN  REMAINS  OFFICIAL  LANGUAGE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

Following  is  a  letter  received  from  the  Office  of  The  Sacred 
Congregation  of  the  Affairs  of  Religious.  Father  Provincial  has 
requested  that  we  pubHsh  it  in  this  issue  of  OUR  PROVINCE. 

Dear  Very  Reverend  Father, 

Reports  have  reached  this  Sacred  Congregation  that  a  move- 
ment is  under  way  in  some  Seminaries  of  Clerical  Religious 
Institutes  in  the  United  States  to  remove  the  study  of  Latin 
from  the  curriculum. 

In  this  regard,  I  think  it  well  to  point  out  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Apostolic  Constitution  "Sedes  Sapientiae"  of  May  31, 
1956  (AAS.  48— 1956— pp.  354-365)  to  the  effect  that  the  use 
of  Latin  is  obligatory  for  all  Religious  who  aspire  to  the  Priest- 
hood, are  still  completely  in  force. 

I  am  able  to  communicate,  also,  that  His  Eminence,  the 
Cardinal  Secretary  of  State  of  His  Holiness,  has  written  the 
following,  in  a  letter  dated  January  26,  1965,  in  reference  to 
certain  unwarranted  interpretations  of  the  recent  liturgical 
reforms:  "The  Holy  Father  has  deigned  to  make  known  his 
attitude  in  this  regard,  in  the  sense  that  the  introduction  of 
the  national  languages  in  the  Sacred  Liturgy  must  not  in  any 
way  prejudice  the  study  of  Latin,  which  remains  the  official 
language  of  the  Church.  The  liturgical  reforms  should  be  held 
in  high  regard  for  the  important  pastoral  objectives  which  they 
are  intended  to  achieve.  But  the  teaching  of  Latin  in  the 
Seminaries  must  not  be  neglected,  for  as  has  been  pointed  out 
anew  in  recent  documents  of  the  Holy  See,  it  is  not  only  just 
as  important  as  it  was  before,  but  it  is  even  more  so  now,  for 
the  truly  adequate  formation  of  aspirants  to  the  Priesthood. 

"It  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  the  period  of  time  required 
for  a  deep  knowledge  of  the  language  be  given  to  the  study  of 
Latin;  in  the  delicate  period  of  transformation  and  readjust- 
ment through  which  we  are  passing,  careful  vigilance  is  im- 
perative to  overcome  attacks  and  contradictions. 

I  ask  Your  Reverence  to  bring  the  foregoing  to  the  attention 
of  the  Major  Religious  Superiors  of  Clerical  Institutes  of  the 
United  States,  reminding  them  of  their  obligation  to  adhere  to 
the  above  prescriptions  concerning  the  study  of  Latin  which 
have  been  formally  sanctioned  by  the  authority  of  the  Holy 
Father." 

Thanking  you  for  your  kind  cooperation  and  awaiting  the 
assurance  that  the  above-mentioned  norms  will  be  properly 
observed,  I  remain,  with  every  sincere  good  wish.

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RE-ORIENTATION  OF  BROTHERS  IN  TANZANIA 

The  timely  article  which  appears  below  is  quoted  from  the 
NEWS  BULLETIN,  Cathohc  Secretariat,  Tanzania  Episcopal 
Conference. 

No,  there  are  not  many  Tanzanian  brothers.  After  100  years 
of  mission  work  the  Catholic  Church  in  Tanzania  is  a  well  de- 
veloped and  strong  organization  with  2  million  members,  331 
African  priests  and  1,130  African  sisters;  but  there  are  not 
more  than  95  brothers. 

Something  has  gone  wrong  with  the  recruitment  and  training 
of  the  Tanzanian  brothers  right  from  the  ^beginning.  It  seems 
that  the  great  shortage  of  priests  induced  the  missionaries  to 
advise  boys  and  young  men  who  showed  themselves  suitable 
for  religious  life  to  go  to  the  seminary  and  that  little  attention 
was  given  to  brother  vocations. 

It  is  also  said  that  the  pioneers  who  accepted  and  trained  the 
first  Tanzanian  brothers  were  not  exacting  enough.  Candidates 
were  accepted  because  they  were  well  behaving  pious  young 
men,  but  no  education  was  demanded;  the  formation  they 
received  on  their  way  to  their  profession  was  shallow  and  the 
work  they  were  asked  to  do  was  so  simple  that  people  started 
considering  them  as  the  servants  of  the  priests.  It  is  under- 
standable that,  after  the  Tanzanian  brothers  had  got  this  repu- 
tation, very  few  young  men  felt  inclined  to  join  them. 

Much  has  been  done,  especially  during  the  past  ten  years  to 
improve  the  standard  of  the  Tanzanian  brothers  and  the  good 
results  are  forthcoming.  The  Capuchins  for  example,  who  select 
their  candidates  carefully  and  give  them  a  thorough  spiritual 
and  technical  training,  have  some  14  Tanzanians  in  their 
postolate  and  noviciate,  while  the  number  of  their  professed 
Tanzanian  brothers  is  12. 

The  Moshi  experiment 

Of  importance  is  the  experiment  which  is  now  taking  place 
in  the  Diocese  of  Moshi.  Under  the  direction  of  Father  James  A. 
Marron,  C.S.  Sp.,  the  brothers  of  the  Diocesan  "Kongregasio  ya 
Moyo  Immakulata  wa  Maria"  (The  Congregation  of  the  Im- 
maculate Heart  of  Mary)  was  reorientated.  From  farmers  and 
builders  they  become  catechists  and  clerks. 

Father  Marron,  who  is  63  years  of  age,  has  been  in  Tanzania 
from  1928.  He  was  at  the  staff  of  the  Teacher  Training  Centre 
at  Moshi  for  the  first  6  years,  worked  in  the  parish  of  Rombo 
from  1934  until  1955  and  in  the  parish  of  Kilema  from  1957 
until  the  end  of  1958  when  he  was  appointed  novice  master  to 
the  Diocesan  brothers  congregation.  This  congregation  was 
formally  erected  with  noviciate  and  first  profession  by  the 
Right  Reverend  J.  Byrne,  C.S.Sp.,  Bishop  of  Moshi  (1933-1959) 
and  Brother  Amandus,  C.S.Sp.  in  1948.    When  Father  Marron 
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became  novice  master  the  congregation  numbered  20  professed 
brothers,  7  novices  and  9  postulants. 

Speaking  about  the  re-orientation  of  the  congregation  Father 
Marron  said :  "Formerly  many  of  our  brothers  were  engaged  in 
manual  work  but  from  now  onward  they  will  be  trained  for 
catechetical  and  clerical  work  mainly.  In  the  present  conditions 
this  seems  to  be  the  best  policy.  On  one  hand  we  have  not  got 
the  personnel  to  give  our  brothers  a  decent  technical  training, 
on  the  other  hand  our  priests  are  badly  in  need  of  assistants  to 
give  religious  instruction  and  to  help  with  the  parish  administra- 
tion. Ten  of  our  brothers  are  following  a  course  at  the  senior 
seminary  of  Kibosho  adapted  to  the  modern  requirements  of 
the  apostolate." 

Not  superfluous 

Asked  what  was  done  with  the  brothers  who  had  already 
joined  the  congregation  and  are  not  fitted  by  nature  for  teach- 
ing and  administration  Father  Marron  answered:  "We  have 
given  them  the  freedom  to  join  other  religious  congregations  or 
orders  or  to  continue  to  work  in  our  own  congregation  in  the 
way  they  are  used  to.  Seven  of  them  have  already  been  accepted 
by  the  Capuchins.  Those  who  prefer  to  stay  with  us  are  not 
superfluous.  All  of  them  are  doing  useful  work,  by  helping  in 
building  churches  and  presbyteries  and  by  supervising  the 
cultivation  of  our  parish  cofi'ee-plantations." 

Because  of  the  re-orientation  of  the  congregation  the  number 
of  its  professed  brothers  is  only  19  at  the  moment.  On  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Bishop  of  Moshi,  the  Right  Reverend  Joseph  Kila- 
sara,  C.S.Sp.,  Father  Marron  has  not  recruited  any  new  candi- 
dates recently.  "The  reorganization  of  the  congregation  will 
take  some  time,"  Father  Marron  explained.  "But  I  am  confident 
that  it  will  succeed  in  its  new  form.  Young  men  who  will  enter 
will  know  that  they  are  not  floating  somewhere  in  between  re- 
ligious life  and  the  status  of  lay  person.  They  will  not  feel  them- 
selves the  cassocked  employees  of  the  clergy.  We  shall  empha- 
size that  they  will  be  full-grown  members  of  a  religious  con- 
gregation and  co-operators  of  the  priests." 
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COMMUNITY  NEWS 

FERNDALE: 

There  are  eleven  scholastics  studying  theology  at  Ferndale 
this  year.  Father  Provincial  requested  the  European  provincials 
to  send  some  of  their  men  to  study  at  Ferndale  but  received 
no  response.  Bishop  Curtis  sent  five  of  his  clerics  to  study 
here  for  the  diocese  of  Bridgeport.  Recently,  we  participated  in 
the  Diocesan  Interracial  Program  held  at  Sacred  Heart  Uni- 
versity in  Bridgeport.  Father  Clarence  Rivers  led  the  con- 
gregation in  the  singing  and  stayed  overnight  at  Ferndale. 
Father  Carl  Scheider  and  Father  Thomas  Kiernan  are  now  in 
Rome  pursuing  further  studies  in  theology  and  philosophy  at 
the  Gregorian  University.  Libermann  Hall,  built  by  Father 
Daniel  Conklin,  is  now  being  used  by  the  scholastics  for  recrea- 
tion. A  television  room,  lounge,  music  room  and  gym  area  are 
available  for  use.  Under  the  coordination  and  inspiration  of 
Father  Leonard  Tuozzolo,  the  scholastics'  annual  retreat  was 
conducted  by  the  Better  World  Organization,  a  papal  approved 
movement  of  priests  and  religious  dedicated  to  the  giving  of 
retreats  which  stress  the  themes  of  unity,  peace,  personal  re- 
newal and  collective  responsibility.  A  sociology  program  has 
been  inaugurated  under  the  guidance  of  Father  van  der  Poel 
which  consists  of  lectures  from  an  accredited  sociologist  twice 
a  month  and  the  opportunity  for  some  practical  experience  in 
cooperation  with  the  Diocesan  Catholic  Charities.  Father  Puhl 
is  giving  a  series  of  lectures  to  the  Mission  Club  on  the  "Mystery 
of  the  Church"  based  on  the  Vatican  H  Constitution  "De 
Ecclesia". 

The  novices  were  here  for  a  day  of  visiting,  sports  and 
relaxation.  The  Ferndale  "All-Stars"  beat  the  novices  in  soft- 
ball  and  basketball.  The  novices  challenged  us  to  a  football 
game  at  Thanksgiving.  We  all  enjoyed  the  conviviality  and 
comradeship  of  their  visit.  The  Community  celebrated  Brother 
Cantius'  Fiftieth  Anniversary  with  a  Solemn  Mass  in  the  after- 
noon, followed  by  a  Social  Hour,  then  dinner.  Priests  from  New 
Canaan  and  Ridgefield,  along  with  our  Brothers  from  Ridge- 
field,  joined  us  on  this  happy  occasion. 

Final  arrangements  were  worked  out  with  city  officials  to 
provide  Ferndale  with  city  water  rather  than  depending  on  our 
unpredictable  wells. 

Father  Wright  arranged  for  the  guidance  counselors  in  public 
high  schools  throughout  this  area  to  come  to  Ferndale  for  a 
dinner  and  meeting.  The  purpose  is  to  point  out  how  they  may 
direct  young  men,  interested  in  becoming  a  religious,  to  look  into 
the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers. 

CORNWELLS: 

A  solemn  Mass  of  Thanksgiving  was  celebrated  by  Father 
Francis  X.  Williams,  on  the  occasion  of  his  fiftieth  anniversary 


of  his  ordination  at  five  o'clock  in  the  evening  in  our  refurbished 
chapel.  Father  Brown  was  deacon  and  Father  Curtin  was  sub- 
deacon.  Very  Reverend  Father  Provincial  preached  the  sermon. 
The  seminarians  under  the  direction  of  Father  Kettl  rendered 
the  music. 

A  catered  banquet  followed  at  which  Father  Curtin  was  the 
toastmaster.  Father  Brannigan  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  confreres 
and  Father  William  B.  Flynn,  pastor  of  St.  Charles  Church  in 
Cornwells  Heights  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  diocesan  clergy.  Aboutj 
sixty  priests,  both  confreres  and  diocesan  friends  attended. 

Another  school  year  is  well  under  way  with  a  record  enroll 
ment  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  students.  Two  successfi 
faculty-parent  meetings  have  been  held  at  which  the  parents 
were  addressed  by  the  headmaster,  Father  Marshall  and  th< 
rector,  Father  O'Rourke.

PITTSBURGH: 
Duquesne  University 

Personnel  changes  were  announced  recently  in  top  administra- 
tive positions.  Father  Joseph  Lauritis,  vice-president  for  uni- 
versity relations,  has  been  promoted  to  the  position  of  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  In  addition  to  his  new  job, 
Father  Lauritis  will  continue  to  serve  as  Secretary  on  the  Uni- 
versity's Board  of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee.  Father 
Joseph  Healy  is  the  newly  appointed  University  Chaplain.  Also, 
recently  announced  by  Father  McAnulty  was  the  administrative 
appointment  of  Father  Stephen  Lasko  as  assistant  to  Father 
Edmund  Supple,  academic  vice-president. 

Sounds  of  construction  echo  up  and  down  the  streets  of  the 
Bluff  as  new  buildings  take  shape  and  existing  structures  are 
rehabilitated  to  fill  their  own  role  in  the  University's  plans  for 
the  future.  One  of  these  existing  structures  presently  in  the 
hands  of  reconstruction  workers  is  the  former  U.S.  Post  Office 
garage  located  on  the  corner  of  Locust  and  Magee  Streets.  This 
huge  building,  attractive  as  well  as  exceptionally  sturdy,  is  being 
prepared  for  the  Music  School.  Soon  the  whine  of  power  saws 
and  the  crack  of  air  hammers  that  now  sing  through  the 
vacated  building  will  be  replaced  by  the  soft  flowing  strains  of 
violins  and  the  smooth  melodic  tones  of  clarinets  drifting 
through  the  red  brick  structure  to  the  ears  of  passersby  below. 
Completion  of  the  work  tentatively  set  for  December  will  in 
part  determine  when  construction  will  begin  on  the  proposed 
Science  Center.  The  present  location  of  the  School  of  Music  is 
on  the  site  of  the  planned  Center. 

For  the  current  year,  the  University  is  serving  as  sub-regional 
area  center  for  African  seminars  of  the  Regional  Council  for 
International  Education.  Purpose  of  these  seminars  is  to  in- 
crease understanding  in  the  African  way  of  life  among  college 
and  university  teachers  in  the  area.  African  political,  economic 
and  cultural  life  are  being  examined  by  specialized  guest 
lecturers. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Ecumenical  spirit  at  Duquesne,  a  new 
course  which  may  serve  as  history  or  theology  elective  credits 
has  been  added  to  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  program  this 
Fall.  Entitled  the  "History  of  Eastern  Orthodox  Christianity," 
the  two-credit  course  is  being  taught  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hopko, 
pastor  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  Orthodox  Church  in  Warren, 
Ohio. 
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BAY  CITY: 

In  the  Centennial  celebration  of  Bay  City,  Saint  Joseph's] 
Church  and  Parish  figured  prominently  in  the  news  as  the] 
mother  parish  of  the  area.  Our  parish  was  founded  in  1850, 
The  present  church  is  the  third  building  in  the  history  of  the 
parish.  The  first  was  down  on  the  present  main  street;  the 
second  was  in  a  diff'erent  spot  on  the  present  property ;  and  the 
present  one  is  on  Third  Street. 

We  have  several  organizations  active  in  the  parish.  There 
is  a  regular  Holy  Name  Society,  as  well  as  Spanish  Holy  Name 
Society  for  our  many  Mexicans  who  have  difficulty  with  English. 
The  St.  Anne's  Society  is  very  active.  There  is  also  a  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul  Society  and  a  Vocation  Club.  One  of  the  most  active 
groups  we  have  is  the  Home  and  School  Association.  One  of 
their  most  important  "extracurricular"  activities  was  the  recent 
sponsoring  of  the  Boys'  Town  Choir  Concert.  Another  group 
which  does  a  tremendous  amount  of  good  work  in  a  very  quiet 
way  is  the  Legion  of  Mary.  The  high  school  also  has  several 
activities.  They  have  a  successful  athletic  program  sponsored 
by  our  enthusiastic  Parish  Athletic  Association  which  also  runs 
our  Village  Hall. 

In  addition  to  chaplaincies  and  other  responsibihties  in  con- 
nection with  our  parish  work,  the  Fathers  participate  in  the 
Bishop's  Commission  on  Human  Relations,  the  Bay  City  Human 
Relations  Commission,  the  NAACP,  the  Local  Action  Commit- 
tee of  the  Anti-Poverty  Program,  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Fire  and  Police  Chaplaincies,  Diocesan  Cemetery  Board,  occa- 
sional relief  periods  for  Father  James  Bradley  at  Mercy  Hospi- 
tal, and  other  occasional  functions,  one  of  these  being  our  sup- 
port in  the  recent  Interfaith  Religious  Census  of  the  whole  city. 
We  also  do  some  teaching  in  both  the  grade  and  high  schools, 
and  conduct  weekly  Adult  Inquiry  Class.  Each  Father  has  some 
convent  confessional  assignments,  and  frequently  we  are  called 
upon  to  help  with  confessions  in  other  churches. 

For  some  time  now  we  have  had  our  beautiful  new  liturgical 
altar  and  have  been  conducting  the  ceremonies  according  to 
the  new  liturgy.  We  have  four  High  Masses  each  day.  On 
Sundays,  we  have  six  parish  Masses  and  two  Masses  in  neighbor- 
ing parishes. 

Plans  are  practically  all  set  for  our  new  convent  which  will 
be  across  the  street  from  the  rectory.

On  the  plus  side,  service  to  the  people  is  the  motto  of  all  the 
parishes.  On  visitation,  we  find  the  confessional  used,  masses 
at  the  convenience  of  the  people,  progress  in  replacing  outmoded 
buildings  and  the  expansion  of  existing  facilities.  The  Fathers 
are  faithful  to  the  classroom,  the  office  calls  and  to  the  sick. 

Individual  initiative  has  resulted  in  the  spread  of  the  co-op 
movement  in  the  south,  the  establishment  of  better  Community 
Relations  through  Housing  Seminars  and  the  founding  of  Voca- 
tion Clubs  in  our  schools.  Another  is  writing  a  booklet  on  the 
Venerable  Libermann  and  the  application  of  his  teaching  in 
this  modern  time.  There  are  other  efforts  worthy  of  note  but 
space  does  not  permit  one  to  write  about  these  at  this  time.  The 
above  have  been  selected  so  that  the  spirit  of  the  Fathers  may 
be  understood  by  all. 

The  sunrise  of  the  future  is  found  in  the  eight  junior  scholas- 
tics, one  novice,  four  postulants  and  the  seven  that  bear  our 
markings  in  Bethel. 

Too  good  to  be  true  or  do  you  have  a  better  word  to  express 
your  feelings  about  the  above.  We  agree  because  the  problem 
side  gives  plenty  to  worry  about.  Permit  us  to  itemize  some  of 
them  for  you : 

Item  One:  The  age  old  difficulty  of  authority  and  its  dimen- 
sions. It  is  too  easy  to  dismiss  the  problem  as  a  case  of  dis- 
obedience when  we  view  the  entire  picture.  We  are  searching 
for  the  answer  and  with  the  help  of  God,  the  understanding 
and  patience  of  the  Confreres,  the  answer  will  be  found. 

Item  Two:  The  suffering  of  some  of  our  stations  in  the  south 
due  to  the  partial  withdrawal  of  local  white  help.  This  as  the 
result  of  the  racial  problem  in  that  particular  area. 

Item  Three:  The  proper  role  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Father  at  this 
history  turning  point  of  the  Negro  Revolution. 

Item  Four :  The  constant  paradox  of  the  length  of  the  tour  of 
duty  of  Pastors  and  Assistants  in  any  particular  station. 

Item  Five:  The  effort  to  find  the  means  to  put  us  on  a  solid 
financial  basis.  Let  us  cite  an  instance  of  the  spirit  of  the  dif- 
ferent communities  in  connection  with  this  problem  of  money. 
We  started  our  first  Burse  and  by  their  own  efforts  and  by  means 
of  their  Bination  Masses,  the  Fathers  contributed  over  four 
thousand  dollars. 

This  is  generalized  state  of  the  Province  message  it  is  as 
accurate  as  we  can  make  it.  In  the  future,  we  will  be  more 
specific.  But  let  one  thing  be  clear;  we  of  the  West  are  proud 
of  our  Province  and  with  God's  help  and  our  own  effort,  we 
face  the  future  confident  of  its  outcome.

School  enrollment  is  greater  than  last  year's  708,  even  though 
the  tuition  was  raised  in  September  to  provide  necessary  funds 
for  teacher  salary  increase.

LAFAYETTE: 

Poverty  Areas  Improve  In  Lafayette 

(Reprint  from  THE  REGISTER) 

Lafayette  —  The  office  of  Mayor  J.  Rayburn  Bertrand  told" 
the  Register  last  week  that  the  oft  publicized  Elementary 
Heights  which  includes  the  notorious  "Wine  Alley"  (Ancelet 
street)  is  now  a  part  of  the  city  and  will  gain  full  status  of 
incorporation  after  December  1,  1965,  and  usual  benefits  some- 
time thereafter. 

Incorporation  will  mean  for  the  citizens  of  the  newly  incorpo- 
rated area: 

1)  Street  and  sewer  service; 

2)  Garbage  pickup ; 
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3)  Participation  in  city  government; 

4)  Better  police  protection  ; 

5)  Better  housing  —  if  city  and  citizens'  efforts  to  beautify 
the  community  continue  at  the  present  pace. 

A  previous  attempt  to  have  the  area  incorporated  failed  be- 
cause "the  people  were  misinformed  by  those  opposing  incorpo- 
ration ;  they  were  told  they  would  have  to  pay  high  taxes," 
according  to  one  city  official. 

Sufficient  signatures  were  acquired  for  incorporation  in  the 
most  recent  attempt  due  mainly  to  the  efforts  of  Father  Matthew 
Evanstock,  C.S.Sp.,  assistant  pastor  of  St.  Paul  parish ;  Wallace 
Mouton,  area  community  leader,  and  Glenn  Weber,  city  utilities. 

Father  Evanstock,  who  first  called  attention  of  the  Register 
to  conditions  in  the  poverty  pocket,  said  the  incorporation  was 
a  breakthrough,  and  an  important  step  toward  correcting  con- 
ditions which  perpetuate  poverty. 

Father  Ivan  J,  Arceneaux,  diocesan  family  life  director  and 
chairman  of  a  citizen's  committee  on  housing,  said  poverty  is  a 
"many  faceted  problem.  We  can  not  correct  housing  without 
correcting  other  poor  conditions ;  we  can  not  really  make  prog- 
ress toward  eliminating  causes  of  poverty  unless  all  agencies 
and  individuals  concerned  work  together. 

"Incorporation  of  the  poverty  sections  will  mean  a  greater 
participation  by  a  resourceful  city  in  the  poverty  war." 

Sibille  also  said  John  Staten,  field  worker,  was  cooperating 
with  Father  Evanstock  in  surveying  home  and  family  condi- 
tions in  the  poverty  pocket. 

The  war  on  poverty  director  pointed  out  such  cooperation 
resulted  in  finding  a  seriously  ill  child  on  Ancelet  street.  Work- 
ing closely  with  the  schools.  Father  Evanstock  and  Staten 
learned  from  Mrs.  0.  W.  Menard,  elementary  teacher  at  Truman 
school,  that  an  eight-year-old  child  was  quite  ill.  She  brought 
the  child  to  a  doctor  who  said  he  was  suffering  from 
malnutrition. 

The  child  was  one  of  12  children  living  with  their  parents ; 
the  father  earns  from  two  to  three  dollars  a  day  doing  yard 
work  and  a  little  more  on  occasional  painting  jobs;  the  mother 
earns  $20  a  week. 

Sibille  arranged  for  the  oldest  child,  a  daughter,  to  work  with 
the  Neighborhood  Youth  corps  for  $50  a  month. 

Mrs.  Menard  is  contacting  the  welfare  department  for  more 
assistance  for  the  family,  and  looking  into  the  possibility  of 
the  family's  utilizing  the  food  stamp  program  recently  approved 
by  the  Lafayette  Parish  Police  Jury. 

Father  Evanstock  feels  many  more  such  cases  will  be  dis- 
covered, and  people  helped,  if  such  cooperation  of  individuals 
and  agencies  increases. 
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Lafayette  —  "Self-improvement  must  be  basic  to  any  study 
of  poor  housing.  People  have  to  want  to  help  themselves,"  began 
David  L.  Perkins,  Lafayette  architect,  and  vice-chairman  of  a 
recently  organized  committee  to  study  poor  housing  in  Lafayette 
Parish. 

First  step  of  this  study  will  be  neighborhood  meetings  in  the 
low-income  areas  in  Lafayette  city  to  see  just  what  are  the 
problems  and  what  families  in  these  areas  want  and  need. 
Father  Matthew  Evanstock,  C.S.Sp.,  assistant  at  St.  Paul  parish, 
and  Wallace  Mouton,  businessman,  will  organize  such  a  meeting 
in  the  Truman  area.  Reverend  Moses  Jackson,  pastor  of  Mal- 
lalieu  Methodist  church,  and  Ed  Sam,  principal  of  Youngsville 
elementary  school,  will  call  a  similar  meeting  in  the  McComb 
area. 

The  housing  committee,  organized  last  month  by  citizens  who 
attended  a  symposium  on  the  housing  problems  of  the  area, 
includes  persons  representing  architects,  realtors,  builders, 
clergy,  educators,  public  welfare,  Southern  Consumers  co- 
operative and  Acadiana  Neuf . 
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LETTER  FROM  THE  SUPERIOR  GENERAL 

My  dear  Confreres, 

The  Second  Vatican  Council  ended  solemnly  on  December  8 
last,  the  Feast  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary.  Thanks  to  the  modern  media  of  communication, 
!  you  have  to  some  extent  been  able  to  follow  the  gradual  de- 
velopment of  the  Conciliar  Decrees  over  the  years  of  the 
Council. 

But  to  profit  by  the  labours  of  the  Council  —  by  the  results 
achieved,  which  alone  matter  —  we  must  study  the  texts  with 
genuine  devotion,  i.e.  with  the  sincere  desire  to  derive  from 
them  light  for  our  intelligence,  grace  for  our  souls,  and  the 
guidance  necessary  for  the  right  orientation  of  our  personal  and 
i  pastoral  activity. 

i      What  we  have  to  do  in  this  respect  as  individuals,  we  have 
:  to  do  also  at  the  level  of  the  Congregation  as  a  whole. 

For  this  reason,  on  returning  from  the  Ecumenical  Council 
I  we  discussed  in  our  General  Council  the  best  means  of  pro- 
viding the  Congregation  with  an  opportunity  to  taste  and  bene- 
fit by  the  spiritual  fruits  of  the  Council,  in  accordance  with 
Constitution  77. 

Here  is  a  broad  outline  of  the  method  we  judged  most  effec- 
tive for  our  purpose,  i.e.  for  a  genuine  renewal  of  the  Congre- 
gation, as  the  Decree  "Perfectae  Caritatis"  requires  of  us. 

Provincial  and  Principal  Superiors  will  ensure  that  the  mem- 
bers of  their  Provinces  and  Districts  receive  and  study  the  texts 
of  the  Conciliar  Decrees,  especially  those  on  Religious,  the  Mis- 
..sions,  Priestly  Life  and  Seminary  Training.  They  will  offer 
facilities  for  group-study  of  the  texts  in  Deanery  or  Area 
meetings. 

)  In  each  Province  or  District  the  Major  Superior  will  invite 
all  the  members  to  submit  to  his  Council  their  own  suggestions 
with  reference  to  the  different  texts  of  the  Conciliar  Decrees  or 
the  text  of  our  own  Constitutions  and  Customary.  The  Superior 
in  his  Council  will  confide  the  synthesising  of  these  suggestions 
to  a  competent  Father  or  Commission.  After  that  the  Council, 
to  which  the  Fathers  who  have  carried  out  this  synthesis  will 
be  summoned,  will  meet  to  draw  up  the  final  draft  proposals 
for  submission  to  the  General  Council. 

We  estimate  that  these  initial  steps  will  take  at  least  12 
months,  and  so  request  that  the  results  of  these  labours  be 
forwarded  to  us  at  latest  by  the  end  of  the  current  year. 

The  work  done  at  the  level  of  Provincial  or  District  Councils 
will  be  carried  out  also  at  the  level  of  the  General  Council. 
[When  the  General  Council  has  completed  its  own  review,  the 
results,  together  with  the  directives  from  the  Holy  See  to  hand 
at  the  time,  will  be  returned  to  the  Provinces  and  Districts,  and 
at  the  same  time  delegates  to  a  General  Administrative  Chap- 
ter, to  be  held  at  Rome,  will  be  elected. 

We  shall  see  how  the  preparatory  work  of  this  General  Chap- 
ter proceeds  before  fixing  a  definite  date  for  its  convocation. 


We  count  upon  the  zeal  and  wisdom  of  Major  Superiors  and 
their  Councils  for  the  guidance  of  these  deliberations  to  a  suc- 
cessful issue,  in  a  spirit  of  broad  understanding,  but  also  of 
sound  common  sense  and  deep  faith,  in  conformity  with  our 
long-standing  Spiritan  traditions,  full  of  balance  and  super- 
natural spirit.  Superiors,  while  directing  research  to  help  their 
confreres  and  facilitate  the  work  of  synthesis,  will  be  careful 
to  allow  full  liberty  of  expression  to  their  subjects. 

Let  all  this  preparatory  work  be  carried  out  simply,  objec- 
tively, realistically,  in  a  spirit  of  peace  and  with  the  sincere 
desire  to  achieve  a  more  perfect  imitation  of  Our  Divine  Lord. 

Let  us  pray  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  through  the  intercession  of  the; 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary,  to  help  us  benefit  largely  by  the 
graces  of  the  Council  and  to  submit  ourselves  fully  to  the  holy 
will  of  God  expressed  in  all  the  documents  emanating  from  it.,

A  LETTER  FROM  THE  PROVINCIAL

My  dear  Confreres, 


Within  a  short  time,  Fathers  Francis  Trotter  and  Regis 
Guthrie  will  fly  to  Lima  in  order  to  investigate  the  missionary 
opportunities  in  Peru. 

By  means  of  that  journey  they  will  be  carrying  out  a  Mother 
House  mandate  whereby  the  Eastern  and  Western  Provinces  of 
the  United  States  were  directed  to  explore  the  possibility  of 
making  a  foundation,  no  matter  how  modest,  on  the  mainland 
of  South  America. 

All  of  you  realize  —  and  some  to  a  painful  degree  —  how 
badly  straightened  we  are  in  the  personnel  department.  The 
prospect  of  additional  commitments  in  Peru  may  prompt  you 
to  wonder  if  we  are  going  to  do  the  job  with  mirrors.  Initially, 
I  felt  much  the  same.  However,  after  the  meeting  that  Father 
Trotter  and  I  had  in  Puerto  Rico  with  Father  Grossman  and 
his  Council,  a  glimmer  of  hope  began  to  emerge.  If  the  East 
and  the  West  and  the  District  of  Puerto  Rico  could  contribute 
one  man  each,  and  if  we  were  under  no  obligation  to  augment 
the  original  contingent  of  three  men  for  the  first  five  years, 
we  might  find  a  way  to  begin. 

The  whole  matter  still  has  to  be  considered  by  the  Provincial 
Councils,  both  East  and  West,  and  the  generalate  ultimately 
has  to  approve  any  plan  recommended.  My  only  point  in  pass- 
ing on  to  you  this  preliminary  report  is  to  keep  you  informed 
and  to  beg  your  prayerful  support  for  our  future  deliberations.

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 

Rome,  Italy 
Editor,  Our  Province 
Dear  Father: 

The  announcement  of  the  coming  general  chapter  calls  for 
suggestions  regarding  same,  and  the  following  few  are  from  a 
voice  young  and  inexperienced,  one  caught  up  by  the  challenge 
of  the  present  and  the  future,  and  perhaps,  somewhat  lacking 
in  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  past.  "But  unless  some  man 
show  me  .  .  ."  —  and  for  this  reason  I  welcomed  Father  Pro- 
vincial's comments  on  the  great  work  of  our  men  in  Puerto 
Rico.  I  was  not  there;  I  see  some  of  what  it  is,  and  what  I 
feel  it  might  become,  but  I  do  not  know  what  it  used  to  be.  In 
this  same  line,  concerning  what  is  now,  it  strikes  me  that  too 
much  of  what  appears  in  the  Our  Province  is  merely  cold 
facts  —  interesting  enough,  but  without  the  depth  of  back- 
ground and  inspiration  that  gave  rise  to  them,  which  could 
move  others  to  action.  Happily,  the  last  two  issues  did  contain 
some  exceptions  to  this  judgment.  Besides  Father  Provincial's 
words  on  Puerto  Rico,  Father  James  O'Reilly's  comments  on 
the  Western  Province  were  frank  and  inspiring,  and  the  report 
on  the  reorientation  of  the  Tanzanian  brothers  under  Father 
Marron  was  well  done.  On  the  other  hand,  the  news  story  from 
Lafayette  about  Father  Evanstock's  efforts  to  further  com- 
munity improvements  could  have  been  greatly  enriched  by 
some  reflection  on  the  fundamental  place  of  the  Gospel  in 
social  reform,  a  question  of  considerable  moment  today. 

All  of  which  brings  me  to  my  first  suggestion  —  the  possible 
use  of  the  Our  Province  for  discussion  concerning  the  coming 
chapter.  The  local  conferences  held  during  the  past  two  years 
point  up  the  benefits  of  real  discussion,  both  to  provoke  thought, 
and  to  gain  a  hearing  with  those  in  positions  of  responsibility. 


This  latter  seems  particularly  important  at  this  time  when  such 
great  stress  has  been  given  to  the  place  and  voice  of  the  in- 
dividual. In  this  line,  there  can  be  little  doubt  of  the  importance 
of  this  chapter.  I  pray  that  it  present  us  with  the  same  grace 
of  the  Spirit  moving  for  renewal  that  was  felt  throughout  the 
Church  and  the  world  because  of  Vatican  II.  Yet,  even  those 
of  us  who  see  no  need  of  renewal  in  depth  cannot  deny  the  wis- 
dom of  giving  some  hearing  to  those  who  are  calling  for  re- 
newal —  if  only  as  a  diplomatic  expediency,  so  that  these  mem- 
bers of  our  congregation  do  not  feel  wholly  estranged  from  it, 
so  that  they  feel  that  their  voice  is  recognized. 

It  is  true  that  there  is  often  far  too  little  real  "listening" 
among  us  —  especially  the  more  inexperienced  —  but  often 
enough,  no  one  is  talking.  Where  are  we  to  gain  the  balance  of 
experience  if  the  places  where  we  most  need  it  are  not  pointed: 
out  to  us?  Some  of  this  balance  can  be  found  in  history,  inj 
books,  but  it  is  dead  in  this  form,  speaking  to  everyone  and  to 
no  one.  We  need  the  live  dialogue  that  regional  discussions  and 
the  pages  of  the  Our  Province  can  supply. 

Concerning  the  structure  of  the  chapter  itself,  Maryknoll  is 
adopting  some  methods  of  procedure  from  Vatican  II  for  their 
coming  chapter.  They  are  bringing  in  experts  to  speak  to  their 
delegates  as  a  whole,  and  to  assist  the  particular  committee  in 
forming  their  resolutions.  These  men  can  bring  a  broader  and 
deeper  perspective  in  their  own  field  that  can  be  of  great  bene- 
fit to  the  delegates.  For  example,  how  many  are  really  aware 
of  the  present  problem  of  vocations?  Even  our  vocation  direc- 
tors are  hard  pressed  to  keep  abreast  of  the  studies  in  their  own 
field.  It  would  also  be  very  helpful  to  hear  from  other  congre- 
gations about  their  own  attempts  to  meet  present  problems, 
such  as  the  "crisis"  in  obedience,  the  shape  of  poverty  in  today's 
world,  the  changing  mentality  of  the  young  from  whom  we 
draw  our  vocations,  present  radical  experiments  in  the  struc- 
tures of  seminary  and  community  life,  especially  in  Belgium  and 
Holland.  This  is  not  to  say  that  we  ourselves  want  to  experi- 
ment, but  rather  to  profit  from  the  experience  of  others. 

Concerning  the  question  of  revising  our  Constitutions,  giving 
them  a  less  legalistic  outlook,  it  may  be  that  this  should  not  be 
done  too  definitively  just  yet.  It  may  be  possible  to  establish  a 
commission  which  could  make  a  thorough  study  of  other  at- 
tempts to  re-express,  the  religious  life  in  today's  world,  and  add 
an  historical,  "exegetical"  study  of  our  own  rule  and  spirit.  This 
would  be  done  in  order  to  present  definitive  recommendations 
for  the  next  general  chapter. 

I  do  not  have  so  pessimistic  an  opinion  of  the  spirit  of  unity  , 
of  the  Congregation  to  say  this  chapter  will  either  renew  or  I 
destroy   the   Spiritans,   but   there   can   be   little   doubt  of   its 
importance.

FATHER  JOHN  T.  DONOHUE 

(1911  - 1965) 

Father  John  T.  Donohue  died  suddenly  on  Christmas  Eve  in 
Hemet.  A  solemn  requiem  Mass  was  celebrated  by  His  Excel- 
lency, Bishop  Francis  J.  Furey  of  San  Diego,  Very  Reverend 
Francis  Trotter,  C.S.Sp.  was  Assistant  Priest.  Father  Paul  S. 
Ford  and  Father  George  Reardon  served  as  Deacon  and  Sub- 
deacon  of  the  Mass.  Father  Henry  Planinsek  and  Father  Wil- 
liam Kane  were  the  Deacons  of  Honor.  A  group  of  Franciscan 
seminarians  served  as  the  choir.  Father  George  Harcar  de- 
livered a  eulogy  most  eloquent  in  its  simplicity  and  genuine 
sincerity. 

Padre  Juanito,  as  he  was  affectionately  called  by  his  many 
Latin  friends,  had  suffered  two  severe  heart  attacks  during  this 
past  year.  After  each  he  had  been  hospitalized.  His  doctors, 
after  the  second,  had  ordered  his  activities  curtailed.  How- 
ever, the  birthday  of  Christ  had  arrived  and  Father  John's 
priestly,  pastoral  heart  was  most  eager  to  celebrate  midnight 
Mass.  (Perhaps  in  his  human  heart  lay  the  suspicion  that  it 
could  be  his  last.)  The  good  pastor  had  prepared  his  altar  for 
the  celebration.  He  had  even  in  a  most  reverential  one-man 
procession  taken  the  Christ  Child  to  His  crib.  Then  the  good 
priest  proceeded  to  the  sacristy  to  sit  and  meditate  a  bit  on  the 
holy  act  he  was  about  to  perform.  It  seemed  that  in  the  very 
act  of  seating  himself  "He  had  fallen  asleep  in  the  Lord".  Thus 
died  Father  Donohue.  He  had  unknowingly,  but  surely  not  un- 
willingly, prepared  his  Christmas  altar  for  his  own  requiem. 

Father  John  was  a  man  of  God.  He  was  a  good  priest.  What 
more  can  be  said?  Furthermore,  Father  John  belonged  to  an 
inner  circle  —  to  that  group  honored  by  Christ  to  bear  an  addi- 
tional cross.  In  John's  case  it  was  arthritis.  It  caused  his  re- 
moval from  Puerto  Rico  and  eventual  arrival  in  California.  The 
arthritic  cross  never  seemed  to  get  him  down.  It  certainly  did 
not  disturb  his  good  humor  nor  dim  his  wit.  His  gnarled  priestly 
hands  never  ceased  to  carry  out  their  priestly  and  pastoral 
labors.  His  crippled  feet  walked  constantly  and  directly  in  the 
shadows  of  his  model,  Christ  the  High  Priest,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties. 

Father  John  was  a  good  confrere;  a  good  "Holy  Ghoster". 
He  lived  the  Cor  Unum  et  Anima  Una  standard  —  not  under  it. 
There  was  always  a  big,  warm  welcome  in  his  rectory  for  con- 
freres. Always  a  sincere  "Hi"  and  "Come  in"  for  any  priest  or 
religious.  It  was  only  right  that  Father  John  was  the  pioneer 
of  the  C.S.Sp. 's  in  the  diocese  of  San  Diego. 

Years  ago  in  Comwells  one  of  our  favorite  people,  Fr. 
"Brogan"  O'Reilly,  prophetically  placed  the  label  of  "Babs"  on 
Father  John.  John  outgrew  the  mannerisms,  etc.  which  begot 
him  the  name,  in  all  respects  but  one,  to  wit,  he  never  outgrew 
his  childlike  simplicity.   In  our  Ferndale  days,  one  of  the  wags 


labelled  John  with  the  nickname  "Bugs".  There  was  something 
of  the  prophet  in  the  wag,  too,  because  John  never  ceased  to 
be  insanely  in  love  with  Christ,  his  Church  and  the  Congrega- 
tion of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  chant  of  the  young  Franciscans  had  echoed  into  the  dis- 
tance and  Father  John's  body  had  been  lowered  to  join  his 
confreres  —  Father  Ambrose  Leech,  a  classmate  and  fellow 
Philadelphian ;  Father  James  Hyland,  his  predecessor  and  first 
pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  the  Valley ;  Fathers  McGuigan  and  Long. 
Deo  gratias  was  loudly  in  my  heart  and  silently  on  my  lips  — 
Deo  gratias  for  togetherness  even  in  the  graveyard. 

If  Father  John's  lips,  silenced  in  death,  could  say  a  few  words 
I  am  sure  that  they  might  form  a  litany  of  thanks.  Thanks  for 
all  the  Masses  and  prayers  and  vigils.  Thanks  to  you,  Charlie, 
Bill  and  Hank  for  all  you  did  to  make  Nancy  and  Steve  feel  at 
ease  and  so  much  at  home.  Thanks  to  all  of  you  who  made  the 
journey  to  be  here  today.  Thanks  to  my  parishoners,  we  who 
are  buried  here  are  not  forgotten  because  of  you.  Thanks  and 
blessings  on  all.  By  the  way,  pardon  me  for  causing  your  Christ- 
mas to  be  a  mite  unhappy.  Mine  was  most  happy.  I  spent  it 
with  the  Holy  Family.  Pray  for  all  priests,  living  and  dead.

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FATHER  JOSEPH  A.  POBLESCHEK 
(1893  - 1965) 

Father  Joseph  Pobleschek  died  on  December  29,  in  Divine 
Providence  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  at  82  years  of  age.  His  funeral 
Mass  was  offered  by  Father  Provincial  in  St.  Stanislaus  Church, 
Pittsburgh ;  and  burial  was  in  St.  Mary's  cemetery,  Sharpsburg. 

Father  Pobleschek,  a  native  of  Nowe,  Posen,  Poland,  came  to 
this  country  at  the  turn  of  the  century  and  lived  with  his  family 
in  Philadelphia. 

After  his  ordination  in  Chevilly,  France,  1910,  he  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  joined  the  faculty  of  Duquesne  Univer- 
sity. He  taught  languages  and  mathematics  from  1911  to  1915. 
He  spoke  German,  Polish,  and  French  fluently. 


In  1915,  he  was  sent  as  pastor  to  St.  Paul's  Church  in  Lafay- 
ette, La.,  where  he  began  almost  20  years  of  parish  work  in  the 
South.  During  his  tenure  in  Lafayette  he  built  the  church 
which  now  stands. 

In  1921,  Father  Pobleschek  was  transferred  to  New  Iberia, 
La.,  where  he  served  until  1924,  when  he  sent  to  St.  Joseph, 
Conway,  Arkansas.  He  also  constructed  the  church  there. 

After  10  years  as  pastor  of  St.  Joseph's,  he  returned  to  Penn- 
sylvania, serving  as  pastor  of  Our  Mother  of  Consolation  in 
Mt.  Carmel  until  1941  and  then  as  pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  in  Philadelphia.

In  1943,  he  was  named  Director  of  the  Holy  Family  Institute 
in  Emsworth  and  two  years  later  went  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  as  pas- 
tor of  St.  John's  parish.  After  two  years  in  Ohio,  he  became 
chaplain  at  Mercy  Hospital  in  Bay  City,  Mich.  He  served  in  that 
capacity  for  10  years. 

While  in  Bay  City,  Father  Pobleschek  returned  to  Duquesne 
to  celebrate  his  Golden  Jubilee  as  a  member  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers. 

Father  Grondziowski,  pastor  of  St.  Stanislaus  Church, 
preached  the  funeral  sermon  which  follows: 

Thou  hast  made  him  little  less  than  the  angels,  thou 
hast  crowned  him  with  glory  and  honor,  and  hast  set 
him  over  the  works  of  thy  hands.  (Ps.  VIII,  5-6.) 

As  I  sat  down  to  gather  some  thoughts  for  this  sermon,  my 
mind  wandered  to  my  first  appointment  twenty-four  years  ago, 
as  assistant  to  Father  Pobleschek  at  Our  Mother  of  Consolation 
Church  in  Mt.  Carmel.  My  first  assignment  given  by  Fr. 
Pobleschek  was  to  preach  at  a  funeral  Mass  of  a  departed  mem- 
ber of  that  parish.  This  morning  I  am  complying  with  Father^ 
Provincial's  request  to  preach  at  Father  Pobleschek's  Funeral 
Mass.  Having  accepted  this  function  I  found  myself  searching 
for  appropriate  material,  and  during  the  search  I  came  upon  the 
following  verses  of  Psalm  VIII :  "Thou  hast  made  him  little  less 
than  the  angels,  thou  hast  crowned  him  with  glory  and  honor, 
and  hast  set  him  over  the  works  of  Thy  hand."  Pondering  over 
these  words  I  tried  to  recall  something  in  the  past  that  might 
be  compared  with  the  dignity,  honor  and  power  of  the  priest- 
hood bestowed  on  a  priest  on  the  day  of  his  ordination.  From 
reading  the  scriptures  I  recalled  Aaron's  appointment  as  the  ; 
first  priest  to  offer  sacrifice  to  God.  What  an  impressive  sight ' 
it  must  have  been  to  see  Aaron  offering  his  first  sacrifice  in  the 
presence  of  all  the  people  gathered  about  the  first  altar.  What  a 
grand  spectacle  it  must  have  been  to  see  Aaron  raise  his  hand 
in  blessing  the  thousands  of  people  assembled  in  the  desert  on 
their  way  to  the  Promised  Land.  We  read  further  that  to  per- 
petuate this  priesthood  God  decreed  that  it  should  descend  from 
father  to  son,  and  so  God  designated  the  tribe  of  Levi  with 
the  family  of  Aaron  to  be  the  priestly  tribe. 

This,  my  friends,  was  the  dignity,  honor,  and  power  of  the 
priesthood  of  the  Old  Law  but  these  prerogatives  were  but  mere 
shadows  in  comparison  with  the  dignity,  the  honor,  and  the 
power  of  the  priesthood  of  the  New  Law,  namely  the  priest- 
hood of  Christ. 

With  the  coming  of  Christ  the  Levitical  priesthood  ceased, 
for  St.  Paul  says :  "By  reason  of  death  they  were  not  suffered  to 
continue."  Under  the  New  Law  there  were  no  favored  tribes, 
like  that  of  Levi,  nor  any  chosen  people.  For  Christ  came  to 
redeem  all.  Christ's  priesthood  and  sacrifice  were  to  continue 
to  the  end  of  time.  And  this  new  priesthood  was  to  come  forth 
from  the  ranks  of  the  people  as  whole.  St.  Paul  expresses  this 
beautifully  when  he  states:   "Every  high  priest  taken  from 
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among  men,  is  ordained  for  men  in  the  things  that  appertain 
to  God,  that  he  might  offer  up  gifts  and  sacrifices  for  sins ;  who 
can  have  compassion  on  them  that  are  ignorant  and  that  err, 
because  he  himself  also  is  encompassed  with  infirmity."  (Heb. 
V,  1-3.)  And  if  we  but  pause  and  reflect  how  far  superior  the 
Holy  Sacrifice,  namely  the  Mass,  is  to  the  sacrifice  under  the 
Old  Dispensation  we  can  also  by  comparison  understand  how 
much  greater  is  the  dignity,  power,  and  honor  of  the  new  Priest- 
hood, the  Priesthood  of  Christ.  Hence,  there  is  no  time  more 
appropriate  for  making  these  comparisons  than  on  the  day  of 
the  funeral  of  a  priest  who  spent  more  than  two-thirds  of  his 
lifetime  in  offering  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  daily  and 
dispensing  the  mysteries  of  God. 

Had  not  Our  Lord  Himself  told  us,  we  should  never  have 
known  the  dignity,  the  honor  and  the  powers  that  accompany 
ordination  to  the  Catholic  priesthood.  The  keenest  intellect  un- 
aided by  God's  own  revelation  would  never  understand  the  full 
import  of  Christ's  words  when  He  said:  "As  the  Father  hath 
sent  me,  so  also  I  send  you."  (John  XX,  21.)  "You  shall  re- 
ceive the  Power  of  the  Holy  Spirit."  (Act  I,  8.)  "Do  this  in 
commemoration  of  Me."  (Luke  XXH,  19.)  "Whose  sins  you 
shall  forgive,  they  are  forgiven  them."  (John  XX,  21.)  As  the 
full  meaning  of  these  and  many  other  passages  of  Holy  Scrip- 
ture are  understood  it  begins  to  drawn  upon  us  what  dignity, 
honor  and  power  have  been  bestowed  by  Christ  upon  His  priests. 
At  first  we  pause,  bewildered.  Then,  realizing  that  it  is  all  the 
work  of  God,  the  priest  and  the  people  must  join  the  Blessed 
Mother  in  proclaiming  the  greatness  of  God  and  the  littleness 
of  man  by  saying,  "My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord  and  my 
spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  Saviour.  Because  He  hath  re- 
garded the  humility  (lowliness)  of  His  priest.  He  that  is 
mighty,  hath  done  great  things  to  me ;  and  holy  is  His  name." 
(Luke  I,  46-49.) 

We  often  pause  in  wonderment  at  the  extraordinary  powers 
God  granted  his  prophets  and  chosen  leaders,  under  the  Old  Dis- 
pensation. Great  indeed  was  the  power  of  Moses,  for  example, 
who  with  a  sword  separated  the  waters  of  the  sea,  so  that  a 
whole  people  could  pass  over  on  dry  foot.  Great  was  the  power 
of  Joshua  who  said  to  the  sun,  "Stand  still"  and  the  sun  stood 
still  until  his  army  came  forth  victorious.  These  are  all  iso- 
lated cases,  granted  by  God  to  individuals  for  the  moment. 
What  are  these  in  comparison  with  the  powers  of  the  Catholic 
Priesthood?  To  the  Catholic  Priests,  first  of  all  Christ  gave  a 
perpetual  power  over  His  Mystical  Body,  namely,  over  all  the 
faithful  of  His  Church  —  and  this  includes  all  mankind.  In 
their  mission  to  the  world  Christ  places  His  priests  in  many 
ways  on  the  same  level  as  Himself:  "As  the  Father  hath  sent 
Me,  I  also  send  you."  (John  XX,  21.)  He  tells  them  again:  "He 
that  heareth  you,  heareth  Me;  and  he  that  despiseth  you, 
despiseth  Me;  and  he  that  despiseth  Me,  despiseth  Him  who 
jsent  Me."  (Luke  X,  16.)  Never  were  such  words  spoken  to  the 
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priests  of  old.  Mindful  of  this,  we  hear  St.  John  Chrysostom  ex- 
claim: "Jesus  gave  to  His  priests  power  that  neither  Angels 
nor  Archangels  possess." 

And  still,  my  friends,  above  and  beyond  all  the  powers  of  the 
Catholic  priesthood  already  mentioned,  there  remains  yet  an- 
other power  that  surpasses  them  all.  The  very  name  priest 
suggests  what  this  greatest  power  might  be.  For  the  word 
priest  implies  sacrifice,  and  the  nature  of  this  sacri- 
fice was  already  indicated  by  the  prophecy  that  the  Priesthood 
of  Jesus  Christ  would  be  forever  according  to  the  order  of 
Melchisedech  who  offered  to  the  Lord  bread  and  wine,  and  that 
this  new  sacrifice  should  remain  forever.  For,  "from  the  rising 
of  the  sun,  to  the  going  down  of  the  same.  My  name  is  great 
among  the  Gentiles,  and  in  every  place  there  is  sacrifice  and 
there  is  offered  to  My  Name  a  clean  oblation  saith  the  Lord  of 
Hosts."  (Malachi  I,  10-11.)  As  you  all  know  this  new  and  per- 
petual sacrifice  is  none  other  than  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the 
Mass,  which  you  are  witnessing  this  very  moment. 

See  then,  my  friends,  how  the  Jewish  priests  were  mere  sym- 
bols or  types  of  those  priests  whom  Christ  would  raise  to  the 
dignity  and  power.  Their  sacrifices,  their  consecrations,  were 
mere  shadows  and  symbols  of  that  Eternal  Victim  whom  the 
priests  of  the  New  Law  were  to  sacrifice.  For  never  did  God 
give  the  power  to  any  man  or  monarch  to  address  the  Son  of 
the  Eternal,  the  Monarch  of  Worlds  and  say  "Come  down  from 
Thy  heavenly  throne  come !"  Yet  in  immediate  and  loving  obed- 
ience the  Word  of  God  becomes  the  Word  Incarnate  in  the  hands 
of  His  priests.  This  is  My  Body  .  .  .  This  is  My  Blood.  O  ex- 
alted power  of  the  priests,  in  whose  hands  exclaims  St.  Augus- 
tine "as  in  the  womb  of  the  Virgin,  the  Son  of  God  is  made 
flesh."  And  therefore  more  powerful  than  kings,  greater  than 
power  of  Angels,  greater  than  any  command  ever  given  by 
Mary  the  Mother  of  Jesus  are  the  words  of  consecration  spoken 
by  the  priest  when  during  Mass  he  pronounces  them  over  the 
elements  in  the  name  of  Christ.  Jesus  gave  to  His  priests  this 
complete  power  over  His  own  Body  when  at  the  Last  Supper 
He  added :  "Do  this  in  commemoration  of  Me". 

Summing  it  all  up  we  say  therefore,  that  when  the  Catholic 
priest  stands  at  the  altar  or  in  the  pulpit,  when  he  admonishes 
and  instructs  the  faithful,  when  he  administers  the  Sacrament 
of  Penance  or  Holy  Communion  to  his  flock,  when  he  baptizes, 
when  he  marries  and  blesses  the  bridal  couple,  when  he  ad- 
ministers the  Last  Sacraments  to  the  dying  and  gives  to  them 
the  last  consolations  of  religion,  when  he  blesses  the  dead  and 
accompanies  them  to  their  last  resting  place,  and  above  all  when 
he  offers  up  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  for  the  living  and 
the  dead,  he  always  acts  in  the  name  and  with  the  power  of  God 
Himself.  And  so,  when  we  speak  about  a  Catholic  Priest,  we 
may  well  recall  the  words  of  David:  "What  is  man  that  Thou 
art  mindful  of  him  or  the  son  of  man  that  Thou  visitest  him? 
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Thou  hast  made  him  little  less  than  the  Angels,  Thou  hast 
crowned  him  with  glory  and  honor  and  hast  set  him  over  the 
works  of  Thy  hands." 

And  now  before  closing,  may  I  say  briefly  that  Father 
Pobleschek  was  an  exemplary  priest,  a  model  Holy  Ghost  Father, 
a  faithful  member  of  every  community  in  which  he  resided. 
His  long  service  both  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  and  in  various 
assignments  given  him  by  his  Superiors  will  reap  for  him  the 
reward  he  so  well  deserves.  His  death  is  indeed  a  loss  to  his 
community,  to  the  congregation,  and  to  his  loved  ones.  How- 
ever we  must  remember  that  death  is  simply  a  temporary  sepa- 
ration. This  should  be  a  source  of  consolation  to  us  in  this 
moment  of  bereavement,  for  as  true  Christians  we  know  that 
death  is  passing  from  this  life  to  a  life  hereafter  and  surely 
this  passage  is  nothing  but  reunion  with  those  who  preceded 
us,  be  they  loved  ones  or  members  of  our  congregation.  There- 
fore, let  us  honor  him  by  praying  for  him  not  only  today  but 
often.  May  his  soul  and  souls  of  all  the  faithful  departed  rest 
in  peace,  Amen.

FATHER  LOUIS  N.  SCHENNING 
(1907  - 1966) 

Father  Schenning  died  at  Mercy  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  on 
January  29.   His  eulogy  delivered  by  Father  Reitan  follows : 

"THOU  ART  A  PRIEST  FOREVER." 

Once  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Orders  is  conferred,  these  words 
burn  forever  in  the  heart  and  mind  of  the  newly  ordained.  No 
longer  is  he  like  other  men  who  have  not  received  this  Sacra- 
ment. No  longer  is  he  the  man  he  was  the  instant  before  he 
accepted  this  yoke  of  Christ.  Forever.  All  throughout  this  life 
and  on  into  eternity,  his  soul  will  bear  the  indelible  mark  of 
the  priest. 


From  this  moment  on,  every  thought,  every  word,  every  act 
have  new  meaning  because  he  is  a  man  set  apart.  He  is  at  once 
the  most  obedient  of  followers  and  the  strongest  of  leaders.  He 
has  surrendered  his  independence  without  reservation  to  the 
greatest  of  all  leaders,  Christ  Himself.  And,  yet,  this  same 
Christ  has  raised  him  to  unswerving  leadership  over  his  fellow 
men.    As  he  looks  to  Christ  for  direction,  others  look  to  him. 

He  has  taken  an  irrevocable  step.  He  has  assumed  a  burden 
which  he  can  never  set  aside  so  long  as  breath  remains.  The 
enormity  of  this  step  sends  cold  shivers  through  him.  How 
could  he  have  dared  to  believe  he  could  don  the  Master's  cloak 
and  walk  as  He  walked? 
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But  is  it  daring?  Does  anyone  dare  to  become  a  priest?  Has 
any  man  the  audacity  to  drape  the  Master's  mantle  over  his 
shoulders  and  presume  to  tread  in  His  footsteps? 

Such  daring,  if  indeed  it  is  daring,  would  be  nothing  but  fool- 
hardiness.  What  does  it  mean  to  accept  this  yoke  of  the  Priest- 
hood? 

It  means  total  subjection  of  one's  self  to  become  the  instru- 
ment through  which  Christ  may  extend  His  Kingdom.  It  means 
being  an  alter  Christus.  A  priest  continues  the  sacrifice  of 
Calvary,  not  of  himself  but  as  a  representative  of  Christ.  He 
forgives  the  true  penitent  his  sins  and  opens  for  him  the  gates 
of  heaven,  but  only  through  Christ. 

He  baptizes  according  to  the  rule  but  Christ  washes  away  the 
stain  of  original  sin.  He  preaches  the  Divine  Word  but  the 
Master  opens  the  heart  to  receive  it.  He  blesses  and  consoles  at 
the  moment  of  death  but  it  is  Christ  who  accepts  the  soul. 

Daring?  No.  Deep  humility  and  staunch  faith  —  to  be  hum- 
ble enough  to  bury  self  in  the  firm  conviction  that  Christ  will 
use  that  self  to  work  His  miracles  of  redemption  and  salvation. 

Such  humility,  such  faith  were  predominant  in  this  Priest, 
our  confrere  whose  body  lies  here  before  the  altar  upon  which 
he  placed  his  life  and  his  individuality  more  than  27  years  ago. 

Those  who  knew  Louis  Nicholas  Schenning  remember  most 
vividly  his  mildness  —  the  mildness  that  made  him  the  most 
approachable  of  priests. 

As  a  religious,  a  Holy  Ghost  Father,  as  pastor,  confessor, 
spiritual  director  and  educator,  these  virtues  drew  people  to 
him.  Many  sought  him  out  for  counsel  and  direction  in  their 
personal  as  well  as  their  professional  lives. 

Father  Schenning  was  particularly  loved  by  his  students.  For 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  this  quiet  priest  of  God  helped 
to  mold  the  minds  of  youth.  He  had  the  enviable  faculty  of 
simplicity  in  explaining  the  profound  truths  of  theology  —  a 
simplicity  which  reflected  his  own  complete  reliance  on  God 
Who  asked  him  to  become  one  of  His  special  emissaries. 

Part  of  his  success  as  professor  of  theology  may  perhaps  be 
traced  to  the  Eternal  City  where  he  spent  the  better  part  of 
four  years  mastering  these  fundamental  truths  of  religion.  His 
innate  talent  for  going  straight  to  the  heart  of  a  subject,  with- 
out yielding  to  attractive  distractions,  no  doubt  was  strength- 
ened in  this  city  where  once  the  Apostles  carried  the  message 
of  the  Redeemer  with  directness  and  forthrightness. 

After  his  return  to  this  country  in  1938,  Father  Schenning, 
for  he  was  ordained  in  Rome,  was  assigned  to  instruct  others 
who  were  preparing  themselves  at  the  St.  Mary's  Seminary  at 
Femdale  for  the  sacrament  he  had  so  recently  received. 

This  appointment  launched  him  on  what  was  to  become  his 
life's  work.  From  1939  until  his  death,  with  the  exception  of  a 
brief  term  as  pastor  of  Sacred  Heart  Parish  in  nearby  Ems- 
worth,  he  was  a  teacher.  He  spent  almost  nine  years  in  this  role 
at  Ferndale  and  seventeen  more  at  Duquesne  University. 
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In  addition,  he  served  at  the  University  as  chaplain  for  the 
student  body  and  also  gave  of  his  time  and  talents  to  the  Mis- 
sion Apostolate  of  the  Church  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Pontifical  Association  of  the  Holy  Childhood. 

Now,  he  is  gone  but  only  in  body,  for  the  spirit  that  is  Father 
Schenning  will  live  on.  He  lives  on  in  those  outstanding  quali- 
ties of  his  priestliness  which  we  all  knew.  He  will  live  on,  we 
fervently  pray,  as  the  inspiration  for  others  to  choose  his  path 
to  God  and  to  appreciate  the  richness  of  that  most  blessed  of 
callings  —  the  priesthood. 

All  of  us  —  priests  and  laymen  —  can  learn  much  from  this 
gentle  man  of  God  and  we  can  do  much  for  him.  Priest  of  God 
he  is,  but  he  was  also  man  with  the  imperfections  of  man.  Let 
us  pray  for  him. 

Let  us  pray  that  he  has  earned  the  just  reward  for  his  com- 
plete negation  of  self  and  for  his  simple  trust  in  Him  Who  called 
and  that  he  may  intercede  with  the  Giver  of  all  gifts  to  shower 
grace  and  strength  on  those  he  left  behind  that  there  will  al- 
ways be  laborers  in  the  Divine  Vineyard. 

And,  finally,  let  us  pray  that  Louis  Nicholas  Schenning  re- 
joices eternally  that  he  was  privileged  to  hear  the  words: 

"THOU  ART  A  PRIEST  FOREVER."

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FATHER  MARTIN  S.  LUCZKIEWICZ 

GOLDEN  JUBILARIAN 

1915  - 1965 

Together  with  Father  WilHams,  Father  Martin  Luczkiewicz 
observed  his  50th  Anniversary  in  the  priesthood.  Father  Mar- 
tin was  born  in  Sambor,  Poland,  in  1885.  When  he  was  two 
years  old  he  migrated  with  his  family  to  Pennsylvania  and  to 
Mount  Carmel.  The  following  year  his  father  died  and  he  was 
sent  to  an  orphanage  in  Manitowoc,  Wisconsin.  Eleven  years 
later  he  returned  to  Mount  Carmel  and  while  working  as  a 
slate  picker  there  for  a  few  dollars  a  week,  he  attended  a  local 
Mount  Carmel  school  at  night  to  educate  himself  in  a  few  sub- 
jects he  considered  necessary  to  advance  to  a  better  position. 


His  application  for  admission  to  the  seminary  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers  was  accepted  in  1904  and  he  was  sent  to  Holy 
Ghost  College.  Two  years  were  spent  in  Pittsburgh  before  he 
transferred  to  Cornwells  Heights  where  he  graduated  from  the 
preparatory  seminary  in  1909  and  then  entered  the  Novitiate 
at  Ridgefield.  A  year  later  he  took  up  his  philosophical  and 
theological  studies  at  Ferndale  and  upon  completion  of  the 
course  there  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  by  Bishop  John  J. 
Nilan,  D.D.,  December  21,  1915.  His  first  appointment  was  to 
Cornwells  and  in  1917  he  went  to  St.  Alexander's  Junior  Semin- 
ary in  Canada  where  he  remained  until  1926  before  returning 
to  Cornwells  in  1928  to  again  resume  his  teaching  position. 

Subsequently,  he  was  appointed  to  the  parishes  of  the  Im- 
maculate Heart  of  Mary  in  Pittsburgh,  and  St.  Joseph's  in 
Mount  Carmel  where  he  served  as  pastor  for  almost  three  and 
one-half  years.  In  1940  he  returned  to  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary  Parish  where  he  has  continued  to  serve  the  local  com- 
munity for  these  twenty-five  years. 
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SILVER  ANNIVERSARY 
HATO  REY  PARISH,  PUERTO  RICO 

This  year  marks  the  25th  Anniversary  of  the  foundation  in 
1941  by  His  Excellency,  Bishop  Edwin  Byrne,  of  Holy  Ghost 
Parish  in  Hato  Key.  The  first  pastor  was  Father  Francis  Trot- 
ter, and  his  assistant  was  Father  Kenneth  Milford.  In  the  early 
years,  Mass  was  said  in  a  small  school  building,  and  first-grade 
and  kindergarten  were  conducted  on  the  grounds  adjacent  to 
the  parish.  Further  growth  began  with  a  24-classroom  combin- 
ation grade  and  high  school  building  which  was  finished  in  1945. 
Father  Eberhardt  was  pastor  at  the  time,  and  his  next  project 
was  a  parish  house  together  with  the  present  church  completed 
in  1953. 

During  this  time  the  Fathers  also  cared  for  a  small  school 
for  the  poor  in  the  area,  four  separate  chapels,  and  three  hos- 
pitals. In  1944,  five  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Family  of  Nazareth 
assumed  administration  of  the  schools.  Their  number  has  in- 
creased to  thirteen.  The  convent,  built  recently  under  the  di- 
rection of  Father  Thomas  Conner,  has  a  housing  capacity  of 
twenty-five.  At  the  present  time,  28  lay  teachers  are  employed 
in  the  schools ;  in  addition,  three  of  the  Fathers  also  teach.  The 
school  enrollment  is  currently  1,600  for  both  the  grade  and  high 
school  levels. 

At  this  date  there  are  approximately  25,000  souls  under  our 
jurisdiction.  There  are  five  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  working  in  the 
parish.  Plans  are  now  completed  for  the  construction  of  a 
second  chapel  in  one  of  the  poorer  sections  of  the  parish.  Prop- 
erty has  been  purchased  for  a  much  needed  auditorium. 

The  fact  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished  in  25  years  is 
a  tribute  to  the  good  people  of  Hato  Rey,  as  well  as  to  the  tire- 
less efforts  of  all  the  Fathers  and  Sisters  who  have  with  the 
blessings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  worked  unselfishly  in  this  sector 
of  God's  vineyard.

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IMPORTANCE  OF  APOSTOLIC  TRAINING 

(The  following   talk    was    presented   during   a   regional    meeting    held    at   St.    Emma's, 
Powhatan,  Virginia). 

There  is  no  question  that  according  to  the  age  in  which  we 
live  we  must  have  very  high  academic  qualifications  for  those 
entering  the  Congregation.  Nevertheless,  we  are  faced  with 
two  problems  regarding  vocations,  a)  obtaining  them,  and  b) 
keeping  them.  The  application  of  my  following  observations 
would  be  valid  with  regard  to  both  points. 

To  begin  with,  I  take  the  position  we  have  an  image  and  it  is 
in  keeping  with  the  Holy  Father's  description  of  us  as  "one  of 
the  great  missionary  Congregations."  The  Holy  Ghost  Fathers 
involved  in  the  work  we  have  undertaken  here  in  the  United 
States  in  schools  and  in  parishes  are  undoubtedly  meant  to  be 
recipients  of  this  commendable  citation,  as  well  as  our  Confreres 
in  Puerto  Rico  and  Africa. 

Three  major  points  wherein  we  lack  specific  training  in  our 
seminaries  are:  1)  the  missionary  aspect,  2)  the  sociological, 
and  3)  the  apostolic.  The  missionary  program  as  instituted  by 
the  Church  and  based  on  famous  missionary  encyclicals  of  the 
Popes  down  to  the  practical  commentaries  of  Father  Libermann 
and  other  great  missionaries  of  the  Congregation  is  very  seldom 
spoken  of  in  our  seminaries.  In  a  word,  therefore,  I  think  there 
is  considerable  deficiency  in  our  training  as  missionaries.  If 
we  belong  to  a  Congregation  entrusted  with  missionary  respon- 
sibilities, which  I  take  as  something  we  should  not  dispute,  then  ' 
we  should  be  trained  along  missionary  lines  for  both  our  work 
in  Puerto  Rico  and  Africa,  and  for  much  of  our  work  here. 

With  regard  to  the  sociological  aspect  of  our  training,  most 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  in  the  United  States  have  worked 
for  a  time  in  Negro  parishes,  but  yet,  very  few  are  known  as 
great  exponents  of  questions  arising  in  the  interest  of  Negro 
rights.  We  apparently  have  not  produced  men  who  can  talk, 
who  have  the  theory  behind  them,  and  who  can  introduce  a 
program  in  a  specific  parish  here  in  the  United  States.  At 
Duquesne  we  have  a  sociological  department  but  very  few  of 
our  seminarians,  even  those  going  to  the  university,  are  ever 
put  into  courses  in  the  sociological  field.  The  tendency  seems  to 
be  far  in  favor  of  the  psychological ;  and  while  I  am  not  under- 
estimating the  importance  and  extensive  value  of  this,  it  would 
seem  that  we  should  have  an  equal  interest  in  the  sociological 
background  and  developments  of  parishes  and  missions. 

Finally,  our  apostolic  training  must  begin  as  early  as  possible. 
It  must  be  manifest  in  our  junior  seminary  program  that  we 
are  training  seminarians  to  be  apostles  and  this  is  the  distinc- 
tion I  would  make  between  training  a  seminarian  in  a  diocesan 
seminary  and  in  ours.  They  are  trained  for  parish  work  and 
while  they  must  be  apostolic  in  this,  our  training  emphasizes 
the  primary  position  inherited  by  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  as  apos- 
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ties.  Our  Congregation  was  founded  to  train  apostles  to  work 
in  various  fields,  always  with  the  expansion  of  the  Church  in 
view.   This  inheritance  has  not  changed. 

Training  in  the  missionary,  sociological,  and  apostolic  aspects 
will  bring  about  the  family  spirit  that  we  all  want.  Seminarians 
should  be  motivated  from  the  time  they  enter  and  then  trained 
to  be  apostolically-minded  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  work 
of  our  Congregation.  By  conferences  through  their  entire  course 
of  studies  they  should  be  made  mindful  of  how  missiology  and 
sociology  are  an  essential  part  of  Christ's  Church.  Thus,  the 
individual  student  will  see  that  he  comes  to  the  seminary  for 
more  than  the  acquisition  of  intellectual  knowledge.  Wherever 
he  fulfills  his  vocation  therefore,  whether  in  a  parish,  in  a  field 
of  education,  or  in  the  missions,  he  will  have  been  trained  from 
the  beginning  in  the  idea  that  we  are  primarily  apostles.  This 
should  be  a  source  of  pride  to  us  and  an  inheritance  of  as  great 
a  value  now  as  ever  before.

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SUMMARY  REPORT 

THE  DECREE  ON  THE  ADAPTATION  AND  RENEWAL 

OF  THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

(Delivered   by   Father   John   J.   Walsh,    Pastor,    Holy   Ghost  Church,   Opelousas,   on   the 
occasion  of  the  Monthly   Eucharistic  Day  for  the  Clergy  of  the  Lafayette  Diocese) 

The  first  text  on  the  Adaptation  and  Renewal  of  the  Rehgious 
Life  was  voted  on  and  largely  rejected  in  November,  1964  — 
at  the  end  of  the  Council's  third  session.  The  Conciliar  Com- 
mission for  Religious  had  to  consider  over  14,000  suggestions 
after  the  third  session.  The  official  decree  which  was  officially 
promulgated  on  October  28,  1965  is  therefore  the  fruit  of  much 
study  and  immense  labor.  Although  it  is  a  rather  short  docu- 
ment —  being  less  than  three  thousand  words  —  it  lays  down 
the  general  guidelines  for  the  further  growth  and  development 
or  all  religious  institutes. 

The  very  first  article  of  the  decree  refers  to  certain  basic 
truths  mentioned  in  the  Constitution  on  the  Church  and  then 
goes  on  to  indicate  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  present  decree: 
"The  Sacred  Synod  has  already  shown  in  the  Constitution  on 
the  Church  (Ch.  6)  that  the  pursuit  of  perfect  charity  through 
the  evangelical  counsels  draws  its  origin  from  the  doctrine  and 
example  of  the  Divine  Master  and  reveals  itself  as  a  splendid 
sign  of  the  heavenly  kingdom.  Now  it  intends  to  treat  of  the 
life  and  discipline  of  those  institutes  whose  members  make  pro- 
fession of  chastity,  poverty  and  obedience  and  to  provide  for 
their  needs  in  our  time."  The  purpose  of  the  decree  is  there- 
fore very  clear:  to  provide  general  principles  or  guidelines  for 
the  renewal  of  the  life  and  discipline  of  religious  institutes 
according  to  present-day  needs.  Particular  norms  for  the  proper 
explanation  and  application  of  these  general  principles  will  be 
determined  by  more  detailed  instructions  from  a  postconciliar 
commission  or  from  the  Holy  See. 

What  is  meant  by  "The  adaptation  and  renewal  of  the  reli- 
gious life"?  The  adaptation  and  renewal  of  the  religious  life 
includes  both  the  return  to  the  sources  of  all  Christian  life  and 
to  the  original  spirit  of  the  institutes  as  well  as  their  adapta- 
tion to  the  changed  conditions  of  our  time.  This  renewal  must 
proceed  according  to  the  following  principles: 

1)  The  highest  rule  for  all  institutes  is:  The  following  of 
Christ  as  set  forth  in  the  Gospels ; 

2)  The  Founders'  spirit  as  well  as  the  special  aims  and  sound 
traditions  of  each  institute  must  be  faithfully  held  in  honor ; 

3)  All  institutes  should  share  in  the  life  of  the  Church 
adapting  as  their  own  and  implementing  in  accordance  with 
their  own  characteristics,  the  Church's  undertakings  and  aims 
in  matters  biblical,  liturgical,  dogmatic,  pastoral,  ecumenical, 
missionary  and  social. 

4)  Institutes  should  promote  among  their  members  an  ade- 
quate knowledge  of  the  social  conditions  of  the  times  they  live 
in  and  of  the  needs  of  the  Church  so  that  they  may  be  able  to 
assist  men  more  effectively. 
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5)  Renewal  of  the  spirit  —  the  following  of  Christ  and  union 
with  God  through  the  practice  of  the  evangelical  counsels  — 
must  take  precedence  even  over  the  active  ministry.  Otherwise 
the  best  adjustments  made  in  accordance  with  the  needs  of  our 
age  will  be  ineffectual. 

In  accordance  with  these  principles  renewal  will  require : 

1)  An  examination  of  the  manner  of  living,  praying,  working 
and  governing  as  well  as  of  the  constitutions,  directories,  cus- 
tomaries  of  prayers  and  ceremonies,  etc.  If  need  be  these  must 
be  changed  and  adapted  in  keeping  with  the  nature  of  the  in- 
stitute, its  apostolate  and  the  demands  of  culture,  and  social 
and  economic  circumstances. 

2)  The  cooperation  of  all  the  members  of  the  institute. 
Norms  and  legislation  must  come  from  higher  authority  but 
superiors  should  take  counsel  in  an  appropriate  way  and  hear 
the  members  in  those  matters  which  concern  the  future  well- 
being  of  the  whole  institute. 

3)  The  hope  of  renewal  lies  more  in  the  faithful  observance 
of  the  rules  and  constitutions  than  in  multiplying  laws. 

Religious  are  reminded  that  the  life  of  the  spirit  and  its 
renewal  for  them  stems  from  their  religious  profession  by 
which  they  dedicated  and  consecrated  themselves  entirely  to 
God  and  to  His  Church.  Seeking  God  first  they  should  join  con- 
templation with  apostolic  love  and  thus  strive  to  be  associated 
with  the  work  of  redemption  and  to  spread  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
They  must  therefore :  cultivate  the  spirit  and  practice  of  prayer 
by  daily  having  recourse  to  the  Sacred  Scriptures  in  order  that, 
by  reading  and  meditating  on  Holy  Writ,  they  may  learn  the 
surpassing  worth  of  knowing  Jesus  Christ;  they  should  cele- 
brate the  sacred  liturgy,  especially  the  holy  sacrifice  of  the 
Mass,  with  both  lips  and  heart  as  the  Church  desires  and  so 
nourish  their  spiritual  life  from  this  richest  of  sources.  Thus 
refreshed  in  spirit  they  will  dedicate  themselves  wholly  to  the 
mission  of  the  Church. 

In  articles  7  to  11  the  Decree  speaks  of  the  various  forms  of 
religious  life  and  institutes  —  Contemplative,  Apostolic,  Monas- 
tic, lay  and  even  Secular  institutes.  While  praising  each  form 
and  giving  each  its  rightful  place  in  the  Mystical  Body  it  out- 
lines general  principles  according  to  which  each  should  strive 
for  adaptation  and  renewal  in  keeping  with  its  particular  nature 
and  purpose. 

Since  all  religious  oblige  themselves  to  practice  the  evangel- 
ical counsels  their  observance  is  of  fundamental  importance  in 
the  renewal  of  the  spirit.  Chastity  should  be  counted  as  an  out- 
standing gift  of  grace.  While  trusting  in  Grod's  help  and  using 
the  natural  and  supernatural  means  which  promote  health  of 
mind  and  body  religious  are  not  to  be  influenced  by  those  false 
doctrines  which  scorn  perfect  continence  as  being  impossible 
or  harmful  to  human  development.    By  a  certain  spiritual  in- 
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stinct  they  must  repudiate  everything  which  endangers  chas- 
tity. Furthermore,  superiors  are  reminded  that  chastity  is 
guarded  more  securely  when  true  brotherly  love  flourishes  in 
the  common  life  of  the  community.  Candidates  should  not  be 
admitted  to  the  vow  of  chastity  unless  they  have  been  suffi- 
ciently tested  and  have  shown  the  required  psychological  and 
emotional  maturity. 

Poverty  professed  and  practiced  by  religious  is  an  eloquent 
sign  of  the  love  of  God,  especially  today.  "With  regard  to 
religious  poverty  it  is  not  enough  to  use  goods  in  a  way  subject 
to  the  superior's  will.  Members  must  be  poor  both  in  fact  and 
in  spirit,  their  treasures  being  in  heaven.  Religious  should  con- 
sider themselves  in  their  own  assignments  bound  by  the  com- 
mon law  of  labor,  and  while  they  procure  what  is  required  for 
their  sustenance  and  works,  they  should  banish  all  undue  solici- 
tude and  trust  themselves  to  the  providential  care  of  their 
Father  in  Heaven."  The  decree  makes  a  change  in  the  Canon 
Law  on  poverty  for  congregations  when  it  states:  "Religious 
congregations  by  their  constitutions  can  permit  their  members 
to  renounce  inheritances  either  those  which  have  been  acquired 
or  may  be  acquired."  All  religious  communities  are  warned  to 
avoid  every  appearance  of  luxury,  excessive  wealth  and  the 
accumulation  of  goods. 

In  professing  obedience  religious  offer  the  full  surrender  of 
their  own  will  as  a  sacrifice  of  themselves  to  God  and  so  are 
united  permanently  and  securely  to  God's  salvific  will.  Thus 
through  religious  obedience  they  sanctify  themselves  and  dedi- 
cate themselves  as  well  to  the  work  of  the  building  of  Christ's 
body,  the  Church.  Obedience  leads  to  maturity.  However,  su- 
periors are  directed  to  respect  the  human  dignity  of  their  sub- 
jects. They  should  gladly  listen  to  them  and  foster  harmony 
among  all  for  the  good  of  the  community  and  of  the  Church, 
provided  that  thereby  their  own  authority  to  decide  and  com- 
mand what  has  to  be  done  is  not  harmed. 

The  Common  life  —  the  whole  body  joined  together  and 
united  in  heart  and  soul,  given  new  force  by  the  teaching  of 
the  Gospel,  the  sacred  liturgy  and  especially  the  Eucharist, 
should  be  lived  in  prayer  and  the  communion  of  the  same  spirit. 
In  certain  communities  those  who  are  called  lay-Brothers, 
assistants,  or  some  similar  name,  should  be  drawn  closely  to  the 
life  and  work  of  the  community.  Unless  conditions  really  sug- 
gest otherwise,  care  should  be  taken  that  there  be  only  one 
class  of  Sisters  in  communities  of  women. 

The  cloister  and  religious  habit  are  to  be  maintained  but  are 
to  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  times.  The  Decree  gives  no 
particular  details  for  the  changes  of  religious  habits  but  merely 
states:  "The  religious  habit,  an  outward  mark  of  consecration 
to  God,  should  be  simple  and  modest,  poor  and  at  the  same  time 
becoming  while  meeting  the  requirements  of  health  and  the 
circumstances  of  time  and  place  and  the  needs  of  the  ministry 
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involved.  The  habits  of  both  men  and  women  which  do  not  con- 
form to  these  norms  must  be  changed." 

Adaptation  and  renewal  depend  to  a  large  extent  on  the  edu- 
cation of  religious.  Non-clerical  religious  and  women  religious 
should  not  be  assigned  to  apostolic  works  immediately  after  the 
novitiate.  Rather  their  religious  and  apostolic  formation  joined 
with  instruction  in  the  arts  and  sciences  directed  toward  obtain- 
ing appropriate  degrees  must  be  continued  in  houses  established 
for  these  ends  (namely  in  the  so-called  juniorates).  All  those 
engaged  in  the  active  apostolate  should  be  instructed  in  the 
currents  and  attitudes  and  thought  prevalent  in  social  life  to- 
day, in  proportion  to  their  intellectual  capacity  and  personal 
talent,  so  that  they  may  be  equal  to  their  tasks. 

The  concluding  articles  of  the  decree  take  up  the  following 
specific  points: 

1)  New  Communities  should  not  be  needlessly  founded,  es- 
pecially in  those  areas  where  the  church  has  recently  been 
established.  In  such  areas  those  forms  of  religious  life  should 
be  promoted  and  developed  which  take  into  account  the  genius 
and  way  of  life  of  the  inhabitants  and  the  customs  and  condi- 
tions of  the  region. 

2)  Communities  and  monasteries  which,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Holy  See,  after  consulting  the  interested  local  Ordinaries, 
do  not  give  reasonable  hope  of  further  development  will  be  for- 
bidden to  receive  novices  in  the  future  and  wherever  possible 
will  be  combined  with  other  more  flourishing  communities. 

3)  Independent  institutes  and  monasteries  should,  when  op- 
portune and  the  Holy  See  permits,  form  federations  if  they  can 
be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  same  religious  family ;  others 
with  practically  the  same  rules  and  constitutions  and  a  common 
spirit  should  unite,  especially  if  they  have  too  few  members; 
finally,  those  who  share  the  same  or  a  very  similar  active  apos- 
tolate should  become  associated  one  to  the  other. 

4)  Councils  or  conferences  of  major  superiors  of  the  various 
religious  institutes  are  especially  encouraged  for  the  good  of 
each  institute  and  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church.  Coordination 
and  cooperation  of  such  Councils  with  episcopal  conferences 
should  be  established  for  a  more  effective  exercise  of  the  apos- 
tolate. 

5)  Priests,  religious  educators  and  parents  are  asked  to  make 
serious  efforts  to  foster  religious  vocations ;  the  life  of  the  evan- 
gelical counsels  and  the  religious  state  should  be  treated  more 
frequently  in  ordinary  preaching.  Religious  communities  have 
the  right  to  make  themselves  known  and  so  foster  and  seek 
vocations  but  in  so  doing  they  must  observe  the  norms  laid 
down  by  the  Holy  See  and  the  local  ordinary. 

The  decree  concludes  with  a  paternal  exhortation  to  all  reli- 
gious institutes  in  these  words :  "Religious  institutes  .  .  .  should 
respond  generously  to  the  specific  vocation  God  gave  them  as 
well  as  to  their  work  in  the  Church  today.   The  Sacred  Synod 
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highly  esteems  their  way  of  life  in  poverty,  chastity  and  obedi- 
ence, of  which  Christ  the  Lord  is  Himself  the  exemplar.  More- 
over their  apostolate,  more  effective,  whether  obscure  or  well 
known,  offers  this  Synod  great  hope  for  the  future.  Let  all  re- 
ligious, therefore  rooted  in  faith  and  filled  with  love  of  God 
and  neighbor,  love  of  the  cross  and  the  hope  of  future  glory, 
spread  the  good  news  of  Christ  throughout  the  whole  world  so 
that  their  witness  may  be  seen  by  all  and  our  Father  in  heaven 
may  be  glorified.  Therefore,  let  them  beseech  the  Virgin  Mary, 
the  gentle  Mother  of  God,  whose  life  is  a  model  for  all,  that  their 
number  may  daily  increase  and  their  salutary  work  be  more 
effective.

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BOOK    REVIEW 

THE  CHURCH  AS  MISSION.   By  Eugene  Hillman,  C.S.Sp.       I 
(Herder  and  Herder,  New  York,  1965.)   144  pages.  $3.75.        ' 

This  book  represents  the  most  significant  single  advance  in 
the  development  of  a  theology  of  mission  in  the  last  forty  years, 
according  to  Father  Ronan  Hoffman,  O.F.M.  Conv.,  Associate 
Professor  of  Missiology,  Catholic  University  of  America.  "The 
Church  as  Mission"  is  at  once  instructive,  stimulating  and  pro- 
vocative. 

Father  Hillman  places  the  problem  of  the  mission  in  its  pro- 
per context,  namely,  in  the  sphere  of  theology.  "Go  forth,  and 
teach  the  WHOLE  WORLD,"  is  the  keynote  of  the  book,  beauti- 
fully woven  through  each  page.  He  points  out  that  the  Church 
as  mission  somehow  departed  from  its  primary  goal  —  evangeli- 
zation of  all  people.  Somehow  this  dynamic  Church  became 
static  in  its  missionary  task.  The  clarification  of  the  right 
theological  foundation  of  the  mission  of  the  Church  is  of  su- 
preme importance  for  the  Church's  existence  and  service.  In 
recent  years  many  have  asked  whether  missionary  activity  is, 
any  longer  necessary  in  the  light  of  a  more  optimistic  interpre- 
tation of  salvation  outside  the  visible  Church. 

An  overdose  of  Western  culture  and  attitudes  would  seem  to 
be  the  culprit  in  the  stagnation  of  the  Church  as  mission. 
Father  Hillman  steps  back  into  the  history  of  the  Church  and 
recalls  that  "All  people"  are  the  Assembly  of  God.  There  is  no 
nation,  no  culture,  no  ethnic  group,  sociologically  or  historically, 
who  has  any  greater  claim  to  God's  saving  grace  than  any  other. 
There  is  no  time  to  re-Christianize  those  who  have  received  the 
gift  of  Faith  and  rejected  it.  There  is  no  time  to  stay  "the 
tidings  of  great  joy"  while  there  are  so  many  who  have  not 
heard  them. 

This  is  not  a  new  idea  but  a  very  old  one  expressed  in  the 
telling  words  of  a  missionary  who  sees  the  need  to  revitalize  i 
the  missionary  spirit  of  the  church.  Touching  as  it  does  the 
very  heart  and  core  of  ecclesiology,  "The  Church  as  Mission" 
presents  two  serious  challenges  which  cannot  be  ignored  —  the 
pastoral  urgency  of  developing  a  truly  missionary  theology,  as 
well  as  the  practical  necessity  of  entering  into  a  closer  dialogue 
with  the  two  billion  non-Christian  peoples  of  the  world.  This 
book  is  required  reading  for  all  who  wish  an  understanding  of 
the  essentially  missionary  nature  of  the  Church.  i

THE  WEST  SPEAKS 
Glen  wood  Springs: 

The  vast  majority  of  the 
Fathers  of  the  Western  Prov- 
ince live  and  work  in  the 
South.  A  few  are  working  in 
white  parishes,  most  for  the 
Negro  and  a  very  few  in  ra- 
cially integrated  stations. 

To  one  who  visits  for  the 
first  time  our  places  in  the 
South,  there  is  one  overwhelm- 
ing impression:  The  courage, 
the  foresight,  tenacity  and 
sacrifice  of  those  who  have 
gone  before.  It  is  everywhere 
present.  Those  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  must  have  been  a 
special  breed  to  see  hope 
where  none  existed,  to  build 
schools  where  education  seem- 
ed valueless,  to  construct 
churches  for  a  people  who 
could  neither  support  them 
nor  use  them  to  their  full 
advantage.  No  less  a  wonder 
was  their  ability  to  live  among 
a  people  and  become  revered 
by  these  people  despite  a  skin 
that  was  recognized  by  many 
of  the  people  as  the  prime 
source  of  the  misery  and  deg- 
radation. 

Today  the  seed  that  they 
planted  has  flowered  into  fine 
churches,  wonderful  school 
buildings,  a  deep  seated  faith, 
a  regard  for  the  Fathers  and 
the  confidence  of  the  people 
in  their  own  value  and  destiny. 

Most  of  these  men  are  dead 
but  enough  live  to  inspire 
those  who  follow  to  keep  per- 
fect what  they  have  wrought. 
This  is  the  most  certain  of 
:he  impressions  that  one  gets 
I  is  he  tours  Our  South. 


Not  even  a  cursory  visit  can 
conceal  the  problems  that  are 
there.  A  Bishop  is  consecrated 
in  New  Orleans  and  his  broth- 
ers and  sisters  come  from  far 
flung  cities  for  the  event. 

URBANIZATION  —  What 
happens  to  the  many  young 
men  who  leave  Isle  Brevelle 
and  our  other  places?  Are 
they  well  received  in  a  Chica- 
go parish  ?  Is  their  faith,  their 
family  life,  their  morality 
strong  enough  for  such  an  ad- 
venture or  will  they  become 
just  another  statistic  in  the 
Monyhan  report?  What  can 
the  modern  day  Holy  Ghost 
Father  do  about  it  ? 

THE  NEW  NEGRO  —  The 
Negro  in  the  South  is  on  the 
march.  You  see  it  in  their 
clothes,  their  walk,  their  con- 
versations, their  despairs  and 
even  in  their  sins.  What 
should  the  modern  day  Holy 
Ghost  Father  do  ?  Civil  rights, 
boycotts,  what  should  be  his 
position,  what  should  he  do  ? 

INTEGRATION  —  There 
are  small  towns  with  a  special 
problem,  one  white,  one  color- 
ed Catholic  church  in  the 
town.  Common  sense  indicates 
that  together  there  would  be 
one  decent  size  parish.  What 
should  the  modern  day  Holy 
Ghost  Father  do? 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the 
many  problems  that  face  the 
Fathers  in  the  South.  Even  a 
few  conversations  are  suffi- 
cient to  show  that  the  men 
in  the  South  are  aware  of  the 
problems  and  are  seeking  an- 
swers.

The  expected  is  done  in  mag- 
nificent manner  as  the  CCD 
programs  testify,  as  the  eyes 
grow  big  at  the  sight  of  the 
confessional  lines  and  the  use 
of  the  Communion  rail.  A  few 
days  of  watching  and  listen- 
ing proves  that  interest  is  tak- 
en in  the  young,  the  sick,  the 
disturbed,  the  problem  mar- 
riage. The  churches  are  clean, 
the  rectories  and  convents 
adequate  to  needs,  the  schools 
maintained  and  expanded. 

The  unexpected  is  becoming 
commonplace.  Many  of  the 
Fathers  are  trying  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  programs  of 
the  War  on  Poverty.  A  co-op 
is  operated  successfully  by 
one  of  the  Fathers.  Is  this  the 
answer  to  the  problem  of  the 
flight  to  the  cities  of  the 
north  and  west?  Is  it  a  possi- 
ble answer  to  the  male  Negro 
need  for  ownership,  for  self- 
esteem  etc.?  Other  Fathers 
are  devoting  time,  imagina- 
tion, brains  and  energy  to 
form  self-help  groups  to  cope 
with  poverty,  bad  housing, 
sickness,  crime  and  other 
evils.  Voting,  a  powerful  weap- 
on, is  encouraged  and  used  ef- 
fectively by  still  others. 

Vocations  are  being  sought 
and  fostered.  Whatever  fault 
we  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  might 
have  had  in  the  past,  at  least 
these  faults  are  not  used  as 
an  excuse  for  not  making  the 
effort  now. 

There  is  no  need  for  the 
Giants  of  another  day  to 
worry.  Their  present  day  edi- 
tions are  trying  to  live  up  to 
the  high  standards  of  work, 
sacrifice,  tenacity  and  fore- 
sight that  they  so  obviously 
possessed.  Certainly  mistakes 


will  be  made  but  only  the  lazy 
make  no  mistakes. 

Certainly  there  will  be  hot 
arguments  over  the  best 
method  but  the  real  man  is 
not  afraid  of  an  exchange, 
however  spirited,  of  ideas. 
Certainly  there  will  be  failures 
but  failure  only  makes  the 
road  to  success  that  much 
clearer. 

The  past  will  be  preserved 
and  expanded.  This  day's 
problems  will  be  met  and  an- 
swered. This  is  the  feeling 
that  one  gets  in  the  south. 

Opelousas 

Holy  Ghost  Church  intro- 
duced the  Monthly  Envelope 
Mailing  System  on  the  first  of 
this  month.  Some  old  folk 
were  mighty  glad  to  receive 
the  picture  (Wall  Envelope 
Holder)  of  the  church  and 
didn't  see  their  new  envelopes 
the  large  card  contained. 
There  was  a  lot  of  bell-ringing 
at  the  rectory:  "I  would  like 
to  have  a  BOX  of  envelopes 
for  the  new  year."  The  sys- 
tem provides  convenience  and 
file-accuracy  and  a  bit  of 
weekly  financial  increase,  and 
the  wistful  increase,  natur- 
ally, was  hoped  for  through 
the  strongest  motive  in  the 
notion  to  change  envelope 
procedure. 

The  parish  MISSION  is  set 
for  the  first  and  second  week 
of  Lent  and,  as  usual,  it  won't 
take  much  prompting  to  inter- 
est the  parishioners  to  attend. ' 
Our  Spiritans  who  have  given 
service  in  Louisiana  well  know 
what  an  edifying  experience  it 
is  to  see  the  church  crowded 
beyond  capacity  by  the  women 
the  first  week  and  the  men  — 
not  to  be  outdone  —  the 
second. 
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Since  the  Vatican  Council 
officially  closed,  our  Bishop 
has  continued  its  burdensome 
work  in  forming  sixteen  sub- 
committees, one  for  each  docu- 
ment of  the  Council.  The  task 
is  to  prepare  a  series  of  ser- 
mons on  the  Conciliar  teach- 
ings. Father  John  J.  Walsh, 
pastor,  has  been  asked  to 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee on  "The  Decree  on 
the  Adaptation  and  Renewal 
of  Rehgious  Life."  He  has  re- 
ceived assurance  of  generous 
assistance  of  a  Jesuit,  a  Jo- 
sephite,  and  a  Spiritan  con- 
frere to  formulate  a  practical, 
concise,  and  accurate  account 
of  this  decree  which  was 
shared  with  the  clergy  in  a 
summary  report  at  Immacu- 
lata  Seminary,  Lafayette.  "I 
know  that  I  can  confidently 
rely  on  your  effective  leader- 
ship and  competence  in  this 
important  matter  for  the  good 
of  our  diocese,"  concludes  the 
bishop  in  his  letter  of  ap- 
pointment to  Father  Walsh. 

St.  Landry  Parish  (county) 
Library  Board  seeks  a  second 
chance  to  obtain  funds  to 
establish  and  operate  a  parish- 
wide  library  service.  A  peti- 
tion route  to  persuade  the 
Parish  Police  Jury  to  call  an- 
other referendum  for  a  3-mill 
property  tax  is  now  in  effect. 
This  was  an  encouraging  note 
from  the  recent  meeting  of 
the  City  Association  of  Com- 
merce. Tentative  date  for  the 
referendum  is  March  15,  de- 
pending on  the  success  of  the 
3,000  petitions  hoped  for. 
Father  Frank  Kichak  at- 
tended the  meeting  and  when 
recognized  by  the  Chairman, 
said :  "I  will  make  time  avail- 


able to  work  for  the  library. 
I  can't  conceive  a  civilized 
community  without  a  public 
library.  .  .  ." 

Father  Bart  McMahon  was 
pleasantly  shocked  seeing 
some  of  his  friendly  conversa- 
tion noted  in  the  town's  daily 
paper  two  weeks  ago.  To  be 
sure,  he  knew  his  acquaint- 
ance was  a  reporter  but  the 
incident  did  not  suggest  the 
likelihood  of  echo  through 
news  media.  Father  Mac  was 
mentioned  in  glorious  terms 
relating  his  interesting  obser- 
vations of  19-years'  work  in 
the  Nigerian  missions.  Now, 
two  weeks  later.  Father  Mac 
gets  the  contrary  and  provok- 
ing shock  of  the  news  of  revo- 
lution in  Nigeria  that  un- 
doubtedly could  filter  from  the 
western  to  the  eastern  section 
and  endanger  this  predomi- 
nantly Christianized  territory. 
Our  good  parish  folk  here  will 
double  their  prayerful  efforts 
for  our  less  fortunate  neigh- 
bors over  there. 


Duquesne 

Father  Henry  J.  McAnulty, 
University  President,  recently 
announced  the  following 
Administrative  appointments : 
Rev.  J.  Gerald  Walsh,  execu- 
tive Vice-president,  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  Executive  Committee ; 
Rev.  Stephen  J.  Lasko,  Vice- 
President  for  University  Re- 
lations; Rev.  Joseph  A.  Laur- 
itis.  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  and  re-elec- 
ted to  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  Executive  Committee. 

Developing  a  program  of 
musical  pluralism  is  a  project 
currently  being  undertaken  by 
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Reverend  Joseph  A.  Healy, 
University  Chaplain.  The  aim 
of  the  program  is  to  provide 
music  contributing  to  the 
quality  of  worship  and  cover- 
ing a  variety  of  tastes.  Father 
Healy  feels  the  University  is 
the  ideal  place  to  make  use  of 
the  various  forms  of  musical 
participation  in  the  Mass.  A 
folk  song  Mass  held  in  the 
University  Chapel  recently 
was  part  of  the  program.  The 
participation  was  excellent. 
This  Mass  followed  the  text  of 
the  "American  Mass  Pro- 
gram" by  Clarence  Rivers.  It 
was  written  in  the  style  of 
Negro  spirituals.  The  Fresh- 
man Mass,  held  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  semester,  also  had 
a  folk  song  style.  Hymns  were 
sung  to  the  tune  of  the  popu- 
lar folk  ballads  such  as  "500 
Miles"  and  "Michael".  The 
familiar  tunes  contributed  to 
stronger  singing.  Father 
Healy  hopes  to  widen  the 
variety  of  hymns  used  in  the 
future. 

Father  Englebert  van 
Croonenburg,  Professor  of 
Philosophy,  has  been  ap- 
pointed executive  director  of 
the  Institute  of  Man  at  the 
University. 

Father  Francis  Duffy,  pro- 
fessor of  Sociology,  presented 
the  keynote  address  to  85 
state  institutional  chaplains 
of  all  faiths  at  Webster  Hall 
Hotel  in  Pittsburgh  recently.

The  following  is  a  letter  from  Very  Reverend  Father  L.  J. 
Vogel  addressed  to  Very  Reverend  Father  Francis  P.  Trotter. 

CONGREGATION  DU  SAINT-ESPIRIT 
Paris,   France,   April  12,   1966 
Very  Reverend  and  Dear  Father  Provincial, 

I  returned  to  the  Motherhouse  on  April  the  4th,  and  two  days 
later  I  was  invited  to  expose  my  impressions  on  the  Visit  to  the 
General  Council,  these  impressions  were  received  with  great' 
interest  and  great  satisfaction.  It  is  for  me  a  real  pleasure  to 
communicate  these  same  impressions  to  you. 

I  may  say  that  all  your  Fathers  are  hard  working  priests, 
zealous  and  devoted  in  the  ministry  and  giving  all  service  to 
the  faithful.  The  pastoral  and  even  the  social  work  is  well  or- 
ganized and  divided  among  the  Fathers,  who  are  all  appreciated! 
by  their  parishioners. 

The  number  of  families  and  souls  in  the  colored  parishes  isi 
very    small,    nevertheless    all    the    Fathers   working    in    these 
parishes  are  very   attached   to  these   "abandoned   souls"   and 
dedicated  in  their  work. 

I  was  highly  impressed  by  the  new  Liturgy,  well  organized  in 
all  the  parishes,  without  exception,  with  the  "actuosa  partici- 
patio"  of  the  faithful,  and  everywhere  in  accordance  with  the 
decisions  of  the  Vatican  Council  and  the  directives  of  the  local 
Hierarchy. 

The  community-spirit  of  charity,  harmony  and  collaboration 
is  evident  in  all  the  houses,  I  consider  this  fine  community-life 
as  a  reallv  sincere  expression  of  their  good  spiritual  and  religious 
life. 

In  many  houses  the  schedule  for  common  exercises  is  well 
established  and  generally  well  followed  also,  although  not  al- 
ways faithfully  .  .  .  due  to  human  fragility !  In  some  of  the 
houses  the  common  exercises  were  completely  neglected,  no 
schedule  at  all  .  .  .  but  all  these  good  Fathers  accepted  willingly 
my  suggestions  and  regulations.  In  most  of  the  places  the 
Fathers  do  their  meditation  privately,  for  reasons  of  pastoral 
work  ...  I  encouraged  them  to  do  their  meditation  faithfully, 
privately  .  .  .  but  with  some  good  will  the  meditation  could  be 
done  in  most  of  the  places  in  common,  but  I  did  not  insist.  I 
recommend  Particular  Examen  after  lunch.  Visit  to  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  before  dinner  and  night  prayers  or  compline  after 
dinner.  In  many  places  the  Fathers  usually  watch  television 
unto  very  late  in  the  evening  and  go  to  bed  very  late  ...  so  the 
"early"  rising  for  morning  prayers  must  be  difficult.  The  regu- 
lation made  in  the  Province  to  close  television  should  be  en- 
forced .  .  .  i.e.  after  the  10:00  o'clock  news  report. 

All  your  dear  Fathers  are  very  united  and  feel  happy  to  belong 
to  the  West-Province.  All  appreciate  highly  their  Provincial 
Superior,  his  regular  and  frequent  visits,  his  easy  "dialogue" 
with  them.  The  Fathers  express  the  same  sympathy  for  the 
Procurator  of  the  Province,  Very  Rev.  Father  O'Reilly,  all  the 
Fathers  are  good  Holy  Ghost-men,  they  show  a  real  concern  for 
the  interests  and  the  needs  of  the  Province  and  consider  their 
yearly  "remittance"  as  a  real  obligation  toward  the  Province. 


I  mentioned  the  amount  of  remittance  of  each  house  in  my  report 
to  the  Motherhouse.  Perhaps  a  few  Fathers  could  give  more  and 
"take"  their  salary  together  with  the  mass-stipends. 

All  the  Fathers  of  the  West-Province  have  a  missionary  spirit 
and  feel  happy  to  work  for  the  main  purpose  of  the  Congregation, 
"the  most  abandoned  souls  and  most  difficult  works" ;  to  this 
category  belong  surely  the  22  parishes  of  Louisiana,  the  six 
colored  parishes  of  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas  and  the  two  Mexi- 
can Parishes  of  Bakersfield  and  Tucson.  Some  of  the  Fathers 
expressed  their  wish  that  the  new  missionfield  in  Peru  should  be 
given  to  the  West-Province  in  order  to  emphasize  clearly  its 
orientation  to  the  Missions ! 

I  investigated  in  all  the  houses  the  problem  of  "vocations" 
for  the  Province  and  I  encouraged  all  the  Fathers  to  help  the 
devoted  and  extremely  difficult  work  of  our  dear  Father  Carr. 
I  was  told  that  Father  Carr  is  "planning"  for  some  division  of  his 
work,  with  possibly  a  special  Father  responsible  for  the  voca- 
tions in  the  different  centers  like  Louisiana,  California,  and 
Oklahoma-Arkansas.  I  have  no  pretention  to  give  any  advice  in 
this  direction :  it  is  up  to  you ! 

I  had  also  to  make  it  clear  to  some  Fathers  that  all  our  dear 
Confreres  who  teach  in  the  High  Schools  of  Riverside  and 
Phoenix  are  working  indirectly  for  the  specific  purpose  of  the 
Congregation  because  these  schools  will  give  us — as  surely  can 
be  expected — a  fine  number  of  vocations  to  the  Province.  The 
Fathers  teaching  in  these  schools  are  anxious  to  give  this  con- 
tribution and  they  understand  their  presence  in  these  schools  is 
justified  only  for  this  purpose. 

I  would  recommend  that  during  the  yearly  retreat  a  special 
talk  on  "Vocations"  should  be  given  by  a  competent  Father — 
especially  about  the  difficult  and  delicate  problem  of  the 
"approach"  to  the  students  etc.  in  this  matter. 

There  are  in  your  Province  only  4  parishes  for  "white" 
Catholics:  Riverside,  Hemet,  Morrilton  and  Conway.  These 
parishes  with  their  parochial  high  schools  like  some  others 
in  Louisiana  can  be  a  source  of  vocations.  In  some  of  these 
parishes  the  Fathers  have  organized  Vocation  Clubs  and  this 
initiative  could  be  recommended  for  all  the  high  schools. 

Some  of  the  Fathers  are  nearly  impatient  to  see  their  new 
West  Province  growing  and  expanding,  but  the  growth  of  a  new 
Province  is  always  slow  and  especially  the  difficulties  of  the 
first  years  are  meant  by  divine  strategy  and  Providence  as  a 
guarantee  for  all  the  blessings  to  come  in  the  future! 

So  the  visit  of  the  West  Province  has  been  for  me  a  real 
satisfaction,  and  once  more  I  thank  you  and  all  the  dear 
Fathers  not  only  for  their  kindness  and  friendly  hospitality  but 
especially  for  their  good  spirit,  their  devoted  work  and  all  their 
sacrifices.  I  am  sure  that  you  share  with  me  the  same  satisfac- 
tion. I  pray  that  our  divine  Lord  and  Blessed  Virgin  may  bestow 
on  you  and  on  all  the  Fathers,  on  their  priestly  work  and  on 
the  Province  all  divine  graces.

FATHER  HILLMAN  RECEIVES  PIERRE  CHARLES  AWARD 


An  American  priest,  Rev.  Eugene  Hillman,  C.S.Sp., — the  only 
white  man  accepted  as  an  honorary  elder  of  the  Masai  tribe — 
was  awarded  the  1966  Pierre  Charles  Award  of  the  Institute  of 
Mission  Studies  at  Fordham  University  for  his  book  The  Church 
As  Mission  (Herder  and  Herder,  New  York).

ONE  HEART  AND  ONE  SOUL

Every  organization,  club  or  fraternity  has  some  motto,  stand- 
ard, or  theme  to  spur  it  on  to  action  or  to  renew  the  spirit  within 
it.  All  of  us  have  had  to  study  the  Crusades,  and  I  am  sure  we 
can  readily  recall  that  great  rallying  cry  of  the  Crusaders,  "God 
Wills  It."  Do  not  we  who  are  following  in  the  footsteps  of  our 
Divine  Lord  and  who  belong  to  one  of  the  greatest  Religious 
Congregations  in  the  world  today  have  a  spirit  which  is  close  to 
the  Heart  of  Christ. 

In  this  I  am  referring  to  that  element  which  binds  us  so 
closely  together  which  to  a  certain  degree  is  stronger  than  that 
union  which  binds  a  human  family.  Why  do  I  say  this?  In  a 
religious  family  there  exists,  or  should  exist,  a  unity  of  purpose 
that  prompts  all  of  its  members  to  work  in  true  and  unfailing 
harmony  with  a  love  which  by  its  mutual  understanding  trans- 
cends all  human  love. 

Let  us  return  to  the  Supper  Room  where  our  Divine  Saviour 
speaks  to  His  Disciples  before  He  leaves  them  and  we  will  dis- 
cover that  He  spoke  not  only  to  them  but  also  to  all  those  who 
would  follow  them : 

"A  new  commandment  I  give  you,  that  you  love  one 
another:  that  as  I  have  loved  you,  you  also  love  one 
another.  By  this  will  all  men  know  that  you  are  My 
disciples,  if  you  have  love  for  one  another." 

(St.  John,  C.  13,  V.  34-35) 
"This  is  My  commandment,  that  you  love  one  another 
as  I  have  loved  you.  Greater  love  than  this  no  one  has, 
that  one  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends." 

(St.  John,  C.  15,  V.  12-13) 
Christ  not  only  spoke  or  preached  by  word  of  mouth  but 
above  all  He  proclaimed  His  love  for  His  fellow  men  by  the  good 
He  performed  for  them.  He  gave  us  the  most  perfect  example 
of  how  we  should  live  with  all  of  our  neighbors  and  how  we 
should  try  each  and  every  day  of  our  lives  to  practice  His 
admonitions  and  exhortations  if  we  truly  wish  to  call  ourselves 
His  disciples. 

This  brings  us  back  to  the  theme  of  this  article,  and  I  am 
sure  that  if  we  examine  our  consciences  carefully  we  will  have  to 
admit  that  we  have  not  always  been  following  in  the  footsteps 
of  our  Beloved  Master.  Can  we  say  without  fear  of  contradic- 
tion that  we  have  considered  our  neighbors  as  we  do  ourselves? 
What  do  we  mean  by  this?  Do  we  rejoice  with  them  in  their 
joys  and  sorrow  with  them  in  their  sorrows?  Are  we  always 
ready  to  forgive  our  neighbors  when  they  injure  us  or  must 
we  wait  until  they  have  first  forgiven  us  for  something  which 
we  have  done  against  them? 

"Forgive,  and  you  shall  be  forgiven  ;  give  and  it  shall  be 
given  to  you ;  good  measure,  pressed  down,  shaken 
together,  running  over,  shall  pour  into  your  lap.  For 
with  what  measure  you  measure,  it  shall  be  measured 
to  you."  (St.  Luke,  C.  6,  V.  38) 


Can  men  today  say  of  us  what  the  pagans  said  of  the  first 
Christians:  "Behold  how  they  love  one  another,"  or  must  they 
ask,  "What  kind  of  men  are  these  ?"  Do  we  not  realize  that  what- 
ever we  do  reflects  not  only  on  ourselves  but  also  on  our  com- 
munity, and  above  all  on  the  Congregation  as  a  whole?  Should 
we  not  then  from  time  to  time  examine  our  relations  with  all  our 
confreres  to  see  if  we  are  living  with  them  in  the  true  spirit  of 
our  Congregation  and  our  Divine  Master? 

After  examining  our  consciences,  I  am  sure  that  most  of  us 
will  admit  that  we  do  not  always  treat  our  confreres  as  we 
should.  While  bearing  in  mind  at  all  times  that  those  who  have 
the  happiness  of  having  been  raised  to  the  Altar  of  God  as  His 
priests  are  as  such  His  duly  anointed  representatives,  we  ask  are 
not  all  the  Brothers  equal  to  them  as  members  of  our  Congre- 
gation ?  What  then  is  the  cause  of  the  apparent  and  often  sharp 
disdain  which  is  shown  by  the  Fathers  towards  the  Brothers? 
You  will  notice  that  I  use  the  word  'apparent'  for  without  a 
doubt  in  my  mind,  I  think  this  is  really  the  case,  for  in  saying 
this  I  am  speaking  from  experience.  I  have  spoken  with  many 
Brothers  and  much  to  my  sorrow,  they  have  expressed  the  feel- 
ing that  the  Fathers  are  against  them.  Are  they  right  in  taking 
such  a  position  and  if  so  what  can  they  do  to  make  themselves 
more  presentable  in  the  eyes  of  their  confreres? 

The  Brothers  must  always  remember  that  when  they  made 
their  Religious  Profession  they  took  upon  themselves  a  very 
serious  obligation  of  striving  for  perfection.  It  is  not  enough 
for  them  to  say,  now  that  I  am  professed  I  am  going  to  learn 
to  be  a  carpenter  or  an  electrician  without  a  thought  of  what 
they  are  going  to  do  regarding  their  spiritual  life.  Once  a  mem- 
ber leaves  the  Novitiate  he  must  never  think  his  spiritual  train- 
ing is  finished.  Therefore,  a  Brother  will  always  gain  the  admira- 
tion and  respect  of  both  the  Fathers  and  the  Brothers  if  day  by 
day  he  does  his  work  and  follows  his  Rule  to  please  God,  not  men. 
This  is  what  every  one  of  us  is  called  upon  to  do  in  the  Religious 
life  and  what  a  different  world  we  would  have  today  if  all  men — 
no  matter  what  their  station  in  life — would  regard  his  neighbor 
as  his  brother. 

Should  we  not  thank  the  Holy  Spirit  with  an  ever  increasing 
gratitude  for  the  manner  in  which  He  directed  all  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  Vatical  Council.  As  a  result  of  the  exhaustive  and 
intensive  studies  made  by  all  the  Fathers,  there  now  exists  in 
the  Church  established  by  Jesus  Christ  a  true  spirit  of  peace  and 
unity.  This  change  of  attitude  is  reflected  in  all  the  ceremonies 
of  the  Church,  and  we  should  do  all  in  our  power  to  help  spread 
this  new  spirit  since  it  is  so  in  keeping  with  that  of  our  own 
Congregation.  What  a  tremendous  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
Mass  itself.  It  seems  that  we  are  returning  to  the  spirit  of  the 
first  Christians.  What  do  I  mean  by  this?  We  are  now  offering 
our  sacrifices  together,  and  partaking  of  the  Lord's  Body  is  the 
main  theme  not  as  individuals  but  as  a  corporate  group.  All 
those  who  assist  at  the  Liturgical  Sacrifices  are  to  have  a  full 


realization  of  what  is  transpiring  at  the  Altar.  They  also  have 
an  earnest  desire  to  join  with  the  priest  and  other  members  of 
the  congregation  assembled  to  offer  to  God  the  Father,  the  Bread 
and  Wine  to  be  changed  into  the  Body  and  Blood  of  His  only 
Begotten  Son. 

There  is  another  debt  which  we  owe  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  for 
is  it  not  through  His  inspiration  that  such  excellent  men  have 
been  chosen  at  this  time  to  be  our  Superiors  and  Directors. 
They  are  all  men  with  unexcelled  understanding,  wisdom  and 
charity — virtues  which  are  so  needed  in  those  chosen  to  lead 
their  communities.  With  what  confidence  we  can  enter  their 
rooms  and  talk  over  with  them  the  various  problems  which  con- 
front us.  No  longer  should  one  enter  the  presence  of  his 
Superior  or  Director  with  any  fear  when  he  knows  he  can  speak 
to  him  man  to  man  and  be  heard  with  the  utmost  patience.  This 
change  of  attitude  will  be  a  strong  force  in  securing,  assuring, 
and  preserving  the  unity  of  purpose  which  is  the  bond  and 
stronghold  of  every  community. 

In  His  prayers  to  His  Heavenly  Father,  our  Divine  Lord 
interceded  not  only  for  His  Apostles  but  also  for  all  those  who 
were  to  follow  them: 

"Yet  not  for  these  only  do  I  pray,  but  for  those  also  who 
through  their  word  are  to  believe  in  me,  that  all  may 
be  one,  even  as  Thou,  Father,  in  me  and  I  in  Thee ;  that 
they  also  may  be  one  in  us,  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  Thou  has  sent  me.  And  the  glory  that  Thou  hast 
given  me,  I  have  given  to  them,  that  they  may  be  one, 
even  as  we  are  one.  I  in  them  and  Thou  in  me;  that 
they  may  be  perfected  in  unity,  and  that  the  world 
may  know  that  Thou  has  sent  me,  and  that  Thou  hast 
loved  them  even  as  Thou  hast  loved  me."

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MOTHER  KATHARINE'S  LEGACY 

The  observance  of  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Sisters  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  tomorrow  once  more  emphasizes  the  tremen- 
dous legacy  which  Mother  M.  Katharine  Drexel  left  to  her 
community,  to  the  Indians  and  Negroes,  to  the  Catholic  Church, 
and  to  the  entire  nation.  It  is  a  legacy  remarkable  indeed  from 
the  financial  standpoint,  but  eminently  more  remarkable  from  a 
spiritual  and  humanitarian  point  of  view.  Mother  Katharine 
not  only  gave  of  her  wealth ;  she  gave  herself,  and  she  keeps  on 
giving  through  her  spiritual  daughters  in  the  religious  commu- 
nity she  founded. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  her  legacy,  and  that  is  the  manner 
in  which  she  gave  her  wealth  and  herself  to  the  members  of  two 
races  that  were  downtrodden  and  shamefully  neglected.  She 
was  indeed  an  intrepid  pioneer  in  the  work.  She  carried  on  in  her 
apostolate  for  interracial  justice  and  the  recognition  of  the  basic 
equality  of  all  men  in  a  time  when  it  took  real  courage  and 
ability  to  brave  the  sneers  of  the  race  bigots.  She  worked  long 
before  there  were  extensive  Federal  and  state  civil  rights  laws. 
She  moved  against  the  tide,  and  she  did  so  because  she  saw  in 
all  men,  regardless  of  color  or  race,  the  image  of  God. 

It  cannot  be  emphasized  too  strongly  that  Mother  Katharine, 
in  carrying  out  her  mission,  had  neither  the  help  of  laws  nor  the 
widespread  sympathy  of  her  fellow  Americans,  and  that  she  ac- 
complished very  much  in  a  quiet  and  effective  manner.  No 
brass  bands,  no  demonstrations,  no  brave  protestations  of  "com- 
mitment"— just  plain  hard  work  helping  God's  people  quietly  and 
effectively. 

Long  before  there  were  antipoverty  programs  and  integration 
movements.  Mother  Katharine  had  the  vision  of  achieving  these 
ends,  and  she  worked  toward  these  purposes.  She  was  truly  "the 
woman  who  gave  her  gold  away,"  and  she  was  the  rich  girlwho 
went  into  the  midst  of  poverty  and  degradation  to  give  her  be- 
loved a  sense  of  human  dignity  and  a  sense  of  belonging  with 
all  people  regardless  of  the  color  of  their  skin.  She  did  more  than 
talk  about  integration — she  lived  it. 

Seventy-five  years  have  passed  since  Mother  Katharine 
founded  her  religious  community  to  strengthen  and  enlarge  her 
apostolate  to  God's  forgotten  children.  She  took  them  into  her 
schools,  gave  them  an  education,  provided  college  and  vocational 
training  in  order  to  lift  them  up  and  help  them  lead  productive 
lives.  For  more  than  seven  decades  this  was  done,  and  today,  on 
a  wider  scale  through  the  Sisters  of  her  religious  community, 
she  is  still  carrying  on  the  noble  and  charitable  work. 

The  many  friends  and  admirers  of  Mother  Katharine  and  her 
Sisters  will  join  with  the  many  thousands  who  have  benefited 
from  the  selfless  work  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
on  the  occasion  of  their  diamond  jubilee  to  thank  God  for  Mother 
Katharine  and  her  Sisters.  In  her  quiet  but  forceful  way,  we 
are  sure  that  Mother  Katharine  would  have  two  suggestions: 
First,  thank  God,  who  made  this  work  possible,  and  second, 
continue  in  this  important  God-given  assignment  because  there 
is  still  much  more  that  remains  to  be  done!

NEW  APOSTOLIC  ADMINISTRATOR  FOR  ZANZIBAR 

(From  News  Bulletin  —  TANZANIA  CATHOLIC  SECRETARIAT) 

The  Apostolic  Nunciature,  Nairobi,  has  announced  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Right  Reverend  Monsignor  Joseph  Sipendi,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Moshi,  to  Apostolic  Administrator  of  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Jurisdiction  of  Zanzibar  and  Pemba,  replacing  the  Most 
Reverend  Archbishop  E.  A.  Maranta,  O.F.M.  Cap.,  whose  resig- 
nation from  that  Apostolic  Administration  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Holy  Father.  By  this  appointment  Msgr.  Sipendi  auto- 
matically became  a  member  of  the  Tanzania  Episcopal 
Conference. 

Father  Sipendi  was  born  at  Kilema,  Diocese  of  Moshi,  in  1915. 
He  was  ordained  priest  in  Rome  in  1942,  after  having  obtained 
his  Baccalaureate  in  Philosophy  and  his  Licentiate  in  Theology. 
Back  in  Tanzania  after  the  war  he  was  a  curate  in  several 
parishes  of  the  Moshi  Diocese.  He  also  taught  in  the  Secondary 
School  of  Umbwe  and  in  the  Senior  Seminary  of  Kibosho.  In 
1958  he  joined  the  Catholic  Secretariat  in  Dar  es  Salaam  as 
Assistant  Education  Secretary  General  of  the  Tanzania  Episco- 
pal Conference,  then  called  Tanganyika  Catholic  Welfare  Organ- 
ization. He  was  Education  Secretary  General  of  this  organiza- 
tion from  March  1961  until  February  1966,  when  he  returned 
to  the  Diocese  of  Moshi. 

His  jurisdiction 

Zanzibar  and  Pemba,  two  islands  at  the  East  coast  of  Tan- 
ganyika, have  a  total  population  of  320,000.  Most  of  the  people 
are  Muslims.  There  are  3,186  Catholics  and  520  Catechumens. 
The  new  Apostolic  Administrator  has  only  two  priests,  one  in 
Zanzibar  and  one  in  Pemba.   Both  of  them  are  Africans. 

Five  European  sisters  of  the  Congregation  of  the  Precious 
Blood  are  teaching  at  Tumekuja  Secondary  School,  the  former 
St.  Joseph's  School,  which  was  nationalized  on  July  1,  1964.  Two 
other  European  sisters  of  the  same  Congregation  are  in  charge 
of  the  Old  People  and  Lepers  Home  of  Walezo,  a  few  miles  out- 
side Zanzibar  town.  Four  African  sisters  of  the  Huruma  Con- 
vent, Diocese  of  Moshi,  are  working  in  Pemba. 

Zanzibar  independent 

I      In  the  course  of  years  the  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdictions  in  East 

I  Africa  underwent  many  changes.    For  a  long  period  Zanzibar 

and  Pemba  were  dependent  on  Kenya's  Hierarchy.    Some  11 

years  ago  the  Diocese  of  Mombasa  and  Zanzibar  was  erected, 

i  The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  had  his  residence  in  Mombasa. 

j      When  Zanzibar  and  Pemba  became  independent  on  December 

i  10,  1963,  no  alterations  were  made  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Juris- 

'  diction.    On  January  12,  1964,  the  people  of  Zanzibar  revolted 

against  the  Sultan  and  expelled  him.    A  few  months  later  the 

Governments  of  Tanganyika  and  Zanzibar  (Pemba  inclusively) 

agreed  to  unite  and  formed  the  United  Republic  of  Tanzania. 

The  establishment  of  the  Apostolic  Administration  of  Zanzibar 

and  Pemba  followed  in  January  1965.  The  Most  Reverend  Edgar 

Maranta,  Archbishop  of  Dar  es  Salaam,  was  appointed  Apostolic 

Administrator  of  the  islands. 


First  Missionaries 

Church  history  in  Zanzibar  dates  from  the  15th  century,  when 
Portuguese  Augustinians  settled  on  the  main  island.  All  Chris- 
tian missionaries  were  expelled  by  the  Arabs  of  Muscat  in  1698. 
In  December  1860  Father  Armand  Fava,  accompanied  by  two 
other  priests,  six  sisters  and  a  naval  surgeon  arrived  in  Zan- 
zibar, sent  by  Msgr.  de  Maupoint,  Bishop  of  St.  Denis  (Island 
of  Reunion).  They  were  well  received  by  the  people.  The 
Sultan  put  a  large  Arab  house  at  their  disposal.  By  the  end  of 
1862  Father  Fava  had  founded  three  schools,  a  technical  train- 
ing center  and  a  hospital. 

The  first  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  came  to  Zanzibar  in  1863.  Nine 
years  later  all  the  mission  work  on  the  island  was  entrusted  to 
them.  From  Zanzibar  they  moved  to  the  mainland  of  East 
Africa.  In  1868  they  opened  a  mission  at  Bagamoyo,  in  that 
time  the  most  important  harbor  of  Tanganyika.  In  1876  an- 
other group  of  missionaries  left  Zanzibar  to  establish  the  first 
Catholic  mission  of  Kenya,  in  Mombasa. 

"Every  Mass  even  though  offered  by  a  priest  in  private  is  not 
a  private  act  but  an  act  of  Christ  and  of  the  Church.  In  offer- 
ing this  Sacrifice,  the  Church  knows  that  she  is  offering  herself 
as  a  universal  sacrifice.  It  is  for  the  salvation  of  the  entire 
world  that  she  applies  the  single,  boundless,  redemptive  power 
of  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Cross. 

"Every  Mass  is  offered  not  only  for  the  salvation  of  some  per- 
sons but  also  for  that  of  the  whole  world. 

Hence,  although  the  very  nature  of  the  Mass  renders  most 
appropriate  the  active  and  frequent  participation  of  many  of  the 
faithful  in  the  celebration,  nevertheless,  the  celebration  of  that 
Mass  is  not  to  be  blamed,  but  fully  approved,  which  in  con- 
formity with  the  prescription  and  lawful  traditions  of  the 
Church,  a  priest  for  a  sufficient  reason  offers  in  private,  that  is, 
in  the  presence  of  no  one  except  his  server.  From  such  a  Mass 
an  abundant  treasure  of  special  salutary  graces  enriches  the 
celebrant,  the  faithful,  the  whole  Church,  and  the  entire  world 
—  graces  which  are  not  imparted  in  the  same  abundance  by 
the  mere  reception  of  Holy  Communion. 

"Therefore,  from  a  paternal  heart,  we  earnestly  recommend 
priests,  who  bestow  on  us  a  special  crown  of  happiness  in  the 
Lord,  that  they  be  mindful  of  their  power,  received  through  the 
hands  of  the  ordaining  bishop,  of  offering  Sacrifice  to  God  and 
of  celebrating  Masses  both  for  the  living  and  for  the  dead  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  (cf.  Pontificale  Romanum),  and  that  they 
worthily  and  devoutly  celebrate  Mass  each  day  in  order  that 
both  they  and  the  rest  of  the  faithful  may  enjoy  the  benefits 
that  flow  so  richly  from  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Cross. 

"Thus  they  will  also  contribute  greatly  to  the  salvation  of  the 
human  race."

Charleston 

Church-State  problems  are 
being-  neatly  resolved  at  St. 
Peter's  parish  these  days. 
Each  of  St.  Peter's  three 
Spiritans  has  been  involved  in 
the  federal  dialog  in  a  v^ay 
that  would  bring  cheers  from 
Father  John  Courtney  Mur- 
ray. 

Father  Haggerty  has  been 
named  co-director  of  SAIL  — 
Summer  Achievement  in 
Learning.  SAIL  is  a  program 
designed  to  aid  the  under- 
achiever  in  grammar  school. 
In  addition  there  are  adult 
education  aspects,  home  visi- 
tation, and  nursing  care  func- 
tions. This  undertaking  of 
more  than  one-hundred  thous- 
and dollars  has  already  been 
approved  by  the  regional  office 
of  the  Office  of  Economic  Op- 
portunity, and  now  awaits  final 
approval  from  Washington. 
The  program  will  involve 
about  1,200  students  and 
thirty-five  teachers,  with 
about  twenty  teacher-aides. 
Basically,  SAIL  hopes  to  reach 
the  drop-outs  before  they 
drop.  Its  remedial  courses  will 
be  held  at  Immaculate  Con- 
ception School  where  Father 
Haggerty  is  rector.  Father 
Headley  serves  as  counselor 
and  Father  Joyce  teaches 
Latin  and  Religion  there.  If 
this  venture  in  learning  sets 
sail,  it  will  be  quite  an  ac- 
complishment marking  Father 
Haggerty's  Silver  Anniver- 
sary year. 

Father  Headley  has  served 
as  a  priest-volunteer  in  the 
diocesan  migrant  worker  pro- 
gram for  the  Spanish-Ameri- 
cans who  come  through  South 
Carolina  in  the  fall  and  earlj^ 
summer.  This  activity  has 
grown  in  recent  months  and 


promises  to  make  quite  an  im- 
pact in  the  state  this  summer 
with  a  renewed  grant  from  the 
War  on  Poverty.  Between 
seasons  Father  Headley  has 
also  found  time  for  CCD,  the 
Legion  of  Mary,  and  school 
athletics. 

Father  Joyce  was  appointed 
by  Bishop  Unterkoeffler  as  di- 
rector of  Neighborhood  House 
—  a  diocesan  social  center  on 
the  Eastside  —  an  impover- 
ished Negro  area.  The  Center 
is  involved  in  two  government 
projects.  There  is  a  grant  for 
the  prevention  of  juvenile  de- 
linquency from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare.  This  is  a  "Big 
Brother"  type  operation  with 
twenty  male  supervisors  giv- 
ing training  and  guidance  to 
boys  from  problem  homes.  The 
other  project  deals  with  voca- 
tional training  and  job  ex- 
perience. 


Cornwells 

A  solemn  public  novena  to 
the  Holy  Spirit  was  held  here 
in  preparation  for  the  Feast 
of  Pentecost.  Every  evening 
there  was  a  participated  Mass 
followed  by  novena  prayers. 
On  the  last  evening  of  the 
novena  there  was  a  Mass  con- 
celebrated  by  several  of  the 
Fathers. 

Forty-two  students  will  be 
graduated  from  Holy  Ghost 
Prep  on  Sunday,  June  5th.  All 
of  them  have  been  accepted 
into  college.  We  have  two  Na- 
tional Merit  Scholarship  final- 
ists ;  two  with  letters  of  com- 
mendation from  National 
Merit  Scholarship  and  one 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania scholarship  winner.  Six 
graduates  will  be  awarded  ad- 
ditional scholarships:   two  to 


Duquesne  University  and  one 
each  to  M.I.T.,  Drexel  Institute 
of  Technology,  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  St.  Joseph's 
College. 

Another  one  of  our  day 
students  has  been  accepted  for 
our  Novitiate. 

Four  hundred  and  ten 
eighth  grade  boys  took  our 
entrance  examination.  Two 
full  scholarships  and  four  par- 
tial scholarships  were  awarded 
to  top  applicants.  At  present 
an  enrollment  of  two  hundred 
and  seventy-two  is  expected  in 
September. 

During  the  summer  the  li- 
brary will  be  moved  to  the 
site  of  the  old  gymnasium. 
Elaborate  plans  have  already 
been  made  to  refurbish  the 
new  library.  For  the  first 
time,  we  expect  to  have  a  cer- 
tified librarian  in  September, 


Detroit 

The  National  Negro  History 
Week  Committee  awarded  a 
citation  to  Father  Thiefels  in 
recognition  of  his  many  years 
of  labor  on  behalf  of  Detroit's 
Negro  Community.  The  cita- 
tion was  awarded  at  a  public 
convocation  held  in  Wayne 
University's  McCauley  Audi- 
torium. At  this  same  convoca- 
tion Father  Thiefels  also  re- 
ceived a  testimonial  from  the 
Mayor  of  Detroit,  Jerome  P. 
Cavanagh. 


Duquesne 

Voice  of  America  came  to 
the  African  Institute  to  re- 
cord the  sounds  and  voices  of 
those  involved  in  African 
studies.  The  purpose  of  this 
session  was  to  present  to  the 
African  nations  and  peoples 
the  situation  of  African  stud- 
ies in  the  United  States.  The 
recording  session  included 
group  discussions,  interviews 


of  faculty  and  students,  and 
messages  in  native  African 
languages.  Leon  Steinberg  of 
the  Voice  of  America  headed 
the  group  discussion.  The  pan- 
el centered  its  attention  on  the 
present  and  future  situation 
of  African  studies  in  the  Unit- 
ed States.  Besides  being  on 
the  panel,  Father  Joseph  Var- 
ga  made  a  recording  in  Swahi- 
li  in  which  he  told  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers'  missionary 
work,  their  history  and  educa- 
tion. He  said  the  African  In- 
stitute was  founded  to  educate 
missionaries  and  Americans 
in  African  affairs  to  prepare 
them  as  professionals.  These 
recordings  will  be  broadcast 
over  Voice  of  America  to  the 
African  nations,  who  will 
beam  them  over  their  own  net- 
works. 

Eighteen  years'  experience: 
as  chaplain  of  Juvenile  Court 
has  led  Father  Francis  Duffy 
to  shift  his  viewpoint  on  juve- 
nile delinquency  from  that  of 
society,  the  sociologist,  the 
social  worker  and  the  proba- 
tion or  correction  officer  to 
attempt  to  get  inside  the  de- 
linquent child  and  view  the 
world  from  his  eyes.  Taping 
52  interviews  with  youngsters 
detained  in  Juvenile  Court, 
Father  Duffy  has  arranged 
four  series  of  13  radio  inter- 
views, one-half  hour  in  length, 
packaged  under  the  title, 
"Through  a  Child's  Eyes." 
These  interviews,  with  inter- 
pretative comments  by  Father 
Duffy,  have  been  chosen  for 
network  programming  by  the 
National  Association  of  Edu- 
cational Broadcasters  and 
picked  up  by  75  colleges  and 
universities  and  28  agencies 
for  use  in  sociology  courses, 
as  well  as  on  their  radio  sta- 
tions.

i  Dean  of  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, has  been  awarded  a  cita- 
tion as  the  State  Liason  Rep- 
resentative by  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges  for 
Teacher  Education  in  recog- 
nition of  his  significant  serv- 
ice to  the  Association's  pro- 
gram for  the  improvement  of 
teacher  education.

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Hartsville 

Father  Lucey  was  recently 
elected  chairman  of  the  Harts- 
ville Council  on  Human  Rela- 
tions. The  Council  immediate- 
ly introduced  the  federal  food 
stamp  plan  into  Darlington 
County  and  its  members  ad- 
dress area  groups,  civic  or 
social,  on  the  food  stamp  pro- 
gram. The  Council,  a  bi-racial 
organization,  consists  of  48 
members,  and  has  been  estab- 
lished to  discuss  community 
problems. 

The  food  stamp  program  — 
administered  jointly  by  the 
South  Carolina  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  and  the  Con- 
sumer and  Marketing  Service 
—  is  designed  to  help  needy 
families  buy  more  and  better 
food  through  normal  trade 
channels. 

At  the  same  time  the  pro- 
gram is  expected  to  help  move 
more  American  produced  farm 
food  products  to  market. 

Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Orville  L.  Freeman  hailed  the 
inauguration  of  the  food 
stamp  program  in  a  wire  to 
Governor  Robert  McNair.  He 
congratulated  the  governor 
and  the  people  of  South  Caro- 
lina for  initiating  the  new 
food  program  for  low-income 
families. 

More  recently.  Father  Lu- 
cey has  been  instrumental  in 
obtaining  assistance  from  the 
Department  of  Agriculture 
for  needy  children  in  the 
Hartsville  area.  Meals  will  be 
provided  for  these  children 
from  June  through  Septem- 
ber. 

In  recognition  of  the  work 
he  has  done  for  these  people. 
Father  Lucey  was  named  to 
the  County  and  State  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Eco- 
nomic Opportunity  Commis- 
sion. 


New  York 

(The  following  article  ap- 
peared in  the  "Amsterdam 
News,"  New  York  City). 

"An  Extraordinary  Jubilee 
announced  at  the  close  of  the 
Vatical  Council  by  His  Holi- 
ness, Pope  Paul  VI  —  'that 
the  Church  continue  on  the 
path  that  we  indicated  for  her 
during  the  Council'  —  was 
solemnly  observed  in  the 
Archdiocese  of  New  York 
from  Low  Sunday  to  Pente- 
cost Sunday.  Father  Robert  C. 
McCraley  of  St.  Mark  the 
Evangelist  Church  was  chosen 
to  say  the  Mass  at  St.  Pat- 
rick's Cathedral  at  5:30  p.m. 
on  the  Feast  of  Pentecost. 

"The  parishioners  of  St. 
Mark's  are  proud  that  their 
Pastor  was  chosen  for  such  an 
Honor.  Father  McCraley  is  a 
member  of  The  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers.  This  Missionary  Con- 
gregation has  been  working  in 
Harlem  since  1908.  Through' 
these  wonderful  and  fruitful 
years,  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers 
have  seen  St.  Mark's  Parish 
grow.  They  have  seen  many  of 
the  Youth  of  the  parish  com- 
plete their  education  in  the 
parish  school,  and  then  go  on 
to  become  successful  in  socie- 
ty. Many  of  these  former  stu- 
dents are  so  appreciative  of 
the  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  they  return  to  St.

Opelousas 

Preparations  this  year  for 
the  Annual  May  Day  Festival 
in  Holy  Ghost  School  to  raise 
funds  for  necessary  school 
equipment  were  more  inten- 
sive and  enthusiastic  than 
ever  before.  In  two  month's 
time,  the  school's  "little  men 
,and  women"  and  the  teen- 
agers  had  decided   upon  and 


rehearsed  their  respective 
acts  for  public  presentation. 
There  were  class  projects  also 
in  which  the  mothers  of  the 
students  gave  private  home 
parties,  sold  dinners,  and  the 
like.  The  various  dances,  mus- 
ical numbers  and  pageantry, 
as  worthily  as  in  the  past, 
were  given  in  honest  and  hard- 
earned  form  and  the  large 
audience  received  the  program 
appreciatively.  Adult  enthusi- 
asts kept  to  their  regular  an- 
nual routine  in  procuring  ads 
from  the  business  houses  on 
main  street,  end  street,  side 
lanes,  and  drives.  The  proprie- 
tors apparently  want  to  be  a 
real  patronizing  part  of  this 
yearly  May  Day  exhibition.  It 
takes  zeal,  thorough  planning, 
and  hard  work  to  accummu- 
late  $7,000.00,  and  a  little 
more  than  that  was  this  year's 
gratifying  result. 

One  of  the  many  urgent 
phases  of  the  Anti-Poverty 
Program  will  be  conducted  in 
Holy  Ghost  school  for  the  sec- 
ond consecutive  summer  be- 
ginning early  this  June.  There 
was  a  pall  of  doubt  brought 
on  by  some  central  oflfice  di- 
rectors and  committeemen 
whose  principal  motive  was  to 
have  the  application  of  the 
extensive  program  confined  to 
one  school  and  even  narrowed 
down  to  remedial  work  for  the 
benefit  of  only  the  junior  high 
school  and  senior  high  school 
divisions.  In  effect,  the  "little 
people"  throughout  the  city  of 
Opelousas  would  be  deprived 
of  this  grand  opportunity 
which  involves  small  groups 
taught  by  trained  specialists 
whose  singular  intent  and 
methods  are  directed  toward 
overcoming  faulty  reading 
habits  and  weaknesses  in 
mathematical  procedures. 
This  constituted  a  strange  and

serious  sacrifice  in  the  im- 
mediate and  local  plan.  It  is, 
then,  a  significant  tribute  to 
the  wholesome  attitude  of  the 
federal  appointees  that  the 
selfish  aim  of  territorial  lead- 
ers be  quickly  recognized  and 
adjusted  in  true  harmony 
with  the  purpose,  application, 
and  extension  of  the  Anti- 
Poverty  Program,  Thanks  to 
the  earnest  intercession  of 
Father  Walsh,  pastor,  and  the 
physical  and  mental  exertion 
of  the  "most-meeting-going 
assistant,"  Father  Kichak,  the 
"little  people"  will  be  served 
a  second  course  in  the  govern- 
ment's generous  diet. 

The  gates  of  social  solemni- 
ty are  opening  in  many  inci- 
dents and  a  situation  of  glor- 
ious point  will  envelop  the 
school  Prom  this  month.  The 
students  will  enjoy  the  lus- 
trous hall  of  Opelousas'  finest 
hotel,  THE  INN.  Their  antic- 
ipation of  the  finery  to  sur- 
round them  this  night-of- 
nights  must  be  teen-delirium 
kin  to  neither  coma  nor  dream, 
and  that  is"way-out"  without 
doubt. 


The  West  Speaks 

The  paradox  was  Chester- 
ton's favorite  weapon.  Ches- 
terton would  have  liked  the 
western  sector  of  the  Province 
of  the  West,  for  it  is  one  gi- 
gantic paradox  in  all  segments 
of  existence.  In  the  economic 
field,  there  is  an  ugly  display 
of  wealth  that  is  matched  only 
by  the  ugliness  of  the  poverty 
that  is  its  neighbor ;  politically 
you  have  a  Warren  nominated 
by  both  parties  and  a  Gold- 
water  with  Arizona  in  his 
pocket ;  churches  on  every  cor- 
ner and  an  immorality  that  de- 
fies description ;  universities 
with  more  recognized  and  hon- 
ored men  than  any  other  place 


but  it  is  Berkley  and  its  stu- 
dents that  you  hear  and  read 
about.  In  the  cultural  field, 
they  name  their  streets,  their 
towns,  their  homes  after  the 
Spanish-Mexican  contribution 
to  the  area,  yet  there  is  no 
more  despised  ethnic  group 
than  the  Mexican. 

The  land  is  overwhelming, 
not  beautiful,  with  its  vast 
sweeps  of  deserts,  its  moun- 
tain ranges  and  its  dusty  val- 
leys, give  it  water  and  the 
desert  blooms,  the  mountains 
are  a  cool,  green  refuge  from 
the  heat,  the  valleys  become 
roaring  industrial  areas. 

The  presence  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers  is  a  paradox,: 
Bakersfield,  Hemet,  Riverside, 
Tucson,  Phoenix.  To  come  as  a 
stranger  is  to  see  a  surface 
like,  well  founded  and  func- 
tioning parish  or  school  of  the 
East.  This  is  an  illusion.  Tur- 
bulence, strife,  trouble,  prog- 
ress and  decay  are  the  order 
of  the  day.  Guadalupe  of  Bak- 
ersfield, once  totally  Mexican,, 
is  becoming  a  negro  commun- 
ity, but  such  is  the  aura  of 
being  a  Mexican  parish  that 
the  work  among  the  negro  is 
hindered.  Riverside  started  as 
a  negro  parish  and  in  rapic 
succession  became  Mexican- 
Anglo,  now  totally  Anglo  anc 
the  future  is  clouded  as  it  has 
been  recently  zoned  for  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  pur- 
poses. The  people  we  serve  an 
from  everywhere  and  perhaps 
the  only  common  character- 
istic among  all  these  Catholics 
is  the  personal  approach  tc 
their  religion,  attaching  them- 
selves as  they  do  to  somt 
parish  or  priest  to  the  detri 
ment  of  God  and  His  Churc? 
in  their  personal,  family,  anc 
community  life. 

Our  presence  in  the  Wesi 
sees  its  basic  justification  ir 
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the  Mexican  community. 
These  people  are  here  in  great 
numbers,  some  as  descendants 
of  the  original  Spanish  and 
like  to  be  called  Spanish 
Americans ;  others  came  in 
the  migrations  during  the  un- 
settled times  of  Pancho  Villa 
and  Zapata ;  still  others  came 
during  the  time  of  active  per- 
secution in  Mexico  —  many  of 
these  were  the  famous  Cris- 
teros  ;  of  course  in  recent  days 
the  "wet  back."  Now  for  the 
most  part,  they  are  reduced  to 
one  lump  —  "those  Mexicans." 
Neglected  by  church  and  state 
to  a  large  extent  in  the  be- 
ginning, they  now  present  a 
picture  to  the  Anglo  of  ignor- 
ance and  shrewdness,  care- 
less gaiety  and  deep  despair, 
defiance  and  obedience,  piety 
and  anti-religion. 

Why  neglected  by  the 
Church  —  whose  fault?  The 
FBI,  the  Bishops,  the  Anglo? 
Who  really  knows?  Certainly, 
the  burden  of  blame  is  large 
enough  for  all  to  share  but 
such  is  the  paradox  that  even 
this  day  despite  some  bright 
spots  here  and  there,  the  Mex- 
ican, the  largest  single  group 
in  the  Church  of  the  West,  is 
still  neglected,  a  condition 
analogous  to  that  of  the  negro 
at  the  turn  of  the  century  and 
after  the  introduction  of  the 
racial  laws  in  the  South.   In 


this  field,  the  Holy  Ghost 
Father  finds  himself  a  worthy 
son  of  the  ideals  and  tradi- 
tions of  Father  Libermann. 

There  is  a  scarcity  of  clergy 
out  here,  especially  of  the 
native  kind,  yet  the  land  is 
ripe  for  the  harvest.  Ask  the 
Franciscans,  ask  the  Claret- 
ians  who  have  worked  this 
field  and  profited  by  their 
eff"orts. 

Can  the  Holy  Ghost  Con- 
gregation play  a  successful 
part  in  this  Chestertonian 
playland?  To  my  mind,  only  if 
we  become  westerners,  natives 
—  if  you  wish  —  in  order  to 
understand  and  to  profit  for 
God  and  our  congregation. 
Any  other  approach  leads  to 
personal  unhappiness,  frustra- 
tion, and  failure.  Ask  those 
who  have  worked  this  land 
of  paradox. 

If  all  this  has  served  to  con- 
fuse you,  know  then,  that  you 
understand  the  whole  purpose 
of  this  article  —  to  have  you 
understand  that  this  land,  its 
peoples,  its  use  of  religion, 
our  presence  and  our  future  is 
truly  the  kind  of  paradox  that 
caused  Chesterton  to  write 
"Christianity  has  not  failed, 
it  has  not  been  tried"  and  I 
think  that  this  province  has 
a  future  here  in  the  West  but 
it  must  be  tried.

After  that,  their  own  ingenuity 
and  God's  providence  will  determine  subsequent  lines  of  de- 
velopment. I  am  sure  they  will  have  your  prayerful  support 
and  continuing  interest. 

Significant  too  is  the  departure  of  three  Brothers  for  the 
missions.  Brothers  Joseph  Rose  and  James  Burke  will  take  off 
for  Tanzania  as  soon  as  Entry  Permits  are  arranged  and  Brother 
Richard  McKillop  has  already  joined  our  Puerto  Rican  team. 
One  could  wish  their  numbe?  doubled  and  trebled  but  it's  a 
start  anyway. 

For  all  of  these  new  apostles  and  for  the  veterans  in  the  field 
we  beg  God's  choicest  blessings.

AREQUIPA:  OUR  NEWEST  MISSION 

On  October  4,  Fathers  Reardon,  Coffey,  and  Landry  left  from 
Kennedy  Airport  in  New  York  for  our  new  mission  in  Peru. 
The  departure  followed  a  Mass  at  St.  Patrick  's  Cathedral 
offered  by  Father  Gallagher,  and  a  dinner  attended  by  Fathers 
Gallagher,  Francis  Trotter,  confreres  from  communities  in  the 
area,  as  well  as  a  number  of  Diocesan  Directors  of  The  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith. 


Seven  hundred  miles  south  of  Lima,  at  an  altitude  of  8,000 
feet,  the  city  chosen  to  be  the  site  of  our  introduction  to  South  j 
America  is  not  without  particular  significance.  Arequipa  means, 
''Here's  where  we  stay."  Until  now,  the  territory  has  been  con- 
fided to  the  Maryknoll  Fathers ;  but  the  size  of  the  parish  and 
its  potential  expansion  necessitates  the  erection  of  a  new  parish 
which  has  been  entrusted  to  our  Congregation. 

Arequipa  was  founded  on  the  site  of  an  Inca  town  in  1540 
and  now  has  a  population  of  83,725.  It  is  a  trade  center,  with 
leading  activity  in  canning,  milling,  and  tanning  industries. 
Nearby  is  the  El  Misti  volcano. 

A  small  chapel,  already  inadequate  even  for  present  needs, 
is  the  only  building  in  the  new  parish.  Construction  of  a  church 
can  be  planned  with  funds  from  the  Peruvian  government.  The 
government  provides  such  assistance  for  churches  but  not  for 
other  buildings,  such  as  convents  and  rectories.  Temporarily, 
the  Fathers  will  reside  at  the  Maryknoll  house. 

Much  of  their  initial  effort  will  be  in  the  social  field.  Improve- 
ment of  family  life  and  housing,  establishment  of  further  means 
of  education  for  both  adults  and  children,  care  of  the  poverty 
stricken,  providing  medical  aid  and  food  —  all  will  fall  within 
their  mission  responsibility. 

They  were  to  be  welcomed  by  the  Apostolic  Nuncio,  Arch- 
bishop Carboni,  and  Archbishop  Rodriguez-Ballon,  the  Ordinary, 
who  is  a  native  Peruvian. 

ENCOURAGING  VOCATIONS 

"The  duty  of  fostering  vocations  pertains  to  the  whole  Chris- 
tian community,  which  should  produce  such  vocations  through 
the  living  of  a  full  Christian  life.  Thus  the  principal  contribu- 
tors are  the  families  which,  animated  by  a  spirit  of  faith  and 
love  and  sense  of  duty,  become  a  kind  of  initial  seminary.  Next 
in  importance  is  the  parish  in  whose  rich  life  the  young  people 
take  part.  Then  it  is  the  teachers  and  those  who  are  in  charge 
of  the  training  of  youth,  especially  the  leaders  of  Catholic  asso- 
ciations who  should  carefully  guide  the  young  people  entrusted 
to  them  to  recognize  and  freely  accept  a  divine  vocation.  Final- 
ly, all  priests  must  manifest  an  apostolic  zeal  in  fostering  voca- 
tions and  attract  youths  to  follow  in  their  footsteps  through  the 
example  of  their  own  life  and  their  happy  spirit  ..."

VOCATION  SITUATION  IN  PERU 

For  a  population  of  over  11  million  there  are  2,204  priests  of 
whom  less  than  one-third  are  Peruvian.  For  such  a  Catholic 
country  vocations  are  very  low.  In  the  Seminary  of  Santo 
Toribio,  Lima,  for  example,  there  are  98  students  for  12  dioceses. 
Last  year  26  were  ordained  in  the  whole  country.  Only  two  of 
these  were  from  Lima,  an  area  of  over  two  million  souls.  The 
poverty  of  the  clergy,  their  isolation  from  one  another,  and  the 
high  percentage  of  Communist  teachers  are  the  reasons  most 
often  cited  for  these  conditions. 


WORKSHOP  FOR  RELIGIOUS  SPONSORED  BY 
HOLY  GHOST  FATHERS 

At  a  dinner  during  a  Worshop  for  Sisters  held  at  the  Mother- 
house  of  the  School  Sisters  of  Notre  Dame,  in  Wilton,  Con- 
necticut, Father  Joseph  Healy,  C.S.Sp.  developed  the  relationship 
between  family  and  community  as  applied  to  religious  life.  He 
said  that  basic  revelation  from  God  clearly  indicates  we  are 
related  and  we  should,  therefore,  try  to  develop  a  family  spirit 
among  ourselves  as  Christians.  The  truth  of  this  becomes  even 
more  evident  for  those  in  religious  families  who  have  so  much 
in  common. 

Father  Healy  emphasized  the  importance  of  learning  how  to 
forgive  each  other.  "Every  family  has  friction,"  he  said,  "but 
it  is  expected  that  its  members  will  see  the  necessity  of  making 
allowances  and  will  forgive  others  in  the  family.  Forgiveness 
is  a  key  to  happiness.  Religious  should  remember  this  as  much 
as  members  of  any  natural  family." 

The  Workshop  was  under  the  auspices  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers.  Thirty-four  communities  were  represented.  Speakers 
for  the  conferences  were:  Sister  Maureen,  S.S.N.D.,  of  Mankato, 
Minnesota;  Father  Michael  Gilleece,  of  Poughkeepsie,  New 
York ;  and  Dr.  E.  Paul  Benoit,  of  Catholic  University,  Washing- 
ton. Father  Francis  Wright,  C.S.Sp.  directed  the  program. 

Father  Gilleece,  talking  on  apparent  conflicts  in  religious  life, 
said :  "The  world  is  praising  you  for  all  that  you  are  doing  and 
for  the  work  done  by  those  giants  on  whose  shoulders  you  stand. 
No  matter  what  might  be  said  to  you  and  to  all  religious,  it  is 
written  in  the  language  of  praise.  We  never  bother  to  reform 
those  things  that  are  not  worth  while." 

Representing  Bishop  Walter  Curtis,  who  was  out  of  the  coun- 
try, Monsignor  Francis  McGuire,  Vicar  for  Religious,  offered 
Mass  in  the  Motherhouse  chapel  and  was  present  for  the  dinner 
afterwards. 


SEMINARIANS  AT  NEIGHBORHOOD  HOUSE 

(By  Rev.  William  J.  Joyce,  C.S.Sp., 
director  of  Neighborhood  House) 
In  growing  numbers,  seminarians  have  been  using  their  sum- 
mertime vacations  as  a  means  of  drawing  closer  to  the  work  of 
the  Church.  The  so-called  "Summertime-Apostolate"  is  now  a 
strong,  healthy  tradition  within  the  country.  Rev.  Andrew 
Lawrence,  M.S.SS.T.,  of  Silver  Spring,  Md.,  has  for  years  acted 
as  a  central  clearing-house  for  the  program.  He  has  made  con- 
tact between  the  varied  apostolic  programs  throughout  the 
nation  and  the  ambitious  young  seminarian  volunteers.  Many 
seminaries  operate  their  own  programs  and  institute  such  sum- 
mer service  undertakings  as  a  definite  part  of  priestly  formation. 

"Reality-Gap" 

I  One  advantage  of  the  practice  is  to  close  the  "reality-gap" 
which  can  exist  between  too  isolated  a  seminary  regime  and 
too  speedy  an  introduction  into  the  active  pastoral  life.  Apostolic 
activity  during  the  summertime  is  a  custom  which  fulfills  many 
of  the  papal  directives  on  seminary  life. 

The  seminarians  who  came  to  work  on  projects  associated 

i  with  Neighborhood  House  and  St.  Peter's  Parish  engaged  in  such 

I  activities  as:  a  tutoring  for  both  advanced  and  slow  students, 
manual  labor,  commentators  at  liturgical  services,  home  visita- 
tions, athletic  events,  hospital  calls,  and  the  supervision  of  youth 
activities.  An  Opportunity 

For  each  of  the  volunteers  the  stay  in  Charleston  was  an  op- 
portunity to  come  to  know  various  phases  of  the  Church's 
ministry.  Surely  this  contact  with  the  reality  of  pastoral  ex- 
perience will  contribute  to  the  more  mature  cultivation  of  vo- 
cations. The  name  "seminary"  has  come  to  us  from  the  word 
for  a  seed-bed.   For  some  time  the  comparison  was  made  with 

I  a  place  of  isolated  development  in  an  artificial  environment. 

!  Now  it  is  also  realized  that  seedbed  can  be  closer  to  more  ad- 
vanced growth  and  can  thrive  amid  more  natural  surroundings. 
The  seminarian  in  incubation  is  a  thing  of  the  past. 

From  the  Diocese  of  Rockville  Centre,  N.Y.,  we  had  as  volun- 
teers: William  Schlameus  and  Paul  Moderacki,  from  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers:  Edward  Hern,  and  from  the  Missionary  Servants 
of  the  Holy  Trinity:  Frank  Williams  and  Thomas  Kalita.  Mr. 
Owen  Donahue  of  Chicago,  a  candidate  for  the  Jesuit  Fathers, 
worked  for  six  weeks  in  the  Migrant  program  under  Father 
Michael  Kaney,  then,  for  two  weeks,  was  involved  with  Neigh- 
borhood House.  Objectives 

To  make  a  quick  evaluation  we  could  say  that  this  program 
has  brought  the  seminarians  to  the  people  and  the  people  to 
the  '"eminarians.  It  has  given  the  young  students  for  the  priest- 
hood a  chance  to  know  more  of  the  nature  of  their  calling,  to 
see  it  in  more  realistic  terms.  It  has  given  the  public  a  less 
mystical  view  of  seminarians.  It  has  demonstrated  that  a  priest 
must  be  chosen  from  among  men.

urgical  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Mwanza  has  agreed  unani 
mously  that  communicants  should  kneel  when  receiving  H0I3 
Communion.  It  explained:  "In  the  African  mind,  receiving  Holj 
Communion  when  standing  shows  lack  of  respect.  Formerly 
when  a  great  man,  a  chief,  for  example,  came,  he  was  receivec 
with  great  respect:  Men  and  women  went  to  their  knees  t* 
receive  him.  What,  then,  when  God  himself  comes?" 
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
